Traffic  Sumiaary: 

The  Noveirber  total  of  745,047  passengers  reflected  an  increase  of 
13.7  per  cent  over  a  year  age.     This  brought  the  11-rr.onth  figure  to 
0,248,490,  which  is  13.3  per  cent  above  the  corrparable  1964  period. 
U.  S.  mail  shipments  of  11,086,171  pounds  were  an  all-time  high  for 
a  single  mtonth  and  an  increase  of  71.5  per  cent  over  iMOvemJDer,  1964. 
This  increase  is  accounted  for  in  part  by  a  substantially  greater 
volume  of  miilitary  mail  to  Southeast  Asia.    The  11-m.onth  mail  total 
was  91,676^646  pounds,  or  an  increase  of  32.6  per  cent  over  the 
comparable  period  of  last  year.

-Resolution  No.  66-0021.     Hr.   Carr  explained  that  the  call  for  bids 
for  ban  Francisco's  first  underground  power  plant  at  0 ' Shaughnessy 
Dam,     in  the  estimated  amount  of  ;ii300,000  was  very  significant. 
Although  relatively  small,  1200  iilowatts,  the  ^^250, 000  power  plant 
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will  be  built  in  a  tunnel  originally  used  as  a  diversion  tunnel  in 
the  construction  of  0 ' Shaughnessy  Darn.     He  then  called  upon  0.  L. 
Moore,  General  Manager,  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  and  Utilities  Engineer- 
ing Bureau  to  explain  in  further  detail, 

Mr.  Moore  said  that  the  use  of  the  diversion  tunnel  to  house  the 
machinery  will  save  the  cost  of  constructing  a  power  house.  The 
plant  will  generate  5-1/2  million  kilowatt  hours  of  electricity 
each  year  and  is  expected  to  net  the  City  a  minimum  of  '^^26,000  an- 
nually.    The  power  house  will  be  completely  automated.     The  water 
used  for  power  is  the  otherwise  wasted  water  released  to  maintain 
the  flow  of  the  Tuolumne  under  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the 
Raker  Act. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Stack,  Mr.  Moore  stated 
that  the  contract  is  to  be  completed  in  450  days  and  includes  the 
improvement  of  the  domestic  water  supply  and  other  work  estimated 
at  ^^50,000. 


In  discussing  Resolution  No,  66-0024,  accepting  the  work  as  satis- 
factorily completed  under  MR  Contract  No.  497 — G-eary  Carhouse  and 
Office  Building  Re-roDfing,  Mr.  Carr  said  that  funds  were  available 
and  plans  under  way  to  repaint  the  carbarn  at  Geary  and  Presidio 
Avenue.     The  color  to  be  selected  will  be  in  keeping  with  the  paint 
scheme  of  Sears  Roebuck  and  other  buildings  in  the  area  and  will  be 
a  light  tan  or  beige  color  rather  than  the  dull  green  now  on  the 
building.     Mr.  Carr  also  told  the  Commission  he  was  working  with  tht 
Recreation  &  Park  Department  to  landscape  more  of  the  area  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  carbarn. 


Supplemental  Appropriation  in  the  amount  of  4^404,039  to  provide 
funds  for  the  operation  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  was  taken  off  cal- 
endar at  the  request  of  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities. 


Water  Department  Calendar  Item  #4,  Revocable  Permit  to  the  San 
Mateo  Rod  and  Gun  Club,  v;as  put  over  one  week  at  the  request  of  Com- 
missioners White  and  Rousseciu,  to  increase  the  amount  of  insurance 
in  order  to  give  City  the  proper  protection  and  to  provide  a  clause 
which  would  give  title  to  any  spent  shot  recovered  from  the  club's 
range.     The  suggested  limits  of  the  insurance  was  :ii;300,000/i^750,000/ 
4^50,000,        The  Department  was  requested  to  investigate  and  deter- 
mine the  limits  of  insurance  carried  by  the  Pacific  Rod  and  Gun  Clu' 
in  the  operation  of  its  facility  on  Lake  Merced. 


Airport  General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  explained  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  the  Barber  Shop  Lease  at  the  Airport. 


Communications : 

Mr.  Finn  summarized  a  letter  from  Thomas  Gray,  Manager,  Downtown 
Association  of  San  Francisco,  dated  December  29,  1965,  compliment- 
ing the  Municipal  Railway  for  a  Job  well  done  in  making  the  Holiday 
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shopping  period  a  "whopping  success." 


He  then  read  a  letter  dated  January  7,  1966,  addressed  to  the  Gener- 
al Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  from  Ralph  S,  Metheny,  M.D,,  Hospit- 
al Director,  Fort  Miley  Veterans  Administration  Hospital,  thanking 
the  Commission  for  extending  its  Municipal  Railway  service  to  the 
front  of  the  hospital. 


Mr*  Finn  read  an  editorial  presented  by  Louis  S.  Simon,  General  Man- 
ager of  Television  Station  KPIX,  on  Saturday,  January  8,  and  Monday, 
January  10,  1966,  entitled  "V/ater  Department  Overhaul  Overdue]"  and 
endorsing  the  need  for  a  study  of  modernization  of  the  San  Francisco 
Water  Department,  including  the  establishment  of  a  director  of  long- 
range  planning. 


Mr.  Finn  then  read  an  editorial  which  appeared  in  the  San  Francisco 
Examiner  on  Monday,  January  10,  1966,  entitled  "State's  Threat  to 
San  Francisco  Water"  and  supporting  Mayor  Shelley's  and  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission's  position  over  the  routing  of  the  Junipero 
Serra  Freeway  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  Crystal  Springs 
Lakes,     The  Commission  has  urged  that  the  freeway  be  relocated  on 
the  ridge  route  and  the  Exoniner  editorial  heartily  endorses  the 
Commission's  and  the  Mayor's  recommendation. 


Mr.  Finn  read  a  letter  dated  December  9,  1965 »  addressed  to  the 
General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  from  John  C.  Lilly,  General 
Manager  of  the  West  Bay  Rapid  Transit  Authority,     Mr.  Lilly's  let- 
ter asked  for  close  coordination  between  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission and  the  West  Bay  Rapid  Trsmsit  Authority. 

Mr,  Lilly  stated  he  would  be  pleased  to  appear  at  a  Public  Utilities 
Commission  meeting  or  an  informal  gathering  the  latter  part  of  Jan- 
uary, preferably  January  18,  1966,  to  explain  to  the  Commission  the 
scope  of  the  West  Bay  Rapid  Transit  Authority's  studies  and  the  re- 
sult they  hope  to  obtain.     He  also  asked  that  the  Commission  arrange 
for  John  Curt in  of  the  firm  of  Simpson  and  Curtin,  consultants  to 
the  Northern  California  Transit  Demonstration  Project,  to  appear  be- 
fore the  West  Bay  Rapid  Transit  Authority's  Board  on  December  20. 
(Mr.  Carr  reported  that  Mr.  Curtin  had  appeared  before  the  West  Bay 
Rapid  Transit  Authority's  Board  at  that  time.) 

The  Commission  thereupon  ordered  the  Secretary  to  arrange  for  the 
appearance  of  representatives  of  the  West  Bay  Rapid  Transit  Author- 
ity before  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  on  January  18,  1966.  The 
Commission  thought  that  this  would  be  most  timely  as  that  was  also 
the  day  Mr,  Curtin  was  scheduled  to  give  a  brief  progress  report  be- 
fore the  Commission. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  requested  the  copies  of  Mr.   Curtin 's  pre- 
liminary reports  to  the  Northern  California  Transit  Demonstration 
Project  be  made  available  to  the  Commission  as  soon  as  possible, 
Mr,  Carr  directed  0.  L.  Moore  to  ask  Mr.  Curtin  if  such  copies  could 
be  made  available. 
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General  ]X[anag;er  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Itens: 

Mr.  Carr  distributed  to  the  Connission  and  staff  members  a  printed 
billfold-sized  slip  of  paper  listing  the  parking  rates  at  the  San 
Francisco  International  Airport*     This  is  to  be  given  to  each  per- 
son using  the  valet  service.     Mr.  Hansen  and  Mr.  Carr  felt  that  dis 
tribution  of  this  information  would  reduce  the  number  of  complaints 
in  reference  to  the  rates  being  charged  at  the  Airport. 


Mr.  Carr  then  commented  on  the  fine  work  being  done  by  the  Neighbor- 
hood Youth  Corps  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport.  He 
directed  the  Commission's  attention  particularly  to  the  Airport  en- 
trance area.     The  youngsters  have  been  clearing  out  the  weeds  and 
turning  over  the  soil  preparatory  to  the  planting. 


Mr.  Carr  said  that  discussions  have  been  held  and  are  continuing 
with  the  airline  property  representatives  relative  to  the  location 
for  a  permanent  heliport  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  as 
well  as  a  permanent  downtown  heliport.     These  discussions  included 
ways  and  means  of  financing  these  heliports. 

Mr,  Carr  said  he  expected  a  letter  from  the  airlines  within  the 
next  couple  of  days.     They  will  continue  to  work  with  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  staff  so  that  in  the  middle  of  February  they 
can  be  of  assistance  in  making  the  report  to  the  Commission  rela- 
tive to  a  downtown  heliport. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  then  urged  that  serious  consideration  be 
given  to  the  location  of  a  heliport  on  the  top  of  the  enlarged 
5th  and  Mission  Street  Garage.     He  strongly  advocated  that  the  gar- 
age extension  be  constructed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  support  a  heli- 
port on  the  roof. 


Mr,  Carr  then  informed  the  Commission  that  the  Redwood  Association, 
through  the  State  Division  of  Forestry,  presented  the  Mayor  on 
Monday,  January  10,  1966,  with  five  thousand  young  redwood  trees  to 
be  planted  on  the  watershed  in  San  Mateo  County  by  the  Neighborhood 
Youth  Corps, , 


Mr,  Carr  reported  to  the  Commission  that  although  the  appropria- 
tion passed  today  included  funds  for  a  V/ater  Department  land  man- 
agement study  that  Arthur  H.  Frye ,  Jr.,  General  Manager  and  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  San  Francisco  V7ater  Department,  and  Director  of 
Property  Philip  Rezos  were  working  together  on  the  development  of 
the  industrial  park  in  Pleasanton.     Mr.  Carr  stated  that  there  has 
been  recent  interest  shown  by  Eastman  Kodak,  which  has  prompted  the 
Department  to  move  eihead  on  this  project. 


Departmental  Report: 

Hetch  Hetchy  Project  and  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  monthly  re- 
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port  was  presented  by  0.  L.  Noore,  General  Manager. 
Roll  Call: 

Comnissioner  White  conplinent ed  the  Sound  Abatement  Center  on  the 
excellent  job  it  has  been  doing.     He  then  connented  that  the  prob- 
len  is  no  longer  complaints  of  noise.     They  are  now  of  fear.  He 
cited  the  recent  incidents  involving  a  Japanese  aircraft  and  a  Mil- 
itary Air  Transport  Service  plane. 


Comnissioner  Greenberg  remarked  that  last  week  when  he  passed 
through  the  airport ,  the  lazy  susan  baggage  conveyors  were  out  of 
order.    Mr,  Hansen  stated  that  he  realized  there  were  some  dif- 
ficulties but  that  his  maintenance  staff  was  working  on  this  prob- 
lem.    This  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  overtime  funds  were  being  re- 
quested today  for  certain  classes  of  employees  at  the  Airport, 


Commissioner  Rousseau  then  told  the  Commission  about  a  situation 
in  Alameda  County  involving  the  State  Highway  Commission.  It 
seems  that  the  State  Highway  Commission  was  condemning  acreage  in 
that  area  for  a  freeway  and  offered  '^8^00  per  acre.     The  condemna- 
tion suit  went  to  jury  trial  and  the  jury  awarded  the  owner  of  the 
property  4>^0,000  an  acre.     Comnissioner  Rousseau  cited  this  as  an 
example  of  the  arbitrary  attitude  of  the  State  Highway  Commission. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  the  Public  Utilities  Counsel  if  negotia- 
tions had  been  commenced  about  price  for  some  of  the  land  condemned 
by  the  State  Highway  Commission  for  the  freeway  north  of  the  Crys- 
tal Springs  Lakes.     WilliaLi  F«  Bourne,  Public  Utilities  Counsel, 
indicated  that  to  his  knowledge  the  Real  Estate  Department  had  not 
actually  gotten  into  the  price  of  this  land.     Comnissioner  Stack 
urged  that  the  question  of  price  of  this  acreage  be  negotiated  as 
soon  as  possible.    Mr.  Bourne  explained  that  it  was  the  usual  pol- 
icy of  the  Director  of  Property  not  to  negotiate  these  items  until 
all  of  the  land  involved  had  been  taken. 

Mro  Carr  then  said  that  the  Commission  would  recall  that  when  he 
and  Commissioner  White  appeared  before  the  State  Highway  Commission 
urging  the  relocation  of  that  portion  of  Juriipero  Serra  Freeway 
along  Crystal  Springs  Reservoir,  they  said  they  offered  to  work  out 
a  reasonable  amount  for  the  entire  fourteen  miles.    Mr.  Carr  then 
said  he  would  discuss  with  Mr.  Rezos  whether  we  should  negotiate 
separately. 


The  President  of  the  Commission  then  announced  the  fact  that  this 
was  Commissioner  Bert  Simon's  last  meeting,  and  he  complimented 
Commissioner  Simon  on  his  performance  as  a  Commissioner  and  ex- 
pressed his  high  regard  for  him  both  as  a  Commissioner  and  as  a 
friend. 

Commissioners  Greenberg,  White  and  Rousseau  each  added  their  re- 
marks, thanking  Commissioner  Simon  for  his  contribution  to  the  wel- 
fare of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Thereupon  the  Connission  adopted  the  following  resolution,  and  fur-- 
ther  moved  that  the  meeting  \>q  adjourned  in  Commissioner  Simon's 
honor.

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Water  Conditions 

The  end  of  I965  finds  excellent  storage  of  water  in  the  mountain  reservoirs. 
Precipitation  received  to  date  has  been  substantial  with  the  usually  heavy 
precipitation  months  of  January  and  February  yet  to  come. 

Power  Production 

During  the  month  of  December,  Moccasin  and  Cherry  Powerhouses  generated  UU,635»000 
kilowatt-hours  and  77,^50,000  kilowatt -hours  respectively. 

California  Aqueduct  Crossing 

Pursuant  to  condemnation  action,  the  State  of  California  has  acquired  an  easement 
across  the  City's  San  Joaquin  pipeline  right-of-way  for  the  canal  of  the  State's 
California  Aqueduct.    Payment  of  $73,975  has  been  received  from  the  San  Joaquin 
County  Superior  Court  which  represents  the  amount  agreed  to  by  the  Commission  and 
the  State  Department  of  Water  Resources.    This  amount  includes  current  engineering 
and  inspection  costs  and  future  increased  maintenance  costs  to  be  incurred  by  the 
City  on  the  San  Joaquin  Pipelines  currently  being  relocated  at  State  expense. 
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Increased  costs  of  the  future  installation  of  the  City's  fourth  pipeline  will  also  be 
at  State  expense  by  stipulated  agreement. 

Rock-fill  around  the  30-foot  long  concrete  encasements  at  each  end  of  Pipeline  No.  1 
crossing  is  being  compacted.    In  the  shop  at  Alhambra,  California,  coal-tar  enamel 
lining  of  the  special  pipe  sections  of  Line  No,  1  is  complete  and  fabrication  of  the 
sections  for  Lines  No.  2  and  3  continues. 

Freeway  Crossings 

Revised  plans  and  estimates  were  submitted  to  the  State  Division  of  Highways  on  the 
design  of  the  two  Westside  Freeway  (interstate  5)  crossings  over  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
Aqueduct  southeasterly  of  Tracy,  California. 

New  Don  Pedro  Project 

As  a  result  of  the  recent  decision  of  the  U.  S,  Supreme  Court  denying  review  of  the 
New  Don  Pedro  case,  representatives  of  the  City  and  the  Irrigation  Districts  have 
begun  conferences  to  finalize  the  details    of  the  Fourth  Agreement. 

CANYON  POVJER  PROJECT 
Canyon  Powerhouse 

Work  continues  on  concrete  placement,  installation  of  embedded  piping  and  conduit, 
and  alignment  of  the  tapered  section  connecting  the  turbine  distributor  and  the 
shutoff  valve  of  Unit  No.  1. 

At  the  river  crossing  of  the  bypass,  excavation  for  the  north  abutment  structure 
was  completed  and  placing  of  concrete  has  started.

The  low  bid  of  $10,333  was  sub- 
mitted by  Chas.  I.  Cunningham  Co.  of  Oakdale,  California.    High  bid  was  $l6,200. 
Award  of  contract  has  been  recommended  to  the  low  bidder. 

Reconstruction  of  the  bridge  deck  is  required  in  anticipation  of  the  forthcoming 
heavy  equipment  loads  to  be  transported  over  this  bridge  for  powerhouse  construction, 

O'Shaughnessy  Powerplant 

Plans  and  specifications  were  completed  for  Hetch  Hetchy  Contract  No,  36?,  Construc- 
tion of  O'Shaughnessy  Dam  Powerplant  and  Related  Work.    This  auxiliary  powerplant 
will  utilize  fish  release  water  for  the  generation  of  additional  power.  Estimated 
cost  of  the  work  is  $300,000, 

AIRPORT  ENGINEERING  &  CONSTRUCTION 
Parking  Garage 

The  contractor  continued  maintaining  planting  areas  and  rectifying  miscellaneous 
items  that  are  incomplete.  Installation  and  checkout  of  the  National  Automation 
ticketing  system  continues.

In  explaining  Resolution  No.  66-0046,  Arthur  H.  Frye ,  Jr.  General 
Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  San  Francisco  Water  Dejpartnent ,  said 
that  the  State  by  letter  has  agreed  that  the  California  Division 
of  Highways  Service  Contract  No.  E-4517  covering  the  costs  in- 
curred by  the  Water  Departnent  in  treating  turbidity  in  the 
Crystal  Springs  lakes  caused  by  runoff  resulting  fron  the  con- 
struction of  Juniper o  Serra  Freeway  is  not  United  to  ^^10,000  or 
the  date  fixed  for  ternination  of  the  contract.     The  figure  of 
4^10,000  is  nerely  an  estinate  and  the  contract  will  be  renewed 
or  supplenented  as  rvjquired  to  conpunsate  the  Water  Departnent  for 
the  cost  of  the  necessary  treatnent.     Mr.  Frye  stated  that  the 
Public  Utilities  Counsel  had  advised  that  the  letter  stating  the 
intention  of  the  State  to  supplenent  funds  and  extund  the  terns  of 
the  agreenent  was  legally  binding. 
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Mr.  Carr  asked  if  a  fornal  complaint  had  been  rogisterjd  with  the 
State  relative  to  damage  to  the  water  supply  along  the  four  mile 
stretch  now  under  construction  during  the    months  of  November  and 
December,     He  reminded  Mr.  Frye  and  the  Commission  that  the  State 
had  promised  they  could  and  would  control  this  type  of  runoff. 
As  yet,  stated  Mr.  Carr,  the  State  has  been  unable  to  handle  the 
runoff  in  the  manner  they  had  expected, 

Mr.  Frye  replied  that  a  letter  was  sent. 

Mr.  Carr  asked  if  the  State  Highway  Commission  acknowledged  that 
pollution  by  runoff  due  to  construction  has  happened  as  predict- 
ed by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  staff  and  scoffed  at 
by  the  State  Highv/ay  engineers. 

Mr.  Frye  answered  that  the  State  Highway  Commission  did  not  make 
such  an  acknowledgment. 

Commenting  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  has  been  criticized 
for  failing  in  the  past  to  properly  document  its  case,  Mr,  Carr 
requested  Mr.  Frye  to  see  that  correspondence  spells  out  the 
failure  of  the  State  Highway  Commission  to  properly  control  run- . 
off — thus  preventing  turbidity  and  possible  pollution  to  the 
water  supply  of  San  Francisco  and  the  Peninsula — during  a  compar- 
atively small  storm. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  questioned  Mr.  Frye  on  water  quality  re- 
ports,    Mr.  Frye  informed  the  Commission  that  daily  tests  were 
made  and  recorded.     The  Commissionur  then  requested  that  reports 
be  submitted  on  a  weekly  basis  to  the  General  Manager  of  Public 
Utilities  for  forv/arding  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission, 

Mr.  Carr  and  Mr.  Frye  then  explained  that  the  turbidity  was  up 
to  15  for  a  while,  three  times  the  Public  Health  Department  stand- 
ard for  domestic  v;ater  supply.     However,   said  Mr.  Frye,  this 
factor  has  dropped  some. 

Commissioner  Stack  commented  that  this  information  when  divulged 
in  Washington  created  a  deep  impression.

General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items : 

Mr.  Carr  informed  the  Commission  that  Western  iiir lines  had  filed, 
on  January  17,  1966,  an  application  with  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Board  for  anexam.ption  relieving  it  from  restrictions  prohibiting 
through-plane  or  nonstop  operations  between  Los  Angeles  and  San 
Francisco/Oakland  and  Minneapolis/St.  Paul. 

Western  had  asked  for  the  support  of  the  Commission. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  had  pointed  out  to  Mr.  Thomas  Murphy,  represent- 
ing Western,  that  this  would  be  reviuwed  with  the  Public  Utilities 
Counsel  and  b^'  presented  to  the  Commission  on  January  25,  1966 
with  his  recommendation.     City  has  until  January  27,   1966  to  file 
its  petition. 
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Nr.  John  V,  Sinpson,  Attorney-at-Law,  representing  Western  then 
explained  that  in  196-^,  Western  carried  55,330  online  passengers 
between  San  Francisco  and  Tlinneapolis/St .  Paul.     All  were  forced 
to  nake  a  stop  at  Salt  Lake  City.     In  addition,  each  of  the  San 
Francisco  passengers  --was  forced  to  change  planes  at  either  Salt 
Lake  City  or  Denver, 

Mr.  Sinpson  then  coniiented  on  the  inconvenience  imposed  upon  such 
passengers,  as  well  as  the  95,000  passengers  betv/een  Los  Angeles 
and  the  Tv;in  Cities,     He  informed  the  Conriission  the  narket  was 
large  enough  to  support  through-plane  nonstop  service.  Granting 
of  the  exenption  would  not  materially  harn  other  carriers  since 
Western  now  carries  90%  of  the  traffic  v/hile  the  remainder  is 
distributed  among  several  carriers. 

Answering  several  Commissioner  questions,  Mr.  Simpson  pointed  out 
that  the  application  for  the  exemption  was  not  a  route  case  but 
a  service  case.     Later,  undoubtedly,  it  may  become  a  route  case. 
At  that  time  other  carriers  may  file  for  the  privilege  of  flying 
the  route. 

Pointing  out  that  V/estern  hoped  to  obtain  the  support  of  Los 
Angeles,  Oakland,  St,  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  their  respective 
Chambers  of  Comr.ierce  as  well  as  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  he  asked  for  the  support  of  the    City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  through  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 


Mr.  Ckrr  reported  on  the  success  of  the  trip  to  V/ashington  on 
the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  routing.     He  said  that  Mayor  Shelley, 
Corjiiissicner  Stack,  Deputy  City  Attorney  Jerome  Cohen  and  him- 
self, had  a  very  pleasant  meeting  at  the  V/hite  House  with  Lee 
White,  Special  Counsel  to  the  President,  Joseph  A.  Calif ano , Jr. , 
Special  Assistant  to  the  Prusident,  and  Alan  S.  Boyd,  Under  Sec- 
retary of  Commerce  for  Transportation. 

An  excellent  brief  prepared  by  the  City  Attorney  Thomas  M. 
O'Connor,  his  deputies  William  Bourne,  Public  Utilities  Counsel, 
and  Jerome  Cohen  in  conjunction  with  Mr.  Frye  and  his  staff  was 
submitted  and  assigned  to  Mr.  Boyd  for  review.     Mr.  Boyd  assured 
them  that  City  would  hear  from  Washington  soon.     An  attempt  was 
made  to  set  an  exact  date.    Mr.  Boyd  preferred  to  keep  the  date 
open — he  v/as  not  sure  whether  the  answ-^r  would  be  available  in 
a  month  or  six  weeks. 

All  were  impressed  v/ith  Mr.  Boyd's  knowledge  of  the  situation. 

CoEmenting  further,  Mr.  Carr  was  surprised  that  the  feeling  ex- 
pressed by  some  in  Washington  was  that  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
missi n  v/as  attempting  to  reverse  a  policy  previously  adopted 
in  relation  to  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  Route.     San  Francisco's 
representatives     soon  cleared  up  this  apparent  riisconcepticn.  It 
was  pointed  out  that  the  Public  Utilities  Comi.ission  had  urged 
adoption  of  a  route  as  far  east  as  possible  on  water  shed  lands 
but  had  never  at  any  time  adopted  or  agreed  to  the  State's  High- 
way Commission's  proposed  route, 

Mr.  Carr  said  that  Mr.  Boyd  was  well  provided  v/ith  maps  and  ex- 
tensive material  from  the  State  Highway  people.     One  of  the  most 
interesting  statements  from  the  Highway  engineers  was  that  they 
could  control  runoff  and  prevent  pollution  and  turbidity.  Mr. 
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Carr  said  City  countered  this  argunent  with  photographs  showing 
the  damage  done  on  the  section  now  under  construction. 

All  were  well  pleased  by  the  reception  given  San  Francisco's  repre- 
sent atives. 


On  the  application  to  the  H.H.F.a.  using  B^iRTD '  S  credits  on  the 
basis  for  a  grant  assisting  in  the  construction  of  the  Market 
Street  Stations  and  Plazas,  Mr.   Carr  stated  the  Mayor's  staff  was 
working  aiit.     The  application  is  in  alnost  final  forn.     It  re- 
quires the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  before  subnission 
to  the  Federal  Gcvernnent. 

Mr,  Moore  is  concentrating  on  the  design  of  the  Municipal  Railway 
stations  to  avoid  any  problens  in  the  future.     There  has  been  soPxe 
discussion  about  platforn  lengths  in  the  downtown  stations  and 
overall  station,  lengths  at  the  other  Municipal  Railway  stations 
west  of  the  Civic  Center  Station.     These  lengths  will  depend  upon 
the  equix^nent  used  and  the  nethod  of  operation. 


Mr,  Carr  again  discussed  the  possibility  of  obtaining  a  66-2/3% 
federal  grant  to  dei.ionstrate  the  usefulness  of  two-way  radios  on 
Municipal  Railway  vehicles.     If  such  a  grant  is  not  available,  a 
50%  grant  cnpurchase  of  radios  is  possible.     City's  original  pre- 
lininary  request  was  large  and  it  has  been  suggested  that  the 
anount  be  reduced.     i^t  the  present  tine  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
nission  staff  is  continuing  to  explore  the  possibilities  available. 


Connenting  on  the  absence  of  George  P.  iiegri ,  Director,  and 
Vincent  H.  IVilson,  iissistant  Director,  Bureau  of  ilccounts,  Mr,  Carr 
conplinented  Williari  J.   Dwyer ,  Chief  Accountant,  on  the  excellent 
job  he  is  doing  under  adverse  conditions. 


There  will  be  a  neeting  of  the  iiir  Force  i^ssociation  in  Salt  Lake 
City  on  February  17,  1966.     The  purpose  v/ill  be  to  brief  inter- 
ested parties  in  the  various  characteristics  of  strt.-tched  out 
versions  of  planes,  the  0-5-^  and  other  future  developments  expect- 
ed and  planned  for  in  aviation.     Mr.   Carr  was  hopeful  that  a 
representative  from  the  Commission  as  well  as  one  from  staff  would 
be  able  to  attend. 

The  Air  Force  Association  will  stage  in  San  Francisco  in  October, 
a  summary  of  the  two-year  symposium  on  aerodynar.iics.     This  meet- 
ing will  be  open  to  businessmen  as  well  as  the  Aviation  industry. 

These  two  meetings  are  timely  in  view  of  the  proposed  Airport  Bond 
Issue , 


Mr,  Carr  reported  that  the  Airport  Operators  Council  had  prepared 
a  memorandum  dated  December  27,  1965  calling  attention  to  certain 
critical  airport  operating  problems  existing  and  to  be  created 
by  chanf2;es  made  and  being  made  in  the  characteristics  of  the  new 


airplanes.     This  is  one  phase  of  air  transportation  that  is  being 
left  to  the  municipalities. 

Another  concern  is  the  noise  problem  created  by  the  larger  planes. 
The  Airport  Operators  Council  is  attempting  to  arrange  meetings 
at  which  the  noise  problem  may  be  laid  before  the  federal  author- 
ities. 

In  this  connection,  Commissioner  UHiite  commented  upon  the  recent 
resolution  passed  by  the  V/ade  County  Port  Authority,   (Miami,  Flor- 
ida) finding  jet  noise  a  serious  problem  beyond  the  control  of 
local  government.     Commissioner  White  explained  that  it  was  his 
intention  to  have  the  Sound  Abatement  Committee  adopt  this  reso- 
lution at  their  next  meeting  and  then  bring  it  before  the  Commiss- 
ion for  endorsement. 

The  Commission  ordered  that  after  adoption  by  the  Sound  Abatement 
Committee,  the  proposed  resolution  be  submitted  to  Iir.  Finn  and 
the  Public  Utilities  Council  for  their  axjproval  before  submission 
to  the  Commission. 


In  reference  to  the  effect  of  the  New  York  wage  increases  on 
Municipal  Railway  wages,  Mr,   Garr  promised  an  analysis  at  the  next 
meeting. 


The  N.Y.C.  program  has  been  performing  some  work  around  the  en- 
trance to  the  airport  cleaning  up  and  spading  preparatory  to  plant- 
ing the  area. 


Mr.  Hansen  presented  archit.ictural  renderings  of  Western  Airlines 
area  on  Pier  "FF". 


Departmental  Report : 


The  Municipal  Railway  monthly  report  was  presented  by  Mr.  V.  W. 
Anderson. 

Mr.  Thomas  McGrath,  President,  Local  1380,,  Carmen's  Union,  asked 
that  a  copy  of  any  report  on  the  effect  of  carmen's  wage  increases 
be  presented  to  him  and  Mr.   Coleman,  Local  250. 


Roll  Call: 

Coi-imissioner  Stack  noting  Mr.  Al  Rushton,  a  member  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Committee  of  the  1965  Grand  Jury,  was  present,  thanked 
him  for  his  report  on  the  Commission's  activities. 


Special  order  of  Business  -  3:00  P.M . 

Progress  report  by  John  Curtin,  Simpson  and  Curtin,  Transportation 
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Engineers,  on  transit  study  being  conducted  for  the  Northern 
California  Transit  Denonstration  Project. 

Copies  of  the  preliminary  report  "Technical  Menorandun  41-  Revenue 
and  Cost  Analysis"  were  submitted  to  the  Cor.ir_iission» 

Mr,  Carr,  introducing  Mr.  Curtin,  connented  that  this  was  probably 
the  nost  coraprehensive  analysis  of  revenue  and  costs  nade  of  the 
Municipal  Railway. 

Mr.  Curtin  said  in  last  appearance  before  the  Connission  he  report- 
ed on  the  origin  and  destination  of  Muni  passengers  and  that  equip- 
ment, both  inventory  and  adequacy  has  been  reported. 

There  was  also  a  memorandum  on  passenger  interchange  and  what  is 
being  developed  in  connection  with  fare  collection.     This  is  the 
fourth  phase  and  deals  with  revenues  and  costs  of  the  existing 
systems. 

The  memorandum  consists  of  seven  tables  and  the  texts  relating 
thereto,  explained  Mr,  Curtin.     It  is  divided  into  five  parts:  - 
revenue  and  cost  analysis;  Muni  patronage  and  service;  AC  Transit 
patronage  and  service;  level  and  trend  of  operating  costs  and 
formula  for  allocation  of  costs  to  individual  routes.     Mr,  Curtin 
indicated  he  would  continue  his  remarks  to  the  Muni  operation. » 

Between  1950  and  I960  transit  riding  in  the  nation  dropped  45.5%- 
Key  System's,  AC ' s  predecessor,  passenger  loss  in  that  decade  v/as 
over  50%.     For  the  same  period  Muni  lost  only  19.3%  of  its  pass- 
engers , 

Since  I960  the  nationwide  decline  has  been  11.4%,     Muni  has  not 
declined  at  all. 

Muni  has  maintained  service,  said  Mr.  Curtin. 

Touching  on  fares,  Curtin  pointed  out  that  the  average  fare  in 
the  country  is  23.66  cents  for  a  single  vehicle  ride  and  26.36 
cents  for  a  two  vehicle  ride.     This  averages  out  at  about  25  cents. 

Parenthetically,  Mr.  Curtin  remarked     that  the  Muni  system  would 
be  self  liquidating,  meet  its  obligations,  pay  the  highest  wage 
rates  in  the  United  States  (to  v/hich  the  wage  formula  commits  the 
Muni),  if  it  had,  not  the  highest  fare,  but  only  the  average  fare 
in  the  United  States.     He  added  that  this  could  be  done  even  with 
what  is  probably  the  oldest  equipment  in  the  United  States. 

The  job  being  done  in  San  Francisco  is  a  tribute  to  Mr.  Anderson 
and  his  Associates. 

Mr.  Curtin  stated  he  was  not  urging  a  fare  increase. 

He  then  remarked  that  Senator  V/illiaiis  was  now  preparing  an  ai'iend- 
ment  to  the  Mass  Transit  Act  to  provide  for  operating  subsidies 
which  if  enacted  would  put  the  rest  of  the  country  on  the  fare 
policy  adopted  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  some  ten  or 
twelve  years  ago.     If  enactud,  this  would  provide  on  a  national 
basis  what  San  Francisco  has  been  pursuing  on  a  local  basis. 

He  then  went  on  to  er.phasize  San  Francisco's  good  transit  riding 
habit,  San  Francisco  stands  third  in  the  nation  behind  New  York 
and  Boston  and  ahead  of  Chicago.     Three  have  extensive,  well-

developed  modern  rapid  transit  systems  and  San  Francisco  does  not, 

Mr.  Curtin  described  the  trend  of  riding  and  service  in  San  Fran- 
cisco . 

Going  on  to  operating  costs,  he  informed  those  present  that  oper- 
ating costs  average  '+^1.05  per  mile  for  all  types  of  equipment. 
Bus  operating  costs  average  '^0,93  per  mile,  trolley  coaches  >^*04 
per  mile,  streetcars  4^1.15  por  mile,  and  cable  cars  ^4,97  per 
mile  • 

Claims  expenses  average  about  20  per  mile  for  buses,  trolleys 
and  streetcars,  and  around  15^i  per  mile  for  cable  cars. 

The  Commissioners  then  asked  questions  in  detail  about  the  dif- 
ferent lines  such  as  the  Stockton  express,  Noriega  express  and 
shopper's  shuttle. 

When  asked  if  the  shopper's  shuttle  fare  was  increased  to  ten 
cents  would  the  line  be  self  supporting,  Mr.  Curtin  replied  that 
the  Dovmtov/n  shuttle  would,  but  not  the  Mission. 

Mr.  Carr  explained  that  the  detailed  answers  to  many  of  the  Com- 
missioners'  questions  would  be  in  the  final  evaluation.     This  is 
why  there  has  been  such  emphasis  placed  on  the  refusal  to  con- 
sider fare  increases  and  other  things  until  the  facts  are  obtain- 
ed. 

Since  the  material  developed  in  this  study  will  become  the  prop- 
erty of  'the  Northern  California  Transit  Demonstration  Project  and 
will  be  taped,  it  will  be  a  simple  matter  to  maintain  it  on  a 
current  basis,   said  Mr.  Carr.     For  a  small  amount  of  money  this 
can  be  easily  programmed  for  consultants  to  come  in  and  give  a 
periodic  analysis. 

Fares  will  be  the  subject  of  the  next  report. 

The  contract  according  to  Mr.  Curtin  calls  for  completion  in 
November,     By  April  he  promised  that  sufficient  data  will  be  avail- 
able to  aid  the  Commission  in  determining  the  Municipal  Rail- 
way's needs  to  be  included  in  a  bond  issue. 

E.  Sam  Davis,  Project  Director,   said  Simj^son  and  Curtin  are  about 
40%  along  with  the  study.     Costs  are  in  line  with  the  budget  and 
should  continue  to  be  so  unless  something  drastic  occurs. 

Commissioner  Stack  requested  notice  of  the  Board  of  Control  meet- 
ing in  February  sent  to  the  Coriirais  si  oners  and  invited  them  to  at- 
tend if  possible.

when  he  previously  operated  coaches.

CABLE  Car  WINDSHIELD  VIPERS; 

All  27  Pov/ell  Street  cable  cars  had  been  equipped  with  new  battery- 
operated  windshield  v.dpers  by  December  17,   1965*     Additionally,  all 
10  active  Calif crnia  cable  cars  v/ere  equipped  with  v/indshield  v/ipers 
as  of  January  7?  1966. 

CABLE  CAR  TRACK  BRAJOij  SHOES: 

On  January  10,  1966,  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  and  Municipal 
Railway  staffs  com:-aenced  testing  two  sets  of  Becorit  cable  car  track 
brake  shoes.     Comparative  data  is  being  developed  as  to  sto^Dping 
distance  and  durability.     Cost  figures  have  not  been  obtained  as  yet. 

HYDE  CABLIih 

A  new  Hyde  line  cable  was  installed  to  replace  the  worn-out  cable 
v/hich  had  been  in  service  for  130  days.     The  normal  life  for  the 
Hyde  Cable  is  about  120  days. 
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NEW  DOOR  GUARD  AT  CABLE  IlAGHILiBPY  PLANT : 

A  nev;  specially  constructed  bumper  guard  for  protection  of  the 
brick  work  at  the  entr?.nceway  to  the  cable  machinery  plant  has 
recently  been  installedc     The  bumper  plate  is  made  of  3/8"  steel 
and  is  approximately  5"  high.     It  is  designed  to  avoid  damage  to 
the  entranceway  previously  caused  by  unloading  the  heavy  cable 
reels  at  the  cable  machinery  plant » 

PQPEoT  HILL  oTATION : 

A  new  bench  has  been  constructed  and  installed  to  match  an  existing 
bench  at  Porest  Hill  Station^     The  old  bench  was  also  reconditioned 
and  painted  to  present  a  similar  appearance.     This  improvement  has 
precipitated  favorable  comment o 

PAINT  SHOP  RAI^iP : 

The  contract  for  the  installation  of  a  new  ramp  at  the  entrance  to 
the  Paint  Shop  adjacent  to  Geneva  Avenue  has  been  completed.  This 
has  proved  to  be  a  great  help  in  moving  the  trolley  coaches  and 
motor  coaches  from  the  Elkton  Shop  to  the  Paint  Shop.     This  v/ork 
involved  removing  considerable  amount  of  fence  and  installing  a 
new  concrete  and  asphalt  ramp. 

WEST  PORTA!.'  SUBsTaTIQN: 

On  December  21,  1965?  at  5»30  a.m» ,  the  Overhead  Lines  Department 
vjas  notified  that  the  trolley  lines  were  dov/n  e.t  the  vicinity  of 
RoGsmoor      19th  iivenue.     These  lines  possibly  had  been  damaged  by 
a  high  level  truck  and  had  been  causing  an  intermittent  ground 
which  resulted  in  damage  to  one  of  the  large  cubicle  type  circuit 
breakers  at  the  V/est  Portal  Substation.     The  damage  caused  by  this 
continuous  cycling  (approximately  200  times)  destroyed  the  arc 
chute  and  it  must  be  replaced.     A  jumj)er  was  installed  between  the 
faulty  breaker  and  one  of  the  existing  feeder  breakers  to  permit 
continuation  of  operations.     The  damaged  breaker  v/as  removed  and 
will  be  repaired  as  soon  as  the  parts  are  received  from  the  West- 
inghouse  Hanuf acturing  Company.     A  temporary  arrangement  of  tying 
the  two  feeders  together  has  been  working  satisfactorily  to  this 
date. 

TROLLEY  POLE  TOP  EXTM'SIONS t 

12  trolley  pole  top  extensions  have  been  installed  for  lighting 
fixtures  at  various  locations  for  the  Bureau  of  Light,  Heat  and 
Power.  This  project  v/as  accomplished  through  a  v;ork  order  from 
that  Bureau. 
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MACK  r-IOTOR  COACH  MAINTSNAjvCEs 


Mr.  Fred  o.  niller.  Transit  Equipment  Superintendent,  reports  that 
from  July  1  to  December  31,  1965,   ^  total  of  74  Mack  engines  were 
overhauled  in  the  riuni  shops. 

EAST-WEST  E00T3ALL  GAME : 

The  Shrine  EasG-west  Eoothall  Game  v/as  held  on  December  31?  1965 • 
Extra  service  was  iDrovided  on  Lines  "i'i",  7?   10?   33?  71  sind  72. 
This  xvas  the  first  tine  in  memory  that  the  game  was  held  on  a  v/eek- 
day,  but  due  to  people  leaving  their  places  of  business  early,  no 
major  congestion  problems  developed  during  the  period  which  normally 
would  have  been  the  evening  ruL'h  period,, 

xTEW  YEAR'S  EVE: 


On  New  Year's  Eve,  no  transit  service  was  operated  on  Market  Street 
between  Eighth  and  Third  Streets.     Inbound  streetcars  v/ere  sviitched 
back  at  Eleventh  Street,   and  connecting  motor  coach  shuttle  service 
provided  between  there  and  the  Eastbay  Terminal.     All  m.otor  and 
trolley  coaches  were  rerouted  inbound  via  Eighth  and  Mission  to 
their  inner  terminals,   and  outbound  from  the  irjier  terminals  via 
Mission  and  Ninth  Street  or  South  Van  Ness  to  the  regular  lines. 
Cable  car  service  at  Powell      Market  Streets  on  Nev;  Year's  Eve 
continued  uninterrupted  for  the  first  "^ime  in  many  years. 

YOUTH  QPPORTLCTTTY  CHARTERS : 

Starting  December  27,  1963?  two  of  the  six  chartered  coaches  for 
the  Y^outh  Opportunity  Group  have  been  operated  on  an  extended 
route  to  a  Water  Department  job  site  seven  miles  south  of  the  pre- 
vious Millbrae  siteo 

SERVICE  ADJUSTMENTS : 

Effective  v/itn  the  General  Signup  on  December  27,   1965?  line  No.  37- 
Corbett  schedules  wore  revised  to  extend  service  from  9  p-m.  to 
10  p.m.  on  weekdays  and  Saturdays. 

Effective  January  3?  1966,   line  No.  2-Clement  trips  scheduled  to  or 
via  Eort  Miley  v/ere  rerouted  to  the  loop  in  front  of  the  new  Ad- 
mistration  Buildingo     As  related  thereto,  the  farside  stop  at  ^l-3rd 
and  Clement  was  moved  to  nearside. 

CHINESE  NEW  YEAR'S  PARADE : 

The  Chinese  New  Year's  parade  v/ill  be  held  on  Saturday,   January  29, 
1966,  commencing  at  7:30  p.m.     The  line  of  march  will  be  from 
Market  &  First  Streets,  up  Market  to  Grant  Avenue,  right  on  Grant 
Avenue  to  Bush  Street,  right  on  Bush  to  Kearny,   left  on  Kearny  to 
disbanding  area  at  Jackson  Street.     Based  on  previous  experience, 
severe  traffic  congestion  will  exist  in  the  downtown  and  North  Beach 
areas  during  the  parade  and  for  some  time  after  the  parade.  Muni- 
cipal Railway  service  operated  in  the  above  area  will,  no  doubt,  be 
disrupted. 

The  motorized  cable  car  will  be  in  the  parade.

NFW  YORK ,  N.  Y.   -     The  New  York  Transit  Authority  reports  a  rjavinr  of 
about  ^;100,000  a  year  in  maintenance  costs  since  it  sv/itchod  frora  up- 
holstered to  Piberglas  bus  seats.     About  60t  oV  2fSh3>  city  buses  now 
sport  the  new  vandal-resistant  seatin/^.     Only  ei,p;ht  seats  have  required 
reoair  since  the  authority  first  utilized  Fiberrjas  eiprht  years  ago. 
Eventually  all  li-,285  buses  will  have  seats  made  of  the  new  material, 
"  /hen  you  consider  our  lines  carry  more  than  .390, 0(>:),  000  pa.s3engers 
a  year,  the  parformance  of  our  Fiberglas  seats  is  truly  remarkable," 
said  George        Heinle,   Assistant  General  Superintendent  of  the  authority* 
surface  maintenance  department. 

An  entirely  new  subway  car,   both  in  appearance  and  comfort,   is  being 
sought  by  the  New  York  City  Transit  Authority,     The  Transit  Authority 
has  engaf_^ed  the  industrial  designing  company  headed  by  Raymond  Loewy 
to  devise  a  new  car  that  will  be  dramatically  different  in  exti-rior 
and  interior,   incori)orating  the  very  latest  concepts  of  what  au 
attractive  and  comfortaole  rapid  transit  car  should  be, 

A  topic  of  great  interest  among  the  millions  of  daily  bus  riders  in 
Mew  York  City  are  the  unique  "Bus  Riders  Digest"  cards  appearing  inside 
the  buses  interspersed  among  the  regular  ad  cards.     The  cards,  regular 
interior  display  in  size,   capture  and  hold  the  attention  of  the  pas- 
sengers, and  thousands  of  letters,  1$0  per  day,  which  pour  into  the 
offices  of  New  York  3us  Advertising  Company  attest  to  this  fact. 

A  new  report  issued  recently  establishes  Transit  as  the  fastest  g:rowing 
advertising  medium  in  the  United  States,     Transit  advertising  volume 
rose  9oi|.  percent  during  the  first  six  months  of  1965,   the  Transit 
Advertising  Measurement  Bureau  reports.     Increases  of  other  media  all 
fell  short  of  Transit's  gains. 

KONTREAL,   CANADA  -  By  a  unanimous  vote,   the  members  of  the  Montreal 
Transportation  Commission  have  authorized  that  the  fare  now  in  effect 
within  the  central  zone  will  be  extended  to  all  lines  on  the  system 
and,   consequently,   special  zones  are  abolished, 

CHICAGO,   ILL.   -  More  than  2^  billion  dollars  worth  of  new  rail  rapid 
transit  routes  is  being  constructed  or  about  to  be  built  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada,  reported  George  L.  DeMent,   President  of  the  Institute 
for  Rapid  Transit,     Altogether,   the  current  construction  programs  and 
plans  for  construction  starts  in  the  near  future  will  provide  a  total 
of  169  miles  of  subways  and  other  rail  rapid  transit  routes.  Dement 
said.     "This  mileage  is  equivalent  to  building  a  new  rail  route  between 
New  York  City  and  the  Boston  metropolitan  areas.     It  also  is  greater 
than  the  airline  distance  between  Chicago  and  Indianapolis  or  between 
Portland  and  Seattle." 

PAS  APE  N A ,  CALIF.-  The  California  Public  Utilities  Commiission  has  con- 
di tionally  authorized  Pasadena  City  Lines  to  eliminate  tokens  selling 
six  for  a  dollar.     The  company  sought  authority  to  cancel  its  token 
fare  pending  full  hearing  on  its  application  to  raise  the  single  zone 
fare  from  20  to  25  cents  and  the  20-ride  student  book  from  $2  to  $14., 
No  increase  was  sought  in  the  present  five  cent  inter-zone  fare, 

LONDON,  ENG.   -  London  Transport  has  stated  that  it  is  developing  a  new 
type  of  Underground  ticket  in  connection  v;ith  its  experiment  in  automatic 
fare  issue  and  collection  on  the  Underground,     So  far,  since  the  ex- 
periments began  in  January  196L|.,  ordinary  Underground  Railway  tickets 
with  magnetic  ink  markings  have  been  used  in  the  autonatic  gates  now 
being  tried  out  at  several  stations  in  West  London,     These  gates  "read" 
the  tickets  electronically  before  letting  the  passengers  through.  Now, 
as  the  next  stage  in  the  experiments,  London  Transport  proposes  to  use 
a  ticket  with  one  side  coated  v;ith  brown  magnetic  oxide  like  a  tape  which 
will  be  "coded"  when  issued.     Experience  with  the  two  types  of  tickets 
will  then  be  compared.     Laboratory  tests  ai-e  already  being  conducted 
on  the  new  type  tickets.

Budget  Proposals  for  the  Fiscal  Year 
1966-1967  for  a11  Departments  Under 
the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Comnission 


Coniaissioner  Stack  opened  the  hearing  by  stating  that  each  of  the 
Conr.iis  si  oners  had  been  furnished  with  a  copy  of  thu  consolidated 
budget. 

Mr.  Carr  then  announced  the  next  budget  was  ^84,790,000.  This 
was  up  sone  hv10,000,000  fron  last  year.     Preparation,    of  the  bud- 
get required  hours  of  work  by  nany  nenbers  of  the  staff.  He 
singled  out  V/illian  J.   Dv/yer,  Chief  Accountant.     Mr.  Dwyer,  said 
Mr.  Carr,  did  an  excellent  job  under  difficult  circumstances. 
Both  Vincent  H,   Wilson,  iissistant  Director,  Bureau  of  Accounts, 
and  George  P.  Negri,  Director,  Bureau  of  Accounts,  were  off  ill, 
and  Mr.   Dwyer  and  his  staff  had  to  carry  on  without  the  services 
and  experience  of  these  gentlemen. 

Each  of  the  Department  Managers  v;as  then  asked  by  Mr.   Carr  to 
present  a  brief  summary  of  his  budget. 
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For  the  Airport  Georgo  F.  Hansen  explained  that  the  "budget  was 
^^12 ,980 ,000 ,  an  increase  of  nore  than  4^4  nillion  over  last  fiscal 
year.     The  increase  is  largely  accountable  to  a  series  of  additions 
and  betternents  as  well  as  reconstruction  and  rex)lacenents.  Thir- 
ty-five new  ijernanent  salaried  enployees  and  seven  new  per  dien 
employees  are  being  requested.     Mr,  Hansen  said  the  budget  includ- 
ed an  increase  in  revenues  of  approximately  ^^500, 000  frcn  landing 
fees  and  additional  flights. 

Of  the  -1^4  nillion,  one  it  en,  the  fill  for  extension  of  runway  28R, 
amounts  to  w$, 400, 000.     Mr.  Hansen  said  that  the  >;3  ,^00,000  is 
total  estimated  cost,  of  which  one  half  v/ill  be  recoverable  for 
the  Federal  G-overnment . 

Mr.   Garr  point ^^d  out  that  the  airport  has  perr.ission  from  the  Faa 
for  fill  out  to  10,600  feet,  this  money  will  allov/  runway  28R  to 
be  extended  to  11,870  feet. 

Connissioner  Stack  asked  if  the  extension  of  28R  was  to  be  com- 
pleted irrespective  of  the  F.i.^. 

To  this  Mr,  Garr  answer>^-d  in  the  af  f  irriative ,   saying  that  the 
staff  understood  this  was  the  policy  of  the  Comnission.  The 
11,870  foot  extension  was  turned  down  but  recently  the  Fxu±  has 
indicated  that  if  San  Francisco  is  ready  to  proceed  with  it  they 
nay  reconsider. 

Gomiaissioner  White  asked  if  there  was  money  to  take  care  of  sewage 
treatm.ents  according  to  the  standards  der.anded  by  the  Bay  Area 
Regional  Water  Pollution  Control  Board. 

To  this  Mr.  Garr  answered  in  the  negative.     Meetings  are  scheduled 
next  week  with  Mr.  Harrison  of  the  Board  and  others  to  review  the 
entire  prograiM  and  the  /lirport '  s  part  in  it. 


In  explaining  the  Hetch  Hetchy  budget,  B.  Vi.  Grethel,  Assistant 
General  Manager,  Hetch  Hetchy  Project,   eUiphasized  the  ^2  million 
increase  in  power  revenue  exxjected  when  the  Ganyon  Power  House 
goes  into  oper^.tion.     The  1st  unit  is  expected  to  be  on  the  line 
in  October,  tho  2nd  unit  in  Noveriber.     The  budgets  contains  two 
new  employments  related  to  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  power- 
house. 


W.  F.  Getts,  Senior  Engineer,  presented  the  Utilities  Engineering 
Bureau  budget.     He  explained  that  being  a  staff  organization,  pro- 
viding engineering  services  to  the  Airport,  Hetch  Hetchy  Project 
and  the  Municipal  Railway,  approximately  90%  of  the  budget  is  for 
salaries.     There  are  15  new  positions,  primarily  for  field  in- 
spection in  connection  with  the  last  section  of  San  Joaquin  Pipe- 
line No*  5  J  construction  of  Ganyon  Power  House  and  the  new 
Mocassin  Pov/erhouse* 


The  Bureau  of  Light,  Heat  and  Power  budget  of  ;;5,391,116  was  funds 
frori  other  departments,  the  Gorjriission  was  informed  by  Mr.  Grethel. 
This  departm.ent  acts  as  a  billing  and  collection  agency  for  the 
delivery  of  gas  and  electric  power  to  city  departments. 
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The  Water  Departnent  budget  reflected  an  increase  of  41^1,099,000 
over  last  year,     Mr.  Frye  outlined  the  najor  objectives  for  1966- 
1967:

^)     To  nake  a  study  of  new  techniques  and  equipiient  for  neter  read' 
ing  -    this  will  provide  a  i.:ore  uniforn  work  load  for  neter 
readers,  assist  in  billing  operations  and  provide  better 
service  to  the  consuner. 


Connissioner  Stack  then  stated  that  the  Municipal  Railway  budget 
had  received  the  attention  of  Mr.  Carr  and  staff  and  the  Conniss- 
ion,  not  at  one  conference,  but  at  several,  dating  fron  early 
Decenber  until  2:50  P.M.  yesterday.     He  then  requested  Mr. 
Anderson  to  sur;j".iarize . 

Mr,  iinderson  announced  the  Municipal  Railway  budget  was  +i:3'^>650 ,000 , 
up  4^5,560,000  fron  last  year  with  an  increase  in  tax  subsidy  of 
sone        nillion.     Tax  subsidy  for  1966-1967  is  estimated  at 
^12,890,000.     He  pointed  cut  the  iten  for  75  new  buses  at  a  cost 
of  4)1,400,000.     This  is  only  5C^  of  the  cost;  it  is  anticipated 
the  balance  will  be  obtained  fron  a  federal  grant  under  the  Mass 
Transit  ^ict. 

Connissioner  Stack  stated  that  he  fult  the  Connission  nust  face 
the  eventuality  transit,  with  the  cost  of  labor,  services  and 
equipnent  re"placenent ,  nust  be  subsidized.     He  also  announced 
that  the  CoLinission  today  was  only  adopting  a  budget  and  was  not 
considering  a  fare  raise. 

In  reply  to  Coiinissioner  White's  question,  Mr.  Anderson  said  that 
fron  infomation  now  available,  platforn  wage  increases  starting 
with  the  fiscal  year  1967  would  ar.:ount  to  around  ^3,200,000  in 
two  years, 

Connissioner  White  point ud  out  that  this  does  not  include  salary 
increases  for  a  suTjervisory  personnel  who  have  always  enjoyed  a 
differential, 

Connissioner  Rousseau  pointed  out  that  70%  of  the  Muni's  budget 
is  in  wages  and  salaries.     This,  said  the  Connissioner,  is  sone- 
thing  beyond  the  Connission' s  control. 


Mr.  Carr  subnitted  the  General  Office  budget  loointing  out  the  need 
for  additional  personnel  which  was  not  net  in  this  budget. 


Connissioner  Stack  then  called  for  connents  fron  the  public, 

Thonas  McGrath,  President  of  Carnen's  Union,  Local  1380,  express 
ed  his  appreciation  for  the  inclusion  of  75  new  buses  in  the 
budget  and  the  iten  for  paving  of  the  bus  yard.     He  then  said 
the  public  should  be  told  the  Muni  was  a  public  service.  Just 
as  the  fire  and  ])olice  departnents,  and  the  ox^erators  should  be 
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paid  and  tr.;ated  Just  the  sai-ie  as  x^olicenon  and  firenen, 

Louis  J.  Kruinn,  President,  ivpartrient  House  Associations  Consoli 
dated  presented  the  following  staterient: 

"I  an  appearing  today  with  particular  refo-rence  to  the  bud- 
get of  the  Municipal  Railway. 

We  have  not  had  an  opportunity  to  exariine  the  budget  pro- 
posed for  1965-1967  but  believe  it  is  safe  to  assune  that 
it  contains  a  large  property  tax  subsidy. 

There  has  been  considerable  discussion  in  the  past  week  of 
a  fare  increase  and  a  wage  increase  resulting  fron  the  New 
York  strike  settlenent.     Before  going  into  our  position  on 
the  fare  I  would  like  to  clarify  a  coux)le  of  inportant 
points. 

First  -  it  is  not  uandatory  for  San  Francisco  to  pay  the 
v/age  rates  arrived  at  in  New  York  as  a  strike  settlenent. 
The  charter  provides  that  vjage  rates,  set  by  the  super- 
visors,  shall  not  exceed  the  average  of  the  two  highest 
in  the  United  States.     This  leaves  considerable  discretion 
and  nakes  it  unnecessary  to  adopt,  what  President  Johnson 
called  an  inflationary  wage.     We  would  hope  that  only  rates 
in  large  California  systens,  where  conditions  are  r.iore  con- 
parable,  be  considered  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Second  -  There  has  been  repeated  reference  to  a  ^7  nillion 
Municipal  Railway  subsidy.     The  actual  deficit  for  this 
year  is  sv8,950,005.     This  ar.iount  is  equal  to  550  per  -t^lOO 
in  the  record  tax  rate  this  year. 

On  the  nattur  of  fares,  we  appeared  before  you  in  1963  o^ncl 
196^  and  asked  that  you  raise  the  fare  to  reduce  the  rail- 
way deficit.     We  are  repeating  that  request  today.     We  be- 
lieve that  you  should  have  the  benefit  of  the  report  on 
fares  to  be  presented  to  you  in  February.     However,  like 
the  1965  Grand  Jury,  we  do  not  think  this  unpleasant  duty 
should  be  unduly  delayed. 

It  is  unfair  to  ask  the  taxpayers  to  pick  up  a  growing 
tab  for  the  thousands  v;ho  cone  into  the  city  daily  fron 
O'Okland,  Ilarin  and  the  Peninsula  areas,  use  our  i^ublic 
services  and  pay  nothing  tov/ard  the  naintenance,  nor  to- 
ward the  taxes  and  leave  us  thu  huge  deficit  for  an  out- 
noded  transit  systeri  operated  on  1966  wages  and  costs  for 
the  unrealistic  1952  fifteen  cent  fare. 

We  believe  that  while  a  25^i  fare  will  not  neet  the  deficit, 
it  will,  we  hope,  stop  the  deficit  increasing,  but  in  no 
evunt  should  the  fare  be  less  than  25'^.

Mr.  McGrath  then  warned  the  Corj-iission  and  Mr.  Krunn  not  to  "fo 
with  the  operators'  wages  or  their  wage  fornula.  This,  accord- 
ing to  Mr.  McGrath,  would  cause  nothing  but  trouble. 
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Cor.ii'iissioner  Stack  again  inforned  the  audiGiico  that  the  question 
of  fares  was  not  before  the  Cormission, 

nr.  Carr  told  Mr.  Krunn  and  the  C omission  that  a  25  cent  fare 
would  not  allow  the  Municipal  Railway  to  break  even,  and  asked 
how  high  the  dissociation  would  like  to  see  the  fare. 

Mr,  Krunn  replied  that  a  fare  should  be  fixed  to  allow  the  Muni- 
cipal Raili.;ay  to  be  self-supporting. 

Connissioner  Stack  then  stated  that  this  is  a  question  of  policy 
to  be  determined  -  whether  the  Muni  is  to  be  a  self-supporting 
utility  or  a  service  to  the  citizens  and  businesses  of  the  con- 
nunity. 

There  being  no  further  speakers,  Coni-iissioner  Stack  called  for  a 
notion  on  adoption.     Connissioner  Rousseau  noved  adoption  of  the 
budget  as  presented.     Conxiissi oner  White  seconded,  and  Resolution 
No,  66-0051  was  unaninously  adopted. 


In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  66-0066,  approving  letter  agreenent 
between  City  and  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Conpany,  for  charges 
for  delivering  Hetch  Hetchy  Power  to  the  itirport,  Mr.  Carr  nar- 
rated the  events  leading  up  to  the  negotiations.     He  conplinented 
Mr.  Robert  H.  Gerdes,  Chairnan  of  the  Board,  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Conpany,  on  his  willingness  to  renegotiate  this  portion 
of  the  19'^5  contract,  anended  in  1952  and  195'^,  although  the  con- 
tract did  not  expire  until  1972. 

Mr.  Carr  coniolinented  the  City's  negotiating  tean  and  introduced 
Mr.  Herbert  C.  Wcstfall,  West  urn  Regional  Manager  of  R.  W.  Beck 
dissociates.  Consultants. 

Mr.  West fall  showed  by  neans  of  a  chart  the  results  of  the  ne- 
gotiations which  will  save  the  City  v628,680  annually,  or 
v^, 035? 000  during  the  ronainder  of  the  contract. 

The  Cormission  then  approved  Mr.  Garr's  suggestion  that  the  City 
invite  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Conpany  to  subnit  a  new  proposal 
in  1972.     .it  the  sane  tine  it  also  concurred  with  his  reconnenda- 
tion  that  negotiations  be  started  toward  reducing  Pacific  Gas 
and  Electric 's  charges  for  delivering  Hetch  Hetchy  Power  to  the 
Municipal  Railway,  street  lighting  systen  and  other  nunicipal 
consuners. 

On  the  notion  of  Connissioner  Rousseau,  seconded  by  Connissioner 
White,  Resolution  No.  66-0066  was  unaninously  adopted. 


In  the  nattor  of  the  application  of  Western  ..irlines.  Inc.  for 
an  exenption  relieving  it  fron  restrictions  prohibiting  through- 
plane  or  nonstop  service  between  San  Francisco  and  Minneapolis/ 
St.  Paul,  CaB  Docket  No,  16866,  Mr.  Carr  stated  it  was  his  rec- 
orjaendation  that  the  application  be  supported.     Earlier  he  had 
forwarded  to  each  of  the  Connissioners  a  nenorandun  explaining 
the  basis  of  his  reconnendation. 

Mr.  Thonas  Murphy  of  Western  .airlines  was  present  to  answer  any 
questions. 
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On  notion  of  Corunissioner  Rousseau,  seconded  by  Cor.ii'.iissioner  White, 
Resolution  No.  66-0067  was  unanimously  adopted.

WATER  QUALITY 

For  the  second  time  this  season  (see  December  28,  1965  re- 
port) heavy  rainfall  in  the  mountain  area  resulted  in  muddy  water 
conditions  at  lilarly  Intake  Diversion  that  reouired  a  shutdown  of  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  on  December  29 •     Delivery  from  Calaveras 
(which  had  been  shut  down  on  December  16)  was  resumed  to  supply  con- 
sumers along  the  Bay  Division  Pipelines,  Milpitas,  Sunnyvale, 
Mountain  View,  Palo  Alto  and  Redwood  City.     Runoff  from  additional 
local  rains  caused  Calaveras  water  to  become  turbid  and  on  the  night 
of  December  31  and  the  day  of  January  1,  Hetch  Hetchy  and  Water 
Department  personnel  were  required  to  start  the  chlorination  and 
delivery  of  sufficient  Hetch  Hetchy  water  through  the  aqueduct  to 
meet  consumer  needs,  and  then  shut  down  the  delivery  from  Calaveras. 
Turbidity  conditions  in  Hetch  Hetchy  water  will  be  practically  elimi- 
nated upon  completion  of  Canyon  Power  House  and  bypass  into  Mountain 
Tunnel,     Completion  of  Sunol  VJater  Treatment  Plant  will  permit  de- 
livery of  clean  water  from  Calaveras  Reservoir  throughout  the  year. 

During  these  same  storms  the  drainage  facilities  provided  by 
the  State  to  prevent  muddy  water  runoff  from  the  construction  of 
Junipero  Serra  Freeway  from  reaching  Crystal  Springs  and  San  Andreas 
Reservoirs  proved  inadequate.     As  a  result,  water  from  San  Andreas 
Reservoir  has  exceeded  the  recommended  standards  for  turbidity  in 
most  of  the  samples  collected  during  the  first  part  of  January.  It 
has  been  necessary  to  chlorinate  this  water  very  heavily.  However, 
even  this  heavy  treatment  has  not  produced  samples  meeting  the  bac- 
teriological standards  during  this  period. 

The  water  main  flushing  program  was  resumed  with  the  start  of 
flushing  operations  in  three  Central  Mission  districts  on  January  17. 
This  program  of  flushing  mains  to  remove  accumulated  silt  and  corro- 
sion had  been  suspended  temporarily  while  the  gateman  experienced  in 
this  program  was  on  sick  leave  for  major  surgery.     During  the  month 
of  December,  a  total  of  19  individual  spot  flushing  operations  were 
performed  to  prevent  or  correct  dirty  water  conditions. 
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WATER  CONDITIONS 

Rainfall  for  the  season  to  January  ll}.  totaled  20.9  at  Pilar* 

citos,  l8,0  at  San  Andreas,  13»6  at  Upper  Crystal  Springs,  and  10«6 
at  Calaveras.

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1965  GRAND  JURY  REPORT 

The  1965  San  Francisco  Grand  Jury  Report  of  the  Operations 
of  the  City  and  County  has  been  received.     The  Grand  Jury  recommended 
that  the  Water  Department  (1)  seek  alternate  sources  and  means  and 
methods  of  water  storage  in  the  event  the  planned  new  Don  Pedro  Dam, 
a  joint  project  between  the  Turlock  Irrigation  District,  Modesto 
Irrigation  District  and  the  City  should  not  materialize;   (2)  con- 
tinuation of  the  Department's  program  of  constructing  filtration 
plants  to  enhance  water  quality;  and  (3)  when  the  entire  program  is 
completed,  and  probably  not  before,  give  consideration  to  limited 
recreational  use  of  some  of  the  watershed  lands, 

ELECTRONIC  DATA  PROCESSING 

Computer  operations  at  Mason  Street  commenced  on  schedule  on 
December  1,  1965.     The  first  mailing  of  computer  produced  water  bills 
started  on  December  10,  196l|,  using  computer  time  rented  from  an 
outside  service  bureau  and  programs  set  up  by  outside  consultants. 
Continuing  improvements  in  the  programs  as  originally  set  up  and 
additions  of  new  programs  for  functions  not  previously  programmed 
for  computers  have  improved  this  operation  appreciably. 

All  computer  application  of  accounting  functions  formerly  run 
on  equipment  at  the  City  Hall  (except  time  rolls)  are  being  pro- 
grammed and  run  at  Mason  Street,     The  EDP  complex  at  City  Hall  is 
changing  the  format  and  input  for  all  time  rolls.     When  these  changes 
are  accomplished  time  rolls  will  then  be  run  at  Mason  Street. 

All  programs  for  billing  and  accounting  functions  are  in  the 
process  of  being  put  on  tape  from  the  present  card  input  to  increase 
the  efficiency  of  the  operation.     Additional  service  to  other  Water 
Department  divisions  are  being  planned, 

SERVICE  RENEWALS 

During  the  month  of  December,  a  total  of  I63  services  were 
renewed  by  Department  personnel.     At  the  end  of  December  1965,  there 
was  a  backlog  of  2,76?  uncompleted  service  renewal  orders,     A  con- 
tract was  awarded  on  January  I3  to  Pacific  Pavements  Ltd,  of  San 
Francisco  for  the  amount  of  4^72,575  to  perform  excavation  and  repav- 
ing  for  water  service  renewals  (about  l+OO)  in  part  of  the  Richmond 
District.     This  contract  is  awaiting  certification  by  the  controller. 
It  is  planned  to  use  succeeding  contracts  of  this  type  in  an  effort 
to  overcome  the  backlog  of  renewal  orders. 

FINANCE 

Revenue  from  the  sale  of  water  for  the  first  six  months  of 
fiscal  year  1965-66  totaled  f,10,337,U98  which  is  ikU-9,9Q3  greater 
than  the  estimated  revenue  used  for  budget  purposes. 
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VISITORS 

The  most  recent  visitor  to  review  the  Department's  operations 
was  Mr»  Hiroshi  Kurihara,  Chief  of  the  Hydrological  Research  Section, 
Bureau  of  Water  Works,  Tokyo  Metropolitan  Government.     Mr,  Kurihari 
is  visiting  the  U.S.A.  to  study  forest  hydrology  as  applied  to  water- 
shed management.    His  travels  will  cover  most  of  the  states  in  pur- 
suit of  information  on  this  subject.    He  was  escorted  over  the 
Department's  operations  and  was  given  information  on  the  history  and 
operation  of  the  Department,  with  particular  emphasis  on  water  pro- 
duction, 

1961  MUNICIPAL  BOND  FUND  PROJECTS 

Bay  Division  Pipeline  No.  L|.,  Section  A  (between  Calaveras 
Road  and  Irvington  Portal).     Actual  field  work  started  with  the  in- 
stallation of  protective  casing  under  Mission  Road,  through  which  the 
pipeline  will  be  laid  at  the  points  where  the  pipeline  route  inter- 
sects this  highway. 

Trenching  for  pipeline  laying  started  January  17  for  laying 
of  the  78"  pipeline  from  Sunol  Water  Treatment  Plant  to  the  main 
aqueduct. 

On  January  20,  Mr,  Conroy,  Director  of  San  Francisco  Disaster 
Corps,  informed  us  that  General  Aulif>  Regional  Director,  stated  that 
he  would  approve  our  application  for  disaster  funds  for  those  portions 
of  San  Antonio  and  Sunol  Pumping  Stations  that  provide  emergency 
standby  capacity.     This  matter  will  be  referred  to  his  Washington, 
D,C,  headquarters. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  bypass  tunnel  between  Bay 
Division  Pipeline  and  Crystal  Springs  Pipelines  being  prepared  by 
Bechtel  Corp,  will  be  submitted  to  the  Department  by  the  first  of 
February*

President  Thos.  F.  Stack  presided. 


Purpose  of  Meeting:     Presentation  by  the  professional  planning 

consultants ^Droyfuss  and  Blackford  and 
Quinton  Engineers,  Ltd.  of  the  proposals 
for  the  updating  of  the  Airport  Master 
Plan,  and  consideration  of  elements  to  be 
included  in  proposed  bond  issue  for  the 
election  of  November  1966. 


Commissioner  Stack  called  the  meeting  to  order. 


Commissioner  Stack  introduced  Mayor  John  F.  Shelley. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  made  a  short  speech.     He  commented  on 
the  giant  strides  made  by  the  Airport,  the  Airlines  and  the 
entire  aviation  industry.     In  predicting  growth  a  feiJ  years 
back  it  was  estimated  thu  San  Francisco  International  Airport 
would  have  10  million  passengers  in  1972.     Last  year  8,3  mill- 
ion passengers  came  through  the  Airport.     By  June  1966  the 
10  million  passenger  mark  will  have  been  reached. 

He  then  cited  the  charter  section  placing  responsibility  for 
determining  policy  re  airport  maintenance  on  the  Public  Utili- 
ties,    However,  before  recommending  additions  and  betterments, 
the  Commission,  said  Nr.  Stack,  must  have  the  recommendation 
of  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities.     He  then  introduced 
James  K.  Carr,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities, 

Mr,  Carr  then  briefly  reviewed  the  history  of  the  contract 
between  the  Public  Utilities  and  the  two  firms,  Dreyfuss  .and 
Blackford  and  Quinton  Engineers,  Ltd.,  a  joint  venture.  The 
work  produced  in  the  last  six  months  has  been  more  than  ex- 
pected, according  to  Mr.  Carr,     The  consultants  have  gone  into 
great  detail  and  have  at  all  times  kept  abreast  of  the  most  re- 
cent developments  made  in  aircr-^f t ,  engines  and  the  latest  FAA 
requirements, 

Mr,  Carr  then  touched  upon  the  imminence  of  the  stretched-out 
versions  of  the  70?  and  and  the  presence  of  the  CA5  in 

the  not  too  distant  future. 

With  larger  planes,  carrying  moru  people,  there  will  be  fewer 
aircraft  movements,  pointed  out  Mr,  Carr,     At  the  same  time 
the  larger  planes  will  create  problems  in  the  terminal  facil- 
ities and  roadways.     All  of  these  have  been  considered  most 
carefully. 

Under  Section  121  the  Commission  must  make  a  decision  in  these 
matters.     The  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  is  required 
to  make  a  recommendation  in  writing  to  the  Commission  and 
give  a  program  and  such  alternatives  that  may  be  considered 
feasible. 
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Mr.  Carr  "briefed  the  presentation  to  be  given  by  the  consult- 
ants.    The  program  has  two  phases.     The  first  would  double  the 
capacity  of  San  Francisco  International  Airport  and  should 
meet  its  needs  for  the  next  ten  years. 

The  second  or  ultimate  stage  would  more  than  triple  the  pres- 
ent use  (9  million  passengers  per  year).     Mr.  Carr  stated  that 
ultimately  the  Airport  would  be  servicing  27  to  50  million 
people  annually.     He  said  it  was  believed  that  this  stage  was 
about  10  years  away  before  it  could  be  financed. 

The  first  stage  will  require  a  bond  issue  a  little  less  than 
vlOO  million. 

This  plan  would  develop  certain  runway  extensions.  These  are 
extremely  important  in  abating  noise.  Millbrae  officials  and 
those  of  nearby  cities  and  towns  will  be  pleased  with  this 
plan  to  push  the  runways  out  further  into  the  Bay,  1)  because 
of  the  noise  problem  and,  2)  it  would  tend  to  free  airport 
areas  for  the  development  of  shops  and  maintenance  and  use  of 
land  for  cargo. 

If  this  is  done,  in  terms  of  runways  it  will  set  the  future 
progrcon.     The  ultimate  program,  announced  llr.  Carr,  v;ould  de- 
mand an  expenditure  of  perhaps  ^200  million. 

Mayor  Shelley,  stated  Mr,  Carr,  has  in  the  past  declared  that 
the  problems  of  regional  financing  of  airports  must  be  diligent 
ly  pursued. 

The  answer  may  be  perhaps  a  larger  district  for  the  Airport. 

If  San  Francisco  International  Airport  is  to  be  the  regional 
airjjort  in  the  jet  age  for  cities  of  Northern  California,  part 
of  Oregon  and  part  of  Nevada,  then  a  hard  look  must  be  taken 
at  a  practical  method  of  fin.ancing  the  ultimate  iDrogram, 

Mr,  Carr  said  that  it  was  his  opinion  that  today  an  initial 
program  is  being  presented  that  can  be  financed  by  San 
Francisco, 

Mr,  Carr  then  called  upon  Dreyfussand  Blackford  and  Quinton 
Engineers  to  proceed  with  their  Dresentation  by  turning  the 
floor  over  to  Mr.  Albert  N.  Dteyfuss, 

Mr.  Dreyfuss  said  this  was  the  second  progress  report.  He 
comx-)limented  Mr.  Carr,  Airport  Department  General  Manager 
George  F.  Hansen,    and  their  staff  for  splendid  cooperation 
as  well  as  Quinton  Engineers,  and  its  President,  Ray  0,.  ICusch© 

Mr,  Dreyfuss  outlined  the  procedure  followed  in  the  study. 
The  first  progress  report  consisted  basically  of  background 
material,  forecasts,  estimates,  air  space  use,  airfield  prob- 
lems, traffic  problems,  aircraft  characteristics,   etc.  The 
conclusion  -  a  general  consensus  -  was  that  the  present 
Master  Plan  of  thu  airport  will  be  exceeded  between  1972  and 
1975. 

The  second  part  of  the  first  report  included  developing  a 
series  of  six  Master  Plan  studies.     This  was    done  to  present 
the  several  recommendations  and  allow  the  Commission  and  its 
staff  to  review  with  the  intention  of  selecting  the  best  plan. 
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This  report,   said  Mr.  Drcyfuss,  tokos  the  schene  that  seens 
best  and  puts  cost  figures  on  it.     It  also  develops  a  solution 
to  the  innediate  problens  of  the  Airport.     That  is,  stated 
Mr.  Dreyfuss,  what  nust  "be  done  now;  what  should  have  "been  done 
two  years  ago.     Airports  alv/ays  seen  to  be  behind  in  develcp- 
nent  • 

One  other  relationship  that  was  not  a  part  of  the  study,  point- 
ed out  Mr,  Dreyfuss,  is  what  Mr.Carr  referred  to  as  the  re- 
gional airport  problen.     There  was  neither  the  tine  nor  the 
funds  to  fully  study  this  problen.     However,  this  was  taken 
into  account  with  the  knowledge  that  the  Connissicn ' s  decisions 
would  have  to  be  nade  keex-)ing  this  in  nind.     Regional  problens 
will  affect  the  initial  progran  and  the  Cor.mission  will  have 
to  nake  its  decisions  accordingly. 

Mr,  Dreyfuss  then  introduced  Mr.  Ray  O.Kusche,  President, 
Quinton  Engineers,  Ltd. 

In  opening  his  presentation  Mr.Kusche  cited  figures  fron  the 
Aviation  Dail7/  with  heading  "U.S.   Scheduled  Airlines  Record 
High  in  1965".     This  indicated,  said  he,  the  nagnitude  of  the 
growth  of  the  airline  industry  and  requirunents  airports  nust 
neet  now  and  in  the  future. 

A  basic  analysis  of  the  x^resent  airport  property  shows  little 
or  nothing  can  be  done  in  the  way  of  expansion  without  sone 
neasure  of  bay  fill. 

In  highways  and  freeways  the  plans  contenplate  the  ultinate  use 
of  the  Bay  Front  Freeway. 

There  are  no  conflicts  in  the  api^roach  zones  or  clearance  zones  - 
there  are  for  all  intents  and  purposes  no  physical  linitations 
to  linit  further  developnent  for  expansion  of  the  airxoort  in- 
sofar as  typography  and  airspace  is  concerned. 

He  touched  upon  the  rapid  growth  of  passenger  traffic.  In 
1965  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  had  nore  than 
8  nillion  passengers.     To  properly  accoD-nodate  this  nunber, 
58  gate  positions  were  needed  -  6  nore  than  are  in  existence 
now.     Mr.Kusche  showed  a  chart  foreca^.ting  13  nillion  passengers 
in  1970  requiring  79  gates;  19.7  nillion  passengers  in  1975 
requiring  97  gates;  and  27  nillion  in  1980  requiring  109  gates. 

Briefly  connenting  on  cargo,  he  enphasized  that  this  v/as  the 
nost  explosive  growth  factor  in  the  airline  business. 

He  then  pointed  out  the  five  basic  alternate  studies  and  out- 
lined each  of  then. 

The  initial  developnent  progran  is  ained  at  providing  basic 
growth  facilities  anticipated  to  1975.     The  three  basic  are  for 
cargo  processing  area,  x^^ssenger  torninal  with  additional  gate 
l^ositions,  and  autono"bile.     Since  land  for  futuri^  developnent 
nust  be  created  by  filling  the  bay,  a  deternination  nust  be  nade 
as  to  where  future  expansion  is  to  take  place  for  the  cargo  cen- 
ter and  additional  terninal  facilities  because  of  the  tine  re- 
quired for  obtaining,  x)lacing  and  consolidating  the  fill  prep- 
atory  to  buildingconstruction. 

Mr«Kusche  went  on  to  point  out  and  explain  the  two  possibilities 
in  the  initial  jjrogran  for  enlarging  the  existing  terninal. 
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Each  would  provide  approxiriately  85  to  85  gates.     However,  najor 
variations  occur  in  the  arrangeiiunt  of  the  terninal  buildings 
and  x^^^king  structures. 

Under  Alternate  "A"  to  obtain  additional  parking  and  T)assenger 
g.itos,  the  least  costly  api^roach  is  to  recess  the  existing  ranp 
and  extend  the  terninal  in  a  straight  line  and  construct  a  one 
level  garage.     Under  this  schene  it  is  possible  to  have  84  gate 
positions  and  provide  for  8^00  cars.     This  schene  is  estinated 
at  .;v26  nillion. 

The  other  solution  (Alternate  "B")  is  to  repeat  the  design  of 
the  south  terninal  in  the  construction  of  the  north  terninal 
and  conplete  the  existing  garage.     In  this  case  there  would  be 
81  gate  positions  and  provisions  for  9500  cars.     This  schene  is 
estinated  to  cost  ^^38  nillion. 

In  order  to  get  along  with  cargo  requirenents  for  the  first  five 
years  or  nore  it  is  suggested,  stated  Mr.Kusche,  that  an  interir 
cargo  facility  be  developed  on  plot  9  and  6A  at  a  cost  of  ^4 
nillion. 

The  old  PanAn  Base  is  to  be  redeveloped,  naintaining  and  renodel- 
ing  the  existing  hangar  and  constructing  a  cargo  building  and 
8  ST)aces  for  aircraft.     This  is  estinated  at  ^^2.5  nillion. 

Indicating  another  drawing,  Mr»Kusche  said  that  this  indicates 
the  loossible  future  progran  that  the  consultants  think  should 
be  the  Master  Plan  for  the  ultinate  airport,  the  regional  air- 
port conplex  to  handle  thr^e  tines  the  x)resent. 

He  pointed  out  the  location  for  the  fifth  runway,  10,600  feet 
in  length  and  the  extension  of  runway  1-R  2150  feet;  Cost 
of  these  including  related  taxi  ways,  fill  and  ax)proach  light- 
ing was  estinated  at  ^^22. 5  nillion. 

Mr.Kusche  then  unveiled  a  drawing  of  one  concei)tion  for  a  new 
terninal  conplex:     A  lineal  terninal  schene  based  on  the  i^renise 
that  all  cargo  operations  would  be  placed  on  the  ground  floor, 
all  passengers  on  the  second  floor,  autonobile  parking  on  the 
third  -aad  fourth  floors,  and  helicopter  pads  on  the  toi).  There 
would  be  vertical  and  horizont.^1  nechanical  transportation 
systens  for  cargo,  baggage  and  jDeople.     This  thought  of  a  con- 
bination  facility  is  onu  that  should  be  pursued  but  has  not 
been  technically  or  opbr^tionally  solved,  according  to  Ilr.  Kusche 

Continuing,  Mr. Kusche  stated  that  under  the  initial  progran 
fill  for  area  7a,  7b  and  7c    -would  cost  around  S52  nillion. 

He  then  said  if  thu  Connission  considered  it  desirable  at  thj  3 
tine  to  hold  the  cost  of  the  ultinate  regional  airport  and  its 
large  cost  factors,  the  solution  shown  on  drawing  "F"  would 
acconx)lish  naxinun  terninal  rer:odeling  to  84  gate  positions 
plus  garage  exi^ansion,   sone  inprovenent  in  roads,  ranp  exten- 
sion and  nore  runways  down  to  the  southeast.     This  solution 
would  provide  opportunity  for  traffic  circulation  within  the 
Airport  itself  without  the  use  of  public  roadways.     The  Pan^in 
and  Coast  Guard  bases  would  be  intact  but  the  turning  basis 
would  require  sone  fill.     This  suggests  that  vlO.3  nillion  be 
provided  for  expanding  28  runway  and  ^4.8  nillion  for  taxi ways 
and  runway  extension  of  IR.     Ranp  exiDansion  is  estinated  at 
4^500  thousand. 
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Mr.  Kusche  indie  at  od  that  this  v;as  a  possible  procran  within  the 
financial  capacity  of  the  Airr)ort  if  increnentod  properly. 
With  terninal  expansion  ^ilt ornate  ".J'  this  scheme  would  cost 
sone  Zlb  nillion,  mth  Alternate  "B"  sone  .i!;88  nillion. 

hr.  Carr  then  asked  if  these  fi^^ures  were  without  federal 
f  inane  in;j? 

Mr,  Kusche  replied,   only  on  airfield  sites  as  approved,  none  on 
ranp  extension.     He  said  on  runways  City  night,  for  safety  and 
operational  reasons,  obtain  50%  grants. 

The  ultinate  future  schene ,  accordinc  to  Mr.  Kusche,  would  be 
in  the  neighborhood  of  v200  nillion. 

In  passing,  Mr.  Kusche  renarked  that  the  New  York  Port  authority 
has  uade  two  studies  for  an  airport  to  serve  its  systen.  One 
estin^.tes  the  cost  at  ^.'300  nillion,  the  other  at  '^400  nillion. 
Nev/  York  is  currently  spending  ^150  nillion  on  repairs  and  ex- 
pansion in  the  upgrading  of  the  Newark  Airport.     nt  La  Guardia 
i>4-0  nillion  was  sp>ent  in  extending  runways  over  the  v/ater. 
Mr.  Kusche  enx)hasized  that  it  was  not  unusual  to  expend  approx- 
inately  ^!;i  nillion  to  nillion  pur  passeng'..r  gate  r)osition. 

These  are  the  facts,  said  Mr.  Kusche,  this  is  what  it  costs.  He 
nade  it  definitely  clear  that  the  consultants  were  not  recon- 
nending  that  San  Francisco  should  loroceed  on  its  own  with  an 
airport  conxDlux  of  the  nagnitude  of  the  ultinate  schene.  They 
feel  that  if  the  passenger  load  is  trebled,  San  Francisco  In- 
ternational zi-irport  becones  a  truly  regional  airx^ort  and  be- 
longs in  a  wider  political  subdivision.     ..^t  this  tine  in  the 
opinion  of  the  consultants,  said  Mr.  Kusche,  it  would  not  be 
ethically  sound  for  the  Connission  to  consider  the  ultinate 
schene.     However,  he  enphatically  announced,   it  is  sound  -and  in- 
perative  for  the  Gorjiission  to  consider  an  interin  solution  done 
in  a  logical  sequence. 

Mr.  Dreyfuss  then  assured  the  Corxiission  that  he  and  his  asso- 
ciates had  always  kejjt  in  nind  that  these  inprovenents  nust  be 
done  in  a  beautiful  nanner.     He  said  the  schene  Mr.  Kusche  last 
referred  to  can  be  done  in  a  beautiful  way.     The  interin  schene 
using  Alternate  "B"  can  be  done  in  a  v;ay  that  would  be  beauti- 
ful.    Using  Alternate  "A"  it  nay  be  a  little  nore  difficult  to 
conplote  things  in  a  way  that  would  be  exciting  and  satisfac- 
tory to  all  parties. 

There  was  a  discussion  on  horizontal  elevators.     These  have  not 
been  used  at  any  airport  to  date.     Mr.   Dreyfuss  thought  it  nec- 
essary to  study  and  try  new  nethods  of  horizontal  transporta- 
tion as  the  airport  noves  into  future  devulopnent s. 

Coiuuissioner  White  asked,  if  it  was  deterr.ined  that  the  ul- 
tinate schene  should  be  City's  end,  whether  it  would  be  pos- 
sible to  acconplish  it  in  stages.     He  also  asked  if  it  night 
be  cheax:>er  to  fill  all  at  once,   taking  into  consideration  the 
availability  of  wet  fill  and  dry  fill  and  the  relative  costs 
and  i-iroblens  connected  with  each, 

Mr.  Kusche  in  answering  said  the  entire  fill  area  is  sone  650 
acres.     If  taken  fron  the  hill,  it  can  be  done  in  three  years' 
tine  and  in  four  years  the  land  can  be  built  on.     If  pmaped 
fron  the  Bay  -  the  consultants,  as  far  as  they  know,  think 
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there  is  not  sufficient  naterial  available  in  the  Bay  -  the  Bay 
nud  would  take  up  to  ton  years  to  fully  consolidate  and  would 
require  three  or  four  feet  of  ^ood  natorial  on  top. 

Mr.Dreyfuss  said  that  the  ultiiiate  plan  was  intended  to  he 
developed  in  se^nents.     The  additions  could  be  r:ade  building- 
wise  and  fill-wise.     He  pointed  out  that  the  fifth  runway  was 
an  elenent  in  itself  which  would  only  be  added  as  needed. 

Corx;  lissioner  Stack  asked  if  consideration  had  been  r^ivun  to 
addition  of  a  Dulles  type  terninal. 

Mr.  Dreyfuss  replied  that  he  did  not  know  if  anyone  would  have 
the  final  answer  until  Dulles  has  loaded  under  heavy  traffic. 
Because  of  San  Francisco's  volurie  it  is  unlikely  the  Dulles 
systei:  would  work  here.     Host  airports  in  the  country  have 
evaluated  the  Dulles  type  of  o;,erj.tion;  it  has  been  discounted 
because  of  the  high  cost  of  equipnent  and  materials.     (Ed.  note 
Dulles  xiirport,  Washington    D.C.  has  loading  lounges  or  pods 
that  carry  passengers  fror:  the  t  jrninal  building  gate  roons 
to  the  aircraft  parking  positions.     One  there  the  pod  is 
hydraulically  lifted,  by  a  self-contained  systen,  to  the  level 
of  the  aircraft  door.) 

CoLiriissioner  Rousseau  asked  for  the  cost  of  fill  per  acre. 

nr. Dreyfuss  replied  that  they  did  not  estinate  costs  on  per 
acre  basis  because  thu  depths  vary. 

rir.  Kusche  said  the  cost  of  fill  for  the  630  acres  is  Z3'2. 
nillion, 

Cornviissioner  White  asked  the  cost  of  fill  for  the  extension  of 
Rumvay  28  nov/  under  construction. 

George  F.  Hansen,  General  Manager,  ^^irport  Departnent ,  replied 
^50,000  to  v60,000  per  acru. 

CoiUaissioner  Stack  thanked  Mr.  Dreyfuss  and  Mr.  Kusche  for  an 
able  presentation  and  corrplinented  then  on  a  job  vjell  done. 
He  then  called  for  a  notion  on  the  acce;,.tance  of  tho  rei^ort. 
Upon  notion  by  Coniiissioner  Whitu,  seconded  by  Cooiissioner 
Roussoau,  the  following  resolution  was  unaninously  adopted.

gran,  Future  Prograi:!"  delineating;  a  plan  for  the  expansion  of 
the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  to  neet  the  present  and 
future  demands  made  upon  the  airport  by  the  existing  volune  of 
passenger,  air  cargo,  and  autonobile  traffic  and  the  costs  there- 
of; and 

WHERE^iS,  This  report  neets  with  the  approval  of  this

Mr.  Hansen  explained  that  the  renewal  of  the  Hertz  and 
Avis  contracts  for  U-drive  at  the  airport  were  in  the  process 
of  being  negotiated.     The  month-to-month  extension  was  requested 
only  to  such  time  as  negotiations  are  concluded.     These  companies 
now  pay  City  on  the  basis  of  17.260  per  off  passenger.  This 
formula  was  arrived  at  the  approximate  15%  of  the  gross  revenue 
from  U-drive.     Due  to  the  volume  of  military  passengers,  who  do 
not  use  U-drive,  Hertz,  alone,  has  paid  ^;>86,000.00  more  to  City 
m  the  past  year  than  they  would  if  they  paid  a  15%  share  of  gross. 
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nr.  Hansen  said  he  and  his  staff  are  trying  to  negotiate 
a  nev;  contract  equitable  to  both  parties.  Nevertheless,  City's 
share  will  still  be  15%  of  the  gross. 

Mr.  Carr  explained  that  City  prefers  the  payment  to  be 
on  the  basis  of  off  passengers.  This  method  simplifies  book- 
keeping and  auditing  of  the  U-drive  contracts. 

In  response  to  a  Commission  question,  Mr.  Hansen  replied 
that  National  Car  Rental  (Barrett)  is  still  tied  to  <?35^^000 
annually  or  15%  of  the  gross,  v^hichever  is  greater. 


Upon  the  appearance  of  Mr,  Lim  P,  Lee,  the  newly  appoin- 
ted Postmaster  of  San  Francisco,  Resolution  No,  65-0075  approv- 
ing plans  and  specifications  for  the  S5»500,000  air  mail  fa- 
cility at  the  airport  was  taken  up  out  of  order. 

Postmaster  Lee  and  two  representatives  of  his  department 
explained  the  need  for  the  new  facility,  its  importance  to  San 
Francisco  and  thanked  the  Commission  for  its  part  in  bringing 
the  facility  to  the  airport.

Mr.  Finn 
said  he  had  received  a  telephone  call  from  a  Mr,  John  Durn, 
Palomar  Properties,  Redwood  City,  who  stated  he  wished  to  appear 
before  the  Commission  on  this  subject. 

Mr,  Frye  explained  that  some  of  the  people  in  the  area 
have  been  protesting  about  the  quarry.     The  deed  reserves  the 
right  to  cross  over  to  the  adjoining  property  owner.    Mr,  C.  J, 
Wood  is  the  adjoining  property  owner. 

Mr,  Carr  asked  for  one  week's  continuance.     He  directed 
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Mr,  Frye  to  give  the  Commission  a  more  detailed  sketch  to  show 
more  clearly  the  properties  involved,  to  notify  Mr.  Wood  and 
to  investigate  the  legal  phases  involved.

cations of  the  various  possibilities.     I  am  confident 
he  will  be  in  touch  with  you  during  his  visit  to  Calif- 
ornia next  week.

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He  then  asked  Mr,  Carr  and  Mr.  Frye  to  have  the  V/ater 
Department  consultants  on  filtration  plants  provide  statistics 
showing  the  exact  time  and  cost  involved  in  building,  operating, 
staffing  and  maintaining  the  type  of  filtration  plants  to  re- 
move the  kind  of  turbidity  that  might  be  caused  by  the  freeway 
if  located  along  the  Crystal  Springs  Lakes  as  proposed  by  the 
State  Highway  Commission. 

These  facts  should  be  presented  to  Mr.  Swick  and  Mr. 
Bridwell  for  consideration  in  their  survey  and  reviev;  of  the 
Junipero  Serra  Freev/ay  route. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  asked  for  turbidity  tests  on 
San  Andreas  Reservoir,     Mr.  Frye  said  they  were  not  available 
but  would  be  completed  early  this  week. 

However,  because  of  the  runoff,  pointed  out  Mr.  Frye, 
San  Andreas  is  being  by-passed  and  its  v/ater  is  not  being  used. 

Emphasizing  the  seriousness  of  the  situation  Commissioner 
Stack  stated  that  if  it  were  absolutley  necessary  to  use  San 
Andreas  at  this  time  -  if  it  v/ere  out  last  source  of  water- 
vie  could  not,  and  800,000  people  would  be  without  water. 


Mr.  Finn  then  read  a  memorandum,  dated  January  31 »  1966, 
from  the  City  Attorney  on  the  Detroit-California  Nonstop  In- 
vestigations Civil  Aeronautics  Board  Docket  11,1^3. 

The  memorandum  stated  that  the  CAB  granted  American, 
T.W.A.  and  United  Air  Lines  unrestricted  nonstop  passenger 
authority  betv/een  San  Francisco  and  Detroit,     Remanded  to  the 
cab's  examiner  for  further  hearing  vjas  the  question  of  whether 
the  three  air  lines  should  receive  unrestricted  property  (all 
cargo)  authority  in  the  San  Francisco-Detroit  and  Los  imgeles- 
Detroit  Market.     As  soon  as  dates  are  set  on  the  all  cargo  re- 
mand, the  City  Attorney  will  request  a  policy  directive  from 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  regarding  Ssin  Francisco's 
participation.

The  negotiations  on  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project  are  pro- 
ceeding, Mr.  Carr  informed  the  Commission.     The  next  meeting 
v;ill  be  held  in  Turlock  on  February  3.     Every  effort  is  being 
made  to  obtain  a  draft  of  the  Fourth  Agreement. 


Mr.  Carr  announced  th-.t  on  J-.nu-ry  27,  19G6,  he '  urote  a 
letter  to  Mr.  Frye  advising  him  that  until  the  land  management 
study  is  available,  lands  in  the  Sunol  area  should  be  leased 
for  high  grade  agricultural  crops.     This,  pointed  out  Mr.  Carr, 
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will  not  only  provide  a  good  return  on  the  land  "but  will  also 
provide  a  green  belt  and  retain  land  for  agricultural  use  in  an 
area  rapidly  becoming  urbanized. 

The  Commission  unanimously  concurred  v/ith  Ilr,  Carr's 
recommendation  on  land  use. 

The  gravel  bed  being  quarried  v/ill  be  used  for  a  lake 
to  provide  recreational  fishing  and  boating.     Tests  are  being 
made  to  determine  if  the  quarry  can  retain  enough  water  for 
these  purposes. 


Announcing  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Federal  Aviation 
Agency  stating  that  the  time  for  submission  of  comments  on  the 
heliport  proposed  on  top  of  the  garage  to  be  located  north  of 
the  Ferry  Building  had  been  extended  to  February  11,  1966,  Mr. 
Carr  informed  the  Commission  that  the  FAA  findings  would  not 
be  available  for  several  weeks  after  February  11th,     He  said 
that  he,  Mr.  Hansen  and  Mr.  Moore  would  hold  a  meeting  on  the 
downtown  heliport  report  now  being  prepared. 


On  pollution  of  the  Bay  by  effulent  from  the  airport, 
Mr.  Carr  said  he  had  met  with  Mr.  Harrison  and  other  officers 
of  the  Bay  Area  Water  Pollution  Control  Board.     It  is  evident 
that  City  should  and  can  take  some  steps  to  speed  up  control 
of  the  situation  at  the  airport.

He  also  informed  the  Commission 
on  his  meetings  v/ith  airport  manager  in  Fort  Worth,  Houston 
and  Deal  las. 


Roll  Call; 

Commissioner  I'/hite,  reminding  the  Commission  that  the 
golf  driving  range  located  on  Hetch^Hetchy  land  at  Portola  Drive 
and  0' Shaughnessey  Boulevard  would  be  closed  with  the  ultimate 
redevelopment  of  Diamond  Heights,  asked  what  v/as  being  done 
about  dedicating  surplus  Public  Utility  lands,  particularly  in 
San  Francisco,  to  recreational  use, 

Mr,  Carr  said  this  reverts  back  to  the  Water  Department's 
supplemental  request  for  :;;>275,000,  now  in  the  Mayor  office,  for 
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a  land  use  study.     The  Commission  has  several  parcels  of  land 
now  "being  held  and  no  master  plan  for  its  use.     This  particular 
situation  might  be  taken  up  with  the  Park  and  Recreation  Department.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  ACTIVITIES 
Traffic  Summary: 

Air  passenger  volume  for  the  1965  calendar  year  at  San  Francisco 
International  Airport  totaled  9,071,08^,  v;hich  reflected  a  gain  of 
13*9%  over  196^.    December  traffic  reached  822,59^,  which  was  an 
increase  of  20.^55  over  the  corresponding  month  in  196M. 
U.  S.  mall  shipments  by  air  in  December  reached  17,590,521  pounds 
a  record  for  any  single  month  in  Airport  history,  and  an  increase 
of  37.8  per  cent  from  December,  1964.    The  I965  total  was 
109,267,167  pounds,  up  37.8  per  cent  over  1964.    The  marked  gain 
in  mail  volume  is  largely  attributable  to  increased  shipments  to 
the  armed  forces  serving  in  Southeast  Asia  and  other  Far  East  areas. 
December's  air  express  volume  was  1,331,374  pounds,  bringing  the 
year's  figure  to  14,379,352  pounds,  which  was  12  per  cent  above 
the  1964  total. 

New  impressive  gains  were  recorded  in  air  freight  shipments.  The 
December  figure  of  31,398,647  pounds  v;as  39.7  per  cent  more  than 
the  previous  year,  and  brought  the  annual  total  to 333 , 351 ,729 
pounds,  up  41  per  cent  over  1964. 

The  Air  Transport  Association  listed  the  following  gains  in  1965 
for  the  domestic  airline  industry:     Passengers  15.6  per  cent; 
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frelght  32.7  per  cent;  express  12.9  per  cent ;  and  mall  19  per  cent. 
Aircraft  movements — landings  and  take-offs — by  scheduled  airlines 
numbered  210,237  for  the  year^  a  gain  of  12  per  cent  over  196^  (the 
December  figure  of  18,653  also  was  a  12  per  cent  gain).    Movements  by 
military  and  Itinerant  or  locally-based  private  and  corporate  aircraft 
numbered  5^,^98  for  a  year's  total  of  264,735.

SUBJECT:    MONTHLY  REPORT  ON  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  DEPARTI^NT 

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Water  Conditions 

Precipitation  received  during  the  month  of  January  on  the  City's  mountain  watersheds 
amounted  to  approximately  k%  of  normal.    However,  total  precipitation  received  up 
to  February  1  is  13^^  of  normal,  due  mainly  to  the  heavy  August  and  December  storms. 

Shutdown  of  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  Mo.  1 

On  January  26,  I966  a  small  pipe  tap  and  valve  was  broken  off  on  Pipeline  Wo.  1  in 
the  vicinity  of  McHenry  and  Clartina  Avenues  north  of  Modesto.    This  damage,  caused 
by  equipment  of  a  property  owner  excavating  in  the  vicinity,  necessitated  a  shutdown 
of  the  line.    Repairs  were  completed  on  January  31.    In  the  interim  the  capacity  of 
Lines  No.  2  and  3  was  sufficient  to  meet  the  VJater  Department's  requirements. 

Power  Production 

During  the  month  of  January,  Moccasin  and  Cherry  Powerhouses  generated  UU,lU5,000 
kilowatt-hours  and  79,3^9,000  kilowatt-hours  respectively. 
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Shutdown  of  Cherry  Powerhouse 

On  January  21,  malfunction  of  control  mechanism  caused  the  96-inch  butterfly  valve 
at  Granite  Portal  Valve  House  to  close,  shutting  off  the  flow  of  water  through  the 
powerhouse  penstock.    Cherry  Powerhouse  was  shut  down  for  about  four  hours  until 
the  penstock  was  refilled  by  means  of  the  bypass  valve. 

Investigation  showed  that  the  four-way  valve  of  the  control  mechanism  was  sticking. 
After  the  valve  was  cleaned  and  reassembled  it  was  tested  several  times  and 
fxinctioned  properly. 

The  shutdown  will  not  result  in  any  loss.    Although  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  had  to  pick  up  lUU,000  kilowatts  of  load  for  the  City,  since  the  cause 
was  beyond  reasonable  control  of  the  City  the  Company  under  contract  provisions 
allowed  the  loss  in  energy  generation  to  be  made  up  during  the  remainder  of  the 
month . 

Negotiation  of  Wheeling  Rates 

As  a  result  of  negotiations  between  the  City  and  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company, 
the  Company  has  agreed  to  reduce  the  wheeling  charges  for  Hetch  Hetchy  power  deliverec 
to  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  from  6.67I  mills  per  kilowatt-hour  to 
2.25  mills  and  to  reduce  the  stipulated  losses  from  11%  to  9%»    This  reduction  will 
amount  to  an  estimated  $U, 035, 000  for  the  six  and  one-half  years  remaining  in  the 
contract  or  an  average  saving  to  the  City  of  nearly  $629,000  annually. 

New  Moccasin  Powerhouse 

On  January  I8,  the  Purchase  Contract  for  "Furnishing  and  Delivering  Synchronous 
Generators  for  New  Moccasin  Powerhouse"  was  awarded  by  the  Purchaser  of  Supplies 
to  Ferrostaal  AG.  in  the  amount  of  $776,217.60,    The  generators  will  be  manufac- 
tured in  Germany  by  AEG  (Allegemeine  Elektricitats-Gesellschaft ) ,  partially  ovmed

by  General  Electric  Company,    The  bids  were  received  on  September  2U,  1965f  but 
award  was  delayed  because  of  a  threatened  lawsuit  under  the  California  Buy  American 
Act  by  a  domestic  manufacturer. 

Modesto  Irrigation  District  Power  Requirements 

Discussions  are  being  held  with  representatives  of  the  Modesto  Irrigation  District 
and  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  concerning  future  load  growth  in  the  Dis- 
trict's area,  its  projected  electric  demand  and  energy  requirements,  available  and 
future  resources  in  the  City's  generating  and  transmission  system,  and  reliability 
of  service,  under  the  City's  contract  with  the  District.  Studies  are  being  con- 
ducted on  possible  solutions  to  these  problems. 

California  Aqueduct  Crossing 

All  pipe  sections  and  materials  for  the  relocation  of  Pipelines  No.  1  and  2  are  at 
the  job  site.    Fabrication  of  pipe  sections  for  Line  3  continues  in  the  shop  at 
Alhambra,  California. 

The  State's  contractor  has  requested  a  shut-down  date  to  make  the  changeover  and 
connection. 

Mew  Don  Pedro  Pro,1ect 

Negotiations  between  the  City  and  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts 
relative  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Fourth  Agreement  are  continuing. 
The  major  points  at  issue  are  the  allocation  of  the  fish  releases  required  by 
the  Federal  Power  Commission  and  the  distribution  of  costs  to  the  respective 
entities. 
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CMYOM  POWER  PROJECT 
Canyon  Poverhouse 

Work  continues  on  concrete  placement ,  installation  of  reinforcing  steel  and  embedded 
piping  and  conduit.    The  poverhouse  structure  is  presently  poured  up  to  the  turbine 
floor  level. 

At  the  river  crossing  of  the  bypass,  placing  of  concrete  for  the  north  abutment 
structure  was  completed  and  excavation  for  the  middle  pier  in  the  river  bed  is 
continuing. 

Inspection  was  made  of  the  generator  parts  shipped  from  Japan  and  now  stored  at  the 
Port  of  Stockton,  California.    Factory  tests  on  the  power  transformers  were  wit- 
nessed by  a  staff  member  at  the  Allis  Chalmers*  Plant  in  West  Allis,  Wisconsin. 

Canyon  Penstock 

Work  continues  on  trench  and  slab  footing  excavation,  reinforcing  steel  and  concrete 
for  footing  slabs,  and  porous  concrete  encasement  around  perforated  drain  pipe. 
The  subcontractor  for  the  prestressed  anchor  tendons  started  drilling  operations 
at  Anchor  No.  1.

Manager  of  Public  Utilities..,." 
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Resolution  No.  66-0108  -  in  requesting  S40,000  for  additional 
funds,  V,  W,  Anderson,  Municipal  Railway  General  Manager,  ex- 
plained that  the  earlier  supplemental  request  had  not  as  yet 
cleared.     The  funds  asked  for  would  be  transferred  from  other 
budgeted  accounts. 


Mr.  Carr  then  informed  the  Commission  that  George  P.  Negri,  Dir- 
ector, Bureau  of  Accounts  was  on  sick  leave  and  his  assistant, 
Vincent  H.  Wilson,  was  recuperating  from  a  serious  operation. 
He  then  complimented  William  J,  Dwyer,  Chief  Accountant,  for  the 
outstanding  o'ob  being  done.     Mr.  Dwyer,  pointed  out  Mr.  Carr,  is 
performing  the  Negri  and  V/ilson  jobs,  along  with  his  own,  without 
any  extra  pay. 


In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  66-0109,  0.  L.  Moore,  General 
Manager,  Hetch  Hetchy  Project,  explained  that  leakage  was  occur- 
ring at  Early  Intake  Diversion  Dam.     After  the  failure  of  the 
Baldwin  Hills  Reservoir,  the  State  instituted  a  review  of  all 
dam  structures  throughout  the  State.     The  State  has  requested 
that  an  independent  study  be  made  in  regard  to  Early  Intake  Dam. 
Funds  are  budgeted  for  this  purpose,  said  Mr.  Moore. 


In  explaining  the  bid  call  for  AD  No.  581  -  Pavement  Reconstruc- 
tion and  Runway  lOR  Extension  -  Mr.  Moore  stated  that  this  was 
the  major  contract  for  runway  extension  and  will  provide  for 
Category  2  operation  at  the  Airport.    In  order  to  speed  the 
work  and  meet  City's  commitments  to  the  airlines,  bids  are  being 
asked  under  two  schedules.     Schedule  "A"  calls  for  completion 
in  90  days  while  Schedule  "B"  calls  for  150  days.     "A"  is  estim- 
ated at  S580,000  and  "B"  at  S530,000. 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Rousseau,  Mr.  Carr 
stated  that  he  had  met  with  Dr.  Horonjeff ,  of  University  of 
California  Institute  of  Traffic  and  Transportation,  and  was  in- 
formed that  lighting  requirements  for  Category  2  had  been  changed 
by  the  FAA.     It  was  500  candlelights  at  25  feet  and  has  been  in- 
creased to  1,000  candlelights  at  50  feet.     San  Francisco  will 
have  one  of  the  few  runways  with  modern  lighting  in  the  United 
States.     Oakland  is  on  the  previous  lighting  criteria. 

The  Commission  asked  if  the  job  would  be  completed  before  Decem- 
ber. 

Mr.  Moore  replied  that  under  the  150  day  schedule  all  of  the  work 
should  be  completed  by  December  1.     If  60  days  are  cut  off , com- 
pletion should  be  about  45  days  sooner. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  if  it  might  not  be  advisable  to  hold 
the  contract  to  Schedule  "A", 

That  could  be  done,  said  Moore,  however,  he  explained  the  p\ir- 
pose  of  the  two  schedules  is  to  give  the  Commission  the  oppor- 
tunity to  evaluate  the  financial  feasibility  of  one  against  the 
other. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  suggested  calling  for  bids  in  two  weeks  - 
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rather  than  three  -  thus  saving  at  least  a  week. 

It  was  determined  to  call  for  bids  under  both  schedules  and  to 
call  for  bids  in  two  weeks. 


Resolution  No,  66-0116  -  discontinuance  of  Brotherhood  Way  Sun- 
day Service,  Line  77,  was  explained  by  Mr,  Anderson,  Patronage 
was  extremely  light,     Mr,  Anderson  said  that  he  had  contacted 
Father  Anthony  Kostouras,  Rabbi  Morris  and  Mr,  Manley  and  ex- 
plained the  situation  to  them.     They  concurred  and  indicated 
they  could  not  oppose  the  discontinuance  at  the  present  time. 

Mr,  Finn  then  added  that  he  sent  letters  to  all  three  of  the 
Church  representatives  informing  them  of  staff  recommendations, 
transmitting  a  copy  of  Mr,  Anderson's  report  and  telling-  them 
the  Commission  would  consider  the  subject  today. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  commented  that  their  concurrence  was 
apparent  by  lack  of  their  presence, 

Tom  McGrath,  President,  Carmen's  Union,  Local  1380,  agreed  with 
staff's  recommendation  inasmuch  as  it  did  not  adversely  affect 
any  operators. 


Communications : 

Mr,  Finn  read  a  letter  from  Mayor  Shelley  requesting  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  to  aid  and  assist  in  the  Job  Fair  on  Feb- 
ruary 19th  and  20th,  by  providing  free  bus  transportation  from 
Hunters  Point,  the  Mission,  Chinatown  and  Western  Addition, 

After  a  short  discussion  the  request  was  turned  over  to  the 
General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  to  determine  if  a  public 
purpose  was  involved  and  he  was  directed  to  poll  the  Commission 
for  an  expression  of  policy  on  or  before  Friday,  February  18,  1966. 


General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items: 

Mr,  Carr,  noting  that  General  Paul  V,  Berrigan,  of  Massman 
Construction  Company,  representing  the  joint  venture  of  Engstrum 
and  Nourse  and  Massman  Construction  Company,  contractors  \mder 
AD  331  -  Construction  of  Garage  and  appurtenant  facilities 
at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  was  present,  brought 
up  the  final  payment  and  acceptance  of  that  job.     This  item 
was  prepared  as  a  supplemental  calendar  item  for  consideration 
today,  said  Mr,  Carr, 

Mr,  Carr  explained  that  he  checked  with  George  F.  Hansen,  Airport 
General  Manager,  and  0.  L.  Moore,     It  appears  that  although  there 
are  certain  things  with  reference  to  the  garage  that  are  not  as 
Satisfactory  as  desired,  those  problems  are  essentially  problems 
of  design,     Mr,  Moore  has  informed  him,  said  Mr,  Carr,  that  he  is 
satisfied  that  the  contractor  has  finished  his  work.    He  then 
called  upon  Mr.  Moore  to  comment, 

Mr,  Moore  explained  the  delays,  with  emphasis  on  the  110  days 
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due  to  difficulty  in  obtaining  delivery  of  material  and  equip- 
ment for  the  electronic  control  system;  National  Automation  went 
into  bankruptcy,  the  contractor  had  to  take  over,  etc.     He  infor- 
med the  Connission  that  there  was  a  tvjo  year  maintenance  bond. 
Having  consulted  with  the  City  Attorney's  office,  the  delays  the 
contractor  experienced  fall  under  the  definition  of  unavoidable 
delays  as  established  by  ordinance  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
Mr.  Moore  recommended  the  garage  be  accepted  as  complete. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  asked  if  the  tenant  (Sal  Onorato  who  was 
present)  v;as  satisfied. 

Mr,  Moore  said  that  the  tenant  has  been  furnished  exactly  what 
he  had  been  told  he  v/ould  be  furnished,  however,  during  operations 
he  has  made  comments  about  certain  deficiencies,     Mr.  Moore  said 
these  have  all  been  discussed  with  Mr,  Hansen, 

Mr.  Hansen  said  that  in  his  opinion,  Mr.  Moore  had  covered  every- 
thing quite  vjell,     A  meeting  was  held  with  Moore's  and  Hansen's 
staffs  at  which  a  list  of  30  items  was  reviewed.     These  were 
little  things  to  be  done,  improvements  in  signing,  striping,  etc, 
that  would  make  for  a  more  operational  garage  and  improve  service 
to  patrons.     These  items  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  garage  con- 
struction contract. 

Commissioner  White,  pointing  out  that  extra  labor  was  hired  to 

take  inventory,  etc,  in  the  absence  of  the  electronic  com^puter 

in  order  to  allow  Onorato  to  operate,  asked  what  this  service  cost. 

Mr,  Hansen  replying  said  it  required  one  man  and  cost  about 
S2,500,     He  said  it  was  to  be  recovered  from  the  garage  contractor. 

Some  of  the  Commissioners  were  not  so  sure  that  the  110  days  delay 
waiting  for  delivery  of  the  electronic  control  system  was  jus- 
tifiable delay.     They  asked  hov/  the  difficulties  in  the  man- 
ufacture prevented  the  ^oh  from  being  completed  for  110  days, 
what  present  difficulties  now  exist,  and  to  whom  City  should  look 
for  redress, 

Mr,  Moore  said  that  General  Berrigan  would  probably  be  able  to 
explain  the  difficulties  in  obtaining  equipment  from  National 
Automation,     Mr,  Moore  said  that  they  now  have  a  claim  for 
S80,000  against  City.     This  is  the  amount  alleged  to  have  been 
spent  over  and  above  the  amount  contracted  for, 

Mr.  Moore  said  that  based  on  advice  from  the  City  Attorney  that 
the  claim  be  denied  and  funds  in  the  neighborhood  of  S2,500  be 
withheld  from  the  final  payment  to  Engstruii^    Nourse  and  Massman. 

General  Berrigan  was  then  granted  the  privilege  of  the  floor.  He 
explained  all  the  difficulties  the  contractor  encountered  in  ob- 
taining the  counting  and  inventory  electronic  equipment.  He 
alleged  that  City  had  insisted  on  Nationo.l  Automation  even  though 
there  were  three  other  reputable  manufacturers  in  the  field.  He 
stated  National  Automation  had  gone  into  bankruptcy,  and  that 
Engstrum,  Nourse  and  Massman  were  required  to  expend  some  :^133,000 
to  cor.plete  National  Autor^ation*  s  contract  and  will  seek  damages 
in  that  amount  from  City.     He  further  denied  that  his  firm  was 
liable  for  the  S2,500  City  expended.     In  any  event,  the  contractor 
was  entitled  to  the  money  now  due  and  owing,  insisted  General 
Berrigan, 
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Connissioner  White  suggested  that  in  view  of  the  conplications , 
the  final  paynent  and  acceptance  be  postponed  two  weeks. 

Connissioner  Rousseau,  noting  it  was  3:10  P.M.,  suggested  con- 
tinuance until  after  the  order  of  special  business  scheduled  for 
3:00  P.M.  -  progress  report  on  Northern  California  Transit  Den- 
onstration  Project. 

Connissioner  Stack  suggested  that  Public  Utilities  Counsel  Bourne, 
General  Berrigan  and  Mr,  Moore  confer  and  bring  the  iten  back 
after  the  progress  report  fron  John  Curtin.     It  was  so  ordered. 

Special  Order  of  Business  -  3:00  P.M. 

Progress  report  by  John  Curtin,  Sinpson  and  Curtin,  Transportation 
Engineers,  on  the  transit  study  being  conducted  for  the  Northern 
California  Transit  Denonstration  Project. 

Mr.  Carr  then  introduced  Mr.  John  Curtin  of  Sinpson  and  Curtin. 

Mr.  Curtin  stated  that  they  have  not  done  a  great  deal  nore  on 
the  analysis  of  fares.    Progress  has  been  nade  on  several  fronts 
but  there  are  no  definite  conclusions. 

One  phase  of  recent  studies  has  dealt  with  highway  systen  char- 
acteristics.    With  the  cooperation  of  the  State  Highway  Division 
a  conprehensive  analysis  of  traffic  novenents  throughout  the  area 
has  been  nade.     Mr.  Curtin* s  staff  is  now  naking  a  deternination 
of  what  hopefully  nay  be  attracted  fron  the  highway  to  transit 
with  an  upgraded  transit  systen.     This  will  be  available  next 
nonth. 

Connenting  on  the  two  freeways,  Panhandle  and  Golden  Gate,  Mr. 
Curtin  pointed  out  that  these  tv/o  freeways  go  around  the  in- 
portant  corridors  and  in  his  opinion  would  be  of  no  najor  in- 
terest to  the  transit  systen.     This  still  leaves  the  Muni  with 
daily  transportation  for  the  residential  area  to  downtown  and 
needs  upgraded  facilities. 

One  iten  of  najor  interest,  said  Mr.  Curtin,  was  the  reports  on 
inventory  and  evaluation  of  shops  and  facilities.     Although  the 
study  has  not  yet  developed  what  substitute  facilities  would  be 
needed,  Mr.  Curtin  stated  that,  in  round  nunbers ,  about  half 
of  the  Muni's  facilities  are  exhausted  -  Geneva,  Elkton  and 
24th  Street  Shops. 

Others,  such  as  Kirkhan,  Potrero,  Cable  Car  Barn,  etc.,  are  in 
good  to  fair  condition. 

Two  other  natters  worked  on  in  the  last  nonth  have  been  fare 
collections  and  fare  collection  equipnent.     Mr.  Curtin  said  his 
firn  was  anticipating  sone  reduced  fare  or  conbination  ride  over 
Muni  and  BART  v/hon  BART  is  in  operation. 

Mr.  Curtin  said  they  were  attenpting  to  work  out  both  equipnent 
and  collection  of  fares,  as  well  as  fares  and  division  of  revenue 
with  BART,     Equipnent  runs  the  ganut,  fron  sophisticated  nachines 
at  S5jOOO  to  S6,000  each,  on  buses  to  cards,  a  nodification 
of  the  credit  card  idea,     Sone  of  these  procedures,  according 
to  Curtin,  are  pretty  far  out. 

This  is  the  first  tine  such  a  study  has  been  nade.     It  is  to 
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enpliasize  the  different  nethods  and  the  fares  used  are  nerely 
illustrative  and  for  study  rather  than  suggested  fares.  At 
this  point,  said  Nr.  Curtin,  reconnendations  on  fares  are  not 
"being  nade. 

Answering  Connissioner    Rousseau* s  question  about  having  a 
report  on  April  1  for  bond  issue  purposes,  Curtin  said  that  he 
would  have  a  report  on  traffic  and  systens  on  April  1,  Wliether 
he  would  have  all  of  the  infornation  on  vehicles,  and  what 
vehicles  would  be  used  on  each  of  the  routes  and  how  nany  -  he 
hoped  to  learn  later  this  week. 

General  Manap;er  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar: 

Returning  to  the  General  Manager ' s  ^calendar ,  Mr,  Carr  reported 
that  he,  Moore  and  Hansen  have  been  v/orking  diligently  on  the 
downtown  heliports.     Luring  the  week  meetings  i^ere  held  with  the 
Planning  Coiinission  and  City  Attorney's  office.     FAA,  according 
to  Mr.  Carr,  will  not  be  able  to  report  for  at  least  two  weeks 
on  the  Ferry  Building  site. 

Mr.  Carr  advised  the  Cormission  that  he  would  place  before  then 
very  shortly  renewal  of  the  rental  car  contracts  and  the  taxi 
contract.     He  cautioned  that  nilitary  passengers,  who  use  neither 
taxis  nor  rental  cars,  are  affecting  the  deplaning  passenger 
volune  on  which  the  contract  rates  are  based. 

Speaking  of  the  nilitary,  Mr.  Carr  said  that  sonething,  in  the 
nature  of  a  USO  Lounge  or  other  facility,  nust  be  done  to 
acconodate  servicenen  and  their  fanilies  at  the  airport.  A 
neeting  will  be  arranged  with  the  nilitary  in  the  area  to  work 
out  this  problen. 


Mr.  Frye  subnitted  his  weekly  report  on  turbidity  caused  by 
construction  of  Junipero  Serra  Freeway. 

Since  there  was  nothing  significant  in  this  report,  Mr.  Carr 
suggested,  and  the  Connission  approved,  discontinuance  of  a 
weekly  report.     In  the  event  of  energency  special  reports  would 
be  nade. 


Departmental  Report;^ 

Mr,  Anderson  subnitted  his  report  on  the  Municipal  Railway  with 
no  connent. 

Connissioner  White  connented  on  leaky  roofs  on  sone  "L"  cars. 
Mr.  Anderson  was  aware  of  this  and  said  the  equipment  departnent 
was  naking  the  necessary  repairs. 


Resunihg  the  discussion  on  AD  33I  -  Construction  of  Airport 
Garage,  the  Connission  called  on  Mr.  S.  Onorato,  St  Mary's  Square 
Parking  Corporation,  garage  concessionaire. 
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Mr.  Onorato  stated  he  was  not  present  to  be  drawn  into  any 
conflict  between  City  and  the  contractor,  however,  he  went  on 
to  nention  certain  defects  in  the  systen  design.     Because  of 
built-in  delay  in  registering,  two  cars  tailgating  into  the 
garage  register  as  one.     It  is  also  possible,  said  Nr.  Onorato, 
to  enter  the  garage  without  going  through  the  "ticket  spitter" . 
Due  to  failure  of  systen  to  properly  register  entering  venicles, 
space  has  to  be  canvassed  by  a  nan  every  norning  and  the  space 
indicators  reset. 

Mr.  Hansen  said  he  was  aware  of  the  problens,  has  discussed  thei;! 
with  Mr.  Onorato *s  staff  and  will  take  whatever  stops  are 
possible  to  work  out  these  problens. 

Mr.  Bourne,  General  Berrigan  and  Mr.  Moore  then  returned  to  the 
neeting  roon. 

Mr.  Bourne  reported  that  he  thought  things  could  be  worked  out 
by  agreenent.    Basically  City  would  release  noney  that  everybody 
agrees  is  due  the  contractor  -  interest  then  would  not  accrue 
against  City  -  and  the  right  would  be  reserved  to  all  parties 
to  nake  whatever  contentions  they  wish.     City  would  withhold  the 
^^2,500  or  so  fron  the  final  paynent  and  the  Contractor  by  accept- 
ing final  paynent  would  not  be  barred  fron  claining  his  alleged 
rights. 

Mr.  Finn  asked  how  long  it  would  require  to  work  out  the  terns. 
Mr.  Bourne  replied  that  it  would  take  a  day  or  so. 

Connissioner  V/hite  noved  that  the  natter  be  put  over  one  week, 
that  during  the  interin  Moore  and  Hansen  consult  the  City  Attorney, 
the  principals  and  the  Controller;  and  Mr.  Carr  subnit  an  agree- 
nent for  the  Connission's  consideration.     Connissioner  Greenberg 
seconded.     It  was  then  unaninously  ordered.

Adult  fare  passenger  revenue  for  the  first  seven  months  of  this 
fiscal  year  was  1.57/^^  more  than  for  the  corresponding  period  last 
year.     Total  revenue  for  the  period  July  1,  1965  through 
January  31?  1966  was  $270,976  more  than  the  budget  estimate.  Total 
expenditures  during  that  period  were  $105,601  less  than  the  budget 
estimate • 


POWELL  STREET  MALL; 

A  90-day  test  of  a  mall  on  Powell  Street  between  Ellis  and  Eddy 
is  scheduled  to  start  about  March  1,  1966.     The  mall  effect  will 
be  provided  with  planters  in  the  parking  area  with  signs  directing 
automotive  traffic  east  or  west  on  Ellis  Street.     A  22  ft.  section 
in  the  center  of  Powell  will  be  reserved  for  cable  cars  and 
emergency  vehicles. 


CABLE  CAR  AI^TD  PLANT  IMPROVEMENTS: 


Modification  v/as  made  to  the  design  of  the  cable  car  grip  latch 
and  latch  rod  mechanism  by  the  staff  of  the  Power  and  Plant 
Department.     This  modification  improves  and  makes  more  positive 
the  operation  of  the  latch  on  the  quadrant,  and  eliminates 
considerable  difficulty  experienced  in  the  past  from  breaking 
latch  rods  and  improper  engagement  of  latch  on  quadrant.  Actual 
road  tests  v/ere  made  with  the  new  grip  modifications,  and  they 
meet  with  the  approval  of  the  experienced  operators.     Tests  will 
continue  for  a  short  period,  and  this  modification  will  then  be 
made  standard  on  all  grips. 

Sheet  metal  siding  with  incorporated  oil  drains  were  installed  on 
the  bearing  side  of  two  of  the  cable  winder  machinery  pits.  This 
new  sheeting  covers  the  brick  work  and  eliminates  the  difficult 
job  of  cleaning  these  walls  from  oil,  grease,  and  tar  deposits. 
The  metal  is  much  more  easily  cleaned.     This  installation  has 
proven  very  satisfactory  and  results  in  a  considerable  saving  of 
time  in  cleaning  these  pits.     A  similar  installation  will  be  made 
on  the  tv/o  remaining  pit  sides  as  soon  as  conditions  permit. 

A  new  ten-foot  diameter  sheave  for  the  Mason  line  cable  was 
installed  in  the  basement  of  the  Cable  Machinery  Plant.     This  new 
sheave  replaced  the  existing  severely  worn  sheave  which  had  been 
in  service  since  1956, 
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TV/IN  PEAKS  TUNNEL; 

The  Track  Department  has  started  work  of  "transferring"  rails 
for  a  linear  distance  of  approximately  1,500  ft,  in  Twin  Peaks 
Tunnel  "between  Forest  Hill  Station  and  Eureka  Station.  This 
involves  moving  the  left  rail  to  the  right  position  and  vice  versa 
and  results  in  getting  additional  usage  out  of  the  rails  as  well 
as  effecting  an  improvement  related  to  safety.     This  work  is  being 
done  during  the  night  hours  to  minimize  interruption  to  streetcar 
service  in  the  tunnel. 


SEWER  PROJECT  —  TROLLEY  WIRES: 

The  Line  Department  installed  a  switch,   crossing,   curves,  and  frog 
together  v/ith  approximately  500  ft.  of  grooved  trolley  wire  for 
an  alternate  curve  at  Sansome  and  Sutter  Streets.     This  is  in 
conjunction  with  the  "North  Point"  sewer  to  be  constructed  across 
Market  at  Sansome  and  Ecker  Streets  as  a  preliminary  phase  of  a. 
Rapid  Transit  station  at  this  point. 


MACK  INTERIORS; 

The  ceiling  ventilating  panels  are  rusting  through  on  a  number  of 
Mack  coaches.     The  Maintenance  Department  has  initiated  a 
campaign  of  painting  the  interiors  of  these  Mack  coaches  in  coping 
with  this  problem  and  to  improve  appearance. 


STREETCAR  V/HEELS; 

There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  price  of  streetcar 
wheels.  The  nev^  cost  is  $165  compared  with  a  previous  figure  of 
$91.50. 


CHINESE  NEW  YEAR'S  PARADE; 

The  1966  Chinese  New  Year's  Parade  was  held  January  29,  starting 
at  7  p.m.,  utilizing  a  new  route  from  First  &  Market  via  Market, 
G-rant,  Bush  and  Kearny  to  Jackson.     Although  heavy  rains  occurred 
immediately  before  the  parade,  125,000  individuals  attended. 
Municipal  Railway  transit  routes  in  the  vicinity  were  adjusted  as 
required  between  6  p.m.  and  9  p.m.     Despite  congestion  in  the 
parade  area,  service  on  vicinity  Muni  lines  was  good  during  and 
after  the  parade. 
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LUCKY  INTERNATIONAL  GOLF  TOUPJTAMENT; 

The  annual  Lucky  International  G-olf  Tournament  was  conducted  at 
Harding  Park  January  24  to  31,  1966,     During  periods  of  heavy 
attendance,  line  No.  72  coaches  took  terminal  layover  in  the  Lake 
Merced  Loop  instead  of  at  the  regular  point  on  Sunset  Boulevard 
as  an  accommodation  to  patrons. 


NEW  YORK  TPuANSIT  PLATFORM  RATES; 

Information  has  been  received  that  suits  have  been  filed  in  New 
York  City  challenging  wage  rates  designated  for  platform  men  in 
that  city  as  a  result  of  the  v/ork  stoppage  which  occurred. 


PLATFORM'!  MiANP0V7ER; 

The  most  recent  report  shows  a  shortage  of  46  platform  men. 


MUNI  MiAN  OF  THE  MONTH; 

Operator  Zeb  Boyd,  a  Muni  veteran  of  41  years,   became  the  175th 
Muni  Man  of  the  Month  at  ceremonies  conducted  at  Ocean  Division 
on  January  20,     This  is  the  second  time  that  Mr.  Boyd  has  won  the 
Muni  Man  honors.

TRANSIT  BRIEFS 

TORONTO,  CANADA  -  The  effect  of  rapid  transit  on  one  city  was  amply 
demonstrated  by  a  study  concerning  Toronto,     Two  thirds  of  the 
Toronto  area's  major  building  construction  in  the  last  five  years 
is  within  walking  distance  of  the  subway.     Additional  taxes  from 
these  buildings,  amounting  to  5  million  dollars  a  year,  would  more 
than  amortize  the  original  6?  million  subway  investment, 

A  study  by  one  private  appraiser  showed  tax  assessments  of  properties 
along  the  subway  went  up  an  average  of  61.6  percent  (with  some  showing 
an  increase  as  high  as  69  percent)  because  of  more  profitable  uses. 

Warren  Heenan,   President  of  the  Toronto  Real  Estate  Board  predicted 
that  $2^0  million  worth  of  properties  along  the  new  Bloor  Danforth 
Subway,  which  will  open  this  month,  will  double  in  value  in  a  few  years, 

AKRON,  OHIO  -  City  Council  has  passed  a  fare  increase  sought  by  the 
Akron  Transportation  Company  in  a  compromise  which  will  help  tide  the 
company  over  until  proposals  for  eventual  public  ownership  are  acted 
upon.     Council  approved  a  new  student  fare  of  ten  rides  for  $1.7$ 
compared  with  the  present  cash  fare  of  1$  cents,  and  also  approved 
a  two  cent  charge  for  transfers  which  have  long  been  one  cent, 

COLUMBUS,  OHIO  -  A  five  cent  hike  to  30  cents  for  cash  fares  of  the 
Columbus  Transit  Company  has  been  proposed  by  this  city's  Utilities 
Director,  William  H,  Brooks, 

PITTSBURGH,  PA.  -  A  revolutionary  concept  in  rapid  transit  was  formally 
dedicated  several  weeks  ago  at  South  Park,     The  five  million  dollar 
Transit  Expressway  demonstration  project  will  now  undergo  a  major 
test  program  to  determine  the  engineering  and  operating  feasibility 
of  a  frequent  service  rapid  transit  system  specifically  designed 
for  urban  areas  with  medium  density  transit  needs.     Federal,  state, 
county  and  city  officials  and  representatives  of  local  industry 
attended  the  ceremony  and  rode  the  9,3^^-0  foot  demonstration  loop 
in  rubber  tired  "Skybus"  vehicles  which  were  under  computer  control, 

NEW  YORK,  N,  Y.  -  The  full  support  of  leaders  of  business  and  industry 
was  described  here  recently  by  a  national  transit  expert  as  an 
"absolute  necessity"  if  growing  American  cities  are  to  obtain  the 
mass  transportation  improvements  they  need, 

"The  transit  industry  must  have  the  support  of  the  business  community 
regardless  of  whether  a  city's  public  transportation  requirements 
call  for  new  rapid  transit  facilities  or  more  efficient  surface 
transit  Operatidns,"  asserted  David  Gaul,  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  Institute  for  Rapid  Transit. 

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  -  The  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
has  announced  the  approval  of  a  grant  of  $2d3,000  to  the  city  of 
Detroit,  Michigan,  to  pay  part  of  the  cost  of  constructing  L|.71  bus 
stop  shelters  and  paving  the  pedestrisui  areas  of  300  additional 
bus  stops  in  the  city's  transit  system.     The  new  shelters  will  include

William  F.  Bourne  explained  that  he  wrote  to  Mr.  Carr  stating  that 
there  was  sufficient  public  interest  to  justify  authorizing  free 
use  of  Municipal  Railway  Buses  to  and  fron  the  Job  Fair  in  Civic 
Auditoriun  February  19  and  20. 


In  regard  to  Avis  rental  rate  schedule,  George  F.  Hansen,  Airport 
Department  General  Manager,  explained  that  the  Connission  had  re- 
cently approved  sinilar  rate  increases  for  Hertz  and  National, 
He  said  the  Connission  was  provided  with  all  the  supporting  data.

This  loaves  pending  a 
suit  against  Baldwin-Lina-Hanilton  re  the  purchase  of  '^2,000,000 
worth  of  hydraulic  turbines.

Mr.  O'Connor  connended  his  tv;o  enployees,  Mr.  Bourne  and  Mr. Robert 
M.Desky,  for  thuir  diligence  and  efforts  in  these  casus,  as  well 
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as  the  associate  counsel. 

The  Coimnission  then  thanked  Mr.  O'Connor  and  added  their  compliments 
to  Mr.  Bourne  and  Mr.  Desky.

Resolutions  authorizing  attendance  at  California  Municipal  Utilities 
Convention,  March  1  through  4,  at  Long  Beach  were  aiaended  to  allov/ 
the  attendance  of  any  Commissioner  who  desired. 


In  authorizing  the  execution  of  an  agreement  with  the  State  Divis- 
ion of  Highways  (Resolution  No.  66-0141)  providing  for  the  encase- 
ment of  the  78-Inch  and  96-Inch  Bay  Division  Pipelines  in  connect- 
ion with  freeway  construction  near  Mission  San  Jose,  the  Commission 
brought  up  the  status  of  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway. 

Mr.  Carr  explained  that  the  trip  made  "by  the  Mayor,  Commissioner 
Stack,  Jerome  Cohen  and  himself  to  Washington  was  successful  in 
that  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  location  problem  was  presented  to 
the  V/hite  House.     As  a  result.  Under  Secretary  of  Commerce  Alan  S. 
Boyd  sent  a  V/ashington  representative  from  the  Bureau  of  Public 
Roads  to  review  the  situation.     However,  stated  Mr.  Carr,  the  manner 
in  which  the  inspection  tour  was  arranged  was  somewhat  disappoint- 
ing.    He  felt  this  was  not  the  type  of  study  hoped  for. 

Mr.  Frye  then  said  he  had  talked  to  Alan  Hart,  the  District  High- 
way Engineer,  and  concluded  that  this  was  not  really  a  study.  The 
State  Highway  Department  has  not  authorized  a  study  of  the  "ridge" 
route  because  they  have  decided  on  a  route  and  have  no  authority 
to  make  a  real  study.     The  Highway  is  merely  making  a  review,  ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Frye,  not  a  study  in  depth.     Mr.  Frye  said  he  under- 
stood two  weeks  would  be  devoted  to  the  review  and  a  report  sub- 
mitted to  Mr.  Swick,  Bureau  of  Public  Roads,  in  Washington,  D.  C. 

Mr.  Frye  then  informed  the  Commission,  that  Mrs.  Hans  Klussman  as 
local  chairlady  of  "America,  the  Beautiful"  sent  a  letter  to 
Governor  Brown  protesting  the  Highway  Department's  proposed  lo- 
cation of  the  Junipero  Serra  Frueway  along  the  Crystal  Springs 
Lake, 

In  reply,  said  Mr.  Frye,  she  received  an  answer  from  Mr.  John 
Erecca,  State  Director  of  Public  Works,  stating,  more  or  less,  that 
the  Highway  Department  would  not  change  its  opinion  or  the  pro- 
posed location  of  the  freeway. 

Commissioner  Stack  thought  that  further  action  must  be  taken. 

The  White  House  meeting  was  one  of  complete  forbearance,  no  action 
was  to  be  taken  until  the  logistics  of  the  ridge  route  could  be 
determined,  i.e.  costs,  cuts  and  fills  -  the  entire  picture. 

These  were  the  subjects  upon  which  Under  Secret.iry  Boyd  requested 
detailed  information. 
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CoEinissioner  Stack  urged  that  the  Ilayor  and  Ilr.  Boyd  be  advised 
that  City  is  getting  nothing  but  a  run  around  because  the  Highway 
Conriission  is  deternined  to  build  on  the  lower  undesirable  route, 

Gonnissioner  White  suggested  that  advice  of  the  City  Attorney  be 
sought  as  to  the  legal  right  of  the  Corji-iission  to  refuse  to  issue 
any  further  pernits  to  the  Highv\ray  Departnent. 

Commissioner  Stack  concurred  with  Coiimissioner  White  and  suggested

Referring  to  the  agreeuent,  final  payment  and  extension  of  tine  to 
Engstrun  and  Nourse  and  Massnan   QDnstruction  Company,  under  Airport 
Departnent  Contract  No,  351»  Airport  Parking  Garage,  etc, Public 
Utilities  Counsel  Bourne  advised  the  Connission  that  on  the  basis 
of  the  facts  and  the  law  that  the  extension  of  tine  nust  be  grant- 
ed and  the  final  paynent  nade.     The  only  noney  under  dispute  is 
the  ^^2401. 00  claimed  as  a  result  of  the  late  installation  of  elec- 
tronic inventory  and  counting  nachinery.

Connissioner  Stack  questioned  the  justification  for  a  110  day  ex- 
tension due  to  contractor's  alleged  inability  to  obtain  equipnent 
and  material  for  and  to  install  the  space  inventory  and  audit  con- 
trol systen. 

The  factual  determination  was  nade  by  0.  L,  Moore,  General  Manager, 
Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  and  under  the  law  the  contractor  is 
entitled  to  the  extension  if  they  were  unable  to  obtain  material 
and  equipnent,  advised  Mr.  Bourne. 

CoLinissicner  Stack  inquired  about  delay  due  to  production  lag  stat- 
ing that  material  was  available. 

Mr.  Bourne  replied  that  he  understood  the  National  Automation 
Conpany  went  bankrupt  and  it  be cane  inpossible  for  the  prine  con- 
tractor to  get  v/hat  was  necessary  by  way  of  materials  to  put  in 
the  system.     As  the  City  Attorney's  office  sees  it,  said  Mr.  Bourne, 
that  meets  the  test  in  the  Adninistrative  Code, 

Connissioner  Stack  then  asked  if  there  was  a  distinction  between 
the  supxoly  of  naterials  and  subcontractors. 

Mr.  Bourne  replied  that  the  code  certainly  doesn't  nake  it. 

Continuing,  Connissioner  Stack  pointed  out  that  Engstrun  and  Nourse 
and  Massman,  at  their  own  discretion,  stayed  with  National  Auto- 
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nation  instead  of  coning  back    to  City  and  saying  the  second  bid- 
der would  be  #100,000  nore, 

Connissioner  Stack  felt  City's  loss  is  noru  because  personnel  was 
required  to  take  inventory.     He  said  Engstrun  and  Nourse  and 
Massnan,  in  his  opinion,  assuned  the  risk, 

Connissioner  Stack  pointed  out  the  original  conpletion  date  was 
in  July.     The  garage  opened  on  October  15,  196'p.     He  felt  there 
nust  have  been  a  revenue  loss  between  July  and  October.     The  only 
reason  the  garago  did  not  open  in  July  was  because  the  contractor 
was  unable  to  fulfill  the  contract  with  or  ivithcut  the  subcontract 
or. 

Connissioner  Stack  said  he  didn't  think  the  Cor.inission  should  with 
hold  the  undisputed  anount  of  noney  due  the  firn,  if  the  Conniss- 
icn  could  discharge  the  110  days  as  not  unavoidable  delay. 

Mr.  Bourne  said  that  threat  of  a  law  suit  did  not  frighten  the 
City  Attorney's  staff.     He  strongly  enphasized  the  hazard  involved 
nanoly  interest  at  7%  on  C?220,000  over  the  period  of  litigation. 
This  could  ar.iount  to  as  nuch  as  ^$50,000  or  +^^0,000. 

Mr.  Carr  asked  the  Connission  if,  in  view  of  the  discussion,  it 
was  their  desire  to  revise  the  agreenent  and  final  paynent.  He 
suggested  it  be  put  over  one  week  for  the  Public  Utilities  Counsel 
to  ruview. 

The  Connission  ordered  both  itens,  the  agreenent  and  the  final 
paynent,  off  calendar  to  be  returned  whenever  ready.

Conuissioner  Stack  reported  on  the  attendance  of  Messrs.  Hansen, 
Meachaju  and  hinself  at  the  Eleventh  /mnual  Aerospace  Synposiun 
sponsored  by  the  Air  Force  Association  at  Salt  Lake  City  on 
February  17  and  18, 

The  first  day  was  devoted  to  present  and  future  developnen^  in 
air  transport  and  was  nost  enlightening  and  provocative,  "fhe 
second  day  was  devoted  to  aerospace. 

He  went  on  to  condense  the  renarks  of  the  key  speaker,  W.  E.  Larned, 
President  of  P.M.S,  Inc.     In  the  next  ten  years  the  free  world  will 
produce  vlOO  billion  worth  of  aircraft  with  the  United  States 
doninating  the  field. 

Two  hundred  and  seventy  five  thousand  (275,000)  military  and  civil 
planes  will  cone  off  the  assenbly  lines  between  now  and  1975. 
The  United  States  v/ill  build  sone  84%  of  the  total.     This  will  ac- 
count for  about  ^6Q  billion  of  the  :i^lOO  billion  to  be  spent. 

The  figures  and  forecasts  stagger  the  inagination  according  to 
Connissioner  Stack. 

Proceeding,  he  gave  a  short  resunfe  of  the  revolutionary  advances 
being  nade  in  heavy  transport,  supersonic  transport  and  vertical 
lift  planes. 

All  in  all  the  synposiuri  was  extrenely  worthwhile  and  enphasized 
the  urgent  need  for  airport  planning  to  neet  the  requirenents  of 
the  iniiediate  future  as  well  as  long  range  planning  for  the  future. 
San  Francisco,  fron  the  facts  revealed  at  Salt  Lake,  said  Con- 
nissioner Stack,  nust  keep  pace  and  the  Airport  Bond  Issue  sched- 
uled for  Novenber  cones  none  too  soon. 


Connissioner  \\niite  requested  the  Water  Departnent  to  take  a  look 
at  the  Crystal  Springs  Golf  Course.     It  is,  he  said,  in  deplorable 
condition.     The  State  Highway  Departnent  contractor  was  supposed 
to  leave  City  with  an  operable  golf  course.     This  hasn't  been  done.

WATER  QUALITY 

Surveillance  and  operation  of  the  Alum  Treatment  Plant 
caused  by  the  activities  of  the  State  Highway  Commission  in 
the  construction  of  the  freeway  along  San  Andreas  Reservoir 
and  that  part  of  Crystal  Springs  Reservoir  above  Crystal 
Springs  Canal  have  produced  a  tremendous  workload  for  the 
Purification  Division.    Work  has  to  continue  on  a  24-hour  a 
day  basis,  seven  days  a  week  whenever  heavy  periods  of  rain 
are  encountered.    Turbidity  of  water  being  used  from  San 
Andreas  Reservoir  has  been  within  P.H,S.  standards  except  for 
one  or  two  brief  instances. 

Bacteriological  condition  of  San  Andreas  Reservoir 
deteriorated  during  the  month  of  January.    This  situation  is 
now  under  control  for  all  waters  are  dropping  off  in  bacterio- 
logical count  and  the  finished  waters  are  down  to  almost  a 
negative  coliform  count. 

During  the  month  of  January  a  total  of  24  individual 
flushing  operations  were  carried  out  by  the  City  Distribution 
Division,  10  of  which  were  to  correct  dirty  water  conditions. 
The  remainder  were  regularly  scheduled  flushings  to  prevent 
the  occurrence  of  dirty  water  conditions. 
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WATER  CONDITIONS 

Rainfall  for  the  season  to  February  11  totaled  26.4"  at 
Pilarcitos,  23.4"  at  San  Andreas,  17.6"  at  Upper  Crystal  Springs, 
and  12.3"  at  Calaveras.    Normal  rainfall  at  these  stations  is 
28.8",  23.7",  19.3",  and  12.7",  respectively.

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ELECTRONIC  DATA  PROCESSING 

Program  revisions  have  been  accomplished  in  the  Calculate 
Bills  and  Updating  programs  resulting  in  reductions  in  the  running 
times  of  these  programs  on  the  computer.    The  Print  Bills  program 
is  in  process  of  being  revised  and  it  is  expected  that  a  reduc- 
tion in  running  time  of  this  program  will  result  soon. 

We  now  have  a  payment  register  which  gives  us  a  current 
record  of  payments  as  opposed  to  the  previous  4-day  interval. 

Other  program  revisions  under  way  or  to  be  done  involve 
the  Turn  On  program,  printing  of  new  Meter  Field  Sheets,  aug- 
menting the  annual  "Meter  Count"  program,  a  "re-routing"  program 
and,  because  of  postal  regulations  which  may  become  mandatory 
soon,  a  program  to  show  the  "Zip  Code"  on  all  bills  issued.  The 
resulting  data  processing  system  will  not  only  improve  our 
operations  to  the  benefit  of  our  customers  but  will  reduce  the 
resulting  time  necessary  for  the  computer  and  peripheral  equip- 
ment to  produce  the  desired  results, 

SERVICE  RENEWALS 

During  the  months  of  November,  December  and  January,  868 
inspections  for  poor  supply  were  completed,  resulting  in  the 
issuance  of  537  orders  for  service  renewals.    For  the  months  of 
November,  December  and  January,  324  services  were  renewed  by 
the  City  Distribution  Division  on  orders  issued  by  the  Commercial 
Division.    There  were  2,820  renewal  orders  uncompleted  on 
February  1,  1966. 

FINANCE 

Revenue  from  the  sale  of  water  for  the  first  seven  months 
of  fiscal  year  1965-66  totaled  $ll,6o8,469  which  is  $538,364 
greater  than  the  same  period  in  the  previous  fiscal  year, 

ECONOMIC  OPPORTUNITY  PROGRAM 

With  an  approval  from  the  University  of  California  Farm 
Advisory  Bureau,  Neighborhood  Youth  Corp  enrollees  will  on 
February  10  begin  preparing  plots  along  Skyline  Blvd.  and  Canada 
Road  in  San  Mateo  County  in  which  to  spread  thousands  of  wild 
flower  seeds  generously  donated  by  San  Mateo  4-H  Clubs,  the 
George  Ball  Pacific  Company,  Podesta  of  California  and  other 
public  spirited  individuals  interested  in  enhancing  the  appear- 
ance of  San  Francisco's  watershed  lands. 

LAND  MANAGEMENT 

Dedication  of  new  sod  roof  clubhouse  for  the  El  Camino 
Golf  Course  in  South  San  Francisco,  leased  from  this  Department, 
will  be  on  February  24,  at  11:00  a.m.     Mayor  Shelley  will  tee  off 
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from  the  sod  roof  against  the  Mayor  of  South  San  Francisco, 
followed  by  Public  Utilities  Commission  Vice-President,  Ted 
White,  vs.  Bob  Stallings,  San  Mateo  County  Manager. 

CENTRAL  CONTROL  SYSTIilM 

A  meeting  was  held  on  January  18  to  discuss  the  con- 
sultants' report  which  was  submitted  late  in  December  I965. 
Those  in  attendance  were  Messrs.  Herkenhoff  and  Webster,  rep- 
resenting the  consultants  and  Messrs.  Medbery,  0 'Marie,  Boyd, 
Hughes,  Tracy  and  Lauenstein  of  the  Water  Department. 

The  report  was  thoroughly  reviewed  and  the  consultants 
are  now  revising  their  report  and  will  submit  final  report 
within  a  few  weeks , 

WASTE  WATER  SURVEY 

Tests  being  made  by  Pitometer  Associates  under  the 
1965-66  agreement  are  about  31^  completed.    Total  leaks  found 
and  repaired  to  date  represented  an  estimated  saving  of  207 > 000 
gallons  per  day. 

FREEWAYS 

District  IV,  State  Highway  Department,  informed  us  that 
they  were  making  a  review  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission's 
recommended  high  route  and  asked  for  plans  for  this  route. 
The  District  was  forwarded  a  map  showing  the  recommended  route 
and  informed  that  this  was  not  necessarily  a  fixed  alignment 
but  that  any  different  alignment  they  might  develop  should  be 
as  far  to  the  east  as  possible.    The  District  was  also  re- 
quested to  furnish  any  alignment  they  may  develop  for  approval 
by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  before  proceeding  further. 

All  work  on  our  watershed  properties  in  connection  with 
the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  construction  is  being  closely  ob- 
served by  the  Department  to  see  that  operations  of  the  State 
or  others  comply  with  terms  of  various  permits  issued. 

In  connection  with  drainage  from  disturbed  areas  from 
the  section  of  the  freeway  under  construction  north  of  Larkspur 
Avenue,  Millbrae,  various  problems  have  arisen  due  to  inade- 
quacies of  the  system,  failure  of  pumps,  clogging  of  pipes  and 
overflow  of  sumps.    These  specific  conditions  have  been  brought 
to  the  attention  of  District  IV  of  the  State  Highway  Department 
and  are  being  corrected  as  rapidly  as  possible.    The  major 
problem  appears  to  be  that  much  of  the  fault  lies  in  inadequate 
maintenance  which  also  has  been  called  to  the  attention  of 
District  IV. 

Drainage  plans  for  the  freeway  section  between  Larkspur 
and  Bunker  Hill  Drive  and  for  the  area  in  the  vicinity  of 


Polhemus  and  Ralston  Roads  have  been  reviewed.    Before  the 
freeway  project  starts  in  these  areas,  we  will  have  another 
opportunity  to  review  the  plans  for  handling  the  drainage . 

1961  MUNICIPAL  BOND  FUND  PROJECTS 

On  January  25 ^  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Crystal 
Springs  Bypass  Tunnel  were  submitted  for  our  review.    This  re- 
view has  been  completed  and  our  comments  and  corrections  trans- 
mitted to  Bechtel.    It  is  expected  that  the  final  plans  and 
specifications  v/ill  be  completed  before  the  end  of  February. 
Surveys  for  the  acquisition  of  the  necessary  land  and  rights 
of  way  are  now  in  progress. 

Request  for  matching  Federal  funds  in  the  total  amount 
of  $102,400  for  the  San  Antonio  ($90,500)  and  Sunol  ($11,900) 
Pumping  Stations  was  approved  by  Region  7 3  Office  of  Civil 
Defense,  Santa  Rosa,  on  January  20,  but  only  on  the  personal 
intervention  of  Mr.  Conroy,  Director  of  San  Francisco  Disaster 
Corps.    These  funds  represent  50^  of  the  cost  of  emergency 
standby  generating  equipment  at  San  Antonio  and  Sunol  Pumping 
Stations.    To  utilize  these  federal  funds  we  must  have  final 
approval  from  OCD  in  Washington,  D.  C.    This  approval  is  ex- 
pected prior  to  opening  of  bids  on  contract  WD- 1210.

General  Manag^er  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items : 

Nr.  Carr  reported  that  last  vjeek  he  had  met  with  Mayor  Shelley 
and  had  expressed  Commission's  concern  v/ith  the  activities  of 
the  State  Division  of  Highways  over  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway 
issues.  The  Mayor,  according  to  Mr.  Carr,  had  the  local  free- 
way problems  on  his  desk  and  requested  Mr.  Carr  to  contact  him 
next  week  when  there  should  be  more  time  to  discuss  the  Junipero 
Serra  Freeway. 


On  Don  Pedro,  Mr.  Carr  reported  that  William  F.  Bourne,  Public 
Utilities  Counsel,  had  advised  that  the  Irrigation  Districts 
had  received  an  extension  of  60  days  in  which  to  accept  the 
license  from  the  Federal  Power  Commission. 

Mr,  Bourne  said  the  issues  at  the  present  boil  down  to  two  things 
financing  and  sharing  expense  of  construction.

Mr.  Charles  Gregg,  representing  Pan  American,  stated  that  the 
Japanese-United  States  bilateral  treaty,  recently  renegotiated, 
gives  the  Japanese  carrier  the  right  to  fly  from  Japan  on  aroujid 
the  world  trips,  stop  at  San  Francisco,  then  New  York  and  con- 
tinue on  to  its  next  destination.     Specifically,  this  now  permits 
Japan  Air  Lines  to  fly  around  the  world  picking  up  passengers 
and  depositing  passengers.     Such  right  has  not  as  yet  been 
accorded  Pan  American, 

Commissioner  Greenberg  remarked  that  he  thought  something  should 
be  done  to  allow  American  flag  -carriers  the  same  or  similar 
privileges.

SUBJECT:  Permanent  Downtown  Heliport  -  Part  of  a  San  Francisco 
Transportation  Center  which  should  include  a  Downtown 
Branch  Terminal  of  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport 


The  purpose  of  this  memorandum  is  to  recommend  for  your  approval  as 
to  policy  a  series  of  actions  looking  toward  construction  of  facil- 
ities in  the  next  few  years  to  meet  San  Francisco's  present  and 
future  air  and  certain  ground  transportation  needs.     The  future 
economic  growth  of  the  City  depends  in  large  measure  upon  an  ade- 
quate and  balanced  total  transportation  system,   therefore,   if  you 
approve  these  recommendations  as  to  basic  policy,   the  Commission 
should  seek  ratification  of  these  policy  decisions  by  Mayor  Shelley 
and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  so  that  the  basic  policy  with  respect 
to  these  transportation  objectives  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  will  be  clearly  defined. 

In  subsequent  paragraphs  I  shall  discuss  the  proposals  in  more  de- 
tail.    The  permanent  downtown  heliport  is  of  immediate  importance, 
therefore  I  am  placing  emphasis  on  its  construction.     My  recommenda- 
tions on  the  heliport  are  supported  by  the  attached  report  dated 
February  28,   1966,  prepared  by  George  F.  Hansen,  General  Manager  of 
the  San  Francisco  International  Airport,   and  Oral  L.  Moore,  General 
Manager  of  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau. 

To  develop  all  relevant  facts  on  which  you  must  base  your  policy 
judgment,   I  suggest  you  take  action  on  my  recommendations  after  you 
have  held  a  public  hearing,   such  hearing  preferably  to  be  held 
jointly  with  the  City  Planning  Commission  and  in  the  next  two  weeks, 
if  possible. 
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In  considering  these  recommendations  it  should  be  borne  in  mind 
that  the  Commission's  "public  utility  responsibility"  to  the  air 
and  ground  traveler  is  to  provide  means  of  common  carrier  vehicular 
travel  as  close  as  practicable  to  the  traveler's  point  of  origin 
and  destination,  bearing  in  mind  that  very  brief  periods  of  time 
saved  are  often  critical  in  promoting  use  of  public  transportation. 

The  "public  utility  responsibility"  to  the  San  Francisco  bound  air 
traveler,   for  example,  does  not  end  at  the  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport  in  San  Mateo  County,     The  International  Airport 
is,   in  essence,   only  an  elaborate  transfer  point  in  the  total 
transportation  system. 

Although  the  "public  Utility  responsibility"  in  this  instance  always 
resides  in  government,   it  may  be  discharged  by  government  agencies 
or  by  private  enterprise  through  permit,   franchise,   license  or  con- 
tracts,  or  a  combination  of  public  agency  and  private  enterprise 
effort. 

In  considering  the  City's  ground  and  air  transportation  needs  we 
should  ask  ourselves,    "What  kind  of  downtown  air  and  ground  trans- 
portation facilities  should  San  Francisco  have  10  years  from  now, 
20  years,  or  even  50  years  from  now?"   Having  decided  upon  the  need 
we  should  make  no  small  plans. 

With  this  preface,   and  in  accordance  with  the  limits  of  action  im- 
posed by  the  several  applicable  provisions  of  the  City  Charter, 
I  recommend  that  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  be  dir- 
ected to  take  all  necessary  actions  in  cooperation  with  the  Mayor 
and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  all  groups  and  agencies  involved 
to ; 

1.  Establish  a  Downtown  Branch  of  the  San  Francisco 
International  Airport,   as  it  may  be  legally  and 
financially  feasible,   as  part  of  a  future  San 
Francisco  Transportation  Center  at  the  presently 
State-owned  Transbay  Terminal  located  at  First 
and  Mission  Streets. 

2.  Construct  as  soon  as  possible  as  the  first  phase 
of  such  a  Downtown  Branch  Terminal  and  future  San 
Francisco  Transportation  Center,   a  permanent  down- 
town heliport  with  a  landing  structure  of  not  less 
than  150'   x  163'   in  area,  necessary  elevators, 
waiting  room,   fire  protection,   lighting,  and 
other  facilities,   at  an  estimated  cost  of  $550,000, 
exclusive  of  the  purchase  of  air  rights,   if  there 
should  be  any,   for  an  estimated  construction  time 
of  19  months,   and  to  speed  up  construction  by 
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immediately  requesting  a  supplemental  appropriation 
for  $35,000  from  any  funds  legally  available,  which 
would  be  used  for  preparation  of  plans  and  specifi- 
cations with  the  understanding  that  construction 
funds,  in  addition  to  the  $35,000,  will  be  included 
in  the  forthcoming  airport  bond  issue. 

3.  Apply  for  and  pursue  vigorously  federal  financial 
assistance  for  the  downtown  heliport  to  reduce  as 
far  as  possible  the  total  cost  to  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  in  accordance  with  the 
federal  aid  provisions  of  the  Federal  Airport  Act 
of  May  13,  1946. 

4.  Establish  as  soon  as  possible,  if  approved  by  the 
Federal  Avation  Agency  and  the  San  Francisco  Port 
Authority,  and  using  such  funds  as  can  legally  be 
made  available,   a  temporary  helicopter  landing 

pad  on  the  Embarcadero  near  Green  and  Union  Streets 
with  a  landing  area  of  150'  x  150'   at  an  estimated 
cost  of  approximately  $60,000  and  a  completion  time 
of  about  90  days  after  the  site  is  available,  to 
meet  an  immediate  need  and  ultimately  to  serve  as 
an  emergency  landing  area. 

5.  Begin  in  cooperation  with  the  airlines  and  others 
involved,   a  study  of  the  feasibility  of  the  future 
relocation  of  the  downtown  airline  terminal  to 
First  and  Mission  Streets  for  all  airport  buses, 
limousines,   and  an  appropriate  share  of  airport 
taxis,   as  part  of  the  Downtown  Branch  Terminal  of 
the  International  Airport. 

6.  Make  a  study  as  funds  may  be  available,  looking 
toward  adequate  connections  from  a  Downtown  Branch 
Airport  Terminal  to  key  downtown  destinations  such 
as  the  nearest  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  Station,  the 
major  hotel  area,   shopping  centers,   and  the  fin- 
ancial district,   first  by  low-cost  minibus  service 
and  ultimately,   if  feasible,  by  horizontal  elevators 
or  subways  which  could  be  operated  as  part  of  San 
Francisco's  Municipal  Transit  System. 

7.  Examine  under  an  appropriate  authorization,   in  co- 
operation with  the  State  Division  of  Bay  Toll 
Crossings,   and  others  involved,   the  feasibility 

of  the  future  expansion  of  the  Transtaay  Terminal 
to  include  more  automobile  parking  space,  baggage 
handling  facilities,   and  other  requirements  to 
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make  it  in  reality  a  San  Francisco  Transportation 
Center,   including  a  review  of  possible  legislation 
that  would  be  required  to  accomplish  such  an  ob- 
jective, and  also  take  steps  to  encourage  the 
future  location  of  bus  depot  operations  for  Pacific 
Greyhound,  Burlington  Trailways,  and  similar  car- 
riers at  the  proposed  San  Francisco  Transportation 
Center. 

Following  are  comments  on  the  foregoing  recommendations. 

1.     "Establish  a  Downtown  Branch  of  the  San  Francisco 
International  Airport  as  a  part  of  a  future  San 
Francisco  Transportation  Center." 

For  a  considerable  time  many  responsible  citizens  have  been  con- 
cerned about  the  lack  of  coordination  between  various  modes  of 
ground  transportation  in  San  Francisco,  making  the  personally- 
owned  automobile  the  most  convenient  form  of  travel  with  all  its 
attendant  problems  in  the  crowded  central  core  of  the  City.  Lack 
of  a  convenient  center  of  transportation  in  connection  with  travel 
to  the  International  Airport  has  made  personal  automobile  travel 
the  more  convenient  and  desirable  method  of  getting  to  the  Airport 
with  heavy  financial  burdens  on  the  City  to  furnish  adequate  park- 
ing space. 

There  isn't  any  question  that  one  of  the  first  steps  toward  revers- 
ing this  trend  toward  more  and  more  automobile  travel  is  a  truly 
modern  downtown  transportation  center  that  will  provide  the  nec- 
essary transfer  point  in  a  balanced  system  of  safe,  convenient, 
comfortable  and  low-cost  transportation  to  serve  a  truly  great 
City.     San  Francisco  should  not  accept  anything  short  of  the  best 
for  its  future  transportation  plans.     The  ownership,  the  probable 
cost  and  many  other  facts  relating  to  a  San  Francisco  Transporta- 
tion Center  at  First  and  Mission  Streets  can  be  obtained  only  by 
setting  a  course  of  action  as  a  matter  of  City  policy  and  then 
beginning  negotiations  with  the  agencies  involved.     The  scheduled 
completion  of  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  System  certainly  dictates 
that  action  should  be  taken  now  so  as  to  decide  on  the  best  future 
use  of  the  Transbay  Terminal. 


2.     "Construct  as  soon  as  possible ....  a  permanent 
downtown  heliport. ..." 

You  are  well  aware  of  the  various  problems  that  have  been  encoun- 
tered in  establishing  a  permanent  downtown  heliport.     On  July  20, 
1964,  only  four  days  after  I  assumed  the  responsibilities  of  General 
Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  Mayor  John  F,  Shelley  requested  that 
the  Commission  should  proceed  to  locate  a  site  for  a  downtown  heli- 
port. 
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The  possibility  of  a  floating  barge  as  an  immediate  answer  almost 
became  a  reality  early  in  1965,  thanks  to  the  cooperation  of  the 
United  States  Navy.     It  was  only  because  of  changes  in  Federal 
Aviation  Agency  safety  criteria  that  this  suggested,  economical 
plan  for  a  terajjorary    heliport  had  to  be  abandoned  following  a 
letter  dated  July  16,   1965  from  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency. 

Since  then  the  staff  has  worked  diligently,  exploring  dozens  of 
suggestions  for  both  temporary  and  permanent  heliport  sites.  In 
recent  weeks  the  search  has  narrowed  to  only  two  locations  for  a 
permanent  downtown  heliport,  namely,  the  First  and  Mission  Terminal 
and  a  possible  garage  rooftop  heliport  just  north  of  the  Ferry 
Building. 

In  making  a  decision  on  which  will  serve  the  City  better  we  con- 
sidered a  number  of  factors  including  safety  of  operation,  capital 
cost,  operating  cost,  probable  revenues,  convenience  to  the  travel- 
ing public,  noise,   relationship  to  other  modes  of  transportation, 
and  probable  future  changes  in  the  face  of  the  City, 

As  Mr.  Hansen's  report  shows,  the  probable  use  of  a  heliport  at 
the  First  and  Mission  site  could  be  four  times  the  use  of  one  at 
the  Ferry  Building  site  based  on  traffic  studies  that  have  been 
made  for  SFO  Helicopter,  Inc. 

As  for  safety  of  operation,  we  have  been  assured  by  the  Federal 
Aviation  Agency  that  both  sites  are  safe  for  twin  engine  helicopter 
operation,  the  type  presently  used  for  common  carrier  operation, 
and  anticipated  for  other  certified  public  carriers. 

Convenience  and  access  to  other  modes  of  travel  and  downtown  destin- 
ations definitely  favor  the  First  and  Mission  Streets  site. 

Although  the  construction  of  a  landing  area  at  roof  level  at  the 
First  and  Mission  site  will  be  very  difficult  because  it  must  be 
accomplished  while  the  terminal  continues  in  operation,   it  is 
possible  if  a  false  roof  and  protective  walls  are  used  to  protect 
the  traveling  public. 

Noise  will  be  a  problem  at  both  locations,   thus  we  can  only  design 
nearby  buildings  in  the  future  to  minimize  helicopter  noise. 

The  extra  capital  cost  of  the  First  and  Mission  Streets  site, 
$550,000  vs.  $400,000,   is  not  so  much  greater  than  the  Ferry  Building 
site  as  to  be  a  deciding  factor  considering  the  long  term  use.  De- 
pending, of  course,  upon  the  final  amount  of  federal  financial 
assistance  and  City  zoning  requirements,   the  First  and  Mission  site 
therefore  appears  to  be  the  more  economical  on  a  long  range  basis. 
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The  time  to  achieve  an  operating  downtown  heliport,   19  months  vs. 
30  to  36  months,  was  another  very  important  factor  in  a  decision 
favoring  construction  at  the  First  and  Mission  siteo 

More  importantly,   the  downtown  heliport  should  be  a  part  of  a  down- 
town transportation  center  even  under  present  passenger  use.  In 
the  immediate  future  the  heliport  location  close  to  the  financial, 
shopping,   and  hotel  centers,  will  be  even  more  important  to  an  ex- 
panding San  Francisco  economy.     During  the  past  two  months  the  400 
to  500  passengers  a  day  use  of  the  Pan  American  downtown  heliport 
in  New  York  City  confirms  the  importance  of  locating  the  heliport 
as  near  to  the  center  of  the  downtown  area  as  practicable. 

The  foregoing  are  among  the  great  number  and  varied  reasons  for 
the  recommendation  as  to  the  First  and  Mission  Streets  site. 

3 .    "Apply  for  and  pursue  vigorously  federal  financial 
assistance . " 

The  need  for  this  is  self-evident.     The  Federal  Airport  Act  of  1946 
provides  for  50%  funds  for  certain  facilities  directly  connected 
with  the  heliport  landing  structure  and  facilities.     There  are  no 
fixed  formulae.     The  specific  proposal  should  be  submitted  to  the 
Federal  Aviation  Agency  as  soon  as  possible.     VJe  believe  federal 
financial  assistance  can  probably  be  obtained  in  an  amount  of  more 
than  $200,000.     There  isn't  any  practical  way  to  more  accurately 
estimate  the  probable  federal  aid  at  this  time. 


^*     "Establish  as  soon  as  possibleo..a  temporary 
helicopter  landing  pad  on  the  Embarcadero . . . " 

There  is  an  immediate  need  for  a  downtown  helicopter  landing  facil- 
ity.    A  temporary  landing  pad  might  serve  that  need.  Ultimately 
an  emergency  landing  pad  at  the  location  suggested  v/ould  have  a 
continuing  value  for  safety  reasons  which  justifies  the  relatively 
small  expenditure  involved.     Its  practical  otc;  ".ration  at  the  point 
suggested  would  depend  upon  cooperation  of  th^  San  Francisco  Port 
Authority  and  others  so  as  to  coordinate  landings  with  Belt  Line 
Railroad  operations. 


5 .     "Beqinoo„.a  study  of  feasibility  of  the  future 
relocation  of  the  downtown  airline  terminal...." 

As  air  travel  continues  to  increase,   the  present  downtown  airline 
terminal  at  Taylor  and  O'Farrell  Streets  will  prove  quite  inade- 
quate.    Although  it  has  and  does  serve  a  useful  purpose  now,   it  is 
not  the  kind  of  downtown  terminal  point  that  reflects  San  Francisco 
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as  "The  City  That  Knows  How,"    We  should  strive  for  a  downtown  air- 
line terminal  where  visitors  will  be  received  in  the  tradition  of 
a  city  known  world-wide  for  its  hospitality  and  its  beauty,     A  new 
airline  terminal  for  the  future  is  clearly  needed.     It  should  be 
part  of  a  San  Francisco  Transportation  Center  at  First  and  Mission 
Streets . 

6  o     "Make  a  study ....  looking  toward  adecruate  connec- 
tions to  key  downtown  destinations .by  minibus. . . 
horizontal  elevators..." 

We  must  constantly  keep  before  us  the  objective  of  furnishing  means 
of  common  carrier  vehicular  travel  as  far  as  practicable  from  or- 
igin to  ultimate  destination.     Public  transportation  use  will  in- 
crease as  minutes  are  saved  and  travel  becomes  convenient  and  com- 
fortable.    Ending  the  City's  concern  for  the  traveler  at  an  inter- 
mediate transfer  point  does  not  do  the  total  job.     Fast,  short- 
haul  transportation  downtown  from  the  proposed  Transportation  Center 
is  a  responsibility  of  the  City.     There  are  key  locations  that 
could  be  reached  quickly  and  economically  by  minibus  from  the  pro- 
posed San  Francisco  Transportation  Center.     It  is  not  too  soon  to 
explore  the  possibilities  that  exist  for  a  fast  horizontal  elevator 
to  the  closest  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  Station.     Subways  similar  to 
those  in  use  in  the  Nation's  Capitol  might  be  used.  Short-haul 
subway  service  on  Montgomery  Street  as  far  as  California  Street 
might  be  a  desirable  long-range  objective.     At  any  rate  these  var- 
ious possibilities  should  be  examined  while  the  present  transit 
study  of  the  Northern  California  Transit  Demonstration  Project  is 
in  progress. 

Doubtless  hotels  and  other  private  organizations  would  be  willing 
to  furnish  short-haul  transportation  in  their  own  interest  to  a 
conveniently  located  Transportation  Center  just  as  some  nearby 
hotels  now  furnish  transportation  to  the  International  Airport. 
Such  activities  would  strengthen  the  economic  vitality  of  the 
City's  central  core. 

7 .     "Examine    under  an  appropriate  authorization. . . 
the  feasibility  of  future  expansion  of  the 
Transbay  Terminal ...  to  make  it  in  reality  a 
San  Francisco  Transportation  Center" 

The  Division  of  Bay  Toll  Crossings  is  presently  considering  the 
probable  future  use  of  the  Transbay  Terminal  when  traffic  may  be 
reduced  considerably  upon  the  completion  of  the  Bay  Area  Rapid 
Transit  System. 


Now  is  the  time  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  through 
appropriate  agencies  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Mayor  and  Board 
of  Supervisors,  to  cooperate  in  a  broad,   long-range  planning  effort 
with  the  officials  of  the  Division  of  Bay  Toll  Crossings » 

State  legislation  may  not  be  necessary  to  lease  space  for  use  in  the 
Terminal  for  a  downtown  heliport,  but  legislation  would  surely  be 
needed  to  convert  the  Terminal  to  a  San  Francisco  Transportation 
Center.     Legislation  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  be  needed  even 
to  establish  City  policy  concerning  the  manner  of  making  the  nec- 
essary studies. 

Fortunately,  time  is  available  to  consider  the  optimum  use  of  pres- 
ent facilities  and  the  desirable  expansion  for  the  future  espec- 
ially as  it  relates  to  expansion  of  parking  facilities  for  auto- 
mobiles.    The  availability  of  time  before  other  construction  is 
needed  does  not,  however,  diminish  the  desirability  of  a  full 
scale,  cooperative  effort  beginning  now  to  determine  possible 
future  changing  use  of  the  Transbay  Terminal. 

In  conclusion  I  commend  to  your  attention  the  more  detailed  report 
of  February  28,   1966,  prepared  vmder  the  direction  of  Mr.  Hansen 
and  Mr,  Moore;   I  urge  a  public  hearing  on  the  heliport  site  pro- 
posal as  soon  as  possible  in  conjunction  with  the  City  Planning 
Commission;   and  I  emphasize  the  need  for  avoiding  small  plans  in 
preparing  for  the  great  downtown  ground  and  air  transportation 
requirements  in  San  Francisco's  future.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  FEBRUARY  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  (January): 

Air  passenger  traffic  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  during 
January,  traditionally  a  slow  month,  got  the  new  year  off  to  a  flying 
start.    The  785,659  air  traveler  total  was  22  per  cent  more  than  for 
the  first  month  last  year.     It  should  be  mentioned,  however,  that  at 
least  60,000  of  this  total  represents  military  traffic.     San  Francisco 
as  a  staging  area  for  Southeast  Asia,  handles  substantially  more 
military  than  the  average  U.  S.  airport.     To  this  extent,  our  per- 
centage increases  are  inflated  as  compared  to  the  national  average. 

The  passenger  total  for  the  first  seven  months  of  the  current  (1965- 
66)  fiscal  year  reached  5s785s8o6.  This  is  17.5  per  cent  greater  than 
for  the  corresponding  196^-65  period. 

U.  S.  mail  shipments  by  air  totaled  11,5^3,539  pounds,  a  gain  of 
68  per  cent  over  January  last  year,  which  is  largely  attributable  to 
the  extraordinary  volume  moving  between  Southeast  Asia  and  the  United 
States . 

The  month's  air  freight  volume  of  26,^11,53^  pounds  was  up  37.^  per 
cent  from  last  year  and  brought  the  total  for  the  fiscal  year  to 
216,^11,534  pounds,  a  gain  of  37  per  cent  from  a  year  ago  and  above 
the  12-month  total  for  the  1963-64  fiscal  period. 
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Air  express  shipments  gained  4.8  per  cent  to  l^llSsTSS  pounds.  The 
July-through-January  figure  of  8,842,701  pounds  represented  an  11.4 
per  cent  increase  over  the  corresponding  period  of  the  previous 
fiscal  year. 

Aircraft  movements — landings  and  take-offs — by  scheduled  airlines 
numbered  18,637,  or  more  than  15  per  cent  greater  than  for  January 
last  year.    Total  aircraft  movements  were  22,611,  which  included  4o6 
by  the    military  and  3,568  by  non-scheduled  carrier  and  itinerant  or 
locally-based  private  and  corporate  aircraft. 
VIPs: 

Full  airport  courtesies  were  extended  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
the  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff  and  members  of  the  Armed  Services  Committees 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  on  their  arrival  via  a 
special  Air  Force  jet  transport  to  pay  a  last  tribute  to  Admiral  of 
the  Fleet  Chester  A.  Nimitz. 

Other  Airport  visitors  since  the  last  report  included: 
A  Mexican  delegation  headed  by  Juan  T.  Viranco,  director  general  of 
Airports  and  Auxiliary  Services,  and  accompanied  by  the  top  civil 
aviation  officials  for  Mexico.     A  meeting  was  arranged  with  Federal 
Aviation  Agency  offices  to  discuss  mutual  problems,  and  the  group  was 
briefed  on  SFIA  operations,  facilities  and  procedures. 

Michael  Pirrie,  an  operations  executive  for  Cathay  Pacific  Airways 
of  Hong  Kong; 

The  '•Rolling  Stones'',  a  rock  n'  roll  songsters  group  which  attracted 
several  hundred  teenagers  to  the  Airport  during  their  brief  stopover 
enroute  to  Australia; 

California's  Governor  Edmund  G.  Brown,  who  held  a  press  conference 
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at  the  Executive  Aircraft  Terminal  to  announce  his  candidacy  for  a 
third  term  during  a  statewide  tour. 
TV  Networks  Aid: 

Assistance  and  cooperation  were  given  to  teams  from  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company  and  Columbia  Broadcasting  System  in  setting  up  a 
temporary  network  microwave  broadcasting  unit  at  the  Airport  during 
President  Johnson's  visit  to  Hawaii.    Tapes  were  flown  from  Honolulu 
and  put  on  the  air  with  a  minimum  of  delay. 
Lost  and  Found: 

A  jewelry  case  was  found  in  a  women's  restroom  in  the  South  Terminal 
by  Airport  Janitress  Helen  M.  Johnson  who  turned  it  over  to  the 
Operations  Supervisor.    Mrs.  Joan  L.  Hitchcock  of  2880  Broadway,  San 
Francisco  reported  the  loss,  and  the  case  was  returned  to  her  after 
she  gave  a  full  description  of  the  contents  on  which  she  placed  a 
value  of  $90,000. 
Air  Force  Seminar:

New  Airline? : 

Representatives  of  Canadian  Pacific  Air  Lines  made  inquiries  as  to 
availability  of  terminal  space  and  other  airport  facilities  as  a  result 
of  the  recent  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  decision  granting  additional 
routes  in  the  United  States  to  Canadian  air  carriers. 
Water  Pollution : 

Following  a  conferejice  with  representatives  of  the  Regional  Water 


Quality  Control  Board,  Airport,  PUC  and  UEB  staff  members  met  with 
consultants  Metcalf  and  Eddy  to  set  up  a  program  for  compliance  by 
Airport  tenants. 
Plane  Crash: 

A  light  twin-engine  plane  starting  a  ferry  flight  to  Hawaii  with  a 
heavy  fuel  load  crashed  seconds  after  take-off  at  the  Airport,  killing 
the  navigator  and  seriously  injuring  the  pilot.    Cause  of  the  crash, 
now  under  investigation  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board,  is  as  yet 

undetermined. 
Conferences :

General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar: 


Mr.  Carr  subnitted  copies  of  a  x'^S-x^er  presented  at  the  present 
California  Municipal  Utilities  Conference  in  Long  Beach.  The 
report  was  entitled  "V/at^-r  Supply  Reservoir  Recreation,  Santa 
Cruz"  by  Weston  L.  Webber,  Director  of  Water  Departi:ient ,  City 
of  Santa  Cruz, 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  the  paper  outlined  the  criteria  set  by  the 
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state  Public  Health  Department  for  Recreational  use  of  domestic 
reservoirs. 

Reminding  the  Commission  that  pressure  was  being  brought  by 
Santa  Clara  County  and  the  City  of  San  Jose  to  open  Calaveras 
Reservoir  for  recreational  use,  Mr.  Carr  thought  Hr,  Webber's 
report  would  be  most  informative, 

Mr.  Carr  said  that  in  administering  such  programs  the  protection 
of  the  water  supply  is  the  primary  responsibility  of  the  agency, 
such  as  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  directly  in  charge  of 
the  water  supply.     Then  there  are  the  questions  of  patrolling, 
maintenance,  etc.,  -  who  is  to  pay? 

It  is  Mayor  Shelley's  policy  to  devote  lands  to  recreational 
use  v/here  possible,  said  Mr.  Carr.     The  Mayor  recognizes  that 
first  and  foremost  the  water  supply  must  be  protected. 


Mr.  Carr  mentioned  that  plans  for  improving  the  appearance  of 
the  Municipal  Railway  headquarters  were  progressing.  Trees 
are  to  be  planted  along  Presidio  iivenue  and  the  building  painted. 
Trees  are  also  being  planted  around  the  Cable  Car  Barn  where 
possible . 


In  regard  to  the  Airport  Bond  Issue,  Mr,  Carr  promised  a  sub- 
mission to  the  Commission  on  April  5i  1966. 

The  Mimicipal  Railway  Bond  Issue  is  not  as  in  good  shape  as  the 
Airports'.     Great  reliance  is  being  placed  on  Simpson  and  Curtin 
however.  Kaiser  Engineers,  performing  a  phase  of  the  study,  is 
behind  on  their  report  on  rolling  stock.     Mr.  Carr  assured  the 
Commission  they  would  have  figures  on  a  Muni  Bond  Issue  by 
April  19,  1966.

Roll  Call: 

Commissioner  l-Zhite  called  attention  to  a  recent  article  in  the 
newspapers  which  stated  that  East  Bay  Municipal  Utilities  District 
would  operate  its  own  recreational  facilities  rather  than  allow 
concessionaires  such  facilities.     He  said  this  might  bear  fur- 
ther investigation  and  be  applied  to  Public  Utilities  Commission 
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properties.     It  night  have  been  "better  -  referring  to  Harding 
Park  and  Lake  Merced  -  if  this  CoLiiiission  had  operated  the  golf 
course  and  recreational  facilities  on  the  lake.

HETCK  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Water  Conditions 

Sub-normal  precipitation  received  during  the  month  of  February  has  reduced  the 
prospect  of  a  substantial  runoff  this  spring.    However,  due  to  carryover  storage 
in  the  City's  mountain  reservoirs,  water  conditions  are  still  good  for  this  time 
of  year. 

Power  Production 

During  the  month  of  February,  Moccasin  and  Cherry  Porterhouses  generated  39,310,000 
and  69,381,000  kilowatt -hours  respectively. 

Antitrust  Action  -  Electrical 

A  settlement  of  $l,Ul5,310  was  awarded  the  City  by  the  Federal  Court  on  February  23, 
in  10  cases  dating  back  to  I96I  involving  antitrust  suits  against  nationwide  elec- 
trical manufacturing  companies  for  overcharges.    The  purchases,  totaling  nearly  $6 
million,  on  which  the  settlement  was  based  involved  hydroelectric  generators, 
circuit  breaikers,  power  transformers  and  related  equipment  for  the  Cherry  Power 
Project.     Payment  will  be  made  in  five  annual  installments  beginning  this  year. 
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The  City's  lawsuit  involving  the  hydraulic  turbines  for  Cherry  Powerhouse  was  not 
the  subject  of  the  negotiations,  and  is  not  included  in  this  settlement. 

Antitrust  Action  -  Water  Pipe  Litigation 

Relevant  documents  for  28  contracts  which  are  required  for  prosecution  of  the  case 
of  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  vs.  United  States  Steel  Corp.  et  al  have  been 
prepared  and  forwarded  to  the  City  Attorney. 

Freeway  Crossings 

Meetings  were  held  with  District  X  representatives.  State  Division  of  Highways, 
Stockton,  California,  relative  to  the  City*s  alternate  proposal  of  solid  encasement 
of  the  San  Joaquin  Pipelines  at  the  Blewett  Road  and  Chrisman  Road  Freeway  crossings 
in  lieu  of  the  State's  proposed  bridges.    Cost  estimates  were  submitted  to  the  State 
showing  that  this  method  would  be  more  economical  and  is  the  standard  practice 
followed  by  the  City  at  all  crossings. 

State  representatives  agreed  that  the  proposal  has  considerable  merit  and  will 
recommend  use  of  this  alternative  to  their  Sacramento  headquarters.    Cost  of  future 
tunneling  under  the  freeways  for  the  future  No.  h  line  as  well  as  extension  of  the 
concrete  Jackets  due  to  future  widening  of  the  roadway  will  be  borne  by  the  State 
under  a  written  agreement. 

California  Aqueduct 

San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No.  1  was  officially  shut  down  on  February  17,  1966  in  order 
for  the  State's  contractor  to  make  the  changeover  and  connection  to  the  new  elevated 
portion  of  the  line  over  the  future  canal.    The  contractor  is  to  complete  all  work 
on  the  No.  1  line  within  30  days  and  prior  to  successive  shutdowns  of  the  No.  2  and 
No.  3  lines. 
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Work  is  in  progress  on  the  forming  and  pouring  of  the  concrete  anchor  blocks  for  the 
bends  at  each  end  of  the  i^o,  1  line.    Work  on  this  project  is  being  done  by  the 
State's  contractor  with  field  inspection  by  City  construction  personnel,  all  at 
State  expense. 

Mew  Don  Pedro  Project 

Terms  of  the  proposed  "Fourth  Agreement"  between  the  City  and  the  Modesto  and  Turlock 
Irrigation  Districts  relative  to  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project  were  established  by  the 
negotiators  of  the  three  agencies  during  an  all-day  meeting  in  San  Francisco  on 
February  11,  1966.    A  review  of  project  estimates  will  be  made  by  Bechtel  Engineers 
and  additional  meetings  of  the  negotiating  teams  will  be  scheduled. 

On  February  2hy  1966  the  Federal  Power  Commission  granted  a  60-day  extension  for  the 
Districts  to  accept  the  license  for  the  project.    This  will  provide  additional  time 
for  a  thorough  review  of  the  agreement. 

CAMYON  POWER  PROJECT 
Canyon  Powerhouse 

The  contractor  continues  to  form,  set  reinforcing  steel  and  pour  concrete  for  walls, 
slabs  and  anchor  blocks  in  powerhouse  structure.    Construction  is  now  up  to  generator 
floor  level. 

At  the  river  crossing  of  the  bypass,  the  concrete  center  pier  in  the  riverbed  was 
completed.    Concreting  of  the  tunnel  vent  shaft  is  in  progress. 

The  timber  deck  and  curbing  of  the  existing  bridge  to  Canyon  Powerhouse  over  the 
Tuolumne  River  at  Early  Intake  was  replaced  over  a  weekend  without  disruption  to 
traffic.    This  work  is  being  done  under  a  separate  contract  and  is  about  95% 
complete. 
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Canyon  Penstock 

The  penstock  sections  adjacent  to  the  pov/erhouse,  including  the  trifurcation  and 
U8-inch  bypass,  are  now  in  place  and  joints  are  being  pressure  tested  with  special 
equipment  manufactured  by  the  Presray  Corporation  of  Palo  Alto. 

The  contractor  is  continuing  work  on  the  drilling  and  stage  grouting  for  the  pre- 
stressed  anchor  tendons,  excavating  and  forming  for  the  base  slabs,  and  forming  and 
pouring  porous  concrete  for  the  drain  pipe  encasement, 

0*Shaughnessy  Dam  Power  Plant 

Bids  for  this  contract  were  postponed  until  March  10,  1966  in  order  to  give  elec- 
trical and  mechanical  equipment  suppliers  more  time  to  prepare  their  quotations. 
Three  amendments  to  the  specifications  and  drawings  have  been  issued. 

AIRPORT  ENGINEERING  MP  COMSTRUCTIQIl 
Alterations  to  Central  Terminal 

The  contractor  completed  terrazzo  work  in  the  area  where  ticket  counters  were 
removed,  and  plastering  of  the  walls  and  ceiling  of  the  new  second  level  waiting 
room.    Heating  registers  and  diffusers  were  installed  in  the  office  area  at  the 
south  side  of  the  main  ticket  lobby.    Access  panels  were  installed  in  the  ceiling 
of  the  main  ticket  lobby.

General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items: 

Mr.  Carr  announced  that  Wednesday,  March  16,  at  Fremont  there 
would  be  a  little  ceremony  for  the  laying  of  the  largest  trans- 
mission pipe  ever  constructed  for  the  San  Francisco  Water  Depart- 
ment.    Of  prestressed  concrete,  it  is  96  inches  in  diameter. 
Commissioner  White,  Arthur  H.  Frye ,  Jr.,  General  Manager  and 
Chief  Engineer,  Mr.  Finn  and  others  will  represent  the  City. 
Representatives  from  Alameda  County  will  also  be  present. 
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Mr.  Carr  said  that  Mr.  Thomas  M.  O'Connor,  the  City  Attorney,  had 
T^eceived  a  letter,  dated  March  10,  1965,  from  Assistant  Secretary 
01  the  Interior,  Kenneth  Holum.     The  letter  finds  the  proposed 
agreement  with  P.  G.  and  E.  for  the  reduction  in  charge  for 
delivering  Hetch  Hetchy  power  to  the  Airport  consistent  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Raker  Act.     Mr.  Holum  commended  all  who  partic- 
ipated, particularly  the  City  Attorney  and  the  General  Manager 
of  Public  Utilities.     He  also  noted,  with  satisfaction,  the 
recommendation  for  renegotiation  of  delivery  rates  for  other 
classes  of  municipal  power  use. 

Mr.  Carr  announced  he  has  some  pertinent  suggestions  as  to  the 
other  five  categories  of  power  use.     He  hopes  to  present  a 
memorandum  on  this  subject  to  the  Commission  in  the  next  two  weeks. 


Oral  L.  Moore,  General  Manager,  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau, 
and  Wesley  F.  Getts,  Senior  Civil  Engineer,  have  just  about 
completed  plans  for  the  visitor's  gallery  at  the  Cable  Car  Barn, 
reported  Mr.  Carr.

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REVENUE  AND  EXPENDITUPES : 

Adult  fare  passenger  revenue  for  the  first  eight  ironths  of  this  fiscal 
year  was  1.09%  more  than  for  the  corresponding  period  last  year.  Total 
revenue  for  the  period  July  1,  1965  through  February  28,  1966  was 
$248,947  ir.ore  than  the  budget  estiirate.    Total  expenditures  during  that 
period  were  $54^185  less  than  the  budget  estimate. 

CABLE  CAK  PLANT  IMPROVEMENTS: 

The  project  of  installing  sheet  metal  siding  on  the  bearing  sides  of  the 
cable  winder  pits  has  been  corrpleted.    This  nev;  sheeting  covers  the  brick 
v;ork  in  these  pit  areas  and  eliminates  the  difficult  job  of  cleaning  the 
walls  fron  oil,  grease,  and  tar  deposits.    This  installation  has  proven 
very  satisfactory  and  results  in  a  considerable  saving  of  tiire  in  cleaning 
these  pits. 

The  project  of  installing  gas  lineSj  vent  lines,  and  water  lines  to  the 
new  Marlsbury  cleaning  boiler  located  at  the  Cable  Machinery  Plant  has 
been  completed  and  is  now  in  operation.    This  unit  is  a  great  help  in 
cleaning  pulleys  and  iriiscellaneous  parts  of  the  underground  tracK  structure 
which  are  brought  in  for  periodic  repairs . 

NEW  POWELL  CA3LE: 

A  new  Powell  cable  was  installed  to  replace  a  vv'orn  out  cable  which  had 
been  in  service  for  95  days.     90  days  is  the  normal  life  of  a  Powell 
cable . 


TWIN  PEAKS  TUNNEL : 

The  Track  Department  has  completed  the  work  of  transferring  rails  throughout 
a  length  of  ?pproximately  ISCC  feet  in  the  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel.    The  work  was 
done  in  the  area  between  Forest  Hill  Station  and  Eureka  Station. 


OCEAN  COACH  YARD  FUEL  AREA: 

Grating  for  fuel  oil  suirp  was  constructed  of  1/2"  x  4''  bars  with  an  overall 
area  of  4'  x  6'.    This  grating  was  installed  in  the  fuel  area  of  the  Ocean 
Bus  Yard.    The  purpose  of  the  grating  is  to  eliminate  a  major  portion  of 
fuel  spillage  on  the  surface  area  at  this  location,  thus  avoiding  a  fire 
hazard  and  a  slipping  hazard.    This  installation  is  proving  satisfactory  to 
date,  and,  if  no  complications  arise,  a  simii?r' installation  will  be  made 
at  other  fueling  locations  in  the  Ocean  Yard  and  also  Kiikland  Yard. 
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PCC  STREETCAR  EQUIPMENT: 

The  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  is  progressing  in  drawing  up  specifications 
and  plans  for  PCC  streetcar  wheel  asseniblies. 

Certain  replacement  parts  are  unobtainable  from  outside  sources  and  the  Muni 
is  fabricating  and  reconditioning  certain  units  at  Elkton  Shop. 

JOB  FAIR  --  CIVIC  AUDITORIUM: 

A  Job  Fair  was  condicted  Saturday,  February  19,  and  Sunday,  February  20,  at 
the  Civic  Auditorium  to  provide  interviews  for  underprivileged  individuals 
with  prospective  employers.    Municipal  Railway  coaches  were  operated  to 
furnish  four  trips  each  day  to  the  Job  Fair  for  these  people,  as  well  as 
four  return  trips. 

Coaches  from  Hunters  Point  also  made  a  stop  at  1449  Mendel 1  Street,  and 
coaches  from  Clay      Kearny  also  made  a  step  at  1360  Fillmore  Street. 

While  reports  indicate  that  the  Job  Fair  itself  was  successful,  usage  of  the 
Muni  service  furnished  v;as  very  light,  averaging  only  four  passengers 
per  one-way  trip.    The  maximum  load  on  any  trip  was  16.    A  total  of  21 
passengers  was  carried  to  the  Civic  Auditorium  on  Saturday,  with  16  return- 
ing.   A  total  of  15  was  carried  on  Sunday,  with  13  returning. 


"J"  LINE  RIGHT-OF-'VAY: 

A  coat  of  light  asphalt  is  being  applied  to  the  ''J"  line  right-of-way  during 
the  midday  off-peak  period,  starting  March  3,    The  purpose  is  to  bind  the  rocks 
to  discourage  vandals  from,  throwing  them  at  windows.    A  work  order  was 
issued  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  this  project. 

While  the  asphalt  is  being  applied,  it  is  necessary  to  reroute  "J"  line 
streetcars  to  West  Portal  and  transfer  passengers  to  shuttle  motor  coaches 
operating  on  Church  Street  between  Market  and  30th. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  to  apply  a  similar  coat  of  asphalt  at  the 
portals  of  Sunset  Tunnel  on  the  "N''  line  for  the  same  reason. 

SERVICE  ADJUSTMENTS: 

Following  authorization  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  Line  ^77- 
Brotherhood  Way  service  was  discontinued  due  to  lack  of  patronage.  The 
final  day  of  operation  was  Sunday,  February  20. 

Effective  Saturday,  February  19,  1966,  an  additional  trip  was  scheduled  on 
Line  #15  from  Stockton  ^  North  Point  at  6:13  a.m.  operating  to  the  San 
Francisco  Naval  Ship  Yard  due  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Saturday 
workers .

On  Washington's  Birthday,  February  22,  only,  an  additional  trip  on  Line  #15 
was  operated  to  the  Navy  Yard  as  well  as  two  express  trips  from  Webster 
§  Jackson  via  parts  of  Lines  #24,  #35,  and  #42  to  accommodate  an  additional 
working  force  in  the  Navy  Yard  cn  that  day. 

As  Municipal  Railway  streetcars  are  scheduled  to  the  maximum  extent 
practicable  during  the  morning-peak  period  on  weekdays,  an  experimental 
motor  coach  trip  is  being  operatred  on  a  portion  of  the  "J"  line  to  provide 
some  increase  in  carrying  capacity.     Starting  Monday,  March  7,  this  trip 
leaves  30th  ^  Church  at  7:24  a.m.  and  runs  via  Church  to  Market.    The  run 
involved  then  fits  into  its  previous  scheduled  position  from  Church  § 
Market  on  Line  #43.     It  is  planned  to  experiment  with  two  similar  additional 
coach  trips  on  Church  Street  with  the  signup  to  take  effect  April  11. 

Schedules  for  the  quarterly  signup  to  becom.e  effective  April  10,  1966,  will 
include  Ball  Park  service  for  varying  amounts  of  travel  on  weekdays, 
Saturdays ,  and  Sundays . 

Provision  is  also  being  made  to  turn  back  all  streetcars  at  11th  5  Market 
for  two  Saturdays  and  two  Sundays  to  be  designated, due  to  the  sewer  con- 
struction project  at  Ecker  ^  Market.     Connecting  motor  coaches  will  be 
operated  from  11th  ^  Market  to  East  Bay  Terminal, 

CHIMNEY  DEMOLITION  --  Polytechnic  High  School: 

The  Muni  Traffic  Department  has  prepared  special  schedules  for  the  "N"  line 
to  be  used  seme  Sunday  in  the  near  future  when  a  large  chim.ney  at  Poly- 
technic High  School  will  be  taken  down  to  eliminate  a  hazard.    On  that 
Sunday,  "N"  line  streetcars  will  be  rerouted  to  the  Geneva  Carhouse  from 
4  a.m.  until  12  noon  with  connecting  "N"  line  motor  coaches  operating 
between  Duboce  ^  Market  and  48th  §  Judah.

TRANSIT  BRIIiFS 

OAKLAND,  CALIF.  -  While  fare  increases  generally  result  in  a  decrease  in  the  number 
of  passengers  carried,  the  Alameda-Contra  Costa  Transit  District  experienced  a  healthy 
increase  in  January,  which  was  the  first  month  their  higher  trans-bay  and  student  fares 
were  in  effect.     Preliminary  passenger  revenue  figures  for  the  month  totaled  $1,146,300, 
an  increase  of  $122,700  or  12  percent  over  the  $1,023,590  collected  in  January  1965. 
Of  that  amount,  4.6  was  attributed  to  an  increase  in  riding  and  the  remaining  7.4 
percent  to  higher  fares.     Part  of  the  patronage  increase  was  credited  to  an  extra 
work  day,  plus  relatively  better  weather  conditions  as  compared  to  the  same  month 
last  year.    The  number  of  transbay  commute  tickets  collected  in  January  tallied 
401,640,  a  boost  of  5.9  percent  over  the  379,313  taken  a  year  ago. 

NEW  YORK,  N.  Y.  -  Pressing  forward  with  plans  to  establish  two-way  radio  communications 
between  the  4,276  city  owned  buses  and  a  city-wide  bus  operations  center,  the  New  York 
City  Transit  Authority  has  announced  that  it  is  seeking  bids  to  construct  a  central 
radio  control  room  in  its  Surface  Headquarters  at  East  New  York,  Brooklyn.    The  Transit 
Authority  also  is  seeking  bids  for  two-way  radio  equipment  for  installation  in  buses 
and  garages.     When  equipment  has  been  installed  and  operating  in  all  4,276  buses,  the 
Authority  will  then  have  the  largest  two-way  radio  communications  system  in  the  nation. 
In  addition  to  the  radio  equipment  linking  buses  with  Surface  Headquarters  each  bus 
will  have  a  public  address  system  enabling  the  driver  to  make  announcements  to  pas- 
sengers inside  the  bus  and  those  waiting  to  board.    Constant  radio  contact  with  head- 
quarters will  permit  diversion  of  buses  where  necessary,  such  as  when  routes  become 
blocked  in  emergencies,  and  it  will  enable  drivers  to  summon  assistance  when  required 
as  in  breakdowns  or  in  case  of  crime. 

CLEVELAND,  OHIO  -  The  Cleveland  Transit  System  has  announced  its  intent  to  install 
two-way  radios  on  CTS  buses  and  rapid  transit  cars  within  the  next  two  or  three  years. 
The  bus  radios  would  aid  in  the  operation  of  the  system  as  well  as  discouraging 
robberies.    There  probably  would  be  four  different  channels  which  would  allow  operators 
to  have  direct  contact  with  their  own  operating  garages. 

PITTSBURGH,  PA.  -  City  planners  seeking  new  ways  to  finance  expanding  transit  system 
should  also  cultivate  "that  lucrative  existing  income  source,  Transit  advertising," 
said  Harold  B.  Mers,  President  of  Transit  Advertising  Association.    Transit  advertising 
is  carried  by  more  than  66,000  vehicles  throughout  the  U.  S.  urban  areas.  From 
transit  advertising's  1965  volume  of  approximately  29  million,  more  than  16  million 
will  go  to  Transit  systems.    "If  city  administrators  help  expand  and  develop  Transit 
advertising,  this  income  can  quadruple  in  ten  years," Mers  predicted. 

BATTLE  CREEK,  MICH.  -  The  Clark  Urbanite,  a  front  wheel  drive,  20  passenger  compact 
bus,  has  just  been  introduced  by  the  Industrial  Truck  Division  of  Clark  Equipment 
Company.    Clark's  Urbanite  140  has  a  single  door  and  has  separate  exit  and  entrance 
doors.     Both  units  feature  perimeter  seating  for  ready  entrance  and  exit  without 
disturbing  other  passengers.    Molded  fiberglass  seats  are  standard;  padded  seats 
optional . 

HOUSTON,  TEX.  -  The  transit  system  at  Houston  has  been  purchased  by  National  City 
Lines,  Inc.,  operator  of  urban  bus  companies  in  several  dozen  cities  around  the  country, 
for  approximately  $7-1/2  ihillion,  climaxing  a  period  of  uncertainty  which  had  enveloped 
the  local  system  during  the  nearly  four  months  it  has  been  in  receivership.  Purchase 
of  302  buses  and  other  assets  of  Rapid  Transit  Lines,  Inc.  by  National  City  Lines  in 
a  deal  with  Bernard  Calkins,  deposed  president  of  the  Houston  system  but  its  major 
stockholder,  obviated  a  public  sale  of  the  system's  buses  and  property  which  had 
been  scheduled  for  last  Friday. 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.     -  The  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  has  announced 
the  approval  of  a  grant  of  $8,045,000  to  assist  Dallas,  Texas,  in  the  financing  of 
capital  improvements  for  the  Dallas  Transit  System.    The  project  includes  the  purchase 
of  310  new  buses,  463  two-way  radios,  484  fare  boxes,  land,  shop  and  service  station 
equipment  and  the  remodeling  of  a  service  station,  shop  buildings  and  an  office  building. 
Estimated  cost  of  the  project  is  $12,045,000  which  includes  $45,000  for  relocating 
families,  individuals,  and  businesses  that  will  be  displaced  by  the  project.  Dallas 
will  provide  its  4  million  local  contribution  from  the  sale  of  general  obligation 
bonds.

Objections  to  the  nev  Pan  Am  heliport  in  New  Ifork  City 
have  been  serious*    ^e  Di^paartiaent  of  Marine  and  Aviation  o£ 
Hew  TorX  City  is  taking  a  hindsi^t  look  at  the  Fan  Am  Building 
heliport  to  determine  whether  it  should  remain  in  operation  or 
be  closed  as  a  hasard* 

In  connection  with  that  X  have  given  you  a  clipping  txtm 
the  New  York  Times  which  bears  this  out^  ^mm^- 

l%e  S90  Helicopter  Airlines  established  a  heliport  in 
Lafayette,  California  last  year.    Residents  jgrea  have 

fought  the  project  ever  since.    President  Johnson's  recent 
message  to  Congress  on  transportation  emphasised  the  importance 
o£  solving  noise  problems  in  air  transpoartation. 

Before  any  final  acticaa  is  taken  relative  to  heliport  site 
location*  experiences  with  the  X*afayette  heliport  and  Pan  Am 
heliport  should  be  thoroughly  investigated.    It  is  obvious* 
however,  that  the  noise  factor  of  heliports  argues  strongly  in 
favor  of  a  Bay  location  v;here  a  major  portion  of  any  noise  will 
be  dissipated  by  the  bay« 
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The  desirability  of  aeeociating  a  transportation  center 
with  the  heliport  ahouia  be  eare fully  reviewed*    Althou^  there 
are  eone  advantages  to  such  an  association  there  are  also  dis- 
advantages of  congestion  ifhieh  could  far  out%ieigh  the  future 
use  of  the  transportation  center  10,  20  or  30  years  from  now. 

And  if  you  go  hone  at  night  on  First  Street,  X  am  sure 
you  are  aware  of  that  transportation  congestion  as  it  now 
stands* 

We  are,  of  course,  all  in  favor  of  developing  a  heliport 
in  San  Francisco  as  soon  as  possible.    Ho%Niver,  %ie  raise  the 
question  of  father  a  heliport  to  be  tied  in  with  a  complete 
transportation  center  at  the  East  Bay  Terminal  building  can  be 
developed  as  rapidly  is  a  heliport  in  connection  with  the  pro- 
posed Ferry  parksite  of  the  Port  Authority.    The  reason  for 
questioning  this  arises  from  the  many  problems  which  would  have 
to  be  solved  in  converting  the  present  Bast  Bay  Terminal  build- 
ing into  a  transportation  center,  whereas  relatively  few 
problems  exist  in  going  ahead  with  the  Port  Authority  plans 
for  a  parking  facility  at  the  Ferry  Parksite. 

In  conclusion,  %re  favor  a  long  term  development  of  a 
transportation  center  as  well  as  a  heliport  site  that  will 
meet  the  future  growing  needs  of  San  Francisco.    The  best 
ultimate  site  nay  not  be  obtained  through  the  esqpediency  of 
placing  the  heliport  atop  the  Trans  Bay  Terminal. 

We  believe  that  the  commissions  should  approve  the 
temporary  asbarcadero  heliport  site  as  suggested  by  Mr.  James 
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X.  Carr  in  his  report.

Clyde  Bamett,  touched  with  the  vision  of  a  man  who  has 
spent  his  entire  life  in  aviation,  he  touched  on  the  future  of 
the  state  of  this  art,  whic^  is,  probably,  the  m^  bfwildstf in^ 
part  of  flight  that  we  have  yet  had  to  face,  even  with  that  of 
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Space,  becauflro  space  \ma  Bot  itmoXv^lm,  becauoe  th«re  are  no 
people  out  there,  at  leaet,  they  have  not  founa  any  yet. 

we  are  talXing  abotit  the  heXicc^ter,  that  is,  the  VTOL 
type  of  transportation,    yfhen  we  talk  ahout  these,  these  are 
seiBantics,  VTOL  means  vertical  take-off  and  landing*  STQL  means 
short  takeoff  and  landing,  and  CTOL  SMns  eonvei^ional  take*of; 
and  landing,    ^niat  is  the  type  of  qe>eration  we  have  at  the 
San  Praneisco  Xntemati<mal  Airport. 

Hhe  state  of  the  art  of  V90L  is  soiaething  that  is  moving 
so  fast  that  in  talking  to  the  Vice  President  of  Marietta 
<kgorgia,  division  of  Lo<skhoed«  v^o  is  constructing  the  C5h,  he 
told  WB  that  they  are  moving  into  studies  of  vertical  takeoff 
lift  for  CSh  that  may  be  flyable  in  the  late  1970 's.    Urn  didn't 
guarantee  that.    But«  they  are  engaged  in  some  helicopter  de«* 
velopments  the  like  of  ^ieli  we  are  bound  to  see  in  the  future. 

'&iim  is  what  Z  intend  to  present  so  we  can  present  this 
matter  in  the  proper  perspective,  and  with  all  of  these  inter- 
ested pec^le  from  the  business  coonunities  of  San  Francisco, 
from  the  planning  end,  from  aviation,  there  couldn't  be  a  more 
finer  qrovq?  to  present  these  thoughts  so  that  you  can  start 
thinking  what  la  in  the  best  Interests  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco.

Z  would  like  to  quote  from  some  remarks  aside  by  an  eiqpert 
in  this  field  who  presented  a  paper  at  a  confereaies  called  by 
president  Johnson  at  Sot  Springs,  Aiikansas  in  llovi»(^er,  1965« 
And  this  paper  was  publinftied  Just  a  few  we^te  ago  and  was 
sonewhat  classified,  but,  the  nam        presented  it  has  sent  me 
copies  and  has  indicated  that  he  would  be  glad  to  help  in  any 
direction  in  this  particular  field.    He  is  a  Vice  President  of 
McDonald  Aircraft,  Mr.  lKiab«^  8.  Bage,  Vice  Presidimt  of  the 
Advanced  prodwt  Plamiing.    Xt  is  rather  si^ifieAnt  that 
McDonald  Aircraft  Corporation  and  the  Federal  Aviation  Agmicy 
have  be«m  engaged  in  a  study  of  VTOL  ports*  vertial  taks'-off 
and  landing  airports  in  which  th^  call  Uie  Catlif  omia  corridor 
the  Jbos  Angeles-fian  Wzmmimo  route.

Heseearchf  in  studying  the  California  corridor «  used  a  pilot  pXa 
of  a  VTOb  airport  in  aan  Francisco,  and  in  this  particular 
paper  there  are  pictures  ani  diagrams  and  sket^es  ^ich#  X 
think*  we  all  need  to  look  at  in  a  deep  way  to  determine  what 
final  plans  we  ought  to  mm'km  on  a  permanent  basis  and*  then, 
we  can  possibly  %«ork  into  an  interim  heiiport  facility. 

^e  STOL  airport  was  designed  over,  of  all  places,  the 
Southern  Pacific  Itailroad  terminal.    *Shm  VTOL  air^rt  was  de- 
signed on  the  San  Francisco  Babarcadero,  north  of  the  Fearry 
Building,  or  almost  at  the  Ferry  Building,  because,  Z  think 
can  see  the  Matson  Building  ri^t  in  the  landing  pattern,  if  X 
am,  m>t  mistaken. 

These  particular  capacities  would  provide  for  high  density 
use,  with  four  or  five,  four  landing  pads,  or  parking  pads  on 
the  STOL,  with  a  rummy  of,  approximately,  1200  feet.    Aiki  the 
VTOL  would  provide  for  four  landing  pads  and  four  parking  pads, 
and  a  take--off  pad  in  an  area  which  would  cosi^ise,  approxim- 
ately, eight  and  a  half  acres.

Zt  is  acknowledged  throu^out  this  paper  that  the  short 
take--off  and  landing  is  the  more  economical  type  of  travel* 
This  harkens  to  sosae  of  the  center  points  of  transportaticm 
thoughts  whi^  aakes  Jim  Carr*s  recommendations  for  a  trans-

Z  make  this  presentation,  and  Z  will  supply  copies  to  the

^/EIEREAS,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  has  received  a 
proposal  from  San  Francisco  Airport  Improvement  Corporation 
for  the  financing  of  further  improvements,  as  hereinbefore  des- 
cribed, without  cost  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
and  without  encumbering  public  monies  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission;  and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  Section  121  of  the  Charter  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  has 
secured  a  recommendation  from  the  General  Manager  of  Public 
Utilities  that  such  financing  is  a  feasible  and  proper  alterna-

Mr.  Hansen  was  called  upon  to  briefly  explain  Pan  American's 
proposal  to  finance  improvements  at  the  Airport  through  the 
San  Francisco  Airport  Improvement  Corporation, 

Mr.  Hansen  gave  a  brief  explanation.     The  San  Francisco  Air- 
port Improvement  Corporation,  a  non-profit  corporation,  was 
formed  in  1962  to  finance  Pan  American's  improvements  on  Plot 
at  the  Airport.     The  entire  stock  of  the  corporation  was  pre- 
sented to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.     The  improve- 
ments made  became  the  property  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco , sub ject  to  the  terms  of  the  lease  between  Pan 
American  and  City.     Upon  expiration  of  said  lease,  the  im- 
provements will  become  the  property  of  City  free  and  clear  of 
the  terms  of  said  lease.     Pan  American  at  that  time  assigned 
its  existing  lease  to  the  San  Francisco  Airport  Improvement 
Corporation.     The  Improvement  Corporation  then  sublet  the 
promises  and  the  buildings  to  be  constructed  thereon  back  to 
Pan  American.     The  Improvement  Corporation  then  financed 
the  improvements  through  tax  free  bonds. 

Pan  American  now  wishes  to  use  the  same  method  to  finance 
4^11,500.00  worth  of  capital  improvements  on  Plot  1  and  Plot 
1-C  at  the  Airijort.     This  would  consist  of  a  flight  training 
building  at  a  cost  of  ^^1,000,000;  doubling  maintenance 
fe.cilities  on  Plot  1  to  accommodate  new  and  larger  jets, 
^18,000,000;  cargo  facilities,   ipl,O00,000;  contingencies 
ipl,500,000.     Each  of  these  projects  would  have  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Commission  before  construction. 

Mr.  Carr  said  that  as  far  as  it  can  be  determined,  the  pro- 
posal was  consistent  with  the  Airport  Master  Plan. 

Deputy  City  Attorney  Jerome  Cohen  explained  that  this  method 
of  financing  has  been  used  extensively  for  parking  garages 
under  the  Parking  Authority.     The  Internal  Revenue  Service 
issued  a  favorable  ruling  in  favor  of  the  San  Francisco  Air- 
port Corporation  holding  their  bonds  to  be  tax  exempt.  The 
proposal,  according  to  Mr.  Cohen,  is  to  recommend  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  that  they  approve  the  new  enterprise 
and  new  financing.     The  matter  would  the  n  come  back  to  the 
Comanission  and  the  Improvement  Corporation  would  then  have 
to  submit  to  the  Commission  for  its  approval  all  of  the 
details  for  any  specific  proposal  encompassed  in  the  letter 
of  intent. 

Commissioner  White  commented  tha.t  this  was  not  a  method  of 
of  tax  evasion  but  a  method  of  tax  avoidance. 

This  is  true  and  this  is  being  used  quite  extensively  through 
out  the  country. 

Mr.  Charles  Gregg,  Pan  American,  pointed  out  that  airlines 
are  now  in  the  position  where  they  are  required  to  invest 
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nearly  all  of  their  capital  in  aircraft.     Very  shortly  they 
must  invest  in  tie  new  family  of  Jets,     Jets  will  cost  from 
^13  to  -^18  million  each.     At  the  same  time  the  airlines  must 
develop  ground  facilities  to  serve  these  nev;  jets. 

Mr, Robert  Harris,  Attorn ey-at-Law,  representing  Pan  ijnerican, 
st:.ted  that    his  experience  with  the  non-profit  corporation 
ha.d  been  a  very  happy  one.     He  assured  the  Commission  that 
this  financing  proposal  v/ould  function  just  as  smoothly. 

Commissioner  White  pointed  out  the  groat  benefits  to  be 
reaped,  particularly  by  San  Mateo  County,  in  leasehold  taxes, 
employments  and  construction  expenditures. 

In  reference  to  the  space  and  use  permit  to  the  U.3.0. 
Mr,  Carr  said  this  v/as  very  important,  that  at  last  the  Com- 
mission is  doing  something  for  the  serviceman  at  the  Airport. 
He  called  upon  Mr.  Hansen  to  explain  the  details, 

Mr.  Hansen  said  he  had  met  with  the  Bay  Area  Welfare  Planning 
Association,  the  U.3.0. ,  Travelers  Aid  representatives  of  the 
Armed  Porces,  and  others. 

The  area  will  not  be  completely  ready  until  June  1.     In  the 
interim  a  small  area  just  above  the  coffee  shop  in  the  South 
Terminal  will  be  used. 

In  discussing  the  revocable  permit  to  the  City  of  Premont , 
Mr.  Carr  said  he  v^jas  working  out  a  procedure  with  staff  that 
might  eliminate  the  necessity  of  bringing  these  small  permits, 
not  involving;  policy,  before  the  Commission.     These  items  are 
time  consuming  and  the  Commission  should  be  devoting  that  time 
to  major  problems.

General  Manap;jr  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items: 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  because  of  Charter  restrictions,  the 
Municipal  Railway  was  unable  to  replace  75  overage  buses. 
He  said  that  his  memorandum  to  the  Commission  on  this  sub- 
ject was  self-explanatory. 

Commissioner  Lapin  asked  if  he  understood  correctly  - 
because  of  local  self-im^Dosed  rvistricticns  City  is  preclud- 
ing itself  from  receiving  feder^^l  funds. 

Mr. Carr  replied  that  this  indeed  v>/as  the  case. 

An  early  meeting  between  the  Commission,  the  Mayor,  and  the 
Controller  was  suggested  by  Commissioner  IVliite  in  order  to 
discuss  methods  and  means  of  replacing  these  buses.  The 
Commissioner  stated  it  was  his  understanding  from  previous 
discussions  with  the  Mayor  and  the  Controller  that  properly, 
funds  for  the  replacement  of  the  75  buses  could  be  ontained 
through  the  budget. 
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Mr.  Carr  replied  that  Commissioner  White  was  correct.  Since 
then  it  has  been  ruled  thoit  v/o  cannot,  which  automatically 
"brings  us  up  against  the  limitation  in  Charter  Section  7^. 

Commissioner  l-Thite  requested,  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
other  members,  that  such  a  meeting  be  arranged  as  soon  as 
possible.  If  purcha >e  of  the  buses  is  not  possible,  then 
supplemental  monies  must  be  provided  for  maintenance. 


The  Parking  Authority  has  requested,  and  Ilr.  Hansen  has  ar- 
ranged a  tour  of  the  Airport  garage  for  Monday,  March  28, 
at  2:00  P.M.     xmy  members  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
who  desire  may  join  the  group. 


Approval  has  been  received  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for 
the  ^275,000  for  water  Department  funds  for  special  studies. 
These  will  include:     1)  Master  Plan  for  rehabilitation  and 
modernization  of  \/ater  department  transmission  and  distribu- 
tion systems;     2)     future  water  requirements,  availability  of 
service  and  service  areas;     5)  land  use  and  land  management 
program. 

Mr,  Frye  said  Mr.  Carr  will  bring  specifics  before  the  Com- 
mission within  the  month.     At  present  firms  are  being  inter- 
vie  v/ed. 


Special  Orde:    of  Business  at  3:00  P.M. 

Mr,  John  Curtin,  Simpson  and  Ciortin,  Transportation  En- 
gineers, presented  a  progress  report  on  the  study  being  con- 
ducted for  the  Northern  California  Transit  Demonstration 
Project. 

Mr.  Curtin  told  the  Commission  he  was  aware  of  the  requirements 
of  the  x^^oposed  bond  issue  for  the  Municipal  Railway  and  the 
need  for  their  commitment  to  the  Commission  to  have  ready  a 
plan  of  the  facilities  needed  and  the  costs  thereof,  by  the 
middle  of  next  month. 

The  report  today  v/as  a  technical  memorandum  on  the  pov/er 
facilities.     Touching  only  the  high  spots,  Mr.   Curtin  said 
they  had  taken  an  inventory  of  the  seven  substations  and 
the  extensive  distribution  system  that  supplies  electric 
current  to  the  trolley  cars  and  street  cars.     These  were  ex- 
amined carefully  as  to  the  conditions  of  the  buildings,  equip- 
ment, material,  functions,  operating  procedures,  etc. 

Three  of  the  substations  are  in  very  poor  condition  and  require 
immediate  replacement,  (Bryant  Street,  San  Jose  Avenue,  and 
Turk  Street).     Tv/o  are  in  fair  condition  v/ith  marginal  facilitie 
and  equipment.     Two  are  in  excellent  condition,  (V/est  Portal 
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and  Outer  Mission).     Equipment  on  these  substations,  from  the 
standpoint  of  adequacy,  is  about  the  sane  as  the  structures. 

While  reluctant  to  state  that  the  stations  are  a  hazard  and 
unsafe,  he  did  feel  safe  in  saying  that  no  private  operator 
would  be  allowed  to  continue, 

CoEffiiissioner  White  asked  if  power  was  being  wasted  because  of 
poor  equipment  and  facilities.     Tlr.  Curtin  said  he  would  look 
into  this.     He  was  not  able  at  this  tine  to  price  out  the  sav- 
ings involved  in  modernization  and  proper  equipment,  but  was 
sure  that  the  savings  involved  would  be  substantial. 

Mr.  Curtin  said  his  report  also  contained  an  evaluation  of  the 
distribution  system,  street  cars  and  trolley  coaches.  Anything 
with  a  rating  under  76%  is  really  substandard.     Street  cars  are 
rated  at  48%,  trolley  coaches  at  51% • 

Thv.-  situation  here  is  in  the  sane  order  of  adequacy  or  lack  of 
it  as  the  rolling  stock.     It  has  served  its  useful  life. 

Touching  briefly  on  fares,  Mr.  Curtin  read  a  table  showing  that 
86.25%  or  122  million  Muni  passengers  paid  15^5;  11%  or  16  mill- 
ion paid  5^ >  school  fares,  1%  paid  50  on  the  shoppers  shuttles. 
He  stated  they  have  studied  all  Joint  fares.     Joint  fares  will 
have  to  be  considered  when  Biil^T  starts  operation. 

Mr.  Curtin  reported  progress  on  route  studies.     He  is  working 
on  two  networks  for  the  Muni.     For  testing  purposes  his  firm 
is  planning  extensive  revisions  for  about  three-fourths  of  the 
lines  in  the  systems.     Studies  in  progress  indicate  about  25% 
to  30%  reduction  in  running  time. 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  the  importance  of  the  study,  and  its  use 
as  an  example  in  several  parts  of  the  United  States. 

Commissioner  Lapin  asked  about  participation  in  federal  grants 
under  the  Urban  Mass    Transportation  Act.     Mr.  Carr  explained 
briefly  that  grants  could  run  from  50%  participation  to  3CP/o 
participation  by  the  Federal  Government. 

Commissioner  Lapin  stressed  the  fact  that  San  Francisco  by 
reason  of  its  high  income  level,  on  account  of  business  ac- 
tivity, wages,  and  working  conditions  due  to  union  activity, 
contributcis  more  than  its  share  of  Federal  taxes.     He  said  v/e 
are  downright  stupid  if  we  lose  out  in  getting  back  our  fair 
share  of  federal  grants. 

Mr.  Curtin  then  mentioned  four  or  five  sources  from  which 
federal  funds  might  be  obtained. 

Commissioner  Lapin  stated  he  would  like  to  see  San  Francisco 
put  itself  in  the  position  to  obtain  some  of  these  funds  - 
the  Muni  capital  equipment  is  so  obsolete. 

Commissioner  White  stated  that  Mr.  Carr  was  authorized  to  pur- 
sue any  avenue  that  would  be  to  the  betterment  of  the  City  - 
particularly  that  betterment  which  would  mean  a  dollars  and 
cents  saving  to  the  taxpayer. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  v/ould  review  the  problem  with  Mr.   Bourne  to 
see  what  can  be  done. 
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Mr.  Curtin  was  complimented  and  thanked  for  his  progress  report.

WATER  QUALITY 

During  February  and  the  first  half  of  March,  problems  due 
to  the  State's  construction  activity  along  the  route  of  Junipero 
Serra  Freeway  have  been  minor  due  to  below  normal  rainfall  during 
this  period.     However,  on-site  inspection  indicates  that  severe 
problems  would  have  occurred  had  there  been  a  heavy  rainfall. 

Bacterial  samples  taken  at  all  reservoirs  indicate  water 
of  excellent  quality. 

At  the  request  of  the  Engineering  Division,  Purification 
personnel  checked  the  operation  of  control  circuits  and  inspected 
the  construction  of  filter  beds  at  the  Sunol  Filtration  Plant, 
Equipment  and  supplies  for  the  operation  of  this  plant  are  being 
purchased. 

During  the  month  of  February  a  total  of  98,200  feet  of 
3"  through  12"  diameter  water  mains  were  flushed  in  the  area 
served  from  College  Hill  Reservoir,     During  this  operation  a 
total  of  79    6",  8"  and  12"  gate  valves  were  inspected  or  serv- 
iced and  2I4.  blowoff  valves  were  operated. 

Publicity  releases  are  being  prepared  to  advise  customers 
in  Visitacion  Valley,  San  Bruno  Avenue  and  Bayview  area  of  the 
flushing  to  be  carried  out  during  the  month  of  April,

In  making  the  transition  to  computer  billing,  the  suburban 
and  resale  accounts  continued  to  be  billed  by  our  former  method  on 
a  billing  machine  retained  for  that  purpose  while  a  program  to 
accomplish  computer  billing  of  these  accounts  was  being  developed. 
During  the  past  month  this  billing  machine  broke  down»  Programming 
effort  was  immediately  concentrated  on  completing  a  program  for 
these  accounts.     Although  some  difficulties  developed,   all  bills  for 
suburban  and  resale  accounts  were  issued  for  their  correct  amounts 
by  the  new  method.

This 
report  was  made  to  provide  a  master  plan  for  centralizing  instru- 
mentation and  control  of  Water  Department  operations  to  provide 
better  service  to  customers  and  to  improve  the  efficiency  of  opera- 
tions • 

1961  MUNICIPAL  BOND  FUND  PROJECTS 

On  March  16,  Mr.  Thomas  P.  White,  Vice-President  of  the

Upon 
completion  of  stations  and  pipelines  Hetch  Hetchy  water  can  be 
stored  in  San  Antonio  Reservoir  for  later  use,  and  water  from  either 
San  Antonio  Reservoir  or  Sunol  filter  galleries  may  be  pumped  to 
Sunol  Filtration  Plant  for  delivery  to  customers. 

MASTER  PLAN  STUDIES 

The  request  for  funds  in  the  sum  of  $275>000  to  provide 
professional  consulting  services  for  studies  and  reports  on  "Master 
Plan  for  Rehabilitation  of  Iftiater  System  Structures  and  Facilities," 
"Future  Water  Requirements,  Availability  of  Sources  and  Service 
Area  Boundaries,"  and  "A  Land  Use  and  Management  Program"  has  been 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

Mr.  Moore  said  the  increased  cost  item  was  pov/er  plant  equipment 
During  the  last  year  the  cost  tripled.     Only  ti/o  manufacturers 
produce  hydroelectric  plant  equipment.    Mr.  Moore  said  he  v;as 
looking  into  the  possibility  of  City  purchasing  the  equipment 
involved  and  then  calling  for  bids  for  installation  under  a 
separate  contract. 

Under  last  year's  estimated  cost,  this  equipment  was  quoted  at 
!v80,000  -  this  year  it  is  ;p250,000.     The  increase  in  cost  is 
alleged  to  be  due  to  increase  in  price  of  copper,  labor,  and 
the  large  demand  for  standby  power  plants  on  account  of  the 
recent  northeastern  blackout. 


In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  66-0249,  Mr.  Carr  explained  that 
the  preliminary  drctwings  were  delayed  in  being  submitted  to  the 
Commission  because  the  original  submission  contained  a  proposed 
motel.

It  has 
on  the  first  floor  a  restaurant  seating  112,  a  cocktail  lounge 
for  170,  and  a  banquet  room  accommodating  733  people.     By  means 
of  Biovable  partitions,  the  banquet  room  may  be  partitioned  from 
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the  restaurant  and  divided  into  as  many  as  three  rooms. 

On  the  basement  floor,  v/hich  is  above  a  ground  level  due  to  the 
contour  of  the  land,  there  is  storage  for  electric  carts  (I50), 
a  small  coffee  shop,  men's  and  women's  locker  rooms,  starter's 
office,  etc. 

Above  the  first  floor  there  will  be  a  small  office  area. 

In  response  to  a  question,  Ilr.  X^aldi   estimated  that  the  course 
and  clubhouse  will  be  open  som.etime  in  October  1966.     The  entire 
project  costs  in  the  neighborhood  of  ^-1, 500, 000. 

Commissioner  White  complimented  Lr,  Ivetldi  for  bringing  such  a 
beautiful  and  vjelcome recreation  addition  to  the  area.     These  tv/o 
public  golf  courses  vjill  be  well  used  in  Commissioner  l>/hite's 
opinion.

General  r'Ianap;er  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items: 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  and  staff  were  burdened  with  a  very  heavy 
schedule  preparing  for  bud-get  hearings  before  the  liayor  and 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,    Hr.  Finn  will  notify  the  Commiss- 
ioners of  hearings  before  the  Board  so  they  may  join  in  the 
discussions.    Mr.  Carr  said  he  appreciated  the     support  lent 
by  Commissioners  when  these  matters  caiae  before  the  Board  in 
the  i^astV'- 


In  reference  to  the  Ilimicipal  Railv/ay  bond  issue,  Mr.  Carr 
hoped  to  have  a  report  soon.     In  order  to  meet  the  deadline 
he  will  present  preliminary  figures.     However,  said  he,  it  must 
be  realized  that  V7e  are  vjorking  without  the  benefit  of  a  com- 
T)leted  transit  study;;  as  the  actual  election  date  is  approached, 
we  shall  be  able  to  speak  more  conclusively  about  the  items 
presented.     V/ith  the  help  of  Jolin  Curtin  and  the  Public  Util- 
ities staff,  figures  are  now  being  assembled.

Imiiiediately  prior  to  that  date,  Mr.  Carr  announced  he  and 
Airport  General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  will  be  in  Washington 
at  the  spring  meeting  of  the  Airport  Operators  Council.  One 
of  the  important  subjects  to  be  discussed  is  Federal  Aid  to 
Airx)orts  -  the  present  program  expires  on  June  50,  1966.  This 
aid  is  vital  to  San  Francisco  and  we  must  support  some  kind  of 
program  for  continuance,  declared  Iir.  Carr. 


Carr  also  stated  he  was  meeting  informally  with  the  Bay  Fill 
Commission,  trying  to  keep  them  i^osted  on  Airport  development 
plans.     He  plans  to  make  some  presentation  to  the  Bay  Fill 
Commission  so  that  the  problem  of  bay  fill  does  not  become  a 
bind  on  the  future  development  of  the  Airijort.

Commissioner   R)usseau  greeted  the  Mayor  and  thanked  him  for 
taking  part  of  his  busy  day  devoted  to  budgets  to  hear  the 
presentation  on  the  proposed  Airport  Bond  Issue. 

Mr,  Carr  began  by  saying  he  v/ould  make  a  brief  summary  of  the 
main  points  contained  in  the  booklet  entitled  "Presentation, 
1966  Bond  Issue,  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  April  5? 
1966."    Mr.  Hansen  was  then  to  follov/  with  supporting  details 
on  tie  program  and  its  financial  feasibility. 

-Eighteen  months  ago  the  Commission  asked  for  an  up  to  date 
Master  Plan,  said  Mr.  Carr,     Subsequently  architects  and 
engineers  were  employed  to  up  date  the  Master  Plan  and  pre- 
pare a  long  r  ange  program  for  additions  and  betterments  at  the 
Airport  -  said  program  to  be  the  basis  for  a  proposed  bond 
issue . 

This  has  been  done  and  the  proposed  bond  issue  is  estimated  at 
.,,>95»5  million. 

The  additions  and  betterments  to  be  financed  from  the  bond 
issue,  declared  Mr.  Carr,  v/ill  give  the  Airport  the  capacity 
to  handle  18  million  passengers  annually  (twice  the  present 
volume),     Even  more  important,  emphasized  Mr.  Carr,  it  v/ill 
quadruple  the  present  air  cargo  cajpacity.     The  members  of  the 
Commission,  especially  Commissioner  Stack,  have  been  insistent 
on  the  inclusion  of  air  cargo  facilities  in  this  "program  that 
will  allow  for  and  meet    future  expansion  of  this  important 
airport  business. 

One  point  that  must  be  made,  and  made  constantly,  stressed 
Mr,  Carr,  is  that  this  program  as  designed  will  not  cost  the 
taxpayers  one  cent.  This 'bond  issue  can  be  financed  from  rev-^-.- 
enues  at  the  Airx)ort. 

Mr.  Carr  showed  on  charts  and  drawings  the  proposed  expansion 
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program  outlined  in  his  letter  of  April  4,  1956  transmitting 
the  proposed  ■:.^95-5  million  bond  issue  to  the  Commission. 

(1)  Relocation  of  2,500  feet  of  taxiv/ays  to  length- 
en existing  piers  and  provide  more  gate  po- 
sitions, 

(2)  Construction  of  a  north  terminal  building  to 
provide  three  fingers  and  20  additional  gates. 

(3)  The  construction  of  interim  cargo  facilities 
^^^ith  $00,000  square  feet  of  warehousing  and 
cargo  handling  area. 

(4)  Ultimate  construction  of  an  air  cargo  center 
with  600,000  square  feet  of  v/arehouse. 

(5)  Completion  of  the  8000  car  capacity  garage. 

(6)  The  improvement  of  the  airi^ort  roadway  and 
utility  systems  and  related  facilities. 

(7)  Lengthening  runvjay  28-R  to  11,870  feet  con- 
struction of  related  facilities  and  installation 
of  navigational  aids. 

(G)     A  heliport  in  downtoiAm  San  Francisco, 

(9)  Ptelocation  of  two  miles  of  Bayshore  Freeway. 

(10)  A  ra-pid  transit  station  site. 

rir.  Carr  also  outlined  the  future  planned  exjpansion  which  would 
require  an  additional  .(4>250  million.     It  v/as  in  this  area  that 
Ilayor  Shelley,  in  previous  discussions  made  his  views  clear. 
The  Mayor,   said  Ilr.  Garr,  advised  consideration  of  a  regional 
approach  to  airport  finances  and  operations  if  the  expenditure 
of  s^250  million  is  being  contemr)lated. 

Boiled  doim,   said  Iir.  Carr,  the  bond  issue  calls  for  completion 
of  present  garage  with  a  heliport  on  top,  construction  of  a 
north  terminal,     the  addition  of  sufficient  gates  bringing  the 
number  up  to  84,  to  handle  18  million  passengers, 

YiT,  Carr  then  asked  Ilr,  Hansen  to  explain  the  details  and  fi- 
nancial feasibility. 

Mr^."  Hansen  summarized  the  work  done  and  loresentations  made  by 
the  consultants.     The  presentation  today  is  a  further  refine- 
ment of  the  consultants'   last  proi:)Osal  which  called  for  the 
expenditure  of  .!i88  million. 

The  entire  development  program  is  broken  dov/n  into  three  x^hases. 
Phase  one  v/hich  is  encompassed  by  the  proposed  bond  issue  of 
^.95*5  million  is  subdivided  into  Stages  A  and  B. 

This  v/ork  is  so  staged,  said  Ilr.  Hansen,  so  that  work  under 
the  bond  issue  might  be  accomx3lished  in  four  years.  The 
projects  most  important  to  the  immediate  development  of  the 
Airport  and  most  necessary  to  the  carriers  serving  San 
Francisco  are: 
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(1)  Gate  positions  and  operation  of  aircraft 

(2)  An  increase  in  cargo  area  facilities 

rir,  Hansen  then  went  into  detail  explaining  the  finer  points  of 
the  projects  laid  out  by  Tlr.  Garr. 

Dwelling  upon  estimated  revenues,  expenses  and  debt  service  from 
1967-68  through  1984-35,  Mr.  Hansen  used  charts  and  graphs  show- 
ing a  growth  of  passengers  from  11,000,000  to  18,000,000  annual- 
ly. During  this  same  period  the  projections  showed  revenues 
climbing  from  s4'13,548,000  to  ;^21,453,000  v/ith  operating  expenses 
going  from  -^5,859,000  to  :;^14,571 ,000. 

According  to  the  projections,  said  I.r.  Hansen,  the  Airport  would 
be  able  to  meet  operating  expenses,  the  existing  debt  service 
and  the  proposed  debt  service.     In  fact,  with  the  exception  of 
fiscal  1969-70  and  1970-71,  it  is  anticipated  that  monies  will 
be  available  for  appropriation  from  Airport  revenues. 

After  hr.  Hansen's  presentation,  Ilayor  Shelley  made  the  following 
remarks : 

"There  is  one  thing  about  the  Airx:)ort  of  San  Francisco 
that  very  fei\r  people  understand.     Outside  of  the  first 
year  or  two  of  its  early  life,  the  Airport  has  not  cost 
the  people  of  San  Francisco  one  cent  in  tax  money.  It 
has  paid  its  ovm  way. 

"In  spite  of  the  fact  that  it  has  paid  its  v/ay,  it  has 
not  developed  as  fast  as  aviation  and  airlines  and  air- 
planes have  developed.     If  we  are  to  remain  a  major 
center  in  the  transportation  of  people  and  merchandise, 
then  we  must  expand  this  Airport  to  meet  modern  needs 
and  requirements. 

"We  are  today,  as  Kr.  Garr  pointed  out,  the  fourth  largest 
airport  in  the  United  States.     We  are  perhaps  one  of  the 
most  heavily  used  international  airports  in  the  v/orld. 
People  like  to  come  through  and  visit  San  Francisco. 

"The  change  in  the  type  of  planes  has  pushed  ahead  all 

of  the  planning  ideas  for  the  Airport.     as  a  matter  of 

fact,  even  these  ide^.^s  as  f.a?  advanced  as  they  may  be, 

may  be  obsolete  before  v/e  realize  complete  achievement. 

"I  think  the  responsibility  is  upon  us  to  meet  the  ob- 
ligation to  accommodate  the  people  and  handle  the  in- 
creased araount  of  freight.     The  people  of  San 
Francisco  cannot  lose,  but  can  gain.     They  must  take 
this  opportunity  to  make  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  grov/  as  the  v/orld  is  shrinking,     as  the  v/orld 
is  coming  closer  and  closer  together,  it  is  to  our 
advantage  to  create  a  more  modern  and  efficient  Air- 
port. " 

Aftar  the  Mayor's  remarks  the  Gommission  thanked  him  for  his 
courtesy  in  coming  to  hear  the  presentation. 

rir.  Hansen  then  added  a  fev/  comments  on  financial  feasibility. 
Using  actual  experience  of  fiscal  1965-66,  annual  average  in- 
crements of  9«5%  v/ere  taken  to  project  passenger  volume  to 
1973-7^»     No  increases  are  indicated  beyond  then  since  the  prac- 
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tical  passenger  handling  capacity  of  the  Airport  v/ill  have  reached 
the  estimated  18  million  passengers. 

Revenues  are  based  on  the  rate  of  vl.l5  per  passenger,  the 
average  revenue  figure  over  the  past  six  fiscal  years.  This 
is  a  conservative  estimate,  said  Tlr.  Hansen. 

Expenses  have  been  escalated  5%  each  year  based  on  actual  ex- 
perience. 

Debt  service,  said  Mr.  Hansen,  is  calculated  on  the  ,t>95«5 
million  bond  issue  over  a  15  year  term  at 

He,  at  Mr.  Carr's  request,     shov/ed  the  proposal  to  move  the 
Bayshore  Freeway  over  to  the  property  line.     This  would  recoup 
about  60  to  70  acres  of  airport  land  for  airport  purposes. 
This  may  be  done  when  the  State  Highway  Commission  makes  the 
changes  i^roposed  for  the  San  Bruno  interchange. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  how  deep  the  engineers  went  into  the 
predicted  growth  to  18  million  at  a  rate  of  9«5%  per  year. 

Mr.  Hansen  replied  that  it  was  done  quite  extensively.  He 
pointed  out  that  in  later  years  it  was  more  like  11%  and  12% 
but  averaged  9.5%» 

Commissioner  Stack  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  last 
two  months  showed  20%,  while  1965-66  indicates  a  growth  ratio 
of  17.7%«     With  the  advent  of  larger  planes,  he  criticized 
the  9*5%  growth  factor  as  being  perhaps  too  conservative. 

Mr.  Hansen  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  recent  high 
grov/th  factor  is  due  to  military  traffic.     Saa  Fro-ncisco's 
growth  factor  is  higher  than  the  nation's  because  it  is  a 
military  staging  area. 

Commissioner  Stack  cautioned  a  .ainst  being  short  sighted. 

The  study  group  had  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  on  this ,  re- 
plied Mr.  Hansen.     They  consulted  v/ith  air  carriers,  the 
FiiA  and  many  others  whose  opinions  have  some  value.  This 
projection  is  the  result.    Mr.  Hansen  said,  in  his  opinion, 
it  was  valid. 

In  reply  to  another  question  from  Commissioner  Stack,  Mr. 
Hansen  said  the  estimated  interest  rate  of  4%  v/as  on  the  high 
side.     The  current  rate  on  San  Francisco  General  Obligation 
Bonds  is  somewhere  around  3 •5%  or  5 •67/'^. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  questioned  the  design  for  more  nose 
loading  than  side  loading.     He  also  suggested  that  the  item 
of  -;.;'25.9  million  for  fill  be  added  to  the  bond  issue  on  the 
basis  the  fill  should  be  made  with  a  time  allov/ance  for  settle- 
ment -  about  four  years. 

Mr.  Hansen  stated  that  it  would  not  be  financially  feasible  at 
this  time.     It  is  not  possible  to  demonstrate  revenues  suf- 
ficient to  support  debt  service  on  another  Hi25.9  million. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  asked  if  cjiiother  bond  issue  could  be 
proposed  in  1970.     Mr.  Hansen  replied  in  the  negative  -  airport 
revenues  could  not  support  it. 
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Phases  II  and  III  would  require  regional  participation,  said 
Vlr,  Hansen,  they  are  beyond  financial  feasibility  for  San 
Francisco. 

Commissioner  Stack  expressed  concern  over  the  method  of  re- 
imbursing San  Francisco  should  the  Airport  become  part  of  a  re- 
gional system. 

nr.  Carr  stated  that  the  question  as  to  v/hether  San  Francisco 
International  Airport  would  be  the  airport  of  the  future  is 
one  that  must  yet  be  determined. 

To  date,  he  said,  there  has  been  one  meeting  with  Sail  Jose  and 
Oakland  to  discuss  regional  airport  problems  and  possible  so- 
lutions.    The  next  step,  according  to  Ilr.  Carr,  would  be  to 
determine  whether  a  regional  airport  plan  should  call  for  the 
expansion  of  existing  airports,  including  San  Francisco,  and  if 
so  the  method  of  financing.     In  the  event  there  was  a  broad 
airport  concept  in  the  future  -  then  San  Francisco's  taxpayers 
would  be  entitled  to  reimbursement.     This  has  all  been  nebulous 
and  merely  in  the  stage  of  first  discussion. 

It  is  obvious  now  that  the  best  v;e  can  possibly  do  is  this  bond 
issue  in  trying  to  think  ahead  to  the  1970' s,  said  Mr.  Carr. 

Commissioner  Stack  assured  those  present  that  he  did  not  wish 
to  jeopardize  the  bond  program.     However,  based  on  the  growth 
experienced  in  the  last  five  years.  Commissioner  Stack  called 
for  a  bolder  approach.     He  suggested  that  the  growth  of  the 
last  five  years  be  projected  over  the  life  of  the  bond  program. 
If  the  same  experience  applies  as  it  has  in  the  past,  revenues 
will  sustain  a  larger  bond  issue.     He  again  emphasized  that  he 
did  not  v/ish  to  jeopardize  the  bond  issue,  neither  did  he  v;ish 
to  jeopardize  proper  planning. 

At  this  iDoint,  Ilr.  Carr  introduced  Tlr.  Nathan  C.  Cooper,  the 
newly  appointed  Controller. 

Mr.  Cooper  remarked  that  the  matter  of  revenue  projection  is  a 
very  volatile  I'tj^m,     Generally,  from  the  Controller's  stand- 
point, it  is  viev/ed  conservatively.     Based  upon  the  projections 
in  the  report  submitted  today,  v/hich  will  be  given  a  good  hard 
look  by  his  office,  Mr.  Coope _   said  he  thought  the  proposed 
i?95«5  million  bond  issue  could  be  financed  out  of  airport  reven- 
ue. 

He  said  he  would  be  hesitant  to  estimate  revenues  higher  than 
those  contained  in  the  report.     True,  he  commented,  aviation 
has  had  a  tremendous  advance  since  the  end  of  \/orld  War  II , 
but  some  time  -  when  he  did  not  knov/  -  it  is  going  to  level 
off.     He  cautioned  about  guessing  when  this  point  will  come. 
He  said  he  thought  9»5%  increase  in  revenues  per  year  was  as 
far  as  City  should  go  in  making  projections  for  this  bond  issue. 

"Suppose  we  are  wrong?"  asked  Commissioner  Stack. 

Mr,  Cooper  replied  that  he  would  not  say  projections  have  been 
wrong,  that  he  would  say  revenues  have  been  greatly  in  excess 
of  the  estimates.     He  warned  the  Commissioner  about  setting 
sights  too  high  and  advised  against  going  overboard. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  commented  on  the  rapid  grov/th  of  aviation 
and  the  airline  industry  in  the  Bay  Area.     He  remarked  that  in 
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his  opinion  the  estimate  was  a  conservative  one. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  then  moved  the  Bond  Issue  be  taken  under 
submission  with  a  decision  to  be  made  on  April  26,  1966,  and 
it  was  so  ordered. 

The  Commissioners  congratulated  lir.  Cooper  on  his  apx^ointment 
and  thanked  him  for  his  appearance  at  the  meeting.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  MARCH  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  (February): 

Impressive  gains  in  passenger,  mail  and  freight  traffic  continued 
through  February.     The  month's  passenger  total  of  688^113  was  19.2 
per  cent  more  than  for  February  last  year.     For  the  first  eight  months 
of  the  current  fiscal  year,  passenger  volume  showed  an  increase  of 
17.7  per  cent  over  the  corresponding  1964-65  period,  and  for  the 
first  two  months  of  the  current  calendar  year  the  gain  was  just  over 
20  per  cent. 

Steady  increases  in  travel  by  military  personnel  continued  to  be  a 
principal  source  of  the  air  passenger  growth  rate. 

Air  shipments  of  U.  S.  mail  increased  by  75.1  per  cent  over  February 
a  year  ago  to  11,539,847  pounds,  and  this  increase  also  is  attributable, 
in  a  large  part,  to  a  greater  volume  of  mail  being  sent  to  the  armed 
forces  in  Southeast  Asia  and  elsewhere  in  the  Far  East. 

Air  express  volume  dipped  by  .7  per  cent  to  1,057,647  pounds,  while 
air  freight  shipments  of  27,727,416  pounds  represented  a  40.4  per 
cent  gain  over  February  last  year. 

Aircraft  movements--landings  and  take-offs — by  scheduled  carriers 
numbered  17,151,  up  9-5  per  cent  from  February,  1965.     Total  movements 
for  the  month  were  21,128,  which  included  383  by  military  aircraft 
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and  3359^  by  non-scheduled  carriers  and  itinerant  or  locally  based 
private  and  corporate  planes. 
Neighborhood  Youth  Corps: 

Efforts  of  Airport  management  to  interest  airlines  and  other  tenants 
in  hiring  members  of  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  employed  at  the  Air- 
port as  a  joint  federal-city  project  has  resulted  in  20  of  the  youths 
being  interviewed  during  the  first  month  and  five  were  given  jobs. 

Airport  Maintenance  Superintendent  Robert  C.  Rosen  reports  this 
initial  success  has  stimulated  improved  morale  among  the  corps  and 
development  of  better  work  attitudes. 
Hilton  Inn: 

The  110-room  addition  to  the  Hilton  Inn  has  been  placed  in  full 
operation,  and  Bryan  Gordon,  General  Manager,  reports  that  near- 
capacity  business  is  being  enjoyed  in  the  total  hotel  facility. 
Military  Information: 

Military  information  desks,  staffed  by  the  armed  forces,  became 
operational  on  March  28 — one  in  each  terminal.     Military  spokesmen 
expressed  sincere  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  of  Airport  manage- 
ment in  helping  to  provide  these  centers  to  serve  military  personnel 
and  their  dependents. 
Japan  Air  Lines: 

Japan  Air  Lines'  application  to  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  for 
extension  of  its  routes  from  San  Francisco  to  New  York  and  then  to 
Europe  notes  that  all  trans-Pacific  flights  between  New  York  and 
Tokyo  must  make  scheduled  stops  at  San  Francisco. 
USO: 

Arrangements  were  completed  for  the  operation  of  a  USO  rest  and 
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recreation  facility  for  military  personnel  to  start  the  first  week  of 
April.     The  USO  area  will  be  in  the  South  Terminal  above  the  entrance 
to  the  coffee  salon  on  an  interim  basis  until  renovation  of  the 
second  floor  of  the  Central  Terminal  is  completed — about  June  1 — when 
the  facility  will  be  moved  to  a  larger  area  there. 
Coast  Guard: 

A  news  item  out  of  Washington,  D.  C.  reveals  plans  of  the  U.S.  Coast 
Guard  for  a  $1,300,000  reconstruction  project  at  its  air/sea  rescue 
base  at  the  Airport.

Resolution  66-0285.  •  In  reference  to  the  attendance  of  himself 
and  George  F,  Hansen,  Airport  General  Manager,     at  the  Airport 
Operators  Annual  Conference  in  Washington,  D.  C. ,  Mr.  Carr  said 
there  were  three  principle  areas  of  discussion  to  be  pursued: 

1)  The  Federal  Aid  to  Airports  program  which  expires 
June  30,  1966; 

2)  Jet  noise  at  airports; 

3)  Local  feeder  service. 
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Commenting  on  the  first  point,  Mr.  Carr  said  that  this  meeting  is 
very  important  because  of  certain  efforts  to  curtail  Federal  grants- 
in-aid  to  airports  just  at  the  time  San  Francisco  was  hopeful  of 
obtaining  more  aid  on  the  Airport, 

He  then  pointed  out  that  Federal  Aid  to  airports  is  less  than  10% 
over-all.     Highways  in  the  interstate  system  are  receiving  90% 
grants;  in  social  welfare  and  other  grants  affecting  cities  there 
are  66-2/3%  grants,  even  outright  100%  grants.     Our  whole  national 
air  transportation  system  depends  upon  the  capability  of  local 
governments  to  provide  airports.     It  is  time,  declared  Mr.  Carr, 
that  airports  and  Federal  Aid  to  airports  be  given  a  whole  new 
look. 

In  reply  to  Commissioner  Stack's  question  re  aviation  fuel  tax, 
Mr.  Carr  said  he  believed  it  went  into  the  General  Treasury  - 
not  dedicated  to  airlines  or  airports.     Legislation  dedicating 
such  tax  to  airport  aid  was  discussed  two  or  three  years  ago. 
At  that  time  the  carriers  were  not  in  favor.     Now,  said  Mr.  Carr, 
they  may  get  together  with  the  Airport  Operators  Council. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  would  work  with  the  AOC  Legislative  Committee,  of 
which  he  is  a  member.     Over  the  years  they  have  kept  in  touch  with 
congressmen  in  the  key  committees.     He  said  he  would  keep  the 
Commission  fully  informed. 


Resolution  66-0286.     Mr.  Hansen,  in  reference  to  the  proposal  of 
Butler  Aviation  to  assume  the  Rick  Helicopter  lease,  said  that  he, 
William  J.  Dwyer,  Acting  Account  Bureau  Director,  and  John  E.

Butler  has  agreed  to  update 
the  terms  of  the  ground  lease.     City  will  receive  S2700  per  acre 
per  year,  with  a  rental  review  every  ten  years. 


Resolution  66-0289.     Mr.  Carr  and  Arthur  H.  Frye ,  Jr.,  General 
Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  Water  Department,  urged  the  adoption 
of  the  revocable  permit  to  Sunol  Valley  Golf  and  Recreation  Company 
on  the  grounds  that  star  thistle  and  ground  squirrels  must  be 
controlled.

General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items; 

Mr.  -Garr  informed  the  Commission  he  had  mailed  them  a  memorandum 
on  the  FAA's  decision  on  the  proposed  downtown  heliport  temporary 
site  on  the  Embarcadero  between  Green  and  Union  Streets  near  Pier 
17.     The  site  is  unacceptable  for  commercial  carrier  operations. 
In  essence,  the  site  is  too  tight  for  safety. 

This  leaves    one  approved  temporary  site,    Pier  50,  opposite 
American  President  Lines.    He  said  he  had  been  working  with  Oral 
L.  Moore,  General  Manager,  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  on  costs. 

He  said  he  expected  to  have  some  recommendations  within  a  month. 

Commissioner  White  suggested  sending  all  informationivon  heliports 
to  the  proper  committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  so  that 
candidates  for  office  may  obtain  the  correct  information  on  heli- 
ports from  the  committee  chairman. 


On  the  New  Don  Pedro  Dam,  Mr.  Carr  announced  the  new  cost  estimate 
at  SIO5  million.    William  F.  Bourne,  Public  Utilities ' Counsel , 
and  Mr.  Moore  have  been  meeting  with  the  two  irrigation  districts 
to  determine  what  sort  of  formula  would  be  applied  to  this  cost 
and  to  determine  what  San  Francisco's  costs  may  be. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  delay  has  forced  the  cost  up  several  million, 
said  Mr.  Carr. 

Turlock  has  indicated  that  it  cannot  pay  more  than  its  original 
share.     This  could  place  the  burden  on  Modesto  and  San  Francisco. 
Mr.  Moore  is  attempting  to  find  out  what  the  real  value  of  the 
project  is  to  San  Francisco  so  as  to  submit  his  recommendations. 

Mr.  Moore  said  he  believed  that  we  are  in  a  position  now  where 
we  can't  move.     We  are  up  against  a  deadline  again,  according  to 
Mr.  Moore.     The  Federal  Power  Commission's  extended  date  for 
acceptance  of  the  license  to  construct  Don  Pedro  expires  May  1, 
1966.     The  Districts  have  indicated  they  would  have  to  reach  some 
sort  of  agreement  with  San  Francisco  before  they  would  accept  the 
license. 

Under  the  circumstances  the  last  date  for  the  Commission's  action 
would  be  April  26,  1966,  stated  Mr.  Moore. 

Reflecting  on  his  own  review  of  the  matter,  Mr.  Moore  said  his 
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recommendation  to  Mr,  Carr  would  be  that,  although  the  cost  to 
San  Francisco  has  risen,  it  would  still  be  a  bargain  for  th^ 
quantity  and  quality  of  the  water  involved, 

Mr.  Carr  told  the  Commission  that  Mr.  Moore  was  making  a  review 
of  comparable  developments  so  as  to  put  this  on  a  per  acre  cost 
and  on  the  quality  of  water. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  for  an  estimated  starting  date  for  con- 
struction if  accord  is  reached  and  the  license  accepted. 

Mr.  Moore  replied  scheduled  date  is  now  July  1,  196? »  with  com- 
pletion in  three  years.    Bechtel  has  just  completed  a  re-estimate 
of  the  project.     In  reply  to  further  questions  by  Commissioner 
Stack,  Mr.  Moore  stated  the  increased  costs  were  due  to  inflation 
in  the  construction  cost  of  the  dam  embankment  itself  being  mainly 
manpower  and  material • 

Bechtel,  as  the  engineering  firm,  has  agreed  not  to  bid  on  con- 
struction, said  Mr.  Moore. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  if  it  were  possible  for  a  rise  in  cost 
to  cause  even  the  low  bid  to  be  higher  than  the  estimate. 

Mr.  Moore  replied  that  the  estimate  includes  a  projection  of  es- 
timated escalations  in  cost  up  to  the  estimated  time  of  comple- 
tion. 

Mr.  Carr  reminded  the  Commission  that  the  Districts  wanted  City 
to  spend  S500,000  more  for  a  final  estimate.    He  refused,  he  said. 
As  a  result  he  directed  Mr.  Moore  to  go  to  the  Districts  and 
Bechtel  for  a  new  estimate.     This  was  done  without  any  further 
cost.    He  said  he  thought  Bechtel  has  given  a  good  figure  with 
built-in  cost  escalation. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  asked  if  any  recapitulation  had  been 
made  of  the  needs  under  the  1%1  bond  issue. 

Mr.  Carr  answered,  saying  that  Mr.  Frye  has  made  enough  of  an 
estimate  of  those  needs.     That  is  why  S275»00O  was  asked  for 
studies  in  the  Water  Department.     This  money  has  been  appropriated 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  said  Mr.  Carr.    At  the  present,  he 
said,  consultants  are  being  interviewed. 

Commissioner  Stack  commented  that  if  the  anticipated  growth  in 
water  need  is  documented,  the  need  for  Don  Pedro  will  be  demon- 
strated. 

Mr.  Moore  then  said  he  hoped  to  have  his  report  on  Don  Pedro  in 
Mr.  Carr's  hands  next  week.     He  reminded  the  Commission  that  May  1 
was  the  deadline  for  the  acceptance  of  the  license  and  that  April 
26  was  the  last  day  for  Commission  action. 

Commissioner  White  said  that  he  didn't  appreciate  being  backed 
into  a  corner  every  time  the  Modesto  Irrigation  District  and  the 
Turlock  Irrigation  District  have  an  argument  between  themselves. 

He  said  it  must  be  recognized  that  Modesto  has  been  and  is  chang- 
ing from  an  agricultural  to  an  industrial  economy.     This  has  not 
and  is  not  being  done  in  Tnrlock. 

Commissioner  White  then  stated  Turlock  is  going  to  have  to  wake  up  ~ 
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they  will  have  to  face  up  to  some  facts.     The  day  of  S3 .50  per 
acre  foot  of  water  is  dead  a  long  time  ago.     Everyone  is  paying 
S50.00  or  more.     There  is  no  reason  for  Turlock  to  perpetuate  the 
giving  away  of  water,  which  they  have  been  trying  to  do  for  a  long 
time  at  our  expense. 


Mr.  Carr  then  informed  the  Commission  that  the  Art  Commission  had 
turned  down  the  design  for  the  Club  House  at  the  Sunol  Valley  Golf 
Course.     The  reason  was  "Imitation  Spanish  architecture  and  decor- 
ative falsework  have  no  place  in  today's  Civic  Architecture.  In- 
sufficient information  on  the  site." 

Mr,  Carr  said  Mr.  Frye  was  reviewing  the  problem. 

Commissioner  Lapin  asked  if  they  were  objecting  to  the  motif  or 
specific  details, 

Mr.  Carr  replied  that  they  were  objecting  to  the  architect's  con- 
cept of  Spanish  style.     The  implication  is  that  in  attempting 
Spanish  architecture,  which  they  believe  can  be  achieved  over  there, 
real  Spanish  architecture  is  being  discredited  in  a  valley  full  of 
Spanish  California  history.

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Water  Conditions 

Below  normal  precipitation  in  the  month  of  March  on  the  City's  mountain  watershed 
has  diminished  prospects  for  a  normal  runoff  year.    Forecast  from  the  final  snow 
survey  of  the  season  indicates  that  the  seasonal  runoff  will  be  about  75^  of  normal. 
Due  to  the  excellent  runoff  last  year,  storage  in  the  mountain  reservoirs  is  about 
normal  for  this  season.    Cherry  Reservoir  will  not  fill  this  year,  and  generation 
at  Cherry  Powerhouse  has  been  cut  back  to  conserve  water  for  power  peaking  later  in 
the  year. 

Power  Production 

During  the  month  of  March,  Moccasin  and  Cherry  Powerhouses  generated  ^3,875,000  and 
73,107,000  kilowatt-hours  respectively. 

Moccasin  Powerhouse  Failure 

On  March  31,  1966,  at  5:17  p.m.,  a  fault  developed  in  one  of  the  three  high  voltage 
transformers  of  generating  Unit  No.  1  at  Moccasin  Powerhouse.    The  internal  explosion 
damaged  the  high  voltage  terminal  bushing  and  sprayed  oil  around  the  switchyard. 
No  personnel  injuries  were  incurred  and  no  fire  resulted.    The  damaged  transformer 
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was  replaced  by  a  spare  and  Unit  IIo.  1  was  placed  back  in  service  at  5:36  p.m.  on 
April  1,  The  Ul-year  old  transformer  is  being  dismantled  to  determine  the  extent 
and  cost  of  necessary  repairs. 

Wheeling  Charges  To  Airport 

Two  necessary  approvals  have  been  received  with  reference  to  the  recent  negotiated 
reduction  in  wheeling  charge  by  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  the  transmission 
loss  the  City  must  bear,  for  delivery  of  Hetch  Hetchy  power  to  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport, 

In  response  to  submission  by  the  City  Attorney,  the  Department  of  Interior  has 
approved  the  proposed  letter  agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Company  covering 
the  revised  rates. 

The  application  filed  by  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  for  authority  to 
apply  the  reduced  rates  has  been  approved  by  the  California  Public  Utilities 
Commission.    Consequently,  the  Company  is  recomputing  the  billing  subsequent 
to  December  1,  1965 »  and  will  credit  the  City  the  amount  of  refund. 

Antitrust  Action  -  Aluminum  Conductor  Cable 

Relevant  documents  for  five  contracts,  which  are  required  for  prosecution  of  anti- 
trust action  of  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  vs.  Aluminum  Company  of  America 
et  al.,  have  been  prepared  and  forwarded  to  the  City  Attorney. 

Freeway  Crossings 

Plans  and  specifications  for  concrete  encasements  for  the  three  pipelines  of  the  San 
Joaquin  Aqueduct  were  completed  and  transmitted  to  the  State  Division  of  Highways 
for  reviev^  and  approval.    These  encasements  will  be  located  under  Westside  Freeway 
lanes  at  three  locations  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Tracy  Golf  Course,  Blewett  Road,  and 
Chrisman  Road.    All  work  will  be  at  State  expense.    The  condemnation  actions  covering 
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these  locations  will  include  the  provision  that  the  State  also  pay  for  tunneling  the 
future  fourth  pipeline  under  the  freeway.    Upon  receipt  of  approval  from  the  State 
and  completion  of  the  utility  agreements,  plans  and  specifications  will  be  submitted 
to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  advertising, 

California  Aqueduct  Crossing 

San  Joaquin  Pipeline  Ho.  1  was  cut  and  connected  to  the  new  elevated  section  of  pipe 
crossing  the  California  Aqueduct.    The  new  section  was  successfully  pressure  tested 
and  the  line  was  returned  to  service  on  March  23,  1966. 

No.  2  line  was  shut  down  on  March  28,  I966  for  similar  work  to  be  done.  Following 
this,  No.  3  line  will  be  shut  down  for  the  same  purpose. 

New  Don  Pedro  Pro.ject 

Terms  and  conditions  of  the  proposed  Fourth  Agreement  between  the  City  and  the 
Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts  relative  to  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project 
have  been  tentatively  agreed  to  by  the  respective  staffs.    Negotiations  are  con- 
tinuing concerning  the  distribution  of  costs.    May  1  is  the  deadline  for  Districts* 
acceptance  of  the  license  submitted  by  the  Federal  Power  Commission. 

CAI'JYON  POWER  PROJECT 
Canyon  Powerhouse 

Work  continues  on  placing  concrete  in  the  main  powerhouse  structure.    Walls  at  east 
end  of  powerhouse  now  extend  ih  feet  above  generator  deck.    Assembly  of  needles, 
servo  motors  and  deflector  shafts  for  turbine  unit  Ho.  2  is  in  progress,  and  instal- 
lation of  piping  and  equipment,  including  cooling  water  heat  exchanger  and  duplex 
strainers,  is  under  way. 
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Erection  of  the  four  230,000-volt  steel  transmission  line  towers  in  the  Tuolumne 
River  Canyon  is  nearing  completion.  The  preassembled  sections  of  each  tower  are 
being  set  in  place  by  use  of  a  Sikorski  S-58  helicopter. 

At  Early  Intake  Switchyard,  the  two  additional  oil  circuit  breakers  for  the  Canyon 
Powerhouse  lines  are  being  installed. 

At  the  river  crossing  of  the  by-pass,  installation  of  the  9.5-foot  diameter  steel 
conduit  was  completed.    Backfilling  of  the  north  and  south  abutments  is  in  progress. 
Work  also  continued  on  the  finish  grading  for  pouring  the  invert  of  the  concrete 
section  of  the  conduit. 

Canyon  Penstock 

Work  continues  on  drilling  and  excavating  for  Anchor  No.  3  on  a  two-shift  basis, 
constructing  access  road  to  Anchor  Wo.  U  and  hauling  spoil,  and  the  placing  of  rein- 
forcing steel  and  concrete  for  the  base  slabs. 

In  the  bifurcation  area,  work  was  completed  on  the  torquing  and  pressure  testing  of 
the  joints  and  couplings.    Coupling  covers  were  installed  and  filled  with  urethane 
foam.    VJork  is  in  progress  on  the  installation  of  concrete  forms  and  the  pouring 
of  the  concrete  encasement  in  this  area. 

Drilling  and  grouting  operations  for  the  prestressed  anchor  tendons  were  resumed 
after  a  short  shutdown  period  caused  by  a  required  revision  in  procedure. 

Q* Shaughnessy  Dam  Powerplant 

Six  bids  were  received  on  March  10,  I966  for  Hetch  Hetchy  Contract  Wo.  376,  Con- 
struction of  O'Shaughnessy  Dam  Powerplant  and  Related  Work.    The  low  bid  of  $^77,777, 
submitted  by  the  S  &  Q  Construction  Co.  of  South  San  Francisco,  considerably  exceeded 
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the  Engineer's  estimate  of  $300,000.    The  high  bid  was  $619,000.    Since  the  high  cost 
would  result  in  an  inadequate  rate  of  return  on  the  capital  investment  for  this  power- 
plant,  all  bids  were  rejected. 

This  project  contemplated  the  use  of  fish  release  waters,  which  otherwise  would  be 
wasted,  to  generate  additional  power, 

AIRPORT  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 
Alterations  to  Central  Terminal 

Work  continued  on  the  demolition  of  existing  floor  slab  for  the  new  baggage  conveyor 
system  for  Delta  and  National  Air  Lines.    Other  work  in  progress  includes  painting 
in  the  South  Lobby  and  baggage  area  in  the  ground  floor,  installation  of  drains, 
vent  piping  and  light  fixtures. 

Central  Terminal  Building  -  Signs 

Installation  of  signs  over  the  Pacific  Southwest  Airlines  and  Pacific  Airlines 
counters  and  in  escalator  lobby  was  completed. 

Outbound  Baggage  Conveyors ,  Central  Terminal 

V/ork  has  been  suspended  pending  completion  of  floor  openings  for  baggage  systems  No, 
3  and  h  by  another  contractor. 

Additions  to  Baggage  Conveyor  System,  South  Terminal 

Change-over  from  existing  baggage  system  No.  1  to  baggage  system  No.  10  for  American 
Airlines  was  completed.    Alterations  to  system  No.  10  were  completed  and  the  system 
was  placed  in  operation.    Further  work  is  suspended  until  modification  of  contract 
is  certified. 

Pier  FF 

Concrete  work  for  the  upper  level  slab  was  completed. 
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Approach  Light  Trestle  for  Runvay  28L 

The  contractor  is  framing  pile  caps  aiid  installing  walkway  stringers. 
Extension  of  Taxiway  R 

The  contractor  continues  to  shape  and  compact  subgrade  for  the  taxiway. 
Concrete  Curbs  &  Landscapinr;  for  Parking  Lots  1  &  2 

The  special  concrete  curbs  around  Parking  Lot  1  have  been  completed.  The  contractor 
continued  forming  and  placing  concrete  for  the  curbs  around  Lot  2. 

Service  Road  in  Terminal  Apron 

Cement-treated  base  and  curing  coat  for  the  road  were  placed. 
Approach  Road  Signing 

The  installation  of  new  sign  and  alterations  of  existing  signs  was  completed,  except 
for  work  to  be  done  under  modifications. 

Additions  to  12-kv  Electric  Service 

Installation  of  automatic  equipment  at  Station  A  continues. 
Industrial  Wastes 

The  North  Oxidation  Pond  has  been  performing  very  well  this  past  month.    V7ith  the 
warm  weather  during  the  week  of  March  21  -  25,  the  algae  in  the  pond  increased 
tremendously,  thereby  providing  an  abundant  supply  of  oxygen  for  the  oxidation  of 
the  industrial  wastes.    Plans  and  specifications  are  being  prepared  for  the  South 
Oxidation  Pond  located  in  the  area  between  Runway  IR  and  Millbrae  Canal,    Our  con- 
sultants, Metcalf  &  Eddy,  have  completed  their  study  on  "Sewage  and  Industrial 
Wastes  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport"  and  copies  of  the  report  are  ready 
for  distribution.    Replies  have  been  received  from  Airport  tenants  concerning  their 
cooperation  in  improving  the  waste  waters  being  discharged  by  them.    Staff  inspect- 
ions of  tenant  facilities  and  monitoring  of  the  waste  water  are  continuing.  Tenant 
cooperation  has  been  very  good. 
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Proposed  Airport  Bond  Issue 

Staff  members  attended  meetings  with  Airport  Management  and  planning  consultants ,  and 
assembled  Airport  Department  report  for  April  5  presentation  to  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission, 


Heliport 

Final  report  on  the  "Downtown  San  Francisco  Heliport"  was  submitted  to  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  in  cooperation  with  the  Airport  Department.    A  public  hearing 
on  the  proposed  site  at  First  and  Mission  Streets,  Transbay  Transit  Terminal,  was 
held  on  March  15,  1966  in  conjunction  with  the  City  Planning  Commission. 

Application  for  "Notice  of  Landing  Area"  on  the  Embarcadero  between  Green  and  Union 
Streets  has  been  submitted  to  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency.    This  is  a  possible 
interim  site  for  a  heliport  pending  further  developments.

General  Manap:er  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Itens : 

Mr.  Finn,  Acting  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  inforned 
the  Coiii'-iission  that  as  a  result  of  the  telegran  sent  last 
Friday,  both  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts  voted 
to  apply  to  the  Federal  Pov/er  Coniiission  for  a  further  50-day 
extension  to  the  Federal  Power  Goi-imission '  s  order  requiring 
the  acceptance  of  the  license  to  construct  the  New  Don  Pedro 
project  by  May  1,  1966, 

Mr.  Finn  explained  that  the  Districts'   attorney  is  in  the 
process  of  naking  an  application  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  next 
week  City  and  the  Districts  will  know  if  the  extension  has  been 
granted. 


Mr,  Finn  then  summarized  a  letter  addressed  to  CoLiriission  Pres- 
ident Oliver  M.  Rousseau  fron  Senator  J.  Eugene  McAteer  ex- 
pressing his  concern  that  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  program 
being  conducted  in  San  Francisco  excluded  alien  youths. 
Senator  McAteer  enclosed  a  copy  of  an  Attorney  General's  opinion 
which  held  that  eiiploynent  of  alien  youths  was  permissible 
despite  language  in  cert  dn  state  codes. 

Mr.  Finn  inforned  the  CoLimission  that  staff  was  aware  of  the 
problem  and  was  seeking  an  answer  fron  the  City  Attorney  when 
it  v/as  learned  the  Attorney  General  had  ruled.     Upon  advice 
of  the  City  Attorney,  staff  was  awaiting  receipt  of  the  At- 
torney General's  opinion. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  asked  Mr.  Finn  to  reply  to  the  Senator's 
letter  and  inform  the  Senator  the  matter  was  being  referred 
to  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities. 

Mr.  Finn  then  went  on  to  explain  that  the  School  District  under 
the  NYC  progr-on  had  hired  some  alien  youths  whose  pay  was  being 
held.     He  pointed  out  that  the  Public  Utilities  Comiission  had 
not,  as  yet,  hired  any  alien  youths  in  its  NYC  program. 

Cormissioner  White  asked  that  in  view  of  the  Attorney  General's 
opinion  what  would  happen  to  the  wages  due  the  dozen  or  so 
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yoimgsters  who  were  released  fron  the  School  Departnent's  pro- 
gran  and  not  paid. 

Mr.  Bourne  advised  the  Comiiission  that  they  were  entitled  to 
the  money. 

Mr.  Finn  assured  the  Comnission  the  entire  subject  would  be 
taken  up  with  the  City  Attorney  and  his  advice  sought  as  to 
the  effect  of  the  Attorney  General's  opinion  upon  the  NYC 
program  being  conducted  by  the  Public  Utilities  Coi-Uiission.

Municipal  Railway  monthly  report  was  presented  by  Wesley  R. 
Mason,  Acting  General  Manager,  Municipal  Transit  System. 


Roll  Call: 

Commissioner  White  complim.ented  Mr.  Robert  Roser^  and  his  crew 
at  the  Airport  for  their  fine  work  in  cleaning  the  plastic 
grillwork  in  the  foyer  of  the  Central  Terminal  Building, 

He  also  stated  that  last  week  he  had  been  invited,  after  being 
present  at  the  Muni  Man  of  the  Month  ceremonies,  to  visit  the 
Elkton  Shops.     He  commented  on  the  antiquated  buildings  and 
machinery  and  then  commended  the  craftsmen  employed  there  for 
their  ability  to  turn  out  such  workmanlike  Jobs  under  such  con- 
ditions.     He  suggested  that  staff  investigate  the  possibility 
of  City  participating  in  statu  or  federal  programs  which  dis- 
tribute machine  tools  to  local  political  entities  at  low  cost. 
Commissioner  White  stated  that  despite  its  age  and  condition, 
Elkton  is  a  complete  shop  with  the  exception  of  a  foundry.  It 
was  the  opinion  of  some  of  the  foremen  that  with  a  foundry, 
a  much  more  efficient  30b  could  be  done  -  especially  the  manu- 
facture of  parts  for  cable  cars, 

Comriissioner  Greenberg  pointed  out  that  the  foundry  at  Elkton, 
at  the  time  it  was  closed,  was  an  inefficient  and  costly  opera^ 
tion,     It  was  cheaper,   said  Mr.  Greenberg,  to  buy  castings 
even  those  for  cable  cars  than  to  manufacture  them,  in  the 
foundry  at  Elkton, 

CoLimissioner  Stack  then  complimented  Mr.  Fred  Miller,  Super- 
intendent of  Equipment,  for  keeping  the  buses  and  trolley 
coaches  neat  and  clean.     Being  the  first  to  complain  about 
dirty  coaches,  Comr.iissioner  Stack  said  he  also  wished  to  be 
the  first  to  let  the  men  in  the  equipment  division  know  that 
their  good  v7ork  is  being  observed  and  appreciated. 


Commissioner  Stack  informed  staff  that  an  attorney  in  San  Mateo 
County  had  telephoned,  informing  him  that  the  State  Highway  Com- 
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nission  had  filed  an  action  in  condennation  for  the  Jiinipero 
Serra  Freeway,  along  La  Canada,  north  of  Woodside.     The  action 
was  filed  with  a  private  citizen  listed  as  the  first  defendant, 

Connissicner  Stack  thought  the  City  could  be  involved  and  asked 
if  the  City  Attorney  was  faniliar  with  such  a  filing. 

Mr.  Bourne  said  he  had  heard  nothing  yet,  but  that  Deputy  City 
Attorney  Jerone  Cohen,  who  was  assigned  the  Junipero  Serra  prob- 
len,  would  investigate. 

Mr.  Finn  asked  Mr.  Bourne  to  do  this  iimediately  so  that  Mr.  Carr, 
who  is  in  Washington,  D.  C. ,  night  be  alerted  if  necessary.

MUNICIPAL  RAILWAY  MONTHLY  REPORT  -  2  April  19,  1966 

REVENUE  AND  EXPENDITURES: 

Adult  fare  passenger  revenue  for  the  first  nine  months  of  this  fiscal  year 

was  1.19v    more  than  for  the  corresponding  period  last  year.    Total  revenue 

for  the  period  July  1,  1965  through  March  31,  1966  was  $277,932  more  than 
the  budget  estimate.  Total  expenditures  during  that  period  were  $149,119 
less  than  the  budget  estimate. 


ST.  PATRICK'S  DAY  PARADE : 

The  annual  St.  Patrick's  Day  Parade  was  held  on  Sunday,  March  IZ ,  1966. 
Streetcars  were  turned  back  at  11th  %  Market  and  connections  were  made  with 
shuttle  motor  coach  service.    Market  Street  trolley  and  motor  coaches  were 
rerouted  via  8th  and  via  Mission.    The  parade  was  unusually  long  this  year 
lasting  over  three  hours.    The  Kfunicipal  Railway  motorized  cable  car  was 
entered  as  a  parade  unit. 

EASTER  SUNRISE  SERVICE- -MT.  DAVIDSON: 


In  accordance  with  past  practice,  the  Municipal  Railway  provided  special 
service  for  Easter  Sunday  devotions  at  Mt.  Davidson. 

Newspapers  carried  a  summary  of  the  trips  provided  on  various  lines  connecting 
with  Line  No.  10.     Special  trips  were  operated  via  a  portion  of  Line  No.  10 
from  Forest  Hill  Station  tc  Mt.  Davidson  trail. 

Three  extra  coaches  were  used,  and  patronage  was  very  light.    146  passengers 
were  carried  to  the  foot  of  Mt.  Davidson  trail  at  Juanita  Way,  and  132  used 
the  coaches  for  the  return  trip. 

BALL  PARK  SERVICE : 

8,290  passengers  used  Muni  service  to  the  opening  game  of  the  season  at 
Candlestick  Park  on  Tuesday,  April  12.     100  coaches  were  provided  at  dismissal 
time.    Certain  coaches  made  more  than  one  trip  and  109  loads  were  tallied 
from  the  game. 

By  comparison,  7,455  passengers  were  carried  to  Candlestick  Park  on  the 
opening  day  of  the  season  in  1965. 

The  Muni  Eauipment  Department  made  a  special  effort  to  have  sufficient  coaches 
available  for  the  opening  game  this  year.    The  Transportation  Department 
reports  that  the  service  to  and  from  the  Stadium  was  generally  good.  The 
game  ended  at  3:15  p.m.  and  a  high  percentage  of  transit  users  were  aboard 
coaches  by  3:40  p.m.    The  early  dismissal  was  helpful  in  retting  coaches  into 
their  scheduled  position  on  time  for  afternoon  peak  service  from  downtown 
San  Francisco. 
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5-ALAPM  FIRE: 

On  Friday,  April  8,  1966,  there  was  a  5 -alarm  fire  involving  several  build- 
ings on  Mission,  between  20th  and  21st  Streets.    Police  closed  Mission 
Street,  which  necessitated  rerouting  Mission  Street  inotor  and  trolley  coaches , 
outbound,  from  3:00  a.m.  until  9:37  a.m.  and,  inbound,  froin  3; 10  a.m.  until 
7:05  a.m. 

On  Monday,  April  11,  1966,  the  police  closed  Mission  Street  due  to  the  danger 
of  one  of  the  fire-damaged  buildings  collapsing.    This  necessitated  rerouting 
Mission  Street  motor  and  trolley  coaches  via  South  Van  Ness  Avenue,  between 
16th  and  26th  Streets,  from  6:00  p.m,  until  7:05  a.m.  the  following  m.ornir.g . 

On  April  12,  1966,  the  police  partially  closed  Mission  Street^  which  made  it 
necessary  to  reroute  outbound  trolley  and  motor  coaches  via  South  Van  Ness 
Avenue,  between  16th  and  26th  Streets,  from  7:05  a.m.  until  9:07  a.m.  During 
this  period,  inbound  coaches  were  permitted  to  operate  on  Mission  Street. 
From  9:07  a.m.  until  4:15  p.m.,  both  inbound  and  outbound  Mission  Street 
coaches  were  operated  in  the  inbound  curb  lane  under  control  of  Inspectors. 
From  4:15  p.m.  until  10:12  p.m.,  the  street  was  closed  completely  while  the 
demolition  crews  tore  down  a  dangerous  section  of  the  building.    During  this 
period  coaches  were  rerouted  both  inbound  and  outbound  via  South  Van  Ness 
Avenue . 


SERV ICE  ADJUSTItFNTS: 

The  regular  spring  signup  took  effect  Sunday,  y^pril  10,  1966. 

Three  motor  coaches  are  being  used  experimentally  on  the  J- Line  from  30th 
Street  to  Market  Street,  before  resuming  their  rcrrularly  scheduled  positions 
on  Line  #43  from  Church  ^  Market.    The  additional  motor  coach  trips  are 
operated  in  the  period  between  7:29  and  7*36  a.m.,  and  certain  related 
adjustments  are  made  in  the  headways  of    J'   streetcars  around  that  time. 

TRANSIT  EQUIPMENT: 

Mr.  Fred  Miller,  Equipm.ent  Superintendent,  reports  that  the  backs  of  all 
trolley  coaches  and  about  70%  of  the  motor  coaches  have  been  repainted  to 
improve  their  appearance.    He  also  reports  that  the  interiors  of  67  motor 
coaches  and  34  streetcars  have  been  repainted. 

IMPROVEMENTS  TO  MUNI  PROPERTY: 


Three  new  flag  poles  have  been  installed  on  the  Geary  Street  side  of  the 
Muni  General  Office  Building.    The  location  is  such  that  it  will  facilitate 
raising  and  lowering  the  flags  each  day.    The  single  flag  pole  located  at 
the  peak  of  the  gabled  roof  section  at  Geary      Presidio  will  be  removed  as 
soon  as  oracticable. 
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IMPROVEMENTS  TO  MUNI  PROPERTY:  (Continued) 


The  existing  sign-out  shed  for  Ocean  Division  was  replaced  by  a  newly 
constructed  sign-out  shed  which  v/ill  be  used  by  the  yard  dispatcher  and  for 
the  storage  of  flags. 

Contract  No,  502  for  Reroofing  the  Paint  Shop  has  been  completed.    This  nev/ 
roof  has  been  subjected  to  rainfall  on  a  number  of  occasions  and  has  proven 
satisfactory.    This  is  a  marked  improvement  and  should  eliminate  damage  to 
paint  jobs  in  progress  on  transit  vehicles. 

A  contract  has  been  let  and  work  has  started  for  the  construction  of  a  new 
concrete  drainage  trough  at  the  Ocean  Bus  Yard.    The  trough  is  to  be  used  in 
conjunction  with  the  cleaning  of  sludge  and  grease  from  bus  engine  compart- 
ments.   This  arrangement  will  facilitate  cleaning  eight  buses  at  a  time. 

SANSOME  STREET  SEWER  PROJECT: 


A  contract  has  been  awarded  and  work  is  actually  started  on  the  construction 
of  the  Sansome  Street  Sewer  Relocation  Project.    Trolley  lines  have  been 
moved  and  rearranged  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  construction  work. 

PLATFORM  MANPOWER : 

The  most  recent  report  shows  a  shortage  of  62  platform,  men.

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WASHINGTON,  D,C.   -  The  Ahiericnn  Transit  Association,  throu^li  its  IVashinc^ton  Affairs 
Cornm i 1 1 ee~71iTipcared  recently  before  the  Subcommittee  on  Housing  and  submitted  a 
written  statement  in  favor  of  H.R.   12946  which  extends  the  1964  f^ass  Transit  Act 
for  one  year  with  authorization  for  an  additional  $95  million. 

NFW  YORK,  N.Y.   -  The  New  York  City  Transit  Authority's  dual  radio  system  is  meetinp 
with  success,  according  to  a  report  issued  by  that  system.     The  system,  which  is 
operating  between  125th  Street  and  Bowling  Green  stations  of  the  Cast  Side  IRT, 
functions  in  conjunction  with  a  transit  police  walkie  talkie  network  designed  to 
prevent  crime.     The  cost  was  $750,000  with  the  Federal  Government  providing  $500,537 
under  its  demonstration  grant  program. 

DETROIT,  MICH.   -  Two-way  radios  for  100  Department  of  Street  Railways'  buses  at  a  cost 
of  $149,02T'ha's  been  approved  by  City  Council.     The  bus  radio  system  will  be  operative 
in  about  six  months,  permitting  constant  contact  between  bus  drivers  and  dispatchers. 
If  the  on-board  radios  are  as  effective  as  anticipated,  they  will  be  installed 
eventually  throughout  the  DSR's  1,100  bus  fleet.     The  radios  are  expected  to  improve 
efficiency  and  be  an  important  safety  factor.     Motorola  Communications  and  Flectroni cs , 
Inc.  received  the  contract. 

WASHINGTON,  D.C.   -  More  than  300,000  bus  riders  in  Washington,  D.C.,  took  part  recently 
irTThe  largest  origination  and  destination  bus  passenger  survey  ever  undertaken  in 
this  area.     Within  a  short  period,  each  rider  furnished  facts  on  a  post  card  vital 
to  effective  coordination  of  bus  lines  with  the  future  Washington  subway  and  surface 
rapid  rail  transit  system. 

SACRAMENTO,  CALIF.  -  Assembly  Bill  No.  39,  authored  by  Assemblyman  Tom  Carrel  1  with 
24  coauthors  provTding  for  preliminary  financing  for  the  Los  Angeles  and  San  Diego 
Rapid  Transit  Districts,  has  been  passed  by  the  assembly.    This  measure  authorizes 
the  Boards  of  Supervisors  to  levy  a  one-time,  one-year  vehicle  registration  fee  of 
$1.00  and  to  assess  commercial  parking  lots  S%  of  their  gross  receipts,  also  for 
one  year.     If  these  taxes  fail  to  raise  $3,900,000,  the  supervisors  may  make  up  the 
difference  from  a  property  tax.    The  new  taxes  as  voted  by  the  Boards  of  Supervisors 
would  not  be  effective  until  1967.    The  purpose  of  the  fund  so  raised  is  to  provide 
preliminary  planning  expenses  leading  to  a  bond  issue  for  the  construction  or 
acquisition  of  the  rapid  transit  systems.    A  companion  measure,  AB  38,  sets  up  taxing 
authority  for  building  rapid  transit  systems.     It  authorizes  the  levy  of  supplemental 
taxes  of  $4.00  annual  vehicle  license  fee,  parking  lot  tax  of  five  per  cent  of  gross 
and  business  license  tax  of  2/10  of  one  percent.    The  entire  financing  package,  however, 
must  be  approved  by  60  percent  vote  of  the  people.     It  is  possible  AB  38  may  go  over 
to  the  1967  General  Session. 

SAN  FRANCISCO,  CALIF.  -  Initial  construction  work  got  underway  several  weeks  ago  on 
the  world's  longest  underwater  tunnel,  the  four-mile  Trans-Bay  tube  that  will  serve 
as  a  key  link  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area's  new  75-mile  rail  ranid  transit  network. 

PHILADFLPHIA,  PA.   -  Bargain  fares  at  62  "Operation  Reading"  stations  serving  the 
Philadelphia  suburban  area  will  be  increased  by  five  or  ten  cents  as  part  of  the  new 
fare  schedule  going  into  effect  for  "off  peak  riders"  only.    Commuters  will  not  be 
affected  by  the  change.     Of  the  total  number  of  stations  involved  in  the  18-month 
"Operation  Reading"  experiment,  36  stations  will  not  be  affected  by  the  new  fare 
adjustments,  50  will  have  a  five  cent  fare  increase,  12  will  be  increased  by  10  cents 
and  one  station  will  have  a  five  cent  reduction. 

SAN  BERNARDINO,  CALIF.   -  Frank  K.  King,  Superintendent  of  the  *^an  Bernardino  Municipal 
Transit  System,  has  announced  that  the  Municipal  Transit  System  has  begun  issuing 
S  and  H  Green  Stamps.     One  "Big  Ten"  Green  Stamp  (equaling  ten  individual  stamps) 
is  attached  to  each  strip  of  commuter  tickets  being  sold  by  bus  operators  at  the 
rate  of  five  tickets  for  95  cents. 

OAKLAND,  CALIF.  -  As  a  result  of  a  top-flight  re-engineering  job,  the  Al amcda-Contra 
Costa  Transit  District  has  been  able  to  offer  its  53  million  annual  riders  a  new  concept 
of  freeway  travel,  an  articulated  bus  which  combines  the  luxury  of  train  travel  with  the 
mobility  and  efficiency  of  the  motor  coach.     Introduced  as  a  Freeway  Train,  the  exper- 
imental bus  is  being  used  in  regular  service  on  transbay  lines  between  the  east  side 
of  San  Francisco  Bay  and  San  Francisco.

While  discussing  attendance  of  Public  Utilities  Commission

Mr.  Carr  said  he  and  Mr.  Hansen  discussed  this  subject  with 
a  number  of  operators  at  the  Airport  Operators  Council  meeting. 
He  informed  the  Commission  that  there  will  be  a  conference  on 
airport  noise  in  London,  England,  this  fall. 

President  Rousseau  asked  Mr.  Carr  to  look  in  the  London 
conference  and  other  international  meetings  on  noise  and  report 
back  to  the  Commission. 

Commenting  on  the  Commission's  approval  of  tenant  work  by 
Pacific  Airlines,  consisting  of  site  work,  paving  and  drainage 
on  Plot  11,  Mr.  Carr  said  this  was  the  first  step  preliminary  to 
construction  of  a  large  installation. 

Responding  to  Mr.  Carr's  question,  Mr.  Frye  said  the  San 
Antonio-Calaveras  Water  Filtration  Plant  will  be  operable  about 
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the  middle  of  next  month.     Since  this  is  the  first  filtration 
plant  in  100  years  of  operation,  a  dedicatory  ceremony  is  being 
planned.

GENERAL  MANAGER  OF  PUBLIC  UTILITIES  CALENDAR  : 

Mr.  Carr  commenting  on  the  New  Don  Pedro  Dam  and  the  Fourth 
Agreement  said  he  had  received  a  draft  of  the  Fourth  Agreement 
about  two  weeks  ago. 

Upon  a  quick  review  by  Mr.  Dwyer,  it  appears  the  amount  of 
money  required    from  San  Francisco  was  about  ^400.000  more  than  is 
available  under  the  bond  issue.     Mr.  Carr  said  he  had  not  had  time 
for  a  really  careful  analysis  but,  offhand,  it  was  his  belief 
that  the  City  could  handle  this  additional  cost  if  another  factor 
proved  out.     Mr.  Dwyer  is  now  making  an  analysis  of  the  Fourth 
Agreement . 

In  view  of  these  factors,  the  Districts  were  asked  if  they 
would  request  a  30  day  delay  from  the  Federal  Power  Commission. 
Mr.  Carr  said  the  Commission  had  received  a  copy  of  a  letter 
sent  by  the  Districts'   attorney  stating  that  the  Districts  had 
been  granted  an  extension  of  time  until  June  1  for  acceptance  of 
the  Federal  Power  Commission  license  to  construct  the  Don  Pedro 
Dam.     This  delay  will  give  thirty  days  time  for  the  Commission's 
review  and  action  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco. 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  basic  problem  seems  to  be  City's  share 
of  the  cost  and  the  action  to  be  taken  by  each  party  if  the  bids 
should  come  in  an  excess  of  the  monies  available. 

Mr.  Carr  next  reported  on  the  problem  which  arose  between 
the  airlines  and  Barrett  Transportation  Company.  Apparently, 
said  Mr.  Carr,  when  the  airlines  ceased  to  weigh  baggage  and 
accepted  two  pieces  per  passenger  without  regard  to  weight,  Mr. 
Edmund  Barrett  of  Barrett  Transportation  Company  objected  to 
accepting  baggage  on  this  basis.     He  continued  to  weigh  it  in 
accordance  with  his  State  Public  Utilities  Commission  approved 
tariff,  charged  one  cent  per  pound  for  all  baggage  over  50  pounds 
per  passenger. 

As  a  result,  baggage  has  been  failing  to  make  connections 
with  airline  flights.     The  airlines  have  now  requested  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  to  intercede. 
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While  in  Washington,  Mr.  Carr   s^id,  he  sent  a  wire  to  Dr. 
Barrett  asking  that  he  return  to  the  old  basis  of  handling  bag- 
gage for  60  days  until  the  attorneys  could  work  out  an  agreement. 
Mr.  Carr  said  he  was  informed  the  attorneys  got  together  and 
sent  an  agreement  to  Dr.  Barrett  but  he  did  not  execute  it, 

Mr.  Carr  said  that  this  was  basically  a  problem  between 
Barrett  and  the  airlines.     The  Public  Utilities  Commission  is 
not  a  part  of  the  altercation.     The  Commission's  interest  lies 
in  their  responsibility  to  obtain  good  service  for  airport  pass- 
engers.    Mr.  Carr  told  the  Commission  that  he  had  informed  both 
sides  that  he  was  confident  the  Commission  would  direct  him  to 
take  every  possible  action  to  ensure  protection  of  the  public 
interest.     In  reply  to  a  question  from  the  Commission,  William 
"C.  Bourne,  Public  Utilities  counsel,  stated  that  his  office 
would  have  to  study  the  problem  very  carefully  before  they  would 
be  in  a  position  to  give  advice.     The  problem  is  hazy  because 
there  appears  to  be  some  kind  of  understanding  between  Barrett 
and  the  airlines  relative  to  baggage  handling. 

Mr.  Carr  mentioned  that  while  in  Washington  he  became 
av/are  that  there  are  certain  grants  and  aids  available  for  the 
Water  Department.     He  stated  that  he  was  investigating  the  avail- 
ability of  said  grants  and  thought  that  they  might  offer  funds 
which  could  reduce  the  costs  of  programs  underway  now,  such  as 
the  Don  Pedro  Dam  Project. 

In  reference  to  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway,  Mr.  Carr  said 
that  he  has  asked  the  City  Attorney's  office  to  prepare  another 
brief  bringing  up  to  -date  the  status  of  the  problem  between  City 
and  the  State  Highway  Division.     Mr.  Carr  said  he  had  the  privilege 
of  consulting  with  Under  Secretary  of  Commerce,  Alan  S.  Boyd, 
while  in  Washington.     Mr.  Boyd  asked  Mr.  Carr  to  deliver  as  much 
information  as  possible  -  as  rapidly  as  possible  -  because  he, 
Mr.  Boyd,  was  anxious  to  resolve  the  problem. 

Upon  request  of  the  Mayor  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commis- 
sion should  take  over  responsibility  of  determining  the  feasibil- 
ity of  modern  water  transportation  service  to  Marin  County,  Mr. 
Carr  said  he  met  with  representatives  of  the  Department  of  Com- 
merce while  in  Washington.     The  Commerce  Department  representatives 
indicated  they  would  be  receptive  to  an  application  for  a  federal 
grant  for  a  feasibility  study.     He  said  he  hoped  to  have  an  item 
on  next  week's  calendar  for  a  petition  to  the  Supervisors  to  file 
a  petition  for  a  federal  grant. 

As  a  result  of  the  Airport  Operators  Council  meeting,  Mr. 
Carr  was  directed  by  Mr.  Pat  Combs,  President,  and  Mr.  Tom 
Burnard,  Executive  Vice  President,  to  form  a  subcommittee  of 
the  Legislative  Committee  of  the  Airport  Operators  Council,  to 
draft  an  entire  new  proposal  for  aid  to  airports.     This  is  to  be 
done  within  the  next  few  months  so  the  entire  question  of  federal 
aid  to  airports  can  be  submitted  to  Congress. 

Mr.  Hansen  then  made  some  brief  remarks  on  the  Airport 
Operators  Council  meeting,  saying  it  was  an  intensified  workshop 
type  of  discussion,  covering  a  wide  variety  of  subjects  -  cargo 
developments,  capital  financing,  etc.,  all  of  which  were  of 
great  interest  to  San  Francisco. 

DEPARTMENTAL  REPORT: 

The  Water  Department  report  was  submitted  by  Arthur  H.  Frye , 
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Jr.,  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  San  Francisco  Water 
Department • 

ROLL  CALL: 

Commissioner  White  read  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Bertken,  the 
wife  of  Red  Bertken,  a  retired  Hetch  Hetchy  employee.  Mrs. 
Bertken' s  letter  suggested  that  pamphlets  be  enclosed  in  the 
mailings  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  bills,  informing 
San  Francisco  consumers  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy' s  water  and  supply 
project,  pointing  out  that  it  is  self-supporting  and  of  great 
benefit  to  the  citizens  of  the  City. 

Mr.  Carr,  commenting  on  Mrs.  Bertken 's  letter  and  Com- 
missioner White's  remarks, stated  that  he  had  discussed  this 
previously  and  requested  funds  to  do  exactly  as  Mrs.  Bertken 
and  Commissioner  White  suggested  but  they  have  been  eliminated 
from  past  budgets.  He  is  hopeful  funds  will  be  made  available 
for  promotion  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  project  not  only  by  mailings, 
but  by  movies  and  other  media  to  inform  people  about  the  water 
and  power  system. 

SPECIAL  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  -  3:00  P.m. 

Presentation  of  progress  report  on  the  transit  study  being 
conducted  for  the  Northern  California  Transit  Demonstration 
Project,  and  consideration  of  proposal  of  Municipal  Railway  Bond 
Issue  in  the  amount  of  million. 

Mr,  Carr  said  that  Mayor  Shelley  was  delayed  and  that  the 
Mayor  had  requested  that  the  Commission  proceed  with  Mr.  Curtin's 
presentation  of  his  progress  report  and  the  proposed  Municipal 
Railway  Bond  Issue. 

Mr.  Carr  passed  out  a  booklet  on  the  proposed  bond  issue 
for  improvements  of  the  Municipal  Railway.     He  said  that  the 
proposed  bond  issue  was  in  amount  of  %96.3  million.     There  was 
one  alternative  felt  worthy  of  consideration,  according  to  Mr. 
Carr  -  this  requires  funds  of  iji52.9  million  but  was  not  being 
recommended  for  consideration  because  of  Mayor  Shelley's  objec- 
tive to  provide  a  modern  urban  transit  system  for  San  Francisco 
and  for  every  citizen  of  San  Francisco  to  be  home  in  20  minutes. 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  that  the  $96»3  million  bond  issue 
would  increase  the  tax  rate  in  an  amount  which  he  believed 
the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  would  be  willing  to  pay.  This 
amount  would  add  36.5  cents  per  year  to  the  tax  rate  for  a  period 
of  20  years.     The  alternative  proposal  which  is  not  being 
recommended  of  S59-2  million  would  bring  this  increase  tax  rate 
down  to  23.13  cents. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  felt  certain  that  the  people  of  San  Fran- 
cisco are  prepared  to  pay  the  13*5  cents  extra  in  order  to  have 
a  first  class,  modern  transit  system  instead  of  a  second  rate 
system.     Mr.  Carr  said  he  was  recommending  the  t'96.5  million  bond 
issue,  which  is  the  first  phase  of  a  broader  program  which  will 
be  explained  in  detail  by  Mr.  Curtin. 

Mr.  Carr  expressed  to  Mr.  Curtin,  Mr.  E.  Sam  Davis,  Mr. 
Bill  Stokes  of  BART  and  Ken  Hensel  of  Alameda-Contra  Costa  Transit 
system, his  appreciation  because,  with  their  cooperation,  they 
have  permitted  the  NCTDP  to  place  early  emphasis  on  the  Municipal 
Railway's  problems,  so  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
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could  prepare  a  bond  issue  and  present  it  to  the  people  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  within  legal  deadlines.  He 
then  told  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  that  the  President  of 
the  United  States  and  Congress  were  extremely  conscious  of  the 
need  of  revitalized  urban  transportation  systems. 

Mr.  Carr  felt  that  under  the  program  being  advanced  for  the 
Municipal  Railway,  there  is  an  excellent  possibility  of  obtaining 
federal  grants  as  high  as  66-2/5  for  certain  parts  of  the  project 

Mr.  Carr  said  that  if  City  proceeds  in  the  manner  recommend 
ed,  the  stage  can  be  set  for  a  program  where  San  Francisco  will 
be  eligible  for  a  large  amount  of  federal  aid  for  urban  trans- 
portation.   He  said  he  did  not  hesitate  for  the  reasons  pointed 
out  a  month  ago  by  Commissioner  Lapin,  to  ask  for  federal  aid. 
The  San  Francisco  Bay  Area,  particularly  San  Francisco,  is  an 
area  of  high  income  and  taxes  paid  to  the  Federal  Government, 
which  make  federal  grants  in  aid  possible,  come  largely  from 
areas  like  San  Francisco. 

Mr.  Carr  commended  Simpson  &  Curtin,  Kaiser  and  FMC  for 
the  enthusiastic  work  they  have  done  in  the  transit  study.  He 
then  had  the  representatives  of  Kaiser  show    some  drawings  of 
the  proposed  cable  car  restoration.     Commissioner  Lapin  asked 
the  time  in  which  it  was  proposed  for  the  construction,  better- 
ments and  extensions  of  the  bond  issue.     Mr.  Carr  stated  a 
six  year  program  was  being  proposed.     Debt  retirement  would 
spread  over  a  period  of  15  years  based  on  a  4%  interest  rate, 
which  admittedly  was  a  conservative  estimate, 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  that  naturally  the  monies  would  not 
all  be  expended  at  once  nor  would  the  bonds  all  be  sold  at  once. 
As  the  program  of  improvements  are  started  there  will  be  oppor- 
tunities to  meet  with  the  Federal  Government  and  work  out  arrange 
ments  for  federal  grants. 

Mr.  Carr  then  introduced  John  Curtin  of  the  firm  of  Simpson 
and  Curtin.    Mr,  Curtin  spoke  briefly  of  his  appearances'bef ore 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  during  which  time  he  outlined 
the  study  of  the  Municipal  Railway  needs  and  the  general  poor 
condition  of  the  equipment  and  properties.     He  said  that  San 
Francisco  was  to  be  commended  for  its  high  transit  riding  habit, 
which  was  second  in  the  United  States  behind  the  city  of  New 
York.     This  high  riding  habit  has  been  maintained  despite  oper- 
ating with  some  of  the  poorest  equipment  in  the  country.  Mr. 
Curtin  advised  the  Commission  that  he  and  his  associates  took 
advantage  of  the  technology  that  was  developed  in  the  trans- 
portation industry  over  the  past  decades,  used  computers  to 
formulate  information,  worked  with  two  associate  firms  -  Kaiser 
and  Food  Machinery  Company  -  to  bring  these  NCTDP  studies  to',  the 
point  where  he  could  present  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
a  definite  program  for  urban  rapid  transportation  for  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco.     Basically  the  goal  of  the  program 
was  20  minute  travel  time  from  the  downtown  business  core  to 
home  for  all  San  Franciscans. 

Mr.  Curtin  then  presented  his  alternate  rapid  transit 
plan  for  San  Francisco.     Basically  the  comprehensive  transit 
plan  consisted  of  a  four-prong  rapid  transit  network.  This 
system  consisted  of  four  rapid  transit  lines,  including  the  BART 
operation  now  under  construction  which  serves  the  Mission 
Corridor  and  extends  southerly  to  Daly  City;  a  rapid  transit 
for  the  Twin  Peaks  tunnel  and  west  of  Twin  Peaks  as  far  south 
as  19th  Avenue  and  Holloway;  a  rapid  transit  service  for  the 
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Richmond  District  as  well  as  a  rapid  transit  service  for  the 
Sunset  District  and  the  Bayview  Corridor.     Mr.  Curtain  them  pre- 
sented a  sketch  showing  the  proposed  rapid  transit  system,  ex- 
plained each,  showing  the  proposed  routes,  stations,  time  zones, 
etc.     The  Richmond  rapid  transit  line  would  consist  of  a  rapid 
transit  line  under  Post  Street  and  Geary  Boulevard,  extending 
from  Market  and  Montgomery  Streets  to  45th  Avenue.     This  align- 
ment would  not  only  serve  the  Outer  Richmond,  Richmond  and 
Western  addition  Districts  but  also  provide  a  future  connection 
for  BARTD  to  Marin  County. 

Mr.  Curt in  pointed  out  that  several  alternatives  could  be 
considered: 

1)  High-platform  rail  transit  vehicles  in  tunnel  for  the 
entire  route; 

2)  Modernized  streetcars  in  tunnel  under  Post  Street 
and  sections  of  Geary  Boulevard  with  aerial  structure 
for  the  outer  portion  of  the  line; 

5)    Underground  busway  operation  from  Masonic  Avenue  to 
Montgomery  and  Market  Streets,  with  a  short  extension 
up  Montgomery  to  California  Street. 

Sunset  rapid  would  consist  of  a  rail  rapid  transit  l.ine  under 
Market  Street,  branching  west  of  Duboce  Avenue  continuing  through 
Sunset  tunnel  and  beyond  to  19th  Avenue. 

Twin  Peaks  rapid  transit  would  consjst  of  a  subway  under  Market 
street,  connecting  to  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel,  then  continuing  to  St. 
Francis  Circle  as  provided  for  under  BARTD  construction  program, 
Mr.  Carr  said  it  was  then  proposed  to  extend  this  line  further 
south  to  Stonestown  p-ist  San  Francisco  State  College. 

Mission  would  be  served  by  the  rapid  transit  facility  under 
construction  by  BARTD  under  Market  Street,  continuing  down 
Mission  Street  and  Southern  Freeway  to  Daly  City. 

In  addition  to  these  lines,  improved  bus  rapid  transit  would 
be  operated  in  the  Bayview  Corridor  over  the  James  Lick  and 
Southern  Embarcadero  Freeways. 

Much  of  surface  transit  would  be  utilized  to  provide  fast  and 
direct  connections  to  rapid  transit  trunk  lines  in  each  corridor. 
Several  existing  crosstown  routes  and  arterial  surface  routes 
would  be    retained  to  accomodate  intermediate  travel. 

According  to  Mr.  Curtin  the  cost  of  the  entire  comprehensive 
program  was  estimated  at  a  figure  from  ;r310  to   S595  million 
depending  upon  the  alternatives  finally  adopted.     The  program 
is  designed  for  eligibility  for  Federal  aid  under  the  Urban 
Mass  Transit  Act.     Each  of  the  •components  of  this  program  is  a 
modernization  of  the  Muni  system  which,  in  Mr.  Curt in 's  opinion, 
would  fall  squarely  within  the  specifications  of  the  Mass  Transit 
Act. 

Mr.  Curtin  said,  in  order  to  expedite  the  granting  of 
Federal  assistance  and  initiate  the  whole  program,  his  firm 
was  urging  a  first  phase  of  capital  improvement  which  would 
do  three  things : 
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1)  Correct  existing  def iciences ; 

2)  Start  the  major  modernization  program  to 
maximize  the  advantages  that  will  flow 
from  BARTD  construction,  particularly  the 
provision  for  the  Twin  Peaks  Rapid  Transit, 
90%  of  which  BARTD  will  build. 

5)  Provide  the  basis  for  matching  federal  funds 

Commenting  on  the  BARTD  plans  for  the  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel, 
Mr.  Curtin  said  it  would  be  a  shame  not  to  extend  the  line  to 
San  Francisco  State  College  and  put  in  the  proper  type  of  equip- 
ment -  fast,  modern,  comfortable  rapid  transit  cars. 

Mr.  Curtin  then  explained  the  details  of  the  first  phase 
of  the  modernization  program  which  would  be  accomplished  by 
a  proposed  S96.5  million  Bond  Issue. 

The  Bond  Issue  would  encompass  the  following: 

1)  100  rail  rapid  transit  cars,  660  motor 
coaches,  I50  trolley  coaches  at  a  cost  of 
S^1,0^0,000; 

2)  Extension  of  the  Powell  street  Cable  Car 
Line  to  Fisherman's  Wharf;  the  California 
Cable  Car  Line  to  Ferry  Park;  improvements 
to  Cable  Car  ways  and  structures;  restora- 
tion of  the  Washington-Mason  Cable  Car 
Barn  and  construction  of  five  additional 
cable  cars  -  all  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
S2, 800, 000; 

3)  Construction  of  a  rapid  transit  extension 
(tunnel)  from  St.  Francis  Circle  to  San 
Francisco  State  College  at  19th  and  Holloway; 
paving  and  re finishing  the  Sunset  Tunnel  for 
Joint  bus  and  rail  operation;  modernization 
of  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel  -  all  with  a  cost 
figure  of  S32,590,000; 

^)  Shops,  yards  and  garages  and  necessary 
equipment  are  estimated  at  $17,800,000; 

5)  Fare  collection  equipment  for  rapid  transit 
stations  and  surface  vehicles  at  1i)l ,  500 ,000 ; 

6)  Radio  and  telemetry  equipment  for  rapid 
transit  cars,  coaches  and  buses  at  $970,000. 

Mr.  Curtin  said  he  was  not  recommending  air  conditioning 
for  buses  (ii'2 ,865 ,000)  because  San  Francisco  is  a  naturally 
air  conditioned  city  and  because  motor  coaches  cannot  operate 
efficiently  over  the  City's  grades  when  equipped  with  air 
conditioners  as  presently  designed. 

From  the  standpoint  of  amenities,  these,  said  Mr.  Curtin, 
have  been  very  carefully  considered.     The  program  as  designed 
would  not  involve  the  dislocation  of  homes  or  stores  -  it  would 
not  remove  any  property  from  the  tax  rolls. 

Commission  President  Oliver  M.  Rousseau  then  asked  Mr. 
Curtin  to  explain  the  relationship  between  the  Bond  Issue  and 
Federal  aid. 

Mr.  Curtin  replied  that  at  this  point  there  is  no  guarantee 
of  Federal  aid.     The  proposed  Bond  Issue  would  be  funded  in  its 
entirety  by  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco.     If  approved,  remarked

hr,  Curtin,  it  is  Mr.  Carr's  intention  to  request  Federal  aid  for 
as  much  as  can  be  allotted  to  San  Francisco.     Federal  aid  could 
run  from  S5  million  to  as  much  as  ^200  million.     However,  Mr. 
Curtin  felt  that  San  Francisco  might  not  obtain  all  of  S200 
million  to  match  the  $96,3  million. 

Mr.  Carr  then  emphasized  the  need  to  move  boldly.  Today 
the  Federal  Government  is  placing  more  and  more  emphasis  on 
public  works.     The  urban  community  is  now  being  recognized  by 
the  Federal  Government  as  being  geared  closely  to  the  preserva- 
tion of  property  and  tax  revenue.     Cities  are  where  75%  of 
the  American  people  live. 

At  4:00  p.m.  a  short  recess  was  taken. 

The  meeting  resumed  at  4; 20  p.m.     At  this  point  Commission 
Vice  President,  Thomas  P.  White,  expressed  his  concern  about 
service  to  Bayview,  Hunters  Point  and  Visitacion  Valley. 

Mr.  Curtin  said  he  had  touched  upon  this  service  but  again 
outlined  the  Bayview  Corridor  service.     Mr.  Curtin  said  rapid 
transit  bus  service  with  modern  "new  look"  coaches  would  be 
provided.     These  coaches  would  utilize  the  excellent  roadways 
to  be  provided  by  the  Southern  Embarcadero  and  James  Lick  Free- 
ways . 

Commissioner  Lapin  then  commented  upon  the  effect  of  peak 
traffic  on  this  service,     Mr.  Curtin  went  on  to  explain  that  his 
origin  and  destination  studies  showed  that  the  destinations  of 
the  residents  of  this  area  were  more  diversified.     The  travel 
from  home  to  work  was  not  confined  to  the  downtown  central 
business  core  as  is  the  case  in  the  west  of  Twin  Peaks,  Sunset, 
Richmond  and  Western  Addition  areas. 

In  a  reply  to  Commissioner  Stack,  Mr.  Curtin  said  that 
specifications  had  not  as  yet  been  fixed  re  track  gauge.  It 
was  Mr.  Curtin' s  expressed  feeling  that  if  rapid  transit  cars 
are  used  in  the  Richmond  corridor,  the  bore  of  the  tunnel  and 
track  gauge  should  be  compatible  with  those  of  the  Bay  Area 
Rapid  Transit  District.     In  Twin  Peaks  the  width  of  the  cars 
must  be  confined  to  9  feet. 

Commissioner  Stack  urged  that  the  capital  expenditure 
program  under  the  bond  issue  be  accelerated  during  the  fiscal 
year  196?  to  obtain  as  many  motor  coaches  as  possible  as  quickly 
as  possible. 

Mr.  Curtin  agreed  that  1967  would  be  a  critical  year  for 
Muni  because  of  the  proposed  construction  by  BART  which  would 
disrupt  the  existing  service. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  asked  for  the  timetable  for  the 
first  phase  of  the  program.     The  need  is  now,  stated  Mr.  Curtin. 
It  should  all  be  done  by  1975«     With  prospects  of  Federal  aid 
monies  it  should  be  committed  by  the  end  of  1970  advised  Mr. 
Curtin. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  then  inquired  about  the  deadline  for 
submission  to  the  Capital  Improvement  Advisory  Committee, 

Mr,  Carr  told  the  Commission  that  both  the  Airport  and 
Railway  Bond  Issue  must  be  submitted  for  review  by  the  Advisory 
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Committee  not  later  than  May  11,  1966.     The  basic  decision  on 
both  Bond  Issues  should  be  made  by  the  meeting  of  May  5,  1966. 
This,  however,  should  not  prevent  the  Commission  from  refining 
the  program  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  finally  acts.  If 
matching  Federal  funds  are  obtained  in  the  next  couple  of  years, 
there  might  be  some  revisions. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  if  City  was  fortunate  enough  to 
obtain  50%  matching  funds  on  rolling  stock  which  would  amount 
to  some  U20,5  million,  could  parts  of  the  comprehensive  plan 
be  fitted  into  the  S96.5  million  expenditure.  Mr.  Carr  said  he 
expected  that  it  would  be  possible. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  complimented  Mr.  Curtin  and  his 
staff  and  Mr.  Carr  and  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  staff 
for  a  fine  and  able  presentation.     Commissioner  White  then 
remarked  that  he  was  of  a  mind  to  get  the  "show  on  the  road." 
For  six  months  Mr.  Curtin,  Mr.  E.  Sam  Davis  and  their  associates, 
Mr.  Carr  and  his  staff  have  held  many  meetings  on  the  Northern 
California  Transit  Demonstration  Project  and  the  Bond  Issue  now 
proposed  for  the  Municipal  Railway.     Mr.  Curtin  has  faithfully 
attended  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  meetings  at  least  once 
a  month  during  the  six  month  period,  said  Mr.  White.     The  Com- 
mission has  been  well  informed,  the  desperate  need  of  the  Municip- 
al Railway  for  equipment  and  other  capital  improvements  have  been 
well  documented.     Now  is  the  time  to  move,  said  Commissioner 
'y/hite.     He  then  moved  that  Mr.  Curtin 's  report  be  adopted  and  a 
S96.5  million  Bond  Issue  for  the  Municipal  Railway  be  submitted 
to  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 

Commissioner  Stack  seconded  the  motion.     He  then  commended 
Curtin  and  staff,  as  well  as  Mr.  Carr  and  staff,  for  the  able 
development  of  a  sound  comprehensive  transit  program.

telemetry  equipment;  and  all  appurtenances  and  purchases  of 
equipment  for  the  efficient  functioning  and  operation  of  a 
modern  urban  transit  system. 


Mr.  Carr  said  there  was  one  more  item  of  very  important 
business  -  consideration  of  the  recommendation  for  increase  of 
the  Airport  Bond  Issue  from  S95  million  to  S121  million.  This 
was  made  possible  only  by  a  favorable  tentative  ruling  by  the 
Controller  that  we  could  use  an  18  year  amortization  period 
rather  than  15  years.     In  view  of  the  late  hour,  Mr.  Carr  asked 
the  Commission  to  postpone  discussion  and  action  for  one  week. 

Commissioner  Stack  announced  that  he  had  some  comments 
that  expressed  his  concern  not  only  v/ith  the  construction  program 
but  also  the  construction  timetable,  estimated  growth  factor, 
interest  rates,  etc.     He  urged  tb.-t  the  Bond  Issue  include  funds 
for  filling  the  600  acres  of  land  needed  under  the  ultimate  pro- 
gram.    However,  due  to  the  lateness  of  the  hour  he  would  submit 
his  detailed  remarks  in  writing. 

Mr.  Carr  advised  the  Commission  that  it  was  desired  to 
have  a  Bond  Issue  with  some  flexibility.     The  proposed  Bond  Issue 
is  based  not  only  upon  what  is  needed  but  also  based  upon  what 
San  Francisco  can  afford  to  do.     He  advised  a  conservative 
b'.isinesslike  approach  with  respect  to  the  bonds.

Gentlemen : 

In  accordance  with  Section  121  of  the  Charter,   I  hereby  submit  for 
consideration  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  a  comprehensive 
transit  plan  for  San  Francisco. 

The  plan  contains  the  basis  for  a  $96. 5  million  bond  issue,  pro- 
posed for  presentation  to  the  electorate  on  November  8,   1966,  that 
will  finance  a  six-year  program  for  the  modernization  of  the  San 
Francisco  Municipal  Railway. 

It  is  recommended  that  a  bond  issue  in  the  amount  of  $96.5  million 
be  placed  before  the  electorate  in  November  to  finance  the  initial 
phase  of  a  long-range  program. 

Modern  rapid  transit  equipment  for  the  Municipal  Railway  Market 
Street  subway  is  included  in  the  bond  issue  proposal.     This  is 
deemed  essential  to  provide  San  Franciscans  with  rapid  transit 
comparable  to,  and  compati.ble  with  BARTD's. 

This  program  is  designed  to  serve  as  the  beginning  of  a  long-range 
plan  for  transforming  our  transit  system  into  an  operation  having 
all  the  rapid  transit  and  neighborhood  services  of  a  truly  modern 
system. 

Details  of  the  bond  issue  items  and  accompanying  exhibits  are  in- 
cluded in  the  pages  which  follow. 

The  proposals  presented  are  the  result  of  the  City's  participa- 
tion in  the  Northern  California  Transit  Demonstration  Project, 

They  are  also  in  keeping  with  Mayor  Shelley's  announced  request  for 
developing  an  overall  master  transit  plan  having  as  an  objective  a 
system  furnishing  home-to-work  trips  of  not    more  than  20  minutes 
transit  travel  time. 


) 
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The  total  cost  of  the  long-range  improvement  program  will  range, 
according  to  the  consultants,   from  $310  to  $395  million. 

Assistance  available  under  the  Urban  Mass  Transportation  Act  is 
being  fully  explored.     The  act  permits  50  percent  to  66  2/3  percent 
federal  participation  on  qualified  projects. 

While  it  is  recognized  that  this  amount  in  itself  is  sufficient  to 
finance  the  initial  phase  as  described  herein,   it  is  planned  that 
this  bond  fund  will  be  regarded  as  part  of  the  City's  share  in  the 
ultimate  comprehensive  transit  plan  that  should  be  eligible  for 
federal  grants. 

The  Commission's  staff  and  the  consultants  have  examined  several 
alternative  approaches,  only  one  of  which,   it  was  decided,  mer- 
ited serious  discussion. 

It  is  a  $59,2  million  alternative,  which  will  be  explained  fully 
to  the  Commission--but  not  recommended  for  consideration,  because 
it  definitely  falls  short  of  Mayor  Shelley's  objective,   a  program 
to  achieve  meaningful  relief  for  San  Francisco's  growing  trans- 
portation problem. 

Using  the  1965-66  assessment  roll  as  a  basis  for  calculating  the 
effect  upon  the  tax  rate,   the  cost  of  the  proposed  bond  fund  would 
be  equivalent  to  36,65  cents  per  year  in  the  tax  rate  for  a  period 
of  20  years. 

The  reduced  $59.2  million  program  would  have  a  23,13-cent  effect 
on  the  tax  rate. 

The  people  of  San  Francisco,   it  is  believed,  ivould  choose  to  pay 
the  extra  13,5  cents  and  would  reject  any  plan  that  would  give 
them  a  second-class  system. 

It  is  significant  that  San  Franciscans  gave  the  $792  million  Bay 
Area  Rapid  Transit  District  bond  issue  its  strongest  support  in 
the  November  1962  election. 

In  doing  so,   they  indicated  their  willingness  to  assume  approx- 
imately $265  million  of  the  BARTD  bond  obligation.     The  major 
part  of  BARTD 's  capital  undertaking  is  paid  through  taxation  in 
the  areas  served.

These  recommendations  are  pursuant  to  Section  121  of  the  Charter 
which  describes  your  and  my  responsibilities  as  follows: 
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"The  public  utilities  commission  shall  have 
charge  of  the  construction ,  management,  super- 
vision, maintenance,  extension,   operation  and 
control  of  all  public  utilities  and  other 
properties  used,  owned,   acquired,   leased  or 
constructed  by  the  city  and  county,  including 
airports,   for  the  purpose  of  supplying  any 
public  utility  service  to  the  city  and  county 
and  its  inhabitants,   to  territory  outside  the 
limits  of  the  city  and  county,   and  to  the  in- 
habitants thereof. 

"The  commission  shall  locate  and  determine  the 
character  and  type  of  all  construction  and 
additions,  betterments  and  extensions  to  util- 
ities under  its  control,   and  shall  determine 
the  policy  for  such  construction  or  the  making 
of  such  additions,  betterments  and  extensions 
from  the  public  funds  under  its  jurisdiction 
provided  that  in  each  such  case  it  shall  secure 
the  recommendations  of  the  manager  of  utilities, 
which  shall  be  presented  in  vjriting  and  shall 
include  analyses  of  cost,   service  and  estimated 
revenues  of  all  proposed  or  feasible  alternatives 
in  cases  where  it  is  deemed  by  the  manager  that 
such  alternatives  exist,"

WATER  QUALITY 

Representatives  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Public  Health  and 
the  Water  Quality  branch  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior  inspected 
the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  route  through  the  City's  watershed  land. 
Under  Federal  regulations  they  are  responsible  for  the  revievj  of 
essential  features  of  water  pollution  control  on  projects  in  which 
Federal  funds  are  used.     Their  report  was  submitted  on  April  with 
the  recommendation  that:  "The  high  alternate  route  should  be  selected 
for  that  portion  of  Interstate  280  traversing  the  watershed  for  Upper 
Crystal  Springs  Reservoir,  the  terminal  holding  facility  for  the 
potable  water  supply.  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  numerous 
communities  on  the  Peninsula,     Alignment  of  the  freeway  in  this  posi- 
tion will  minimize  the  pollution  hazard  by: 

1  limiting  the  volume  of  turbid  storm-water  runoff 
and  other  pollutants  directed  toward  the  water- 
shed; and 

2  producing  the  maximum  time-distance  barrier  be- 
tween the  source  of  pollutants  and  the  water 
supply." 

It  is  hoped  this  report  will  be  beneficial  to  the  City's  attempts  to 
move  the  freeway  to  the  higher  route. 

Samples  taken  at  reservoirs  indicate  the  bacteriological 
quality  of  water  from  all  sources  to  be  excellent, 

Hetch  Hetchy  and  Water  Department  personnel  are  in  agreement 
that  additional  chlorination  requirements  for  future  increased  rates 
of  water  delivery  from  Hetch  Hetchy  can  better  be  provided  by  a 
chlorination-dechlorinat ion  facility  at  Alameda  Creek  siphon  or 
Irvington  Portal  of  the  Coast  Range  tunnel  than  at  the  existing  Tesla 
Portal  chlorination  station. 

Representatives  of  the  Division  of  Industrial  Safety  of  the 
Department  of  Industrial  Relations  inspected  the  Sunol  Valley  V/ater 
Treatment  Plant  which  is  nearing  completion.     The  State  inspector's 
interpretation  of  safety  provisions  may  require  some  additional  work 
or  alterations  by  the  contractor  or  the  City, 

During  the  month  of  March,  17  individual  main  flushing  opera- 
tions were  carried  out  to  overcome  or  to  prevent  the  occurrence  of 
dirty  water  conditions. 
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WATER  CONDITIONS 


Rainfall  for  the  season  to  April  15  totaled  31.7"  at  Pilar- 
citos,  27.0"  at  San  Andreas,  21.1"  at  Upper  Crystal  Springs,  and 
li4..9"  at  Calaveras.     Normal  rainfall  at  these  stations  is  i;l.l", 
33.9",  29.0",   and  19.9",  respectively.

Freeway  construction  activity  within  watershed  areas  is  on  the 
increase  as  certain  construction  is  permitted  only  during  the  period 
of  April  1  to  November  15.

Springs  to  San  Andreas  aqueduct  and  appurtenances  is  1^0%  complete. 
This  work  was  made  necessary  by  the  freeway  and  is  being  paid  for  by 
the  State  under  a  utility  agreement. 

The  new  westerly  half  of  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  was  opened  to 
traffic  between  Crystal  Springs  Road  and  Larkspur  Drive  on  April  1, 

Work  in  relocation  of  PG&E  60  KV  power  line  on  San  Andreas 
watershed  is  now  in  progress. 

A  utilities  agreement  has  been  made  with  the  State  for  the 
encasement  of  Bay  Division  Pipelines  No.  3  and  No.  l|.  at  two  locations 
in  the  vicinity  of  Milpitas  where  the  new  Freeway  680  construction 
crosses  the  pipeline  right-of-way. 

1961  MUNICIPAL  BOND  PROJECTS 

Construction  of  Bay  Division  Pipeline  No.  I].,  Section  A  (be- 
tween Calaveras  Road  and  Irvington  Portal)  and  Alameda  Creek  Siphon 
No,  3  was  20%  complete  on  April  5. 

Crystal  Springs  Bypass  Tunnel  final  plans  and  specifications 
are  completed  and  a  final  estimate  is  being  prepared.     Surveys  have 
been  completed  on  tunnel  right-of-way  and  drawings  are  being  prepared 
for  acquisition  of  necessary  easements. 

Bids  were  opened  for  construction  of  San  Antonio  and  Sunol 
Pumping  Stations  on  April  21,  The  low  bid  was  $1,258,500,00.

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Operations  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport 

Commission  President  Oliver  M.  Rousseau  opened  the  public  hearing 
by  stating  the  Commission  would  hear  from  staff  and  then  from  the 
public . 

Mr.  Carr  asked  Airport  General  Manager,  George  F.  Hansen,  to  ex- 
plain, 

Mr.  Hansen  said  that  San  Francisco-Oakland  Helicopter,  Inc.,  has 
been  operating  on  the  airport  since  1961  and  has  reached  the  point 
where  it  should  pay  its  full  share  toward  the  use  of  airport  fa- 
cilities.    Until  recently  their  fleet  has  consisted  entirely  of 
the  small  X-62,  exempt  by  weight  from  the  payment  of  landing  fees. 
However,  for  over  a  year  SFO  has  been  operating  larger  aircraft 
and  using  the  airport  facilities  without  paying  users'  fees. 

Mr.  Hansen  then  briefly  explained  how  he  arrived  at  these  fees. 

He  then  recommended  adoption  of  schedule  four.     This  would  bring 
in  about  ^'15,000  annually.     Under  this  schedule  the  helicopter 
landing  charges  would  be: 

First  10,000,000  lbs.  No  Discount  SO. 0690  lb. 

Next     10,000,000  lbs.  33-1/3     "  SO. 0460  lb. 

Over    20,000,000  lbs.  66-2/3     "  SO. 0280  lb. 

Mr.  Hansen  cited  charges  at  other  airports  to  show  that  by  com- 
parison San  Francisco's  proposed  rates  were  most  reasonable. 

He  then  read  a  resolution  from  the  airlines  that  serve  San  Fran- 
cisco International  Airport.     The  resolution  stated  that  the 
airlines  were  in  accord  with  Mr.  Hansen's  recommendation. 

Commission  Vice  President,  Thomas  P.  White,  moved  and  Commission- 
er Raymond  H.  Lapin  seconded,  for  discussion  only,  that  the 
recommendation  on  rates  and  charges  be  adopted.  Commissioner 
Rousseau  then  asked  if  there  were  any  comments  from  the  public, 

Lloyd  McDonald,  Vice  President,  San  Francisco -Oakland  Helicopter, 
Inc,  then  was  granted  the  privilege  of  the  floor.     Mr.  McDonald 
said  that  Mr,  M.  F.  Bagan,  President  of  SFO,  was  in  New  York  on 
company  business.     Mr.  McDonald  said  he  was  representing  the 
company. 

Mr.  McDonald  stated  that  his  company  was  a  five  year  old  infant 
in  the  airline  business,  and,  like  all  children  its  earning 
capacity  had  not  been  reached.     With  25  years  experience,  SFO 
will  be  able  to  afford  the  proposal  made  by  Mr.  Hansen.  These 
charges  at  this  stage  of  the  game  presents  a  real  and  serious 
problem  to  SFO,  according  to  Mr.  McDonald.     When  able,  SFO  fully 
expects  to  pay  its  share  for  use  of  Airport  facilities. 

He  pointed  out  that  two  major  carriers  were  paying  for  SFO's  use 
of  Gates  55  and  56. 

Mr.  McDonald  then  said  one  of  the  things  that  would  make  it 
possible  for  his  company  to  operate  in  the  black  would  be  the 
establishment  of  the  downtown  heliport  at  First  and  Mission  Streets, 
From  that  location,  Mr.  McDonald  said,  SFO  expects  to  carry  a 
substantial  number  of  people.     At  that  time  Mr.  McDonald  felt 
SFO  would  be  able  to  pay  a  reasonable  charge  for  airport  facilities. 
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He  then  went  on  to  point  out  that  facilities  used  "by  helicopters 
are  substantially  different  than  those  used  by  fixed  wing  aircraft. 
Helicopters  merely  need  landing  pads  -  not  long  runways  and  big 
parking  spaces. 

Mr.  McDonald  then  asked  the  Commission  to  defer  action  on  heli- 
copter rates  and  charges  until  a  downtown  heliport  was  established. 
By  then,  he  said,  SFO  might  be  expected  to  be  able  to  afford 
reasonable  charges  for  landing  facilities  at  the  airport. 

Mr.  Carr  suggested  that  Mr.  Hansen  comment  on  Mr,  McDonald's 
remarks . 

Mr.  Hansen  said  that  the  airlines  helping  out  SFO  were  TWA  and 
Ajuerican.     TWA  had  merely  moved  over  and  made  a  gate  position 
available.     If  SFO  were  not  there,  TWA  would  still  be  paying 
for  the  position.     In  the  case  of  American,  it  is  not  entirely 
true.     They  have  taken  space  at  the  end  of  Pier  "D"  to  accomodate 
SFO. 

Mr,  Hansen  said  that  the  decision  as  to  the  rates  to  be  charged 
was  v/ithin  the  province  of  the  Commission.     Mr.  Hansen  stated 
he  did  not  think  anyone  starting  out  in  business  was  entitled  to 
a  free  ride.     Everyone,  somewhere  along  the  line,  is  obliged  to 
pay  for  services  obtained.     Mr.  Hansen  said  the  proposed  charges 
were  modest  and  most  reasonable  and,  in  his  opinion,  had  merit. 

Commissioner  White  moved  the  question.     Commissioner  Stack  seconded.

LGudies,  Mr.  Carr  said  this  was  a  follow-up  on  the  charges  for 
viieeling  municipal  power  under  the  P.G.  and  E.  contract.  There 
fr:"e  five  categories  in  addition  to  the  Airport  which  should  be 
renegotiated .     He  reminded  the  Commission  that  renegotiation 
cf  the  airport  wheeling  charges  resulted  in  a  saving  to  the  City 
of  S629,000  per  year. 

In  addition,  there  is  the  problem  of  renegotiating  power  agreements 
with  the  irrigation  districts  which  expire  in  1972  and  additional 
peaking  power  at  Moccasin. 

Putting  these  together,  R.  W,  Beck  has  estimated  they  could  com- 
plete the  necessary  studies  for  something  like  S35»000. 


Resolution  66-0553  -  The  Commission  granted  the  privilege  of  the 
floor  to  Mr.  Charles  Gregg  of  Pan  American  World  Airways.  Mr. 
Gregg  explained  that  the  assignment  of  lease,  sublease  and  inden- 
ture was  merely  the  consummation  of  the  action,  approved  by  the 
Commission,  authorizing  Pan  Am  to  use  a  nonprofit  corporation, 
the  San  Francisco  Airport  Improvement  Corporation,  for  financing 
an  annex  operations  building  expected  to  cost  $1  million. 


Resolution  66-0362  -  Mr.  Carr  praised  the  late  Robert  C.  Kirkwood 
for  his  dedication  as  a  public  servant  and  conservationist.  He 
then  asked  Mr.  Hansen  to  speak  as  a  personal  friend. 

Mr.  Hansen,  speaking  not  only  as  a  friend,  but  on  behalf  of  the 
Kirkwood  family  as  well  as  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  staff, 
thanked  Mr.  Carr  and  the  Com.mission  for  naming  the  powerhouse  in 
memory  of  Bob  Kirkwood.     He  then  vient  on  to  express  the  gratitude 
of  the  family.     Mr.  Hansen  then  described  the  fine  feeling  of 
admiration,  love  and  respect  that  the  staff  and  all  who  knew  and 
worked  with  Mr.  Kirkwood  had  toward  him. 

Commissioners  ^//hite  and  Stack,  who  had  both  worked  with  Mr. 
Kirkwood,  commented  on  his  long  devoted  career  as  a  public  ser- 
vant, his  kindly,  gentlemanly  ways  and  his  great  love  of  the 
outdoors . 

Commissioners  Rousseau  and  Lapin  who  said  they  knew  Mr.  Kirkwood 
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by  reputation,  concurred  with  the  remarks  made  by  Mr.  Hansen  and 
Commissioners  White  and  Stack.

Commissioners  White  and  Stack  also  related  the  deep  feelings 
of  admiration  and  respect  they  had  for  Mr.  Holm  as  a  gentleman 
lawyer  and  City  servant. 


Resolution  66-0564-  -  Mr.  Carr  explained  that  the  request  for 
S75,000  for  a  federal  grant  was  to  finance  a  feasibility  study 
for  a  modern  water  transportation  system  between  San  Francisco 
and  Marin. 

While  in  Washington,  Mr.  Carr  said,  he  had  contacted  the  Economic 
Development  Administration  of  the  Department  of  Commerce.

Commissioner  Stack  asked  who  would  operate  the  ferry. 

Mr.  Carr  replied  he  did  not  know,  but  the  Public  Utilities  would 
direct  the  study.

Consideration  of  recommendation  by  the  General  Manap;er  of  Public 
Utilities  re  a  Proposed  Bond  Issue  in  the  amount  of  1^121  million 
for  expansion  and  improvement  of  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  for  submission  to  the  electorate"  at  November  8,  196F , 
general  election . 


Commissioner  White  moved  approval  and  Commissioner  Stack  seconded 
for  discussion  only. 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  on  April  4,  1966,  he  recommended  a  bond  issue 
in  the  amount  of  'i95»5  million.     At  that  time  Mr.  Hansen  explained 
the  details.     After  reviev;,  the  Commission  recommended  the  in- 
clusion of  certain  fill.     On  April  14,  he  submitted  another  memo 
reporting  that  there  was  another  feasible  alternative  in  light 
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of  the  projections  on  revenue  and  debt  service.     That  alternative 
was  a  proposed  bond  issue  in  the  amount  of  $121  million. 

Today,  May  5,  1966,  Mr.  Carr  said,  he  had  submitted  a  third 
memorandum  and  asked  Mr.  Finn,  Secretary  and  Assistant  General 
Manager  to  read  it. 

Mr.  Finn  read  the  memo.     In  essence  it  stated  that  Mayor  Shelley 
would  not  approve  the  inclusion  of  funds  for  600  acres  of  bay 
fill. 

In  view  of  the  Mayor's  position,  Mr.  Carr  recommended  a  bond 
issue  in  the  amount  of  S95  million. 

Mr.  Carr  then  called  upon  Mr.  Hansen  for  the  details  of  the 
proposed  Bond  Issue. 

Mr.  Hansen  explained  that  11.5,300,000  for  fill  for  Runway  28R 
to  11,870  was  dropped  from  the  bond  issue  because  it  was  included 
in  the  annual  budget.     He  then  listed  some  of  the  more  important 
items  in  the  program. 

Reaffirming  projected  growth  of  passenger  traffic  volume  from 
1967-68  through  1973-7^,  Mr.  Hansen  said  the  growth  rate  of  9.8% 
per  year  was  sound.     This  figure  was  given  a  great  deal  of  study. 
The  consultants  researched  and  reviewed  these  figures  using  all 
sources  available  -  carriers,  F.A.A. ,  etc. 

At  the  request  of  the  Controller,  revenue  figures  were  restudied 
and  operating  costs  were  reviewed.     Mr.  Hansen  said,  in  his 
opinion,  the  projections  made  were  quite  sound. 

Relative  to  debt  service,  Mr.  Hansen  said  he  had  a  long  discussion 
with  the  Bank  of  America's  vice  president  in  charge  of  their 
local  bond  office.     The  bond  expert  felt  that  using  a  4%  interest 
rate  was  a  sound  approach. 

Mr.  Carr  then  called  on  Mr.  Bourne  to  explain  the  Bay  Fill 
situation, 

Mr.  Bourne  informed  the  Commission  that  the  Bay  Convervation  and 
Development  Commission  was  created  by  act  of  the  State  Legisla- 
ture in  1965,  to  make  a  study  of  the  conservation  of  the  Bay 
for  the  nine  Bay  Area  counties.     The  act  provides  that  per- 
mission to  fill  any  part  of  the  bay  must  be  first  obtained  from 
this  Commission.     Before  the  Commission  will  issue  any  permit, 
the  Commission  must  determine  that  the  public  health,  safety 
and  general  welfare  of  the  entire  Bay  Area  will  be  served,  and 
the  granting  of  the  permit  will  not  interfere  with  the  coming 
to  fruition  of  the  ultimate  plans  of  the  comprehensive  develop- 
ment of  the  Bay  for  the  mutual  advantages  of  all  nine  counties. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  asked  if  it  was  correct  that  the  bay  fill 
moratorium  does  not  permit  for  necessary  government  use  the 
filling  of  governmentally  owned  land  v/ithout  first  obtaining 
permission. 

Mr.  Bourne  said  that  was  correct. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  pointed  out  that  the  iiil21  million  was 
included  in  the  proposed  bond  issue  for  fill  in  the  event  City 
could  obtain  the  required  permit  from  the  Bay  Conservation  and 
Development  Commission, 
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Calling  attention  to  his  own  memorandum,  Mr.  Carr  reminded  the 
Commission  that  the  Mayor  had  pointed  out  that  with  funds  for 
fill  and  permission  from  the  B.C.D.C.,  City  would  be  obligated 
to  the  voters  to  use  the  funds  for  fill,  even  though,  at  this 
time,  we  have  no  plans  for  a  third  runway  nor  program  for  its 
financing.     The  Mayor  feels,  according  to  Mr.  Carr,  that  the 
S95.5  million  proposed  bond  issue  is  a  sound  program  that  will 
carry  the  airport  up  to  1975.     The  Mayor,  said  Mr.  Carr,  was 
concerned  with  the  problem  of  future  funding.     Mr.  Carr  continued 
by  explaining  to  the  Commission  that  in  the  next  few  years  we 
could  develop  and  complete  our  present  plans  -  then  start  our 
plans  for  the  future. 

Commissioner  Stack  stated  he  was  disturbed  because  the  consultants 
had  indicated  that  the  third  phase  of  the  airport's  development 
would  requite  aaditioiinl  Tand.     There  will  be  no  land  available 
pr-i.^x-  uio  present  phase  is  completed. 

He  announced  that  he  was  in  total  accord  with  the  projects  in- 
cluded in  the  'H'95»5  million.     He  had  no  doubts  or  questions  at 
all.     He  warned,  however,  that  when  the  issue  is  passed  that 
staff  should  expedite  construction  and  complete  the  developments 
so  urgently  needed. 

Last  year,  said  Commissioner  Stack,  he  urged  a  million 
airport  bond  issue  -  today  it  is  million.     The  growth  and 

demands  of  aviation  are  such,  that  even  this  might  not  be  enough 
if  one  considers  what  the  future  might  require,  he  pointed  out. 

He  then  pointed  to  the  developments  of  the  last  few  years  - 
stretched-out  versions  of  existing  Jets,  and  the  coming  of  super- 
sonics.     Mentioning  the  achievements  of  Generals  Mitchell, 
Arnold  and  LeMay  and  the  skepticism  -  even  scorn  -  with  which 
their  counsel  as  to  the  future  of  aviation  was  received,  he 
asked  that  the  Commission  take  a  more  realistic  look  at  the  future 
and  future  needs  of  the  airport. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  said,  in  his  opinion,  all  of  the  exist- 
ing problems  at  the  airport  have  stemmed  from  the  fact  that 
earlier  projections,  thought  to  be  correct  when  made,  have 
proved  erroneous.     As  a  result  today  the  airport  is  in  dire 
straits.     Commissioner  Stack  said  he  was  only  calling  everyone's 
attention  to  the  fact  that  if  the  airport  runs  out  of  usable 
land,  San  Francisco  is  in  deep  trouble. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  requested  that  his  remarks  be  spread 
on  the  minutes. 

Commissioner  Lapin  announced  that  he  agreed  with  Commissioner 
Stack  in  the  necessity  for  recognizing  what  is  ahead  in  the  air 
transportation  industry.     He  said  he  thought  that  the  Commission 
and  staff  did  so.     He  was  impressed  with  the  foresight  displayed 
by  staff,  consultants  and  Commission  in  considering  fill  now  - 
well  ahead  of  what  and  when  it  is  needed. 

Continuing,  Commissioner  Lapin  said  the  problem  seemed  to  be  that 
two  objectives  are  trying  to  be  put  into  one  package.     The  diff- 
erence between  'i1>95.5  million  and  '$121  million  is  the  matter  of 
the  particular  issue  of  preparing  for  the  future. 

Commissioner  Lapin  advised  separating  the  two  and  consider  the 
"meat  and  potatoes"  proposal  of  ii>95.5  million  as  one  program 
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Our  attention,  he  said,  should  be  directed  to  that  subject 
immediately  and  then  take  whatever  steps  that  may  be  necessary 
to  properly  deal  with  the  problem  of  Bay  fill. 

He  then  asked  Mr.  Carr  if  it  were  practical  to  handle  these  two 
items  separately. 

Replying  yes,  Mr.  Carr  informed  the  Commission  that  was  exactly 
what  Mayor  Shelley  asked. 

Mr.  Carr  then  told  the  Commission  that  the  fundamental  policy 
that  must  not  be  lost  sight  of,  is  the  airport  shall  pay  for 
itself  -  it  will  be  self-liquidating  -  it  shall  and  must  not  be 
a  burden  to  the  taxpayer.     He  shared  Commissioner  Stack's  concern 
but  thought  that  the  ^'95. 5  million  a  very  bold  step  forward. 

According  to  Commissioner  Stack,  the     121  million  would  be 
self-liquidating.     He  said  he  talked  to  the  same  banker  that 
Mr.  Hansen  did.     He  said,  in  his  opinion,  the  extra  money  need 
only  be  spent  if  City  obtained  permission  to  place  the  fill. 

Commissioner  Lapin  proposed  that  the  basic  needs  covered  by  the 
$95.5  million  be  separated  from  the  'il21  million  -  the  additional 
amount  obviously  required  for  Bay  fill.     He  explained  that  he 
was  making  it  very  clear  that  City  should  proceed  as  soon  as 
possible  about  Bay  fill  and  not  let  it  sit. 

Expressing  agreement  with  Commissioner  Lapin,  Commissioner 
Rousseau  said  that  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities 
certainly  could  work  with  the  Bay  Conservation  people  on  the 
problem  of  Bay  fill. 

Commissioner  Lapin  moved  that  the  proposed  Bond  Issue  be  re- 
duced to  i]'95»5  million  from  $121  million.     Commissioner  IvTiite 
seconded.

He  then  asked  if  this 
were  feasible  -  could  monies  in  bond  issue  be  used  for  terminal 
and  aircraft  facilities? 

Mr.  Carr  assured  the  Commission  this  vrould  be  done.     He  pointed 
out  the  necessity  of  informing  the  people  as  to  what  must  be 
done  at  the  airport.     He  said  he  was  sure  that  the  City  Attorney 
and  the  Controller  would  help  draft  a  bond  proposal  that  would 
allow  some  flexibility  -  needed  because  of  rapid  developments 
and  changes  in  the  air  transportation  industry.

Charges  shall  apply  to  operators  of  any  helicopters  using  the  public 
landing  area  or  other  San  Francisco  International  Airport  permitted 
areas,  except  when  such  helicopter  has  a  maximum  gross  landing  weight 
not  exceeding  9»999  pounds,  and  except  those  operators  excluded  by 
the  provisions  of  Part  I,  Section  3i  of  this  Schedule. 

Section  2.        Rate  for  Each  Helicopter  Landing  shall  be  %0,1'^0  per  thousand  pounds, 

('il'0. 000138  per  pound)  of  maximum  gross  landing  v/eight  based  on  the 
maximum  permissible  gross  landing  weight  as  defined  in  Section  5 
hereof. 

The  rate  of  '0.1380  per  thousand  pounds  is  predicated  upon  a  forty 

percent  {kO%)  reduction  from  the  basic  rate  of  '!r0.23  per  thousand 
pounds  for  fixed-wing  aircraft. 

Section  3.        Maximum  Gross  Landing  Weight  shall  be  the  maximum  permissible  gross 

landing  weight  which  the  helicopter  may  lawfully  have  or  be  permitted 
to  have  at  the  time  of  landing,  as  such  weights  are  established  by 
the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  specifications,  and  without  giving  con- 
sideration to  local  factors.      If  such  maximum  landing  weight  shall 
not  be  fixed  by  law,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  shall  fix  the 
maximum  gross  landing  weight  for  the  specific  type  of  helicopter  by 
using  loiown  factors  and  a  reasonable  interpretation.

This  supplements  my  memoranda  of  April  4  and  April  14  on  the  above 
subjectc     During  the  past  week  we  have  reviewed  the  feasibility  of 
an  airport  bond  issue  which  would  be  self-liquidating,   not  place 
a  burden  on  the  taxpayers,   and  meet  the  projected  needs  until  197  3 
or  1974,   at  which  time  we  expect  to  have  approximately  18  million 
to  20  million  passengers  a  year. 

I  have  also  reviewed  with  Mayor  Shelley  the  suggestion  that  we  in- 
crease the  amount  of  the  bond  issue  from  $95o5  million  to  $121 
million,   in  order  to  make  an  early  start  on  filling  approximately 
600  acres  opposite  the  Millbrae  interchange  and  adjacent  to  the 
existing  runv;ays.     The  purpose  of  including  this  fill  would  be  to 
provide  the  necessary  funding  so  that  when  a  further  expension 
program  is  adopted  and  permits  have  been  obtained  from  the  Bay 
Conservation  and  Development  Commission,   the  City  would  be  in  a 
financial  position  to  proceed  as  fast  as  possible  to  keep  pace 
with  the  continuing  and  tremendous  growth  at  the  airport. 

After  examining  our  objectives.  Mayor  Shelley  has  informed  me 
that  he  will  not  approve  the  inclusion  of  the  extra  funds  to  fill 
the  600  acre  area  at  this  time.     He  instead  recommends  that  V7e  move 
as  fast  as  possible  with  regional  airport  studies  and  explore  the 
possibilities  of  a  larger  financial  base  to  finance  expansion  of 
the  International  Airport  which  will  be  required  in  the  early 
1970' s.     He  also  believes  that  in  the  absence  of  a  definite  program 
we  should  not  ask  for  approval  of  this  large  amount  of  Bay  fill  by 
the  Bay  Conservation  and  Development  Commission.

George  F.  Hansen,  Manager  of  the  International  Airport,   and  I 
have  explained  to  you  with  the  assistance  of  charts  and  other  in- 
fo ir-T^.^.t  ion,  v/e  can  barely  meet  present  debt  service  and  future  debt 
se.v  .  .Lee  out  of  projected  revenues  for  the  $121  million  proposal. 
We     .-^n  definitely,   from  the  standpoint  of  good  management  and 
fir^cal  responsibility,  meet  the  debt  service  present  and  future, 
for  a  $95.5  million  proposal  as  I  presented  to  you  on  April  4. 

In  view  of  Mayor's  Shelley's  request,  based  on  the  fact  that  a 
financial  program  for  expansion  in  the  early  1970 's  is  not  possible 
at  this  time  and  could  be  available  several  years  prior  to  com- 
mencement of  construction,   I  therefore  recommend  to  you,  pursuant 
to  Section  121  of  the  City  Charter,   that  you  request  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  place  upon  the  ballot  on  November  8,   1966,   a  bond 
issue  in  the  amount  of  $95.5  million  for  making  additions,  better- 
ments,  and  extensions  to  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport.

Following  our  meeting  on  April  5th,  the  President  of  the 
Commission  requested  that  V7e  examine  the  possibility  of  increasing 
the  amount  of  the  bond  issue  from  $95.5  million  to  a  larger 
amount  so  as  to  include  a  start,  at  least,  on  some  of  the  earth 
fill  that  would  be  necessary  for  a  future  terminal.     As  you  know, 
our  present  estimates  indicate  that  vre  will  probably  reach  the 
18-million  passengers  a  year  capacity  about  1974.  Expansion 
beyond  that  x-zill'  require  action  on  fill  beginning  about  1969. 

The  key  to  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  the  bond  issue  to 
include  the  terminal  fill  for  a  future  terminal  complex  opposite 
the  Millbrae  Interchange  is  whether  the  Controller  and  others 
involved  v/ill  support  a  20-^ear  amortization  of  the  bond  issue 
instead  of  the  15  years  v;hich  had  previously  been  tentatively 
approved  by  the  Controller.     The  20-year  araortization  period  is 
being  reviewed  by  Mr.  DvTyer  and  the  Controller's  office.  The 
aiaount  of  fill  and  the  cost  is  being  examined  by  the  Utilities 
Engineering  Bureau  and  our  consulting  engineers,  and  I  am  preparing 
to  give  you  a  definite  ansv7er  and  recomxaendation  at  the  regular 
m.eeting  on  April  26th. 

If  it  proves  feasible,  and  is  supported  by  the  Mayor  and 
others  involved,  the  aiuount  of  the  bond  issue  would  be  increased 
from  $95.5  million  to  about  $121  million.     This  would  ansv;er  the 
questions  raised  by  President  Rousseau  and  Commissioner  Stack, 
particularly,  at  our  April  5th  meeting  when  we  made  the  preliminary 
submission. 

Moving  ahead  on  a  new  teminal  complex  at  the  point  indicated, 
as  you  V7ill  recall  from  your  previous  review  of  the  suggestions 
by  the  engineers  and  architects,  V70uld  eventually  move  the  capacity 
of  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  from  13-million  passenge: 
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Public  Utilities  Conmiission 
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a  year  to  approximately  30-ir.illion  passengers  a  year,  depending 
upon  size  of  planes  and  ultimate  runv;ay  configuration.

Gentlemen: 

There  is  herewith  submitted  for  approval  by  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  a  proposed  bond  issue  in  amount  of 
$95 1 5  million,  to  be  placed  on  the  November  8,  I966  ballot,  for 
the  purpose  of  expansion  and  future  development  of  the  San 
Francisco  International  Airport. 

Recommended  approval  by  the  General  Manager  of  Public 
Utilities  and  the  authority  and  responsibility  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  in  its  determination  upon  favorable  action 
are  pursuant  to  Section  121  of  the  Charter  which  is  as  follows: 

"The  public  utilities  commission  shall  have  charge  of 
the  construction,  management,  supervision,  maintenance, 
extension,  operation  and  control  of  all  public  utilities 
and  other  properties  used,  owned,  acquired,  leased  or 
constructed  by  the  city  and  county,  including  airports, 
for  the  purpose  of  supplying  any  public  utility  service 
to  the  city  and  county  and  its  inhabitants,  to  territory 
outside  the  limits  of  the  city  and  county,  aind  to  the 
inhabitants  thereof. 


"The  commission  shall  locate  and  determine  the  character 
and  type  of  all  construction  and  additions,  betterments 
and  extensions  to  utilities  under  its  control,  and  shall 
determine  the  policy  for  such  construction  or  the  making 
of  such  additions,  betterments  and  extensions  from  the 
public  funds  under  its  jurisdiction;  provided  that  in 
each  such  case  it  shall  secure  the  recommendation  of  the 
manager  of  utilities,  which  shall  be  presented  in  writing 
and  shall  include  analyses  of  cost,  service  and  estimated 
revenues  of  all  proposed  or  feasible  alternatives  in 
cases  where  it  is  deemed  by  the  manager  that  such 
alternatives  exist." 

The  project  items  to  be  financed  by  the  proposed  bond  issue 
are  summarized  as  follows: 

1.    the  relocation  of  2,500  feet  of  taxiways  in  order  to  lengthen 
existing  piers  and  provide  additional  gate  positions.

2.  The  construction  of  a  north  terminal  building  to  provide 
three  fingers  and  twenty  additional  gate  positions  in 
the  area  presently  occupied  by  cargo  buildings. 

3.  The  construction  of  interim  cargo  facilities  on  Plots  9 
and  6-A  to  provide  approximately  260,000  square  feet  of 
enclosed  warehouse  space,  as  v/ell  as  at  the  old  Pan  American 
base  which  will  provide  an  additional  140,000  square  feet 

of  cargo  handling  area. 

4.  The  ultimate  construction  of  an  air  cargo  center  which 
will  initially  provide  up  to  600,000  square  feet  of 
warehouse  space  and  will  be  the  finest  facility  of  its 
kind  in  the  western  region. 

5.  The  completion  of  the  8,000-car  capacity  garage  which 
will  triple  the  size  of  the  present  structure. 

6.  The  improvement  of  the  airport  roadway  system,  utility 
installations  and  related  facilities. 

7.  The  lengthening  of  Runway  28-R  to  11,870  feet  and  the 
construction  of  related  operational  facilities  and 
navigational  aid  requirements. 

8.  The  construction  of  a  heliport  in  downtown  San  Francisco. 

9.  The  relocation  of  two  miles  of  Bayshore  Freeway. 

10.     The  development  of  a  Rapid  Transit  Station  site.

Financial  Feasibility 

The  exhibits  to  demonstrate  financial  feasibility  reflect  the 
following  considerations: 

1.  Passengers  -  With  actual  experience  for  fiscal  I965-I966 
.  „  •    as  a  base,  annual  average  increments  of  9 '5%  were  taken 

to  fiscal  year  1973-197^.    No  increases  are  indicated 
beyond  that  year  since  the  practical  traffic-handling 
capacity  of  the  combined  Central,  South  and  North 
Terminals  is  estimated  at  approximately  18,000,000 
passengers.    The  9.5%  growth  factor  reflects  the 
estimated  projection  of  the  planning  group  who  have 
been  engaged  in  a  joint  venture  directed  toward  the 
updating  of  the  airport  master  plan. 

2.  Revenues  -  A  factor  of  $1.15  per  passenger  was  used  to 
project  revenue  over  future  years.    This  is  the  average 
revenue  figure  per  passenger  over  the  past  six  fiscal 
years  and  is  therefore  on  the  conservative  side. 

3.  Expenses  -  Expenses  have  been  escalated  5%  each  year 
which  is  in  line  v/ith  actual  experience.  Foreseen 
extraordinary  expenses  have  been  taken  into  considera- 
tion as  an  addition  to  the  5%  escalation. 

4.  Debt  Service  -  Debt  service  on  the  $95-5  million 
bond  issue  have  been  calculated  over  a  15-year  term 
with  interest  at  4^.

Resolution  No.  66*0378.     Opening  discussion  on  the  Fourth  Agreement 
with  Modesto  Irrigation  District  and  Turlock  Irrigation  District  for 
the  construction  of  the  iJew  Don  Pedro  Dam,  Mr.  Carr    told  the  Com- 
mission he  had  sent  th^mt  copies  of  his  recommendation  along  with 
O.  L.  Moore's  recommendation  that  City  proceed  with  the  New  Don  Pedro 
Dam.     He  related  the  work  of  the  committee  chaired  by  Public  Utilities 
Counsel  William  F.  Bourne,  the  work  done  by  Mr.  Moore  and  staff,  and 
then  asked  Mr.  iJoore  to  present  the  facts  and  iir.  Bourne  to  give  his 
views  as  to  legal  adequacy. 

Mr.  Moore  outlined  the  facts,  presented  a  chart  showing  the  compara- 
tive costs  for  developing  water  storage  in  current  projects  through- 
out the  state.     Tliis  cost  was  broken  dov7n  into  unit  costs  of  dollars 
per  acre  foot.     The  chart  and  Mr.  Moore's  explanation  showed  the 
costs  of  developing  this  water  storage  for  San  Francisco  are  consider- 
ably less  than  any  area  in  the  state.    The  storage  will  allow 
diversion  of  more  Ketch  Hetchy  v/ater  to  San  Francisco.     It  will 
double  present  yield  and  just  about  double  storage  capacity  on  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  Project,  according  to  Mr.  Moore. 

Commissioner  Stack  observed  that  the  1961  bond  issue  set  aside  $45 
million  for  Don  Pedro.     The  new  estimates  from  Bechtel  place  San 
Francisco  costs  at  $400,000  more.     The  Controller,  said  Commissioner 
Stack,  in  the  report  has  indicated  supplemental  funds  may  be  sought 
for  this  purpose. 

Mr.  Carr  replied  that  the  additional  funds  will  be  obtained  from 
Hetch  Retchy  revenues. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  asked  if  it  v/ould,  in  any  way,  affect  the  tax 
or  water  rate. 

Mr.  Carr  said  that  all  the  v;ater  rates  will  be  reviev/ed  under  the 
approved  $275,000  study,  particularly  those  outside  of  San  Francisco. 
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Commissioner  VJhite  said  he  had  no  comment,  except  to  compliment  the 
negotiating  committee  on  its  thoroughness.     He  urged  start  and 
completion  of  the  Don  Pedro  project  as  soon  as  possible. 

Replying  to  Mr.  Carr's  request  for  explanation  as  to  how  San 
Francisco's  interests  v/ere  protected,  Mr.  Bourne  stated  that  the 
City  Attorney's  Office  felt  that  they  were.     He  cited  the  need  to 
protect  San  Francisco  against  possible  contractual  liability  to  the 
United  States  Army  Engineers  for  flood  control  in  the  event  Don  Pedro 
was  not  consumated. 

Mr.  Bourne  called  attention  to  the  last  paragaraph  of  the  agreement 
which  contains  recitations  concerning  the  costs  to  each  party.  If 
the  cost  exceeds  the  budget  of  respective  signators,  the  agreement 
is  not  binding. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  if  the  low  bid  exceeds  the  available  funds, 
if  additional  Davis-Grunsky  Act  funds,  in  excess  of  the  $7,5  million 
committed,  could  be  obtained. 

Mr.  Moore  answered  that  $7,5  million  is  the  extent  of  the  now 
authorized  funds.     A  recreational  report  and  feasibility  report  must 
be  made  to  specifically  determine  the  recreational  values  involved 
in  the  project.     If  these  values  exceed  $7.5  million,  then  the 
parties  would  return  to  the  state  legislature  and  request  an 
increase . 

Mr.  Bourne  pointed  out  that  the  Districts  and  San  Francisco  might 
also  come  up  with  more  money. 

In  reply  to  another  question  from  Commissioner  Stack,  Hr.  Carr  said 
they  would  follow  the  possibility  of  obtaining  additional  flood 
controls  from  the  Corps  of  Engineers.     In  this  respect  City  is 
fortunate  in  having  the  services  of  General  Frye.     He  will  work  with 
Mr.  Moore.     There  have  been  earlier  preliminary  discussions  on  this 
aspect,  said  Mr.  Carr. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  then  asked  if  the  Fourth  Agreement  was 
legally  proper  in  form  and  content  so  that  it  could  be  adopted  by 
the  Commission.

Gentlemen: 

In  accordc^nce  v/ith  Section  121  of  the  Ch-^rtor,  I  hereby 
recomiiiend  for  consideration  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
a  proposed  Fourth  Agreement  betv/een  this  City  and  the  Turlock 
and  Ilodesto  Irrigation  Districts.     It  has  been  recommended  by 
WilliCxVi  F.  Bourne,  Utilities  Counsel,  and  the  other  members 
of  ovx  negotiating  cominittee. 

This  proposed  agreement  spells  out  in  detail  the  terms 
under  v;hich  San  Francisco  and  the  tv/o  districts,  long-time 
partners  in  the  development  of  v/ater  and  power  along  the 
Tuolumne  River,  v/ill  construct  the  Uew  Don  Pedro  Project. 

The  attached  memorcLnduju  of  Tlay  5  "by  Oral  L.  Iloore  gives 
a  detailed  justif ico..tion  involving  costs  and  benefits  supportin 
this  proposed  agreement. 

Affirmative  action  by  this  Commission — and  approvals  by 
Mayor  John  F,  Shelley  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors — will  coxi- 
stitute  one  of  the  most  significant  forward  steps  in  the  long 
history  of  the  development  of  the  City's  water  supply  and 
pO'//er  facilities  in  the  Sierras, 

The  Nevvf  Don  Pedro  Dam  vdll  be  one  of  the  last  n-^jor  con- 
struction jobs  to  bring  to  fruition  the  dreams  of  early  Scin 
Francisco  engineers  that  high  quality  Hetch  Hetchy  water 
would  one  day  be  piped  direct  to  the  City. 

Another  instrument  for  achieving  that  realization  is  uhe 
projected  Crystal  Springs  By-pass  Tunnel  on  the  Peninsula, 


which  will  make  it  possible  to  divert  the  Hetch  Hetchy  water 
northward  before  it  spills  from  Pulgas  T"annel  into  Upper  Crystal 
Sprin,';;,s  Reservoir. 

Many  of  us  are  familiar  with  the  long  and  frustrating 
periods  of  litigation  that  have  delayed  building  the  dam 
but  today  those  troubles  are  behind  us. 

The  districts  are  apparently  prepared  to  pick  uj)  their 
license,  sign  the  Fourth  Agreement  with  oan  Francisco,  and 
proceed  v;ith  construction. 

Our  Modesto  and  Turlock  partners  on  the  river  are  veterans 
in  the  v/ater  and  pov/er  business. 

These  districts  were  veterans  v/hen  the  1915  Eaker  .^ct, 
i/hich  gave  Gan  Francisco  v;ater  rights  and  rights  of  i/ay  in 
Yosemite  National  Park,  was  har.imered  out  in  the  Congress. 

Organized  under  a  state  law  of  1887*  they  are  California's 
oldest  irrigation  districts. 

Mayor  Shelley  will  no  doubt  obtain  a  measure  of  person. \1 
sati.3f action  from  these  proceedings;  because  as  a  Co.ngressma:.! , 
he  assumed  a  leading  role  in  arranging  for  U.         Corps  of 
Engineers  involvement  through  flood  control  contracts. 

Those  contracts  mean  federal  financial  contributions  in 
return  for  flood  control  services. 

The  New  Don  Pedro  Project  involves  construction  of  a  dam, 
about  1.5  miles  dovmstream  from  the  present  Don  Pedro  Dam  which 
is  ovmed  and  operated  by  the  two  irrig.-.tion  districts,, 

The  new  dam,  which  v/ill  have  an  estimated  net  cost  of 
-if 98/1-27, 600,  is  designed  to  impound  2,050,000  acre  feet  of  water. 

This  cost  is  exclusive  of  interest  charges  during  con- 
struction,  bhe  City's  share  of  \;hich  v/ill  be  paid  from  regular 
revenues  of  the  Hetch  Iletchy  Project. 

The  estimate  also  anticipates  escalation  up  to  proposed 
project  completion  in  1970. 

Only  unexpected  high  construction  cost  bids  could  disrupt 
the  agreement  which  has  noi/  been  tentoitively  reached  by  the 
three  agencies  involved. 
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The  City  has  reserved  the  right  to  either  reach  a  new 
agreement,  if  construction  costs  exceed  estimates,  or  to  uith- 
drav;. 

For  its  total  contribution  of  4^^5/^65,038,  San  Francisco 
will,  under  the  terms  of  the  Fourth  Agreement,  be  credited  for 
7^1-0,000  acre  feet  of  exchange  storage  space  in  the  new  dai'j's 
reservoir. 

The  Gitv  v/ill  then  be  enabled  to  increase  releases  of 
water  from  mountain  storage  direct  to  its  residents  and  to 
customers  in  suburban  service  areas. 

Because  of  its  contribution  to  New  Don  Pedro,  San  Francisco 
will  be  able  to  boost  its  v/ate.J  storage  in  the  high  mountains  to 
1} 595? 000  acre  feet — enough  to  increase  diveisions  to  the  City 
by  190  million  gallons  daily  for  a  total  of  ^l-OO  million  gallons 
d^.ily. 


iind  that,  'we  estimate,  v/ill  be  adequate  to  meet  domestic 
water  supply  needs  until  about  the  year  2015. 

One  acre  foot  is  the  equivalent  of  approximately  one-third 
of  a  m-illion  gallons.

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Voters  in  the  Turlock  Irrigation  District  approved  a 
million  issue;  and  their  Modesto  counterparts  adopted  an  -ipl8.5 
million  "bond  issue. 

The  Fourth  Agreement's  presentation  to  the  Commission 
follov;s  many  sessions  v/ith  the  districts  by  our  negotiating 
coiiffiiittee . 

On  the  committee  v^ere  Ilr.  Oral  L.  hoore,  General  I'lanager 
of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  oupply  and  Pov/er  Project;  Kr,  ricPiorrj.s 
ri.  Dov/,  Deputy  City  Attorney;  and  Ilr.  Rino  Bei,  Senior  Engineer 
in  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Division. 

They  worked  under  the  chairmanship  of  Utilities  Counsel 
V/illiam  P.  Bourne. 

According  to  the  Fourth  Agreement,  a  J)-membQT  Board  of 
Peview  with  representation  from  each  of  the  parties,  will 
he  created  to  provide  continuous  advice  as  to  the  progress  of 
design  and  construction — which  will  be  under  the  general  super- 
vision of  the  districts. 

The  Nev/  Don  Pedro  Project  will  be  owned  solely  by  the 
districts;  and  they  will  agree  to  maintain  and  operate  it  at 
their  ovm  expense. 

When  it  is  completed,  the  districts  will  agree  to  assume 
all  of  the  City's  obligations  under  the  contract  v/ith  the  Corps 
of  Engineers  for  flood  control  operation.

The  Third  Ap;reeinent ,  of  June  50,  19^9,  again  recognized 
the  existing  prior  rights  by  the  districts  to  Tuolumne  River 
v/ater,  and  planned  to  assure  availability  of  water  through 
proper  storage  and  management. 

To  this  end  3an  Francisco  v/ould  build  the  Cherry  Valley 
project  and  the  New  Don  Pedro  v/ould  be  built  according  to 
l3.ter  agreement. 

liany  years  have  passed  since  the  days  v/hen  v/atero  from 
Sierira  storms  and  melting  snows  rushed,  unchecked,  dovmstream- 
only  to  be  dissipated  in  the  lov/lands.

SUBJECT:    New  Don  Pedro  Project 
Fourth  Agreement 

In  accordance  with  instructions  in  your  letter  of  December  10,  1965,  to  the 
City  Attorney,  the  City's  negotiating  team  under  the  supervision  of 
Mr.  William  F,  Bourne  has  been  engaged  in  a  series  of  intensive  negotiating 
sessions  with  committees  of  the  Turlock  and  Modesto  Irrigation  Districts. 
These  meetings  have  resulted  in  final  agreement  at  the  negotiating  committee 
level  on  the  principles,  language  and  specific  terms  of  a  final  draft  of  the 
Fourth  Agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Districts,  twenty  copies  of  which 
are  forwarded  herewith  for  your  approval. 

This  Fourth  Agreement  spells  out  in  detail  the  rights  and  obligations  of  each 
of  the  three  parties  in  the  construction  of  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project,  to  meet 
the  general  obligations  assumed  in  the  Third  Agreement  and  the  Army  Flood 
Control  contract,  executed  in  1949.    By  its  terms  San  Francisco  will  obtain 
gross  exchange  storage  space  in  New  Don  Pedro  Reservoir  in  the  amount  of  740,000 
acre  feet.    The  major  effect  to  San  Francisco  of  the  Agreement  will  be  to  in- 
crease the  firm  domestic  water  yield  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  by  an  amount 
of  about  190  million  gallons  daily,  for  a  total  yield,  with  the  storage 
facilities  presently  constructed,  of  400  million  gallons  daily. 

This  quantity,  together  with  the  yield  of  presently  developed  local  watersheds, 
is  sufficient  to  meet  the  municipal  and  industrial  water  needs  of  San  Francisco 
and  its  service  area,  as  presently  projected,  until  the  year  2015. 

In  accordance  with  your  request  of  March  9,  1966,  I  have  prevailed  upon  the 
Districts  and  the  Bechtel  Corporation  for  a  complete  updating  of  project  cost 
estimates  in  specific  detail.    Bechtel  has  just  completed  this  estimate,  which 
pegs  the  net  project  cost,  exclusive  of  interest  charges  during  construction, 
at  $98,427,600  including  estimated  escalation  to  proposed  project  completion 
in  1970  (see  Fourth  Agreement,  Appendix  A,  page  2).    On  the  basis  of  cost  al- 
locations prescribed  in  the  Third  Agreement ,  together  with  allocations  arrived 
at  during  the  process  of  negotiation  for  those  items  of  cost  which  have  de- 
veloped subsequent  to  execution  of  the  Third  Agreement,  participation  by  the 
various  contributing  agencies  in  the  net  project  cost  is  proposed  as  follows  :

It  must  be  noted  that  the  portion  of  the  net  project  cost  allocated  to  San  Francis- 
co exceeds  the  funds  provided  in  the  1961  Municipal  Water  Bond  authorization  by 
$465,038.    Both  Mr.  Bourne  and  I  have  discussed  this  with  the  Controller  and  have 
been  assured  that  it  is  feasible  to  supplement  the  bond  statement  allocation, 
either  by  other  unappropriated  monies  of  the  bond  fund  or  by  Hetch  Hetchy  Project 
revenues.    Increase  in  net  project  cost  is  attributed  to  the  four  years'  delay 
in  project  construction  occasioned  by  the  necessity  for  Federal  Power  Commission 
license  hearings  and  subsequent  litigation. 

Based  on  the  proposed  allocation  of  estimated  net  project  cost,  the  cost  to 
San  Francisco  for  obtaining  740,000  acre  feet  of  exchange  storage  space  will  be 
$61.50  per  acre  foot.    As  you  requested,  I  have  made  a  survey  of  comparable  unit 
costs  for  other  storage  projects  recently  completed,  currently  under  construction, 
or  planned  for  immediate  construction,  as  follows:

the  exchange  storage  to  be  provided  for  the  City  in  New  Don  Pedro  Reservoir 
will  permit  increased  diversions  directly  from  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir.  Public 
Health  officials  of  the  State  and  Federal  Government  have  assured  San  Francisco 
Water  Department  that  no  filtration  of  Hetch  Hetchy  waters  will  be  required  in 
the  foreseeable  future,  because  of  its  protected  watershed  in  Yosemite  National 
Park,  and  the  aqueduct  facilities  constructed  to  protect  its  purity,    I  know  of 
no  other  surface-collected  municipal  water  supply  in  the  country  which  enjoys 
this  privileged  status.    All  other  surface  municipal  and  industrial  supplies, 
including  those  listed  above,  require  filtration.    On  the  basis  of  current  costs 
developed  by  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  filtration  costs  are  in  the 
range  from  $9  to  $12  per  acre  foot. 

Your  negotiating  committee  firmly  believes  this  Fourth  Agreement  contains  all 
the  legal  and  fiscal  safeguards  required  to  preserve  San  Francisco's  interests. 
As  you  directed,  provision  is  made  for  a  Board  of  Review,  with  one  representative 
from  each  of  the  three  cooperating  agencies,  to  provide  policy  guidance  during 
project  construction.    After  execution  of  this  document,  no  party  may  withdraw 
from  project  participation  without  incurring  full  liability  for  its  responsi- 
bilities under  the  Third  Agreement  and  the  Army  Contract. 

Your  committee  unanimously  recommends  approval  of  this  Fourth  Agreement  and 
concomitant  participation  in  New  Don  Pedro  Project  by  you  and  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission,  and  further  recommends  that  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission request  authorization  from  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
execute  said  Agreement .    Enclosed  are  the  necessary  Resolution  and  authorization 
forms  for  that  purpose. 

I  have  discussed  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project  in  detail  with  Mr.  Arthur  H.  Frye,  Jr., 
General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer  of  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  and  he 
strongly  supports  the  committee  recommendation. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Irrigation  Districts  face  a  June  1,  1966  deadline  for  acceptance 
of  the  Federal  Power  Commission  license,  it  is  essential  that  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  take  affirmative  action  on  this  recommendation  no  later 
than  its  meeting  of  May  10,  1966.    Such  action  will  be  considered  sufficient 
evidence  of  good  faith  by  the  Districts  to  permit  their  acceptance  by  the 
stated  deadline. 

By  its  affirmative  action  this  administration  can  complete  in  our  generation  the 
ultimate  storage  development  planned  for  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  under  the 
rights  granted  San  Francisco  by  the  Federal  Government.    Of  much  greater  import, 
it  has  an  opportunity  to  secure  to  San  Francisco,  its  citizens,  and  its  service 
area,  an  economical,  unparalleled  supply  of  pure  mountain  water  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  area  into  the  next  century.    With  the  present,  and  fast  developing, 
scramble  for  available  water  supplies  in  California,  such  an  opportunity  will 
not  come  again.

SUBJECT:     MONTHLY  REPORT  ON  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Water  Conditions 

Because  of  higher  than  normal  temperatures,  runoff  from  the  City's  mountain  watershed 
is  expected  to  peak  about  one  month  early  this  year;  the  light  precipitation  received 
since  January  will  result  in  sub-normal  runoff.    Carryover  storage  from  last  year's 
excellent  runoff  will  permit  nearly  normal  operations  on  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project. 
Careful  analysis  is  being  made  of  the  available  water  and  downstream  requirements 
to  obtain  majcimum  power  generation. 

Power  Operation 

During  the  month  of  April,  Moccasin  and  Dion  R.  Holm  Powerhouses  generated  U2, 725, 000 
kilowatt-hours  and  67,102,000  kilowatt-hours  respectively, 

Dion  R.  Holm  Powerhouse  was  shut  down,  de-energizing  its  transmission  circuits  for 
12  hours  on  Sunday,  April  17,  I966,  to  enable  the  contractor  to  safely  string  the 
transmission  line  conductors  from  Robert  C,  Kirkwood  Powerhouse  to  Intake  Switchyard. 
During  this  period,  generation  at  Moccasin  Powerhouse  was  increased  to  offset  the 
deficiency. 
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Nev  Moccasin  Powerhouse 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  power  transformers  and  oil  circuit  breakers  for  new 
Moccasin  Powerhouse  have  been  prepared  and,  upon  completion  of  review  by  our  consult- 
ant, will  be  submitted  for  the  Commission's  approval  to  procure  through  the  Purchaser 
of  Supplies. 

San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No.  3 

Plans  and  specifications  for  constructing  the  remaining  13-1/2  miles  of  Line  No.  3 
were  completed  and  are  under  final  review.    It  is  anticipated  that  bids  for  this 
contract  will  be  taken  in  June.    Estimated  cost  is  about  $5.3  million. 

California  Aqueduct  Crossing 

San  Joaquin  Pipeline  Ko.  2  was  cut  and  connected  to  the  new  elevated  section  of  pipe 
crossing  the  California  Aqueduct.    The  new  section  was  successfully  pressure  tested 
and  the  line  returned  to  service  on  April  28,  I966.    Line  Ko.  3  was  immediately  shut 
down  for  similar  work  to  be  done. 

Valle  Shaft ,  Coast  Range  Tunnel 

Construction  by  the  State  of  the  Del  Valle  Reservoir  as  part  of  the  South  Bay  Aque- 
duct will  flood  the  Valle  access  shaft  of  the  City's  Coast  Range  Tunnel.    An  inspec- 
tion of  the  site  proposed  by  the  State  Department  of  Water  Resources  for  the  relo- 
cated V»lle  Shaft  was  made  by  staff.     It  appears  that  this  site  will  be  satisfactory 
and  that  there  will  be  sufficient  disposal  area  to  take  care  of  the  spoil  for  both 
the  shaft  and  future  second  tunnel  excavation.    The  method  of  plugging  the  existing 
shaft  as  proposed  by  the  State  has  been  reviewed,     A  meeting  will  be  held  soon  to 
discuss  the  entire  proposal  including  reimbursement  to  the  City  for  its  costs. 
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New  Don  Pedro  Project 

Terms  of  the  Fourth  Agreement  to  be  executed  between  the  City  and  the  Turlock  and 
Modesto  Irrigation  Districts  have  been  agreed  upon  by  the  respective  members  of 
the  negotiating  team.    The  agreement  has  been  forwarded  to  the  General  Manager  of 
Public  Utilities  and  the  boards  of  directors  of  the  two  Districts  for  approval. 
At  the  request  of  the  Districts,  the  Federal  Power  Commission  has  extended  the  time 
for  acceptance  of  the  license  for  the  project  to  June  1,  I966.    This  will  provide 
additional  time  for  consideration  of  the  Fourth  Agreement. 

Condemnation  Actions 

Two  condemnation  actions  were  completed  in  Tuolumne  County.     In  one,  the  U.  S. 
Forest  Service  acquired  a  road  easement  across  one  corner  of  Hetch  Hetchy  prop- 
erty in  the  vicinity  of  Camp  Mather.     In  the  other,  the  County  of  Tuolumne 
acquired  approximately  two  miles  of  the  former  Hetch  Hetchy  Railroad  right-of-way 
extending  easterly  from  the  town  of  Groveland,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
a  county  road, 

ROBERT  C.  KIRKWOOD  POWER  PROJECT 
Robert  C.  Kirkwood  Powerhouse 

Work  continues  on  placing  concrete  for  powerhouse  walls  and  bypass  structure. 

Current  work  on  the  turbines  includes  assembly  of  the  deflector  mechanism  and  servo 
motors  for  Unit  No.  2. 

The  generator  contractor  has  submitted  preliminary  installation  schedule  for 
approval  and  has  been  urged  to  commence  work  at  the  jobsite  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  two  230,000-volt  oil  circuit  breakers  installed  at  Intake  Switchyard  last  month 
were  tested  and  filled  with  oil. 
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At  the  river  crossing  of  the  by-pass ,  work  continues  on  the  grading  and  pouring  of 
concrete  for  the  conduit  invert. 

Penstock 

Concrete  work  has  been  completed  on  penstock  encasement  in  the  bifurcation  area  and 
has  started  at  Anchor  Uo.  3.     The  tendon  anchors  are  being  installed  at  Anchor  No.  1 
and  drilling  and  grouting  operations  have  been  resumed  between  Anchors  No.  2  and 
No.  3. 

Powerhouse  Crane 

The  100-ton  bridge  crane  was  assembled  at  the  manufacturer's  plant  at  Richmond, 
California,  and  was  tested  satisfactorily.    This  equipment  is  ready  for  shipment 
when  powerhouse  construction  permits  installation. 

AIRPORT  ENGINEERING  AI^ID  CONSTRUCTION 
Central  Terminal  -  Alterations 

The  contractor  completed  placing  concrete  for  the  framing  of  the  new  baggage  conveyor 
openings  and  for  closing  the  existing  baggage  lifts  in  the  National  and  Delta  Air 
Lines  ticket  counter  and  office  area  at  the  south  side  of  the  main  ticket  lobby. 

The  installation  of  marble  floor  and  acoustical  panels  at  the  south  side  of  the 
main  ticket  lobby  was  completed  as  well  as  the  installation  of  fluorescent  fixtures 
in  the  lobby  and  underneath  the  Delta  Air  Lines  and  National  Air  Lines  ticket 
counter  canopy. 

Central  Terminal  -  Signs 

The  contractor  completed  installation  of  clock  signs  in  the  main  ticket  lobby,  the 
north  corridor,  the  north  and  south  concourses,  and  the  north  and  south  vestibules. 
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Central  Terminal  -  Outbound  Baggage  Conveyors 

Baggage  conveyor  system  No,  3  was  assembled  as  far  as  possible  and  system  No.  k  is 
being  assembled.     The  installation  of  photo  cell  and  light  source  units  was  completed 
and  the  installation  of  power  and  control  conduits  was  begun. 

Central  Terminal  -  Reconstruction  of  Sidewalks 

The  reconstruction  of  sidewalks,  curbs,  gutters,  and  pavement  at  the  north  ramp  to 

the  upper  level  road  and  at  entrances  to  the  southeast  and  southwest  courts  was 

completed.    Work  is  now  under  way  on  the  manholes,  inlets,  and  valve  boxes. 

South  Terminal  -  Additions  To  Baggage  Conveyor  System 

The  work  on  this  contract  is  suspended  until  modifications  are  certified. 
Pier  FF 

The  erection  of  structural  steel  was  completed  for  the  upper  level  and  mechanical 
room  and  installation  of  metal  decking  for  the  roof  and  duct  housing  was  started. 
The  contractor  also  began  installing  the  elevator  and  the  conduit  from  the  new 
manhole  to  the  main  load  center. 

Runway  26L  -  Approach  Light  Trestle 

The  contractor  has  completed  construction  of  a  portion  of  the  walkway  and  light 
platforms  and  began  painting  the  trestle. 

Taxiway  R  -  Extension 

The  contractor  completed  placing  asphalt  and  cement  treated  base  for  Taxiway  R  and 
completed  drainage  grading  of  the  field  areas  adjacent  to  the  taxiway. 

Installation  of  traffic  control  at  Runways  1-L  and  1-R  awaits  delivery  of  material. 
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12~KV  Electric  Service  -  Additions 

Installation  of  automatic  equipment  at  Station  A  was  completed  and  testing  of  the 
equipment  is  under  way. 

Pump  Station  No.  h  -  Replacement  of  Drainapce  Pipe 

The  contractor  completed  excavating  and  placing  l8-inch  asbestos  cement  pipe  and 
began  backfilling  the  trench. 

Relocation  of  Construction  Office  and  Maintenance  Yard 

The  demolition  of  existing  partitions  was  completed  in  buildings  12,  17,  l8  and  31. 
The  mock-up  building  adjacent  to  Building  1?  was  also  demolished  and  construction 
of  new  partitions  began.     The  contractor  completed  construction  of  the  roof  for  the 
auto  parking  area  adjacent  to  Building  1?  and  began  placing  concrete  for  the  new 
floor  in  the  carpenters'  shop  of  Building  IT.

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Resolution  66-039^  -  In  connection  with  the  waste  water  study  at  the 
airport,  Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  that  there  was  S3  million  in  the 
airport  bond  issue  for  the  drainage  and  sanitary  system  necessary 
to  accomodate  eighteen  million  passengers  annually. 


Resolution  66-0396  -  While  recommending  approval  of  United  x^irlines' 
preliminary  drawings  for  Pier  "C",  Mr.  Carr  said  he  and  Airport 
General  Manager,  George  F.  Hansen,  plan  to  have  further  talks  with 
United  so  that  the  area  will  be  most  attractive. 


Resolution  66-0597  -  Mr.  Hansen  explained  that  Pan  American's 
new  building  on  Plot  1-C  will  be  a  training  center  for  flight 
areas.     It  will  mean  the  addition  of  4  or  5  hundred  ne\f  employments. 

Commissioner  V/hite  reminded  the  Commission  that  this  would  be 
simulated  training,  with  classrooms,  mock-ups  and  electronic 
training  gear.     The  actual  training  flights  were  removed  some  time 
ago  to  Stockton  and  other  areas.     This  training  center  will  not 
adversely  affect  the  noise  situation  at  San  Francisco  International 
Airport. 

Commissioner  Stack  commented  on  the  economic  impact  this  training 
center,  with  its  well  paid  personnel,  will  have  on  the  area. 


Resolution  66-0403  -  Expressing  interest  in  the  proposal  of  the 
City  of  Pleasanton  to  form  an  assessment  district  in  connection 
with  future  sewerage  disposal  for  Pleasanton  and  adjoining  areas 
affects  City's  proposed  industrial  park,  said  Mr.  Carr.     He  and 
Mr.  Frye  feel  that  it  would  be  desirable  to  go  ahead  with  an  in- 
dustrial park  -  smokeless  industry.     If  the  area  is  properly 
developed,  Mr.  Carr  estimated  City's  income  in  the  neighborhood 
of  iv300,000  to  S400,000  per  year.     If  the  property  is  to  be 
developed,  sewerage  disposal  is  most  necessary  and  membership 
in  a  sewerage  district  seems  to  be  the  most  economical  approach. 
In  any  event,  the  proposed  resolution  shows  we  are  willing  to 
have  the  City  of  Pleasanton  go  ahead  with  the  design  and  indicate 
to  us  the  cost,  said  Mr,  Carr.     At  that  time  the  Commission 
will  decide  whether  or  not  the  plan  is  acceptable. 

Commissioner  White  remarked  that  any  expenditures  in  this  regard 
would  be  repaid  by  the  lessees. 

It  was  at  this  point  that  Commission  President  Rousseau  relin- 
quished the  chair  to  Vice  President  White  on  grounds  of  a  possible 
conflict  in  interest. 

After  the  vote  Commissioner  Rousseau  resumed  the  chair.

General  Manap;er  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items  i 

Mr.  Carr  reported  that  the  Board  of  Control  of  the  Northern  Calif- 
ornia Transit  Demonstration  Project  met  this  morning.     The  study 
is  about  60%  complete.     The  report  submitted  this  morning  was  on 
population  and  employments.     The  projections,  worked  out  in  coop- 
eration with  many  groups,  including  the  Planning  Commission  and  the 
Bay  Area  Transportation  Study,  forecast    that  by  1975  there  will 
be  a  6%  increase  in  jobs  in  San  Francisco  -  from  the  current 
480,000  to  about  515,000.     60%  of  these  jobs  will  be  in  the  down- 
town area. 

The  only  place,  according  to  Mr.  Carr,  that  the  projection  in- 
dicates increased  transit  needs  is  in  the  Ingleside  Corridor, 
That  is  in  the  transit  plans  for  rapid  transit  from  downtown  San 
Francisco  to  San  Francisco  State  College. 

Downtown  San  Francisco  xvill  probably  continue  to  have  hotels, 
financial  district  and  shopping  areas  -  just  as  now  -  but  with 
no  great  increase  in  population. 


Commenting  on  the  need  for  promotion  of  urban  transit  with  par- 
ticular emphasis  on  BARTD,  AC  Transit  and  the  Municipal  Railway, 
Mr.  Carr  said  it  may  be  necessary  to  maintain  the  existing  Board 
of  Control  to  direct  joint  promotion  of  transit.     As  soon  as 
James  H.  Leonard,  Director,  Bureau  of  Public  Service,  and  the 
public  relations  officers  of  BARTD  and  AC  Transit  come  up  with 
information,  suggestions  can  be  discussed. 


Mr.  John  Curtin  of  Simpson  and  Curtin,  will  be  in  San  Francisco 
in  the  middle  of  June, 


On  the  Muni  Bond  Issue,  Mr.  Carr  reported  that  the  Capital  Im- 
provement Advisory  Committee  would  not  give  its  views  until  a 
report  is  submitted  by  the  City  Planning  staff.     This  report 
should  be  available  in  a  day  or  two. 


In  reference  to  the  Ferry  System  to  Marin  County,  Mr.  Carr  in- 
formed the  Commission  that  an  application  is  being  drafted;  approval 
for  its  submission  being  sought  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and 
a  representative  from  the  Department  of  Commerce  expected  in  San 
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Francisco  next  week.     Commerce  has  some  business  in  Oakland,  and 
Mr.  Carr  said  he  plans  to  discuss  the  ferry  application  with  said 
representative  before  mailing  it  to  Washington. 

A  meeting  has  also  been  arranged  with  the  Marin  County  Board  of 
Supervisors • 


The  Chamber  of  Commerce , announced  Mr.  Carr,  is  holding  a  meeting 
on  Thursday,  May  19,  at  10:00  A.M.     The  avowed  purpose  of  the 
meeting  is  to  have  interested  people  present  their  views.  Mr. 
Carr  said  he  understood  that  representatives  of  companies  who 
have  expressed  objection  to  a  heliport  at  First  and  Mission  Streets 
will  be  present. 


On  Don  Pedro  Dam,  Mr.  Carr  asked  Mr.  Finn  to  report  the  status 
of  the  Fourth  Agreement. 

Mr,  Finn  informed  the  Commission  that  the  Fourth  Agreement  was 
referred  to  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for 
action  on  Wednesday,  May  18,  1966,     If  passed,  it  will  be  before 
the  full  board  for  adoption  on  Monday,  May  25.

*    The  increase  in  passengers  and  revenue  is  attributed  to  the  difference 
in  weather.    April,  last  year,  had  ten  rainy  days  as  compared  with  two 
days  this  year.    This  year  the  weather  was  clear  from  Tuesday,  April  12th, 
to  the  end  of  the  month,  v.;ith  the  exception  of  one  day,  Sunday,  April  17th, 
which  was  cloudy. 
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REVENUE  AND  EXPENDITURES: 

Adult  fare  passenj^er  revenue  for  the  first  ten  months  of  the  fiscal  year 
was  1.55%  more  than  for  the  corresponding  period  last  year.  Tentative 
figures  indicate  that  total  revenue  for  the  period  July  1,  1965  through 
April  30,  1966  will  exceed  the  budget  estimate  by  $442,000  and  expenditures 
during  that  period  will  be  $455,000  less  than  the  budget  estimate. 

CABLE  CAR  BARN        BEAUTIFICATION  AND  IMPROVEMENT  PROJECTS; 


Five  eucalyptus  trees  have  been  planted  along  Mason  Street,  and  three  along 
Washington  Street  adjacent  to  the  Cable  Car  Barn.    Additionally,  one 
eucalyptus  tree  has  been  planted  at  the  Jackson  Street  entranceway  to  the 
Cable  Car  Barn. 

Ivy  geraniums  have  been  planted  in  windcv^-  boxes  along  the  Mason  Street  side 
of  the  property  to  replace  begonia  plants  which  had  deteriorated. 

Specifications  v\'ere  written  by  Mr.  Joseph  Corrao,  Superintendent  of  Power 
and  Plant,  for  reconditioning  and  rebuilding  two  lathes,  two  grinders,  a 
drill  press,  and  a  shaper  at  the  Cable  Car  Barn.    The  contract  has  been  let 
and  work  started  on  this  project. 

Walkways  in  the  cable  machinery  section  have  been  repainted.    Other  painting 
and  cleaning  projects  are  in  progress  in  this  area. 

Additionally,  extra  car  cleaners  are  being  temporarily  transferred  from  other 
divisions  to  the  Cable  Car  Barn  to  assist  in  thoroughly  cleaning  cable  car 
interiors  and  exteriors. 


IMPROVEMENTS  AT  GEARY- PRESIDIO  MUNI  PROPERTY : 

Two  new  benches  (each  8  ft,  long)  have  been  constructed  and  installed  at  the 
Geary  Street  entrance  to  Presidio  Division  offices  --  one  on  each  side  of  the 
doorway.    The  supports  are  arranged  so  that  the  benches  are  level. 

Tv;o  large  wooden  compartments  have  been  constructed  and  installed  adjacent 
to  ''Track  16''  at  the  Geary  Street  side  of  the  building  to  house  four  large 
trash  containers  and  also  to  provide  space  for  discarded  cartons.    The  result 
is  an  improved  appearance  to  the  property  and  a  considerable  reduction  in 
waste  paper  being  blown  about  the  area. 

IVEST  PORTAL  AT^iP  MISSION  MERCURY  ARC  SUBSTATIONS ' 

A  v;ork  order  has  been  issued  to  the  ''^estinghouse  Corporation  for  the  services 
of  an  electrical  technician  to  perform  special  testing  work  in  conjunction 
with  the  operation  of  the  circuit  breakers  at  the  West  Portal  and  Mission 
Mercury  Arc  Substations.    All  special  relays  controlling  circuit  breakers  were 
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WEST  PORTAL  Pm  MISSION  N!£RCURY  ARC  SUBSTATIONS:  (Cont'd) 

thoroughly  tested  and  recalibrated.    Actual  short  circuit  tests  on  the  trolle 
lines  were  made  to  check  the  performance  of  these  relays  and  circuit  breakers 
Several  weaknesses  were  detected  and  corrected.    The  forces  of  the  Motive 
Power  Division  and  the  Overhead  Line  Division  assisted  in  making  these  tests. 


FEST  PORTAL  AVENUE  TR/vCKS: 

New  rails  have  been  installed,  inbound,  on  West  Portal  Avenue  between  St. 
Francis  Circle  and  ISth  Avenue.    The  previous  track  structure  and  pavement 
surface  v;ere  in  very  poor  condition. 

PCC  CAR  CLEy\NING: 

A  water  sprayer  has  been  constructed  and  installed  at  Geneva  Division  to 
rinse  off  streetcars  when  they  are  washed. 


SERVICE  IMPROVEMENTS: 

Because  of  increased  patronage,  two  additional  cable  cars  are  being  operated 
from  approximately  11:30  a.m.  to  7:30  p.m.  on  weekdays  on  the  Powell  Street 
lines.    This  change  in  schedules  became  effective  May  9. 

Effective  May  16,  two  additional  outbound  streetcar  trips  are  being  scheduled 
on  Line  "M"  to  accommodate  San  Francisco  State  College  students  going  to 
9  a.m.  and  10  a.m.  classes. 


VJAREHOUSE  FIRE: 

Third  Street  between  Brannan  and  Tovmsend  Streets  was  closed  from  6  08  p.m. 
Thursday,  April  28,  1966,  until  4:25  p.m.,  Saturday,  April  50,  1966,  due  to 
a  fire  in  a  large  warehouse. 

Brannan  and  Tov.Tisend  Streets  between  2nd  and  3rd  v/cre  also  closed  during  most 
of  this  two-day  period.    The  closing  of  3rd  Street  necessitated  turning  back 
Line  No.  30  trolley  coaches  from  4th  S  Folsom  Streets  and  operating  motor 
coach  shuttle  service  betv/een  4th  ^  Folsorn  and  the  Southern  Pacific  Depot. 

Lines  Nos.  15,  19,  27,  40  and  42  were  also  rerouted  around  the  fire  area.

Resolution  66-0^11  -  Mr,  Carr  explained  that  Macy's,was  seeking 
permission  to  construct  a  spur  track  qcross  the  old  Municipal 
right-of-way  in  the  vicinity  of  Hickey  and  El  Camino,  South  San 
Francisc<5. 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  this  crossing  would  give  access  to  a  ware- 
house approximately  one-half  the  size  of  the  San  Francisco 
Paul  Avenue  warehouse.     In  addition,  Macy's  would  agree  to  re- 
locate a  water  line  now  on  the  property. 

Mr.  Carr  went  on  to  say  that  if  Macy's  v/as  agreeable  to  meeting 
the  cost  of  grade  separation,  then  Public  Utilities  Counsel 
Bourne  advised  there  is  no  reason  why  an  agreement  could  not  be 
entered  into. 

Mr.  Orris  Willard  of  Macy's  then  addressed  the  Commission. 

Mr.  Willard  explained  that  Macy's  was  going  to  construct  a 
warehouse  2^0,000  square  feet.     At  the  present  they  can  put  in 
the  warehouse  without  relocating  the  water  main.     In  the  event 
of  expansion  then  the  water  main  would  have  to  be  located  and 
they  would  do  this  at  their  own  cost.     He  said  that  Macy's 
would  also  agree  to  construct  a  new  grade  separation  if  necessary 
at  their  own  cost.     In  response  to  a  question  from  Commissioner 
Stack,  Mr.  Willard  said  that  Macy's  could  not  possibly  locate 
thirty  acres  in  San  Francisco. 

Mr.  John  Brucato  suggested  that  Macy's  lease  the  entire  right-of- 
way  on  a  monthly  basis  for  use  for  parking.

Mr.  C.  A.  Myhre ,  Executive  Vice  President  of  Pacific  Air  Lines 
was  present  and  said  Pacific  Air  Lines  was  willing  to  go  ahead 
on  this  because  of  the  time  limitations.

the  Airport  manager  informed  so  they  will  know  of  any  problems 
that  will  lead  to  construction  delays. 


Resolution  66-0415  -  Commissioner  Rousseau  commenting  on  this 
resolution  which  contained  a  departmental  request  for  funds  in 
the  amount  of  .$80.00  for  scavenger  fees  at  Washington-Mason 
carbarn  said,  in  his  opinion,  bringing  such  an  item  before  the 
Commission  was  a  waste  of  time.     He  suggested  that  a  resolution 
be  passed  authorizing  the  General  Manager  and  staff  to  approve 
these  small  amounts.     Mr.  Carr  said  he  had  discussed  this  matter 
with  William  J.  Dwyer,  Acting  Director  Bureau  of  Accounts,  and 
it  was  their  intention  to  meet  with  the  Controller  and  discuss 
some  reasonable  level  where^At  would  not  be  necessary  to  bring 
money  items  to  the  Commission. 


At  the  request  of  Mr.  Carr  the  item  of  the  Flower  Shop  lease 
and  Call  for  Bid  was  taken  off  calendar.      He  said  he  wished  to 
look  into  the  possibility  of  including,  sales  of  flowers  outside 
of  the  terminals  at  the  airport.     He  said  he  had  not  reached 
totally  satisfactory  arrangements  and  wished  to  discuss  the 
matter  further  with  Mr.  Hansen  and  the  lessee.

General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items: 

Mr.  Carr  reported  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the 
Fourth  Agreement  with  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts 
for  the  construction  of  Don  Pedro  Dam.     The  Board  of  Supervisors' 
resolution  is  in  the  Mayor's  office  for  signa'ure.     Both  Districts 
have  passed  resolutions  accepting  the  license,  thus  meeting  the 
deadline  of  June  1966. 


In  reference  to  the  proposed  study  for  modern  ferry  service  between 
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San  Francisco  and  Marin  County,  Mr.  Carr  said  the  item  would  be 
before  the  Streets  and  Transportation  Conmiittee  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  on  Thursday  afternoon.     He  said  an  application  would 
be  made  to  Washington  as  soon  as  possible  in  order  to  get  the 
request  in  under  this  year's  appropriation.     Jack  Kent  will  get 
together  with  the  Marin  County  Board  of  Supervisors  to  explain  the 
purpose  of  this  study  so  there  will  not  be  any  disagreement  with 
that  Board. 

Mr.  Carr  informed  the  Commission  that  Thursday  there  will  be  another 
meeting  in  the  office  of  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency, .Regional 
Director  in  San  Francisco , between  San  Francisco,  Oakland  and  San 
Jose.     The  purpose  of  the  meeting  is  to  discuss  the  possibility 
of  a  regional  airport  study,  particularly  as  it  applies  to  air 
space  use  in  the  San  Francisco,  Oakland  and  San  Jose  Area. 

On  the  heliport  site,  Mr.  Carr  said  the  Commissioners  were  at 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  meeting  and  were  familiar  with  discussions 
relative  to  heliports.     Mr.  Carr  said  he  would  send  in  the  report 
in  the  next  day  or  so  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Downtown 
Association,  Hotel  Association  and  the  Port  Authority  asking 
that  they  present  their  views  in  writing  with  reference  to  the 
suggested  temporary  site  at  Pier  50,  as  discussed  in  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  meeting.     Mr.  Carr  said  it  was  his  understanding  the 
Commission  would  prefer  to  have  statements  from  those  organizations 
in  writing  in  light  of  past  conversations  with  Downtown  Association 
and  others • 

Mr.  Carr  reported  that  three  San  Francisco  Water  Department  em- 
ployees have  passed  examinations  to  become  water  treatment  works 
operators , 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  Calaveras  Filtration  Plant  will  be  in  operation 
in  June.     The  date  for  the  dedication  ceremony  will  be  set  in 
the  very  near  future. 

Mr.  Carr  informed  the  Commission  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
passed  a  resolution  authorizing  the  extension  of  the  Neighborhood 
Youth  Corp  through  August  31,  1966. 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  Planning  Commission  is  submitting  their  comments 
on  the  Municipal  Railway  Bond  Issue.     He  said  we  are  working  with 
Mr.  McCarthy  and  Mr.  Kent  in  an  effort  to  resolve  any  questions 
the  Planning  Commission    may  have  in  time  to  meet  the  deadlines 
required.

WATER  QUALITY 

The  water  main  flushing  program  in  the  University  Mound 
pressure  zone,  previously  planned  and  publicized,  began  in  April. 
A  total  of  l5^,i;00  feet  of        through  12"  diameter  mains  were 
flushed.     In  carrying  out  this  operation  a  total  of  162  gate  valves 
and  blowoff  valves  were  checked  and/or  operated. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  a  total  of  19  individual  flushing 
operations  were  carried  out.     Seven  were  to  correct  "dirty  water" 
conditions,  while  12  were  scheduled  flushing  operations  to  prevent 
the  occurrence  of  dirty  water  conditions  at  known  trouble  spots. 

Calaveras  and  all  Peninsula  reservoirs  have  been  treated 
with  copper  sulphate  for  the  control  of  algae  occasioned  by  the 
unusually  mild  weather  during  April  and  early  May. 

In  the  latter  part  of  April,  a  deterioration  of  the  bacter- 
iological quality  of  raw  water  samples  from  Crystal  Springs  Reservoir 
was  controlled  by  increased  chlorine  dosage  followed  by  the  use  of 
sulphur  dioxide  to  adjust  the  chlorine  residual  in  the  distribution 
system.     On  May  9,  withdrawal  of  water  from  Crystal  Springs  was 
transferred  to  the  next  higher  outlets  which  are  above  the  lake's 
thermocline,  resulting  in  a  reduction  of  the  chlorine  demand,  en- 
abling the  dosage  to  be  reduced  to  normal  levels. 

Checking  of  equipment  and  correction  of  minor  difficulties 
encountered  is  proceeding  at  Sunol  Valley  Water  Treatment  Plant. 
It  is  anticipated  that  this  plant  will  be  ready  to  operate  upon 
completion  of  construction  work  on  the  78"  pipeline  from  the  plant 
to  the  Alameda  siphon  sometime  in  June, 


iatater  conditions 


For  all  practical  purposes  1965-66  rainfall  on  local  water- 
sheds is  over,  with  precipitation  averaging  about  72^  of  normal  for 
the  season.     However,  carry-over  storage  from  late  and  heavy  rains 
last  season  permitted  partial  shutdown  of  Hetch  Hetchy  capacity  for 
construction  of  a  crossover  section  in  each  San  Joaquin  pipeline 
where  the  State's  aqueduct  crosses  the  City's  right-of-way, 

GROSS  CONSUMPTION  OF  WATER 
Million  Gallons  Per  Day  Average 
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Water  was  transported  from  Hetch  Hetchy  sources  at  an  aver- 
age rate  of  131,8  mgd  during  April,     The  full  220  mgd  capacity  of 
the  Hetch  Hetchy  aqueduct  will  again  be  available  upon  completion  of 
crossover  construction  this  month.

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ECONOMIC  OPPORTUNITY  PROGRAM^ 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  a  resolution  authorizing 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  prepare  supplemental  agreements 
to  its  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  Project  to  provide  for  employment 
of  a  total  of  200  needy  youths  from  in-school  or  out-of-school 
categories  as  enrollees  are  available^     The  proposed  supplemental 
agreements  will  extend  through  the  month  of  August  and  the  City's 
contribution  will  be  limited  to  funds  previously  budgeted  for  the 
current  project, 

VEHICLE  SAFETY 

The  Department  initiated  a  program  to  have  all  personnel 
operating  vehicles  take  the  tele-binocular  vision  tests  and  hearing 
tests  that  are  given  to  Municipal  Railway  operators  by  the  Bureau 
of  Personnel  and  Safety. 

A  review  of  equipment  operated  by  the  Department  was  made 
to  determine  compliance  with  California  Safety  Order  1592.  No 
vehicles  presently  operated  are  affected  by  this  order,     A  report 
was  made  of  the  need  and/or  feasibility  of  installing  the  subject 
back-up  warning  devices  on  Department  equipment,  with  suggested 
priority  listings  of  equipment  needing  such  devices. 

Emphasis  on  safety  in  general  and  vehicular  safety  in  par- 
ticular has  already  reduced  the  number  and  severity  of  accidents. 
Further  Improvements  are  expected  from  continuing  programs  to  make 
safe  working  methods  a  habit  among  all  employees. 

FINANCE 

Collections  for  the  month  of  April  amounted  to  $1,373,813; 
total  collections  for  the  first  ten  months  of  the  fiscal  year 
196^-66  were  $l5>  351,^1^,  which  is  an  Increase  of  $814.3,606  over  the 
like  period  of  the  previous  year.

ELECTRONIC  DATA  PROCESSING 

Most  of  the  programs  Involved  with  customer  billing  and  the 
updating  of  customer  records  are  operating  very  smoothly.     The  dally 
cash  receipts,  which  close  late  in  the  afternoon,  are  now  processed 
into  the  computer  on  the  same  day.     This  allows  a  final  check  of  any 
payments  to  those  accounts  scheduled  for  shut-off,   thus  avoiding 
unnecessary  action  on  any  account  for  which  payment  was  received. 
This,   incidentally.   Improves  customer  relations. 
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SERVICE  RENEWALS 

During  the  month  of  April,  [|.23  inspections  for  poor  supply 
were  made;  668  service  renewals  were  made,  including  those  com- 
pleted under  contracts. 

Due  to  the  nationwide  shortage  of  copper  the  Department  was 
forced  to  purchase  and  start  installing  plastic  service  pipes  in 
order  to  continue  this  vital  program.     Improvements  in  the  plastics 
industries  have  resulted  in  a  very  durable  and  workable  product. 
It  is  felt  that  should  copper  continue  in  short  supply  or  at  higher 
prices,  the  Department  will  consider  continuing  the  use  of  plastic 
pipe  for  this  purpose* 

FREEWAYS 

Work  is  in  progress  on  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  at  the  bridge 
across  San  Mateo  Creek  and  the  embankment  construction  opposite 
Crest  Avenue, 

Work  on  relocation  of  the  P,G.&;  E,  60  KV  power  line  on  the 
San  Andreas  watershed  is  still  in  progress. 

The  State's  plan  for  drainage  of  the  freeway  section  between 
the  bridge  and  Larkspur  Drive,  San  Burno,   is  being  reviewed. 

Design  for  relocation  of  San  Andreas  pipeline  at  San 

Bruno  Avenue  interchange  is  being  prepared. 

1961  BOND  FUND  PROJECTS 

The  Real  Estate  Department  was  authorized  by  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  to  acquire  the  necessary  subsurface  easements 
for  the  construction  of  Crystal  Springs  bypass  tunnel.     Nearly  50 
separate  parcels  of  land  are  involved  (many  of  them  are  lots  in

Mrs.  Frieda  Klussmann  has  seen  the  design  and 
endorsed  it  wholeheartedly,  and  the  Public  Utilities  Counsel  has 
advised  that  from  a  legal  point  of  view  there  was  no  objection 
to  the  use  by  the  Telephone  Company  of  the  Municipal  Railway  in- 
signia on  the  booths. 

At  Commissioner  Lapin's  inquiry,  Mr.  Carr  explained  the  reason  for 
the  difference  in  color  schemes  on  the  California  Cable  Line  and 
Powell  Cable  Line,  and  said  that  for  historical  reasons  City  has 
maintained  these  original  colors.

General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items: 

Mr.  Carr  reported  that  plans  for  the  official  ceremonies 
naming  the  Dion  R.  Holm  Powerhouse  are  under  way  for  either 
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this  Slimmer  or  early  fall,  and  requested  espression  from  the 
Commissioners  as  to  a  preferential  date. 

The  Robert  C,  Kirkwood  Powerhouse  ceremony  will  be  held  when 
the  structure  has  been  completed  and  the  powerhouse  operating. 


Mr.  Carr  said  he  attended  a  meeting  recently  with  the  Mayors 
of  Millbrae  and  San  Bruno  and  others,  at  the  request  of 
Supervisor  James  V.  Fitzgerald  of  San  Mateo  County,  on  airport 
matters  and  the  bond  issue.     Millbrae  stated  its  concern  over 
discussion  about  the  moving  of  the  freeway  closer  to  its 
residents  in  order  for  the  Airport  to  utilize  60  acres  of  land. 
Mr.  Carr  reported  he  told  them  he  would  inform  them  if  any 
decisions  with  the  State  Highway  Commission  were  reached,  Mr. 
Carr  said  a  frank  discussion  of  relative  responsibilities 
followed,  and  that  the  meeting  worked  out  very  well. 

Mr.  Carr  mentioned  some  of  the  congestion  problems  at  Pier  D 
at  the  Airport —  the  handling  of  the  Pacific  and  PSA  ge'ts, 
and  the  matter  of  gate  positions  upon  completion  of  the 
proposed  pier  enlargement. 

Mr.  Carr  advised  the  Commissioners  that  a  study  of  the  Air- 
port's electrical  distribution  system  by  R.  W.  Beck  and 
Associates,  consulting  engineers,  has  revealed  a  high  degree 
of  reliability  and,  emergency  generators  are  adequate  to 
insure  safe  operations  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport 
in  the  event  of  a  power  interruption.    Review  of  power  standby 
facilities  will  be  conducted  on  a  periodic  basis  to  insure  the 
emergency  procedures  now  followed  will  always  suffice,  he 
stated. 


Departmental  Report: 

Airport  Department  monthly  report  was  submitted  by  George  F. 
Hansen,  Airport  General  Manager. 

Mr.  Hansen  commented  on  the  helicopter  accident  occurring 
at  the  airport  during  the  week.     It  was  an  operational  error 
on  the  part  of  the  pilot;  the  damage  was  confined  to  airline 
property,  and,  fortunately,  no  one  was  hurt. 

Remarking  on  the  figures  contained  in  the  monthly  report, 
showing  a  27.2%  increase  in  passenger  traffic  over  April  of 
last  year,  Mr.  Hansen  said  he  believed  at  least  15%  of  this 
increase  was  due  to  military  travel.     He  said  he  and  Mr.  Carr 
have  discussed  the  possibility  of  a  study  in  the  near  future 
similar  to  the  Municipal  Railway  origin  and  destination 
study  conducted  by  Simpson  &  Curtin.     This  would  reveal  many 
pertinent  facts  about  single  passenger  traffic,  how  much  is 
domestic,  continental,  commuter  traffic,  etc.     It  would  be 
valuable  information  to  airlines,  San  Mateo  County,  other 
business;  the  question  arises  whether  San  Francisco  should 
bear  the  total  cost  of  the  study. 
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Roll  Call: 

Commissioner  White  asked  that  Airport  submit  a  report  on  the 
status  of  the  advertising  contract  at  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport. 


Commissioner  White  asked  for  a  report  on  the  matter  of  hiring 
temporary  personnel  at  the  Airport  for  handling  traffic  during 
peak  periods  and  during  holiday  weekends. 

Mr.  Hansen  said  arrangements  are  being  made  to  take  care  of 
the  July  4  weekend,  and  that  the  whole  project  is  being  studie 
A  small  amount  of  money  is  budgeted  for  the  purpose  of  hiring 
temporary  help,  but  it  is  more  advantageous  to  use  overtime, 
in  view  of  the  necessity  for  uniforms  and  equipment. 

Commissioners  Rousseau  and  Lapin,  in  anticipation  of  the  large 
4th  of  July  weekend  crowds,  pointed  out  the  importance  of 
sufficient  personnel  to  handle  the  traffic. 

Commissioner  Lapin  said  he  did  not  wish  the  Commission  and 
Airport  criticized  for  lack  of  forward  planning.     The  root  of 
the  problem  is  that  the  war  has  caused  a  factual  increase  in 
traffic  at  the  San  Francisco  airport  and  at  other  airports, 
unpredicted  by  anyone. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  asked  whether  a  supplemental  appropriati 
could  be  requested  for  this  purpose.     Commissioner  Stack  asked 
for  a  report  on  the  new  employments  requested  and  allowed  in 
the  budget,  and  said  if  necessary  aggressive  action  should  be 
taken  Mr.  Hansen  should  be  instructed  to  go  back  in  the  direct- 
ion of  listing  all  the  personnel  needed  at  the  Airport  and 
going  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  an  immediate  supple- 
mental appropriation.

Traffic  Summary  (April): 

Substantial  gains  were  registered  in  April  with  respect  to  passenger, 
mail  and  freight  traffic.    The  passenger  total  of  885,800  was  27.2^ 
more  than  for  April  last  year.     Passenger  volume  for  the  past  4  months 
of  the  calendar  year  has  shown  an  increase  of  23.6^  over  the  corres- 
ponding period  in  1965 .     A  marked  increase  in  travel  by  military 
personnel  and  dependents  is  the  principal  factor  in  the  air  passenger 
growth  rate.    Travel  on  the  basis  of  reduced  youth  fares  is  also 
contributing  to  the  increase. 

Shipments  of  U.  S.  mail  increased  by  S0%  over  April  of  last  year. 
The  current  monthly  volume  of  13,750  3000  pounds  is  largely  attributable 
to  the  amount  of  mail  dispatched  to  the  armed  forces  in  Southeast 
Asia.     We  are  presently  negotiating  v;ith  the  Post  Office  Department 
to  provide  additional  space  in  the  cargo  area  in  order  to  assist  in 
taking  care  of  this  expanding  volume. 

Air  express  increased  11. h%  over  the  corresponding  period  last  year 
to  a  total  of  1,200,000  pounds. 

Air  freight  increased  36.2%  to"  a  total  of  33,500,000  pounds. 

Aircraft  movements — landings  and  take-offs  by  scheduled  air  carriers 
— totaled  18,964,  vjhich  was  1^.3%  over  the  corresponding  month  in 
1965.     Total  movements  for  the  month  were  24,553.     This  inoludes 
military  aircraft  and  general  aviation  activity. 
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TWA  Nonstop  Service  to  Detroit: 

On  April  5th  Trans  VJorld  Airlines  Inaugurated  San  Francisco-Detroit 
nonstop  service  with  a  brief  ceremony  at  the  Airport.

Resolution  66-0488  -  Authorizing  inspection  trips  in  connection 
with  the  new  Moccasin  Powerhouse  generators  being  fabricated 
at  the  plants  of  Allgemeine  Elektricitats-Gesellschaf t ,  in 
Germany. 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that,  in  general,  Lloyds  Register  of  Shipping 
will  be  handling  the  inspection  for  City  at  the  Generator 
plant.     However,  in  order  to  prevent  any  misunderstandings 
arising  at  the  factory  between  the  inspecting  agency  and  the 
factory  people  themselves,  it  is  anticipated  that  at  the  min- 
imum it  will  be  necessary  for  at  least  one  electrical  engineer 
to  be  present  at  the  factory  during  major  electrical  testing 
of  the  generator  components.

He  asked  if  some 
official  expression  by  the  PUC  to  the  Retirement  System  would 
be  in  order. 

Nr.  Carr  said  he  would  check  to  see  how  far  the  Commission  could 
go.     He  said  he  has  discussed  the  subject  of  a  more  modern  re- 
tirement system  with  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  and  is 
hopeful  that  they  can  take  some  leadership.     A  modern  retirement 
system  is  an  important  element  in  attracting  candidates  for 
responsible  positions  in  City  government  and  securing  top  people 
for  important  Utility  jobs. 

Commissioner  White  discussed  the  importance  of  an  equitable 
salary  .scale,  and  raises  in  pay,  in  the  hiring  of  people.  He 
agreed  the  whole  subject  should  be  investigated.

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Water  Conditions 

Warm  weather  on  the  City's  mountain  watershed  has  resulted  in  early  snowmelt  and 
corresponding  runoff  has  caused  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  to  be  at  the  highest  level 
attained  in  many  years  this  early  in  the  year.    Controlled  releases  are  being  made 
to  prevent  spilling  due  to  proposed  construction  work  below  O'Shaughnessy  Dam. 
Inflow  into  Lake  Lloyd  Reservoir  has  reached  its  peak  and  is  diminishing.  The 
storage  peak  was  reached  on  Hay  31,  I966  when  Lake  Lloyd  contained  177,000  acre- 
feet,  66%  of  capacity.    Power  generation  schedules  are  being  adjusted  accordingly. 

Power  Production 

During  the  month  of  May,  Moccasin  and  Dion  R.  Holm  Powerhouses  generated  UU, 595, 000 
kilowatt-hours  and  6l,8Ul,000  kilowatt-hours  respectively. 

Moccasin  Transformer  Failure 

The  power  transformer  which  was  damaged  by  an  internal  fault  on  March  31,  I966  has 

been  repaired  by  City  forces  and  is  now  available  as  a  spare  in  the  event  any  of 

the  other  12  power  transformers  (now  hi  years  old)  should  fail. 
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New  Moccasin  Powerhouse 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  power  transformers  have  been  submitted  to  the  City- 
Purchaser  for  procurement, 

San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No.  3 

Plans  and  specifications  for  Hetch  Hetchy  Contract  No.  379,  Construction  of  San 
Joaquin  Pipeline  No.  3,  Section  A,  have  been  completed  and  sent  to  the  Public  Util- 
ities Commission  for  approval  and  authorization  for  advertising  for  bids.  This 
contract  is  for  the  final  link  in  the  ^7-1/2  mile  No,  3  Pipeline  extending  across 
the  San  Joaquin  Valley  from  Tesla  Portal  to  Oakdale  Portal,  on  which  construction 
was  started  in  July,  I962  and  which  has  been  financed  under  the  I96I  Municipal  Water 
System  Bond  Fund. 

Bids  will  be  called  on  the  basis  of  six  alternate  schedules  covering  steel  pipe 
either  cement  mortar  lined  and  coated,  or  coal-tar  enamel  lined  and  coated,  or  a 
combination  thereof,  and  prestressed  concrete  pipe.    The  use  of  prestressed  concrete 
pipe  is  limited  to  Section  A-1  only.     Estimated  cost  is  $5.3  million  based  on  the 
use  of  steel  pipe.     Construction  time  is  5^0  calendar  days. 

Alterations  to  Tesla  Portal 

A  color  rendering  showing  the  new  extension  to  the  overflow  shaft  at  Tesla  Portal 
was  submitted  to  the  Art  Commission  for  approval.    The  ultimate  height  of  the 
extension  will  be  about  80  feet.     The  structure  will  be  fabricated  from  Maydri-R 
or  Cor-ten  Steel,    These  steels  have  the  property  of  oxidizing  to  a  deep  reddish 
brown  color  upon  exposure  to  the  atmosphere,  forming  a  tight  protective  coating 
over  the  steel  surface  which  prevents  further  rusting  and  eliminates  the  need  for 
painting. 
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state  Freeway  Crossings 

Final  plans  and  specifications  for  the  concrete  incasement  of  the  three  San  Joaquin 
Pipelines  at  two  Interstate  Freeway  crossings  and  an  adjoining  county  road  crossing 
have  been  forwarded  to  the  State  Division  of  Highways  for  final  approval.    The  State 
will  issue  utilities  agreements  to  the  City  whereby  all  work  is  to  be  done  at  the 
expense  of  the  State.    Work  will  be  accomplished  under  Hetch  Hetchy  Contract  No. 
375.    The  terms  of  the  condemnation  actions  filed  by  the  State  for  freeway  easements 
across  the  City's  rights-of-way  will  provide  that  the  State  will  pay  for  the 
increased  cost  of  tunnelling  under  the  freeways  when  the  future  fourth  pipeline 
is  constructed  by  the  City. 

California  Aqueduct  Crossing 

San  Joaquin  Pipeline  Ho.  3  was  connected  to  the  new  elevated  section  of  pipe  crossing 
the  California  Aqueduct  and  the  pipeline  was  put  back  in  service  May  31,  1966, 
Work  is  now  under  way  guniting  the  outside  of  the  three  City  pipelines. 

New  Don  Pedro  Project 

The  Fourth  Agreement  has  been  executed  by  the  City  and  the  Turlock  and  Modesto 
Irrigation  Districts.    The  Districts  have  filed  acceptance  of  the  license  submitted 
by  the  Federal  Power  Commission.    The  Bechtel  Corporation  is  proceeding  with  the 
preparation  of  final  plans  and  specifications.    It  is  proposed  to  call  for  bids 
on  the  project  in  April,  196?. 

Moccasin  Fish  Hatchery  Water  Supply 

At  the  request  of  the  State  of  California  Fish  and  Game  Commission  staff  tests  were 
conducted  to  determine  the  possibility  of  increasing  the  delivery  of  water  to  the 
Moccasin  Fish  Hatchery  to  30  cubic  feet  per  second  of  water  from  the  present  20 
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cubic  feet  per  second.    The  tests  indicate  that  it  is  currently  not  possible  to 
deliver  this  greater  flow  when  the  Moccasin  Reregulating  Reservoir  level  is  below 
elevation  911.    Studies  are  in  progress  to  determine  possible  means  of  achieving 
greater  flow  to  the  Fish  Hatchery  at  low  reservoir  levels. 

ROBERT  C.  KIRKWOOD  POWER  PROJECT 
Robert  C.  Kirkwood  Powerhouse 

Work  continues  placing  concrete  for  powerhouse  walls  and  bypass  structure. 

Electrical  and  mechanical  work  is  also  under  way  on  the  turbines  and  control 
equipment , 

Installation  of  generators  has  not  started  but  discussions  are  in  progress  which  may 
result  in  a  shorter  installation  time  than  previously  anticipated. 

Work  continues  at  the  river  crossing  on  the  bypass  section. 

Penstock 

Excavation  and  concrete  work  continues  between  Anchors  3  and  k  and  on  the  grouting 
and  tendon  anchors  at  various  locations. 

Powerhouse  Crsme

Industrial  Wastes 

Monthly  monitoring  of  Drainage  Station  IJo,  2  once  again  showed  that  a  good  quality 
effluent  is  being  discharged  into  the  Bay  through  this  station.     Final  plans  and 
specifications  for  the  South  Oxidation  Pond  (near  Millbrae)  were  completed  and 
processed  for  advertising  of  bids.    Work  with  tenants  is  continuing  and  samples 
have  been  taken  from  Pan  American  Airways  and  Trans-World  Airlines.

Condemnation  Action  for  Additional  Easements  at  Airport 
The  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  is  planning  to  enlarge  its  Millbrae  Substation 
and  has  filed  a  condemnation  action  to  acquire  additional  easements  across  Airport 
lands  for  transmission  lines  serving  the  substation.    The  substation  is  being 
enlarged  to  provide  additional  capacity  to  serve  the  surrounding  area  and  the  Air- 
port,   Hetch  Hetchy  power  is  wheeled  through  this  substation  to  the  Airport.

Mr.  Hansen  then  explained  the  airlines'  proposed  service  between 
the  two  terminals  which  would  carry  connecting  passengers  from 
one  airline  gate  position  to  another  as  well  as  from  the 
helicopter  gates.     Two  busses  are  to  be  used  and  will  operate 
on  a  ten-minute  headway  at  a  2^<t.  fare.     The  airlines  have 
reached  an  agreement  to  underwrite  this  service.  International 
Flight  Service  will  operate  the  mini-busses. 

Mr.  Carr  said  his  only  concern  was  the  25<^  fare.     It  is,  he 
commented,  much  higher  than  our  Municipal  Railway  rate  for  a 
much  longer  ride. 

Mr.  Hansen  said  the  airlines  will  provide  their  passengers 
with  complimentary  tickets.     Other  riders,  who  will  pay  the 
25^  fare,  will  probably  be  airport  visitors.     In  response  to 
a  question  from  the  Commission,  Mr,  Hansen  replied  that  the 
proposed  service  would  be  between  the  terminals  with  no 
service  to  the  parking  lots. 

Both  Commissioners  White  and  Greenberg  expressed  their  concern 
with  the  plight  of  the  foreign  passenger  who  might  arrive 
without  American  money  for  the  250  fare.     Mr.  Hansen  said 
that  the  airline  would  provide  that  passenger  with  a  com^ 
plimentary  ticket. 

Mr.  Carr  was  interested  in  the  color  scheme  for  the  busses. 
Mr.  Hansen  said  they  were  an  attractive  blue  and  white. 

Upon  motion  by  Commissioner  Greenberg,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
White,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted:

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REVENUE  AMD  EXPENDITURES: 

Adult  fare  passenper  revenue  for  the  first  eleven  months  of  the  fiscal  year 
was  1.66%  more  than  for  the  corresponding  neriod  last  year.  Tentative 
figures  indicate  that  total  revenue  for  the  period  July  1,  1965  through 
May  51,  1966  will  exceed  the  budget  estimate  by  $497,795  and  expenditures 
during  that  period  v»;ill  be  $510,000  less  than  the  budget  estimate. 

CABLES,  CABLE  CARS  MD  CABLE  CAR  BARN: 

Major  painting  work  has  been  done  at  the  cable  car  barn  in  the  Machinery  Plant 
area,  including  the  floor  entranceway,  the  exterior  and  interior  walls  of  the 
lunchroom  and  lavatory,  and  also  the  walls  of  the  pit  area  in  the  basement, 

A  campaign  was  conducted  to  thoroughly  wash  the  interior  and  exterior  of  all 
cable  cars  prior  to  starting  the  tourist  vacation  period. 

A  new  Mason  cable  has  been  installed  to  replace  the  previous  cable  which  had 
been  in  service  for  172  days.    The  normal  life  for  this  cable  is  180  days. 

A  new  Hyde  Line  cable  has  been  installed  to  replace  the  previous  cable  which 
had  been  in  service  for  152  days.    The  normal  life  for  this  cable  is  120 
days . 

IMPROVEMENTS  TO  MUNICIPAL  RAILWAY  PROPERTY: 

Major  repairs  were  made  to  the  Turk-Fillmore  Powerhouse  consisting  of  overhaul- 
ing of  windows,  replacing  damaged  window  locks,  replacing  sash  cords  and 
weights  as  necessary,  and  installing  a  new  door  at  the  rear  entrance  of  the 
powerhouse,  as  well  as  making  major  repairs  to  the  main  front  door.  Additional- 
ly, the  office  cubicle  and  the  v/alls  at  the  lower  floor  rear  entranceway  were 
painted . 

A  new  catwalk  to  the  flag  pole  area  has  been  installed  on  the  roof  of  the 
Geary  Office  Building. 

COACH  CLEANING: 

The  Cyclone  cleaner  unit  at  Kirkland  Yard  v;as  moved  from  its  previous  location 
along  the  rear  fence  to  the  washrack  area.    Electrical  work  and  piping  will 
follow  shortly  to  complete  this  installation.    This  will  improve  bus  cleaning 
operations  at  this  division. 
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TOIN  PEAKS  TUNNEL: 

A  new  special  time-delay  relay  has  been  installed  at  Block  Signal  #17  in 
Twin  Peaks  Tunnel  to  improve  control  of  inbound  cars  entering  the  Forest 
Hill  Station  area. 


J-LINE  RIGHT-OF-WAY  SUNSET  TUNNEL: 

The  project  of  spraying  a  light  coat  of  asphalt ic  mixture  to  bind  the  rock 
ballast  on  the  "J"  line  ripht-of-way  between  20th  and  22nd  Sts.,  ns  well  as  at 
the  Sunset  Tunnel,  has  been  cor>pleted. 

MOTOR  COACHES: 

Since  July  1965,  Mack  enpines  nave  been  removed,  completely  overhauled  and 
replaced  at  a  rate  of  8  for  each  3-week  period.    A  number  of  motor  coaches 
have  had  to  be  temporarily  sidelined  because  of  the  lack  of  narts  for  turbine 
repairs.    Effort  is  being  made  to  correct  this  situation  as  promptly  as 
possible. 

LACUNA  HONDA  HOSPITAL  SERVICE: 

On  May  18,  1966, following  aDpropriatc  ceremonies,  service  v;as  initiated  between 
Forest  Hill  Station  and  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  with  a  new  Minibus  donated  by  the 
Lapuna  Honda  Volunteers.    The  line  is  designated  as  #89.    No  fares  are 
charged  on  the  Minibus. 

SERVICE  ADJUSTMENTS: 

Following  the  usual  signup  "xoce^'urcs,  Summer  Schedules  became  effective 
June  19,  and  include  adjustm.ents  of  the  type  generally  m.ade  for  the  vacation 
season. 

Provision  is  made  for  transportation  of  students  to  Summer  School  sessions  at 
Galileo,  Lowell,  Polytechnic  and  Woodrow  Wilson  High  Schools  from  June  22 
through  August  12,  1966,  and  for  students  attending  Aptos,  Marina  and  Pelton 
Junior  High  Schools  from  June  27  through  August  5,  1966. 

Two  morning  peak  trips  have  been  added  to  Line  14X,  northbound,  effective 
June  2nd. 


Two  more  outbound  Fort  ^''iley  trips  were  scheduled  on  Line  #2  from  Euclid 
Collins  at  7:17  and  7:36  a.m.  effective  May  2nd,  on  a  temporary  basis,  and  are 
included  in  regular  schedules  as  of  June  19,  1966. 
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SERVICE  FOR  SPECIAL  EVENTS: 

The  annual  School  Safety  Patrol  Review  was  held  on  Tuesday,  May  24,  1966 
at  1:00  p.m.  in  the  Polo  Field  of  Golden  Gate  Park.     35  coaches  were  chartered 
to  bring  student  safety  patrol  officers  to  and  from  the  event.    Travel  was 
heavy  on  Lines  5  and  72  and  extra  service  was  operated  on  these  lines  at 
dismissal . 

The  USGA  OPEN  Golf  Tournament  was  conducted  June  13  through  Sunday, 
June  19,  1966,  at  the  Olympic  Country  Club  j^olf  course.    The  Municipal  Railway 
operated  special  m.otor  coach  shuttle  service  every  20  minutes  from  46th 
Wawona  to  the  Olympic  Country  Club  entrance  located  on  John  Muir  Drive,  making 
transfer  connections  with  Line  "L"  (Taraval)  and  Line  18  (Sloat) . 

ELECTION  DAY  SCHEDULES: 

Election  Day  schedules  were  prepared  for  334  operators  who  requested  time  off 
to  vote  on  June  7th.    This  affected  620  runs  and  resulted  in  rather  severe 
reduction  of  midday  service. 

TRANSPORT  WORKERS'  UNION: 

Initial  meetings  were  held  with  representatives  of  the  Transport  Workers' 
Union  on  May  18  and  May  25,  1966,  on  their  proposal  for  a  13-article  contract. 
Mr.  Dow  of  the  City  Attorney's  office  attended  to  give  preliminary  informal 
legal  comment.     It  was  indicated  that  the  next  meeting  would  be  held  in  about 
30  days.    The  City  /Attorney's  staff  has  since  engaged  in  extensive  research 
to  determine  the  legality  of  entering  into  a  written  agreement  with  TV/U,  as 
well  as  the  legality  of  the  specific  proposals  in  each  of  the  13  articles. 

Information  has  been  received  that  a  draft  of  the  formal  v;ritten  Opinion  is 
now  under  review  by  ^*r.  Thom.as  M.  O'Connor  and  Mr.  V.'illiam  F,  Bourne,  but  as 
of  the  date  of  preparing  this  report  (June  16,  1966)  the  Opinion  had  not  as 
yet  been  released.    TWU  representatives,  however,  have  stated  that  they  expect 
decisions  on  the  basic  issues  very  shortly. 

MANPOWER  SHORTAGE : 

The  most  recent  report  indicates  a  shortage  of  57  platform  employees. 
MUNI  MAN  OF  THE  mqmth: 

Operator  Daniel  E.  Stocker,  Cap  No.  1501,  became  the  179th  Muni  Man  of  the  Month 
at  ceremonies  conducted  at  Washington-Mason  Division,  May  27,  1966.  Public 
Utilities  Commissioner  Thomas  P.  White  presented  the  award,  and  Mr.  James  K. 
Carr,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  also  participated. 
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OKLAHOMA  CITY,  OKLAHOMA  -  A  new  Central  Oklahooia  Transportation  and 
Pairking  Authority  has  been  established  here  by  Oklahoma  City  Council, 
The  Authority  plans  to  take  over  the  operations  of  the  City  Bus  Company 
iA  order  to  solve  the  complex  problems  of  this  city's  urban  transporta- 
tion.    Other  measures  taken  by  the  Authority  induce  plans  for  creating 
public  parking  facilities;   the  conclusion  being  that  an  integration  of 
transportation  and  parking  should  be  combined  to  complement  each  other* 
Also  preliminary  plans  have  been  initiated  for  application  to  the  Fed- 
eral Government  for  grants  under  the  Mass  Transportation  Act.     The  mass 
urban  renewal  project  presently  under  way  here,  which  included  the  req- 
uisition and  redevelopment  of  an  excess  of  1,500  acres  of  populated 
area  will  take  into  account  the  transportation  and  parking  program  and 
both  will  work  closely  for  the  desired  objective. 

WASHINGTON.  D.C.  -  A  capital  improvement  grant  of  $I|.10,000  has  been 
approved  for  the  Alameda-Contra  Costa  Transit  District  to  assist  in 
purchasing  30  new  transit  buses.     The  new  buses  will  be  used  to  replace 
older  equipment,  reduce  maintenance  costs  and  improve  trajisit  services, 

CHICAGO,  ILLINOIS  -  An  electronic  computer  to  help  cut  costa  for  the 
Chicago  Transit  Authority  was  placed  in  operation  recently  at  GTA's 
general  offices.  The  GE-l|.l5  computer,  leased  from  the   General  Electric 
Company  for  a  period  of  five  years  at  a  total  rental  of  ^S3>^ »h^0 ,  will 
be  used  for  revenue  accounting,  store  accounting  and  inventory  control, 
responsibility  reporting,  payroll,  engineering  studies  and  other  admin- 
istrative operations, 

SAN  FRANCISCO,  CALIFORNIA  -  Portland  Transit  Company  derived  a  consoli- 
dated  net  income  of  $31+, 961+  from  operations  in  the  first  quarter  of  1966, 
equal  to  12  cents  a  share  on  239,183  shares  of  common  stock  presently 
outstanding  in  the  hands  of  the  public, 

NEV/  YORK,  N.Y.  -  A  new  report  issued  recently  shows  Transit  advertising 
is  maintaining  its  position  as  one  of  two  fastest  growing  media  in  the 
United  States.     Transit's  volume  rose  9.1  percent  during  1965.  Adver- 
tisers spent  an  estimated  $23,81;3>500  in  Transit  advertising  during 
1965>  accounting  for  the  9.1  percent  increase  over  196i+. 

DAYTON,  OHIO  -  Despite  heavy  rainfall  on  the  l^th  semi-annual  "Downtown 
Dayton  Day"  recently,  merchants  reported  record  sales.     However,  the 
rainy  period  during  the  morning  cut  down  the  number  of  shoppers  to  take 
advantage  of  the  free  bus  rides  offered  by  the  Dayton  Retail  Merchants 
Association  on  City  Transit  Company  buses. 

Shoppers  also  got  guest  cards  for  free  shuttle  bus  service  in  the 
downtovm  area, 

DENVER ,   COLORADO  -  W.A,  Alexander,  president  of  Denver  Tramway  Corporation 
said  recently  that  he  was  not  prepared     to     comment  on  a  recommendation 
by  a  special  mayor's  committee  to  relieve  his  firm's  financial  plight  and 
assure  continuance  of  mass  transportation  service  in  Denver,     The  five- 
member  committee,  appointed  by  Mayor  Tom  Curri  ;an,  recommended  that  the 
city  lease  the  firm's  equipment  and  hire  the  company  to  operate  it. 

ST.  PAUL,  MINN.  -  Twin  City  Lines  announced  recently  that  it  was  buying 
35  new  buses  equipped  with  engines  designed  to  eliminate  exhaust  smoke 
almost  entirely.     The  vehicles,  which  will  be  made  by  the  GHC  Truck 
Company  will  have  been  put  into  regular  production  only  last  year  and 
Twin  Cities  will  have  the  largest  fleet  equipped  with  the  anti-exhaust 
engine  when  delivery  is  made  this  summer, 

I/)NpON,  ENGLAND  -  " Passimeter"  turnstiles  have  replaced  conductors  and 
their  ticket  machines  on  "American  size"  buses  being  tested  on  London 
streets.     Riders  deposit  dime-sized  sixpence  coins   in  the  slots  of  the 
turnstiles  upon  entering  the  experimental  vehicles  which  are  being  used 
in  place  of  the  familiar  double  decker  coaches.     A  change  machine  in 
the  large  vestibule  of  the  bus  dispenses  the  sixpence  for  large  denom- 
ination coins.     The  driver  sits  in  a  glass  vestibule  of  the  bus  and 
announces  stops  over  a  loudspeaker  system.

WATER  QUALITY 

Actual  construction  work  on  Sunol  Valley  Water  Treatment 
Plant  and  the  78"  pipeline  from  this  Plant  to  Alameda  Creek  Syphon 
has  been  completed,  and  the  plant  is  undergoing  test  operation  by 
Department  personnel.    A  dedication  ceremony  has  been  scheduled  for 
July  22  at  10:00  a.m.  to  inaugurate  this  first  filtration  plant  in 
the  City's  water  system.    The  Water  Department  and  its  predecessor, 
the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  supplied  safe  water  to  consumers 
for  more  than  100  years  by  protecting  the  reservoirs  and  watershed 
lands  from  contamination  and  pollution.    However,  the  increasing 
demand  for  water  has  made  it  necessary  to  be  able  to  use  water  from 
Calaveras  Reservoir  the  year  around.    This  water  becomes  turbid 
during  periods  of  heavy  runoff  from  winter  rains,  making  filtration 
necessary  to  assure  such  year  around  availability.    This  Plant  will 
also  treat  all  water  used  from  San  Antonio  Reservoir  before  it  enters 
the  transmission  system. 

In  carrying  out  the  water  main  flushing  program,  239^000 
feet  of  4"  through  12"  diameter  mains  were  flushed  in  the  University 
Mound  pressure  zone.    One  hundred  and  sixty-eight  gate  valves  from 
4"  to  12"  diameter  were  inspected  for  needed  service,  and  52  blow- 
off  valves  were  operated  and  checked  during  this  operation. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  a  total  of  I9  individual  flushing 
operations  were  carried  out.    One  was  to  correct  dirty  water  con- 
ditions; all  others  were  scheduled  flushing  operations  to  prevent 
the  occurrence  of  dirty  water  conditions  at  locations  known  to  be 
trouble  spots. 

During  the  month  of  May  all  water  treatment  stations  operated 
normally  with  no  problems  due  to  water  quality.

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GRAND  JURY 


On  June  22  the  Public  Utilities  Committee  of  the  I966  Grand 
Jury  visited  the  Water  Department  offices  to  become  acquainted  with 
the  operations,  problems  and  plans  of  the  Department.    Mr.  Prye 
interviewed  the  Committee,  and  showed  them  around  the  offices.  A 
visit  to  the  various  operating  divisions  of  the  Department  has  been 
planned  for  a  later  date. 

SERVICE  RENEWALS 

During  the  month  of  May  512  service  pipes  were  renewed 
because  they  had  become  old,  rusted  or  were  undersized  for  the  need 
of  the  customer. 

ELECTRONIC  DATA  PROCESSING 

In  addition  to  water  billing,  all  computer  applications  of 
accounting  functions  formerly  run  on  equipment  at  the  City  Hall 
(except  per  diem  time  rolls)  are  being  programmed  and  run  at  Mason 
Street.    Per  diem  time  rolls  are  scheduled  to  be  run  at  Mason 
Street  starting  July  1,  I966.    Warehouse  inventories  are  being  pro- 
grammed and  run  and  new  programs  are  being  studied  to  improve  the 
efficiency  of  billing  procedures  originally  set  up  by  consultants. 

FINANCE 

Collections  for  the  month  of  May  amounted  to  $1,328,401; 
total  collections  for  the  first  eleven  months  of  the  fiscal  year 
1965-66  were  $16,679,817,  which  is  an  increase  of  $929,858  over  the 
like  period  of  the  previous  year. 

Net  paying  sales  (excluding  non-paying  municipal  accounts) 
for  the  first  eleven  months  of  this  fiscal  year  amounted  to 
$17,455,114,  which  is  an  increase  of  $684,497  over  the  like  period 
of  the  previous  year. 

1961  BOND  FUND  PROJECTS 

Bay  Division  Pipeline  No.  4,  Section  A,  and  Alameda  Creek 
Syphon  No.  3  was  45^  completed  within  60%  of  the  scheduled  time. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  construction  of  Bay  Division 
Pipeline  to  Crystal  Springs  Pipeline  Bypass  Tunnel  was  approved  by 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  advertising  for  bids.  San 
Antonio  and  Sunol  Pumping  Stations  and  the  pipelines  to  connect 
the  stations  to  San  Antonio  and  the  Aqueduct  (two  separate  contracts) 
are  under  contract. 


FREEWAYS 


Most  of  the  work  of  relocating  Water  Department  facilities 
within  the  right  of  way  for  the  section  of  Junipero  Serra  Freeway 
north  of  Ralston  Avenue  now  under  construction  has  been  accomplished 
and  freeway  construction  is  progressing  rapidly. 

PERSONNEL 

In  initiating  the  administrative  reorganization  planned  for 
the  Department,  Mr.  K.  R.  Boyd  was  appointed  Assistant  General 
Manager,  Administrative,  on  June  15,  Mr.  John  Kenck  was  appointed 
Manager,  City  Distribution  Division,  and  Mr.  Gene  Kelleher  was 
appointed  Assistant  Manager,  City  Distribution  Division. 
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
